ANNOUNCEMENT  FOR  THE  ACADEMIC  YEAR   J900-I90J. 


"The  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons OF  Ontario"  is  the  name  adopted  by 
the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  in  the 
Province  is  a  member  of  this  College,  it  is 
not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medi- 
cine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was 
first  incorporated  under  this  name  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
1866.  This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed 
by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869,  and 
now  the  afiairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Pro- 
vince ar^  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874 
(37  Vic,  Cap.  30),  commonly  known  as  the 
"  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further  amended 
in  1887,  1891,  1893  and  1895. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College 
OF  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  " 
is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected 
with  medical  education  ;  for  the  admission 
and  enrolment  of  students  of  medicine  ;    for 


determining  from  time  to  time  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  studies  to  be  pursued  by  them>. 
and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners,  before- 
whom  all  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  thSy  can  be  enrolled  as  members- 
of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified 
to  practise  their  profession  in  the  Province? 
of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  by  this  Act  to 
fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of 
medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries, 
may  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  CoUege- 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  this. 
being  the  only  m'ode  in  which  they  cait 
become  legally  entitled  to  practise  their 
profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of 
students  of  medicine,  the  Profession,  and 
the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,, 
hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1900-1901 
the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  re- 
pealing all  others  heretofore  in  force.

SECTION  I.— MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  bein^  registered  as  a 
matriculated  student  in  the  Register  of 
this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  and  to  conform  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by 
the  Education  Department  on  the  course 
prescribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  includ- 
ing chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall 
be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in 
that  behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical 
student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  XIX. 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any 
chartered  university  conducting  a  full  Arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof 
has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such 
university  or  the  examination  conducted  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Arts  by  such 
university,  shall  entitle  such  holder  to 
registration  as  a  matriculate. 

3.  Graduates  in  Arts,  in  any  university  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  are  not  required 
to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register 
their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Col- 
lege upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  identity,  the  presentation  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualifications,  and  the  payment  of  the 
fee  of  twenty  dollars. 

4.  Every  medical  student  after  matricula- 
tion shall  be  registered  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council,  and  this  shall  be  held 
to  be  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies, 
which  will  not  be  considered  to  begin  until 
after  the  date  of  such  registration. 


SECTION    II.  — MEDICAL 
CURRICULUM, 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of 
five  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter '  provided  ;  and  the 
prescribed   period   of  studies   shall   include 


four  winter  sessions  of  eight  months  each. 
The  fifth,  or  final  year,  shall  be  devoted 
to  clinical  work,  six  months  of  which 
may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner 
in  Ontario,  or  with  an  approved  practitioner 
outside  of  Ontario,  and  six  months  must  be 
speiit  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dis- 
pensaries or  laboratories  devoted  to  physio- 
logical dr  pathological  research,  Canadian, 
British  or  foreign,  approved  by  the  Council, 
and  must  attend  at  least  one  hundred 
clinical  lectures  or  demonstrations  as  fol- 
lows :  twenty-five  on  medical  cases,  twenty- 
five  on  surgical  cases,  twenty-five  on  obste- 
trical and  gynoecological  cases,  and  twenty- 
five  on  pathology,  certificates  for  which  must 
be  presented  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council, 
signed  by  teachers  of  schools  or  colleges 
recognized  by  the  Council,  together  with  a 
certificate  of  six  months  hospital  attendance 
during  the  fifth  year.  A  certificate  of 
having  been  house  surgeon  in  a  recognized 
hospital  for  one  year  will  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures  and  hospital 
attendance. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  science  of  any  col- 
lege or  university  recognized  by  the  Council 
who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in  the  courses 
of  physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physio- 
logy, and  shall  have  passed  examinations  in 
their  university  course  in  the  said  subjects 
while  taking  their  degrees,  will  be  required 
to  spend  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine, 
and  on  condition  that  prior  to  the  third  year 
they  shall  have  passed  the  Primary  examin- 
ation, they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  both 
the  Intermediate  and  Final  examinations  on 
completion  of  the  fourth  year,  but  shall  have 
no  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical 
lectures. 

Homoeopathic  students  who  attend  four 
sessions  in  a  college  approved  of  by  the 
Homoeopathic  representatives  in  the  Council 
where  the  sessions  are  more  than  six  months, 
shall  be  held  to  have  fulfilled  the  require- 
ments of  this  College  in  that  regard. 

No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  en- 
dorsed thereon  as  shown  by  teachers'  roll, 
that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures 
of  each  course — and  it  is  enacted  that  said 
certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such 
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attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  at  least 
eight  months. 

3.  Applications  for  every  professional  ex- 
amination must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  two  weeks  prior  to  the  examinations. 
No  application  will  be  received  unless  it  is 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and 
certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt 
showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Excepting  as  hereinafter  specified,  each 
eight  months'  course  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  eighty  lectures,  and  each  "four  months' 
course  "  of  not  less  than  forty  lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  under- 
mentioned courses  of  lectures  in  a  university, 
college  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of  by 
the  Council,  viz.  : 

Anatomy.— Two  courses  of  eight  months 
each  in  descriptive  and  practical  Anatomy, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  280  lectures  or 
demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

Topographical  Anatomy  (Medical,  Sur- 
gical).— One  course  of  not  less  than  50 
lectures. 

Physiology. — There  shall  be  two  courses 
of  eight  months  each  in  Physiology  and  His- 
tology, consisting  of  not  less  than  120  lec- 
tures and  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in 
each  year. 

Chemistry. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of 
eight  months  each  in  Chemistry,  theoretical 
and  practical,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
150  lectures  or  demonstrations  of  an  hour 
each  in  each  year. 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. — Two 
courses  of  not  less  than  50  lectures  each. 

Principles  and  Practice  (Medicine). — Two 
courses  of  not  less  than  80  lectures  each. 

Surgery  (principles  and  practice). — Two 
courses  of  not  less  than  80  lectures  each. 

Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women. — Two 
courses  of  not  less  than  80  lectures  each. 

Clinical  Medicine. — Two  courses  of  not 
less  than  100  lectures  each. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  courses  of  not  less 
than  100  lectures  each. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology. — 
One  course  of  not  less  than  50  lectures. 

Pathology  (including  Bacteriology). — One 
course  of  100  lectures  or  demonstrations. 

Sanitary  Science. — One  course  of  30 
lectures. 

Therapeutics. — One  course  of  50  lectures. 


Mental  Diseases. — One  course  of  10  lec- 
tures. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  courses  of  20 
lectures. 

Note, — Each  lecture  or  demonstration 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  hour's 
duration. 

A  certificate  of  having  attended  five 
lectures,  and  five  demonstrations  upon  the 
use  of  Anaesthetics,  and  certificates  of  having 
personally  administered  Anaesthetics  five 
times  under  supervision  of  a  legally  qualified 
practitioner. 

5.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to 
prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the 
entire  adult  human  body. 

6.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of 
a  general  hospital  for  twenty -four  months 
during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

7.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of 
midwifery. 

8.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as 
a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the 
examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained 
the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

9.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized 
colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registra- 
tion, must  pass  the  matriculation  required 
by  the  Council ;  and  must  attend  one  or 
more  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  in  one 
of  the  Ontario  medical  schools  (a)  and  must 
complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  cur- 
riculum required  by  the  Council  after  the 
fourth  year,  and  shall  pass  before  the  exam- 
iners appointed  by  the  Council  all  the 
examinations  hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to 
complete  fully  the  curriculum. 

Note  (a) — This  clause  does  not  apply  to 
homoeopathic  students,  requirements  for 
whom  are  fully  set  forth  in  section  3,  sub- 
sections 10  and  11. 

10.  British  registered  medical  practi- 
tioners, on  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the 
Intermediate  and  Final  examinations  shall 
be  registered,  provided  they  have  been 
in  active  practice  for  five  years  after  having 
been  registered  therein  as  practitioners, 
British  registered  medical  practitioners  who 
have  not  been  in  practice  for  five  years  will 
be  registered  on  passing  the  professional  ? 
examinations  and  paying  all  necessary  fees.

SECTION  III.— EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  di- 
vided into  three  parts  :  "Primary,''  "In- 
termediate "  and  "  Final." 

2.  The  Primary  examination  shall  be  under- 
gone after  the  second  winter  session,  and  the 
Intermediate  after  the  fourth  winter  session, 
the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  em- 
braced in  the  Primary  examination  : 

(a)  Anatomy. 

(h)  Physiology  and  Histology. 

(c)  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

{d)  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  ex- 
amination will  be  required  to  present,  with 
his  lecture  tickets,  a  certificate  of  having 
undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the 
school  he  has  attended  at  the  close  of  his 
first  winter  session  on  Primary  branches. 
Also  a  certificate  of  ability  to  make  and 
mount  microscopic  specimens. 
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5.  Each  candidate  for  final  examination 
must  present  a  certificate  of  attendance  at 
six  post-mortem  examinations,  a  certifi- 
cate of  ability  to  draw  up  a  report  of  a  post- 
mortem examination  :  a  certificate  of  having 
reported  satisfactorily  six  cases  of  clinical 
medicine,  and  six  cases  of  clinical  surgery, 
and  a  certificate  of  having  passed  his  Inter- 
mediate examination,  the  certificates  to  be 
signed  by  the  teachers  referred  to  upon  these 
subjects,  or  the  practitioner  holding  post 
mortem. 

6.  All  candidates  shall  (excepting  Art 
graduates)  present  a  certificate  of  having 
passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in 
the  college  or  school  they  may  have  attended, 
an  examination  in  such  parts  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  midwifery  as  may  be  thought 
advisable  by  the  faculties  of  the  respective 
colleges  or  schools.  This  examination  is  not 
in  any  way  to  interfere  with  any  of  the 
examinations  of  the  Council.  One  year's 
attendance  after  the  Intermediate  examin- 
ation as  House  Surgeon  or  Physician  in  any 
Hospital  recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be 
held  to  be  equivalent  to  the  fulfilling  of  the 
requirements  for  the  fifth  year  of  clinical 
work. 

The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced 
in  the  intermediate  examination  : 

(a)  Medical,    Surgical  and  Topographical 

Anatomy. 
(6)  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

(c)  General  Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 

(d)  Surgery,  other  than  Operative. 

(e)  Surgery,  Operative. 

(/)   Midwifery,  other  than  Operative. 

(g)  Midwifery,  Operative. 

(h)  Medical  Jurisprudence,  including  Toxi- 
cology and  Mental  Diseases. 

(i)  Sanitary  Science. 

(j)    Diseases  of  Children. 

(k)  Diseases  of  Women. 

(I)   Therapeutics. 

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  examin- 
ations shall  be  "  written  "  and  "oral."  The 
Final  "  oral"  and  "clinical." 

8.  The  followin*  branches  are  embraced 
in  the  Final  examination  : 

(a)  Clinical  Medicine. 
(6)  Clinical  Surirery. 
{(')  Diseases  of  Women. 


(d)  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical. 

9.  Candidates  for  the  Primary  who  fail  in 
all  subjects  but  two  must  make  60  per  cent, 
in  each  of  these  subjects,  or  get  no  credit 
for  any.  Candidates  for  Intermediate  who 
fail  in  all  subjects  save  three,  will  be  allowed 
those  three  if  they  pass  60  per  cent,  in  each. 

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined 
by  the  Homoeopathic  Examiner  in  special 
subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  examination,  so  that 
the  examinations  may  be  conducted  by  the 
parties  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Prior 
to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the 
candidate,  the  usual  fees  must  be  paid. 

In  the  event  of  any  candidate  presenting 
himself  for  such  examination,  due  notice 
must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
Special  Examiner. 

11.  Until  a  Homoeopathic  medical  college 
for  teaching  purposes  is  established  in  On- 
tario, candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as 
Homoeopathists  shall  pass  the  matriculation 
examination  established  by  this  Act  as  the 
preliminary  examination  for  all  students  in 
medicine,  and  shall  present  evidence  of 
having  spent  the  full  period  of  study  re- 
quired by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  duly  registered 
homoeopathic  practitioner. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied 
with  the  full  curriculum  of  studies  pre- 
scribed from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  for 
all  medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of 
attendance  upon  lectures  and  hospitals  re- 
quired by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council, 
may  be  spent  in  such  homoeopathic  medical 
colleges  in  the  United  States  or  Europe  as 
may  be  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
homoeopathic  members  of  the  Council  ;  but 
in  all  homoeopathic  colleges  where  the  winter 
course  of  lectures  is  only  of  four  months' 
duration,  certified  tickets  of  attendance  on 
one  such  course  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent 
to  two-thirds  of  one  six  months'  course,  as 
required  by  the  Council  ;  and  when  such 
teaching  body  has  been  established  in  On-, 
tario,  it  shall  be  optional  for  such  candidates 
to  pursue  in  part  or  in  full  the  required 
curriculum  in  Ontario. 

12.  A  professional  examination  will  be 
held  in  Toronto  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
November,  1900.  All  candidates  who  have 
failed  in  a  former  examination  will  be 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for 
this  examination.  The  next  professional 
examination  thereafter  will  be  held  at 
Toronto  and  Kingston  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  May,  1901. 
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SECTION  IV.— FEES. 

1.  The  following  scale  of  fees  has  been 
established  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  :

This  is  not  to  affect  any  student 
who  is  registered  as  a  ma- 
triculate prior  to  1st  July, 
1889. 

These  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College  be- 
fore each  examination.

(e)  Registration    of    persons    duly

(/■)  Registration  of  additional  de-

This  fee  is  only  payable  when 
the  additional  titles  are  reg- 
istered at  different  times,  but 
any  number  of  such  titles  as 
are  allowed  to  be  registered, 
may  be  put  on  record  at  the 
first  registration,  for  the  reg- 
istration fee. 

(g)  Diploma  of  membership  of  the 

College 5  00 

This  diploma  is  granted  free  of 
charge  to  all  those  members 
of  the  College  who  attain 
their  membership  by  passing 
the  examinations  of  the  Col- 
lege. All  other  members 
may  obtain  it  on  application 
to  the  Registrar,  and  paying 
the  above-named  fee. 

(h)  Annual  assessment  due  by  mem-

SECTION  v.— EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Guidance  op  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

1.  The  Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar 
must  be  present  at  every  examination. 

2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination 
upon  any  subject,  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  who 
will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are 
hereinafter  directed  to  be  enclosed,  and  to 
each  set  of  papers  affix  a  number  by  which 
the  author  will  be  known  to  the  Examiners 
during  the  examination.  The  Registrar  will 
then  deliver  the  papers  to  the  member  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the 
Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject. 

3.  The  papers,  when  delivered  to  the 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed 
by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject, 
are  to  be  by  him  examined,  and  the  relative 
value  of  answers  marked  by  means  of  num- 
bers in  a  schedule  which  will  be  furnished 
to  him  by  the  Registrar,  ranging  for  the 
Primary  subjects  as  follows  :

5.  The  value  awarded  by  the  individual 
Examiner  to  the  answers  of  candidates  is 
not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  the 
Council,  who  may  have  the  papers  re-read 
and  a  revision  when  special  cases  of  hardship 
may  seem  to  have  occurred, 

6.  The  Examiner  shall  return  the  sched- 
ule to  the  Registrar,  with  values  inserted, 
within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  examinations 
on  his  subject.  From  these  values  a  gen- 
eral schedule  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  Reg- 
istrar, and  inspected  as  to  correctness  by  the 
president ;  but  such  schedule  shall  in  no 
case  be  disclosed  until  it  has  received  its 
final  revision  at  the  ensuing  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

7.  Papers  on  the  homoeopathic  subjects  are 
to  be  finally  submitted  to  the  Examiner 
approved  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  that  system  in  the  Council, 

8.  All  oral  examinations  are  henceforth  to 
be  as  clinical,  demonstrative  and  practical 
as  possible,  and  the  candidate  shall  be  known 
to  the  Examiners  by  number   only.       It    is 
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recommended  that  the  attention  of  the 
Examiners  be  specially  directed  to  clause  9 
for  the  guidance  of  Examiners. 

9.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Exam- 
iners, in  the  questions  in  their  respective 
subjects,  to  confine  themselves  to  the  text- 
books in  ordinary  use  (see  page  x.  of  this 
Announcement),  also  that  in  referring  to 
diseases  or  operations  of  any  kind,  the 
names  of  such  diseases  or  operations  most 
commonly  in  use  should  be  employed. 

The  Examiners  are  instructed  to  attach  to 
each  question  a  printed  number  as  the  value 
of  a  full  and  correct  answer  thereof — the 
whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100  — 
also  that  in  reading  the  paper  they  mark  in 
colored  chalk  what  they  regard  as  the  num- 
erical value  of  the  answer  given. 

10.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Presi- 
dent that  he  shall  in  no  case  report  a  can- 
didate as  having  passed  an  examination 
when  on  any  subject  he  makes  less  than  the 
minimum  of  marks  set  by  the  Council  for  a 
pass  on  that  subject.  But  in  any  case  where 
he  thinks  there  are  special  reasons  for  grant- 
ing a  license  to  such  candidate,  he  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Council  for  its  action. 

11.  Candidates  for  oral  examinations  will 
be  divided  into  classes  by  the  initial  letter 
of  their  names,  and  notified  of  the  time  at 
which  they  present  themselves  for  examina- 
tion. Such  students  to  be  enclosed  in  an 
adjoining  room,  and  sent  to  examiner  as 
otherwise  provided.  The  regulations  will 
be  rigidly  enforced  which  forbids  communi- 
cation with  those  awaiting  examination. 


SECTION  VI. 


Rules  for  Candidates  when  in  the 
Examination  Hall. 

1,  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the 
Registrar  a  programme  containing  a  list  of 
subjects  upon  which  the  candidate  is  to  be 
examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  ex- 
amination hall  during  the  progress  of  the 
examinations  upon  such  subject,  but  at  no 
other  time. 

2.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to 
the  questions  given  by  the  Examiners  legibly 
and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  each  page  of 
^book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  candi- 
date, and  the  number  given  with  each  ques- 
tion is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer 
to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  the  first 
page  facing  outward  to  the  view  ;  they  are 
then  to  be  folded  once  and  enclosed  in  an 
envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which   each  can- 
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didate  is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is 
then  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  or  some 
one  deputed  by  him.  Neither  signature, 
number  or  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be 
recognized  by  the  Examiner,  is  to  be  written 
or  marked  upon  any  portion  of  the  book  to 
be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

3.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the 
homoeopathic  subjects  will  be  handed  in 
writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general  ex- 
amination on  the  same  subject,  by  the 
Registrar,  to  such  candidates  as  have  given 
him  notice  in  accordance  with  section  III., 
sub-sees.  10,  11.  They  shall  write  the  an- 
swers to  these  questions  in  the  same  hall 
with  the  other  candidates,  and  hand  their 
papers,  when  finished,  to  the  Registrar  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  other  candi- 
dates, to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to 
the  homoeopathic  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  to  examine  on  that 
subject. 

4.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in  an- 
swering the  questions,  candidates  must  be 
careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally 
understood,  or  which  cannot  be  mistaken. 

5.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
the  hall  after  the  questions  are  given  out, 
until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

6.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the 
hall  during  the  hours  of  examination,  except 
those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examina- 
tion. 


7.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought 
any  book  or  reference  paper  to  the  hall, 
must  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar  before  the 
examination  begins. 

8.  Candidates  must  not  communicate 
with  each  other  while  examinations  are  going 
on,  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 

9.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear 
themselves  toward  the  Registrar  and  Exam- 
iners with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect ; 
and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  man- 
ner to  manifest  approbation  or  disapproba- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners during  the  progress  of  the  examina- 
tion. 

10.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct 
themselves  with  decorum  While  any  exam- 
ination is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  any  impropriety  of 
conduct  during  the  whole  progress,  both  of 
the  written  and  the  oral  examinations. 

11.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will 
lead  to  the  exclusion  of  the  candidate  who  is 
guilty  of  it  from  the  remainder  of  the  exam- 
ination ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for 
any  examination  papers  which  he  may  have 
handed  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  his  being 
detected  in  such  misconduct. 

12.  And  shall  be  debarred  from  further 
privileges,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council.

By-Law  No.  69. 

Whereas  by  Section  6  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Amendment  Act,  1893,  56  Vic,  Chap. 
27,  Sec.  27  of  the  "Ontario  Medical  Act "  (R.S.O.,  1887,  C.  148)  and  section  41a  amend- 
ing the  same,  enacted  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  54th  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  Chap.  26, 
and  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,''  were  suspended,  and  it  was  by 
the  said  Act  declared  that  the  said  section  should  continue  suspended  unless  and  until  after 
the  elections  of  1894,  a  by-law  should  be  passed  by  the  Council  of  the  College  adopting 
the  same  in  whole  or  in  part ; 

And  whereas  this  College  has  a  floating  debt  which  must  be  provided  for,  and  out- 
standing assessments  which  if  made  available  would  cover  the  same,  it  is  therefore  neces- 
sary and  expedient  that  the   same   shall   be  adopted  and  put  in  force  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  the  same  should  be  adopted. 

Now  therefore  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts 
as  follows  : 

1.  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  (R.  S.  O.,  1887,  C.  148)  and  Section  41a 
amending  the  same,  enacted  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  54th  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign, 
Chapter  26,  and  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  are  hereby  adopted. 

2.  Each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar  towards  the  general  ex- 
penses of  the  College  an  annual  fee  amounting  to  two  dollars  ($2,00),  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  aforesaid  for  year  1895. 

3.  It  is  further  hereby  declared  and  enacted  that  the  said  suspended  sections  are 
adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  said  College  and  the  suspension  thereof  abrogated  from 
the  day  of  the  date  when  the  same  were  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Amendment  Act,  1893, 
suspended,  and  that  each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  27  aforesaid  the  annual  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  year 
during  the  time  when  the  said  sections  were  so  suspended,  viz. :  for  years  1893  and  1894. 

4.  The  Registrar  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  the  annual  fee  hereinbefore  fixed  and 
determined,  together  with  all  other  fees  and  dues  in  arrears  and  owing  by  any  member  of 
the  said  College,  and  to  enforce  all  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  as  amended. 
Upon  default,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  part  of  Clause  1,  known  as  41a,  be  suspended  until 
the  first  of  June,  1896,  then  to  come  into  force  in  case  a  sufficient  amount  of  dues  is 
not  paid  over  to  the  bank  liability. 

6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Registrar  be  required  to  send  to  each  prac- 
titioner a  registered  letter,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  by-law,  together  with  a  circular  letter 
and  account  of  dues,  explaining  the  necessity  of  imposing  the  fee  and  calling  special  atten- 
tion to  the  suspension  of  41a  until  June  1st,  1896.

That  the  oral  examinations  shall  continue  for  six  hours  each  day  until  they  are  completed. 

5.  That  an  allowance  of  $50.00  be  paid  to  the  Examiner  on  Descriptive  Anatomy  for 
providing  wet  preparations  and  dissections  upon  Descriptive  Anatomy. 

6  That  By-law  No.  22,  and  reports  dealing  with  payment  of  members  of  Council,  com- 
mittee members,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  are  hereby  repealed.

The  decision  of  the  Registrar  upon  such  application  as  to  the  liability  of  the  applicant 
for  the  fee  in  question  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

enclosed.  The  Registrar  shall,  fifty  (50)  days  before  the  time  for  receiving  nominations  for 
the  elections,  which  time  is  the  8th  of  November,  1898,  send  a  post  card  to  every  registered 
medical  practitioner,  excepting  the  homeopathic  members,  in  the  Province,  in  accordance 
with  addresses  in  hands  of  Registrar,  giving  the  dates  up  to  which  nominations  for 
representatives  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  be 
received.  The  Registrar  shall  advertise  in  the  medical  journals  published  in  Toronto, 
during  October,  1898,  the  fact  that  elections  for  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be  held,  stating;

By-Law  No.  94. 

Hides  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the  proceedings  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Whereas  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  are  empow- 
ered, under  Section  12,  Chap.  10,  176,  R.S.O.,  1897,  to  pass  by-laws  and  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  its  government. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  that : 

Section  1,  Clause  1.  The  Council  shall  hold  one  session  annually  in  the  City  of  Toronto,, 
commencing  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  June,  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  call  a  special  session.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  call  a  special  session  upon  receiving  a  requisition  in  that  behalf,  signed  by  not 
less  than  one-half  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  No  business  shall  be  taken  up  at  a 
special  session  except  that  for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of  which  each  member 
has  been  notified. 

Section  2 — Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treasurer, 
Public  Prosecutor,  Auditor  and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  open  vote,  the  vote  being  taken  on 
the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  nominated.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  presiding 
officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote,  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new  Council  the  tie 
for  the  office  of  President  shall  be  decided  by  the  member  present  representing  the  greatest 
number  of  registered  practitioners.  When  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  him  duly  elected. 

Section  3 — Organization. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  the  Registrar  shall  call  the  Council  to  order, 
read  over  the  names  of  the  members,  and  shall  call  on  the  Council  to  elect  a  Committee  on 
Credentials,  and  upon  the  reception  and  adoption  of  this  committee's  report  the  Registrar 
shall  call  upon  the  Council  to  elect  a  President.  At  all  other  annual  sessions  of  the  Coun- 
cil the  President  (and  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  preside  at 
the  election  of  officers.  In  the  absence  of  both  these  officers  the  Council  shall  elect  a 
Chairman. 

2.  The  first  business  after  the  organization  of  the  Council  and  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  nominate  the  standing  committees. 

Section  4 — Committees. 

1.     The   Standing  Committees  shall  be  the  following  : 

(a)     Registration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(h)     Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)     Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(rf)     Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of  five  members. 
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(e)     Printing,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(J)     On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(^)     On  Property,  consisting  of  five  members. 

And  the  following  statutory  committees : 

Qi)     Executive,  consisting  of  three  members. 

{%)     On  Discipline,  consisting  of  three  members. 

2.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex-oficio  members  of  all  committees  of 
the  Council,  standing  and  special,  except  Committee  on  Discipline  and  Executive 
Committee. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  providing 
that  the  said  quorum  be  not  less  than  three  members. 

Section  5 — Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  (except  as  otherwise  directed  in  clause 
2  of  section  2),  call  the  Council  to  order  at  the  hour  appointed,  cause  the  minutes  of  preced- 
ing meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice-President  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
President,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  a  Chairman  pro  tern  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Council. 

3.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  during  each  session  of  the 
Council,  and  protect  the  members  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  privileges.  He  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  giving  his  reasons  for  such  decision,  and  citing  the  rule 
applicable  to  the  case,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council,  and  in  case  of  an 
appeal  it  shall  be  put  by  the  presiding  officer  in  the  following  words  :  "  Shall  the  chair  be 
sustained." 

4.  All  questions  of  order  upon  which  appeal  has  been  made  from  the  decision  of  the 
presiding  officer,  shall  be  decided  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  Council,  without  debate. 

5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes  ;  but,  if  any  member  demands  it,  such 
presiding  officer,  without  further  debate  on  the  question,  shall  require  the  members  voting 
in  the  affirmative  and  negaUve,  respectively,  to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and  he  shall 
then  declare  the  result.  At  the  request  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken  and  recorded. 

6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  give  any  other  than  a  casting  vote,  but  he  may 
express  his  opinion  on  any  subject  under  debate,  and  when  so  doing  he  shall  leave  the 
chair. 

7.  The  presiding  officer  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  always  in  order  ;  but  no 
second  motion  to  the  same  effect  shall  be  made  until  after  some  intermediate  business  has 
been  transacted.     This  motion  must  be  put  without  debate. 

Section  6 — Members  Speaking. 

1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  address 
the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoiding  personali- 
ties. 

2  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  presiding  officer  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

3.  No  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point 
of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation.  The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  pomt  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

4.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules,  the  presiding  officer 
shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall 
immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  motion,  except  the  proposer  of 
the  substantive  motion,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply ;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer 
than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same  question  without  the  permission  of  the  Council,  except 
in  explanation,  and  he  must  then  not  introduce  new  matter. 

6.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question  under  discussion  to  be  read 
at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  speaker. 

7.  When  the  matter  under  consideration  contains  distinct  propositions,  upon  the 
request  of  any  member  the  vote  upon  each  proposition  shall  be  taken  separately. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same  has  been  put  by  the  presid- 
ing officer. 

9.  Notices  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  new  matter,  other  than  matters 
of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion, 
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unless  dispensed  with  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any  matter  when 
once  decided  by  the  (vouncil  shall  not  be  reintroduced  during  that  session,  unless  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Council  then  present. 

10.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  presiding 
officer,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by 
permission  of  the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused 
by  the  Council. 

11.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read, 
approved  and  signed  by  the  presiding  officer. 

12.  In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  resort  shall  be  had  to  the  procedure  of 
Parliament. 

13.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  motions  and  reports  on  the  table,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  received,  which  shall  be  considered  the  "General  Orders  of  the  Day." 
The  order  of  the  same  to  be  as  follows. 

Section  7 — General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

1.  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present  or  absent, 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Reading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc.  • 

4.  Reception  of  reports  of  committees. 

5.  Notices  of  motion. 

6.  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 

7.  Inquiries. 

8.  Consideration  of  reports. 

9.  Unfinished  business  from  previous  meeting. 
10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

All  resolutions  and  reports  must  be  taken  up  as  they  appear  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day, 
and  no  variation  of  the  foregoing  order  of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  consent  of 
the  Council. 

Section  8 — Motions  and  Questions. 

1.  No  motion,  e::|^cept  to  adjourn,  shall  be  introduced  unless  the  same  be  written  in  ink, 
and  contains  the  names  of  the  mover  and  seconder. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  read  by  the  mover,  standing  in  his  place  ;  thereafter  it  shall 
be  handed  to  the  presiding  officer,  who  shall  read  and  submit  it  to  the  Council. 

3.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  other  motion  shall  be  entertained  except  a 
motion  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  or  for  adjournment,  which  last  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the  Council 
is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4.  Amendments,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  Council,  shall  be  s^  Emitted  to  the  vote 
before  the  original  motion,  in  the  inverse  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

5.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the 
main  question. 

6.  A  motion  to  postpone  shall  include  a  day  to  be  named  for  the  further  consideration 
of  the  question. 

7.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken  without  debate  ;  when  it  prevails  the 
subject  matter  shall  not  be  revived  during  the  session  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Council. 

8.  The  "  previous  question,"  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the 
main  question,  and  shall  be  put,  without  debate,  in  the  following  words  :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put  ? "  If  this  motion  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  the  original  question 
is  to  be  put  forthwith,  without  any  amendments  or  debate. 

9.  Whenever  the  presiding  officer  shall  consider  that  a  motion  in  possession  of  the 
Council  is  contrary  to  the  rules  of  Council,  or  inconsistent  with  the  report  Or  other  matter 
to  which  it  was  intended  to  refer,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  rule  it  out  of  order. 

Section  9 — Committees. 

1.  When  a  committee  presents  its  report  it  shall  be  received  without  motion  or  debate. 
On  reaching  the  order  of  business,  "The  Consideration  of  Eleports,"  the  reports  previously 
received  shall  be  taken  up  in  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be  acted  on  directly  by 
the  Council,  or  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
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2.  On  motion  of  any  member,  the  Council  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  for  the  consideration  of  a  by-law,  report  or  other  matter,  when  the  presiding  officer 
shall  leave  the  chair,  naming  a  member  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  As  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  he  shall  have  the  same  authority  in  Committee  as  the  Pre- 
sident in  the  chair  of  the  Council. 

3.  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  submitted  to  the  Council,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  preceding  rule,  it  shall  be  either  adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  com- 
mittee with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  asking  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Council. 

4.  The  rules  of  this  Council  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  the 
rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays  and  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking  ;  and  no 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  an  adjournment  can  be  received  ;  but  a  member 
may  at  any  time  move  that  the  committee  now  rise,  or  that  it  rise  and  report  progress. 

5.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise,  or  to  rise  and  report  progress,  the  question  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

6.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council, 
shall  report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Chairman  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

7.  All  petitions  and  communications  on  any  subject  within  the  cognizance  of  a  Standing 
Committee  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee without  any  motion  ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
to  enter  upon  the  immediate  consideration  thereof. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion  upon  any  subject  which  may 
be  referred  to  a  select  committee  appointed  to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall, 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  be  one  of  the  committee,  without  being  named  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  the  convener  of  said  committee. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  committee,  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  such  member  at  the  time  of  his  being  named  to  such  a  committee. 

Section  10 — Duties  of  the  Committees. 

1.  Education  Committee. — The  Education  Committee  shall  have  supervision  of  the  curri- 
culum and  all  matters  pertaining  thereto,  and  to  the  examination  of  those  who  seek  for 
registration. 

2.  Finance  Committee. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  fiscal 
concerns  of  the  Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  various  funds.  It  shall  prepare 
and  report  a  detailed  statement  of  the  estimates  required  by  the  Council.  It  shall  consider 
and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Council. 

3.  Registration  Comm,ittee. — The  Registration  Committee  shall  examine  and"  report  upon 
all  applications  for  registration  as  matriculates,  or  as  practitioners.  It  shall  also  examine 
the  registers  pertaining  to  the  same,  and  all  matters  generally  concerning  registration. 

4.  CoTnplaints  Committee. — The  Complaints  Committee  sl)all  deal  with  all  appeals 
against  the  decision  of  the  examiners,  and  complaints  against  the  Council  or  its  officers. 

5.  Property  Committee. — The  Property  Committee  shall  supervise  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  College  building  and  its  requirements. 

6.  Rules  and  Regulations. — The  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  shall  consider  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council. 

7.  Printing  Committee. — The  Printing  Committee  shall  have  supervision  over  all  steno- 
graphic work  and  printing  required  by  the  Council. 

8.  Discipline  Committee. — The  Discipline  Committee  shall  consider  all  complaints 
against  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  governed  in  its  procedures  by  the  Statute  in  that  behalf. 

9.  Executive  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  cognizance  of,  and  action 
upon,  all  such  matters  as  may  require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the 
adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting. 

Section  11 — By-Laws. 

1.  Every  Bill  shall  be  introduced  upon  motion  for  leave,  specifying  the  title  of  the  Bill 
or,  upon  motion,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill. 

2.  No  Bills  shall  be  introduced,  either  in  blank  or  in  imperfect  shape. 

3.  Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings. 
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4.  The  question  that  this  Bill  be  now  read  a  first  time,  shall  be  decided  without 
^amendment  or  debate,  and  every  Bill  after  receiving  a  second  reading  shall  be  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

5.  Each  clause,  the  title  and  the  preamble,  shall  be  considered  and  passed  upon  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  Bill  shall  be  read  a  third  tim©  in  Council,  signed  by  the 
President  and  the  Registrar,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

6.  The  Registrar  shall  endorse  on  all  Bills  the  dates  of  the  several  readings,  and  be 
Tesponsible  for  correctness  in  case  of  amendment. 

7.  Every  by-law  which  has  been  passed  by  the  Council  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
Annual  Announcement. 

8.  All  by-laws,  resolutions  or  regulations  inconsistent  »vith  the  above  rules  and  regula- 
tions are  hereby  repealed.

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THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  SESSION. 

Medical  Council  Building, 

Toronto,  June  12th,  1900. 

The  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  met  this  day, 
Tuesday,  June  12th,  1900,  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the 
Council. 

The  President  (Dr.  W.  F.  Roome)  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  of  the  Council  answered  to 
their  names  :  ^ 

Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie,  Glas- 
gow, Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse, 
McLaughlin,  Robertson,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart,  Sullivan,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Vernon 
and  Williams. 

Dr.  Roome,  the  retiring  President,  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council, — It  has  become  a  recognized  duty  of  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent to  give  an  address  before  vacating  the  chair,  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  such 
matters  as  have  engaged  his  attention  during  the  past  year  in  the  interest  of  the  profession 
and,  which  is  of  importance  to  the  Council,  with  such  recommendations  as  he  feels  inclined 
to  make  in  regard  to  such  matters.  Claiming  your  indulgence  for  a  few  moments  I  shall 
endeavor  to  carry  out  the  usage  of  my  predecessors  by  addressing  you  briefly. 

In  the  first  place  it  afibrds  me  very  much  pleasure  to  welcome  you  back  to  your  work 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  while  I  rejoice  with  you  on  our  mutual  greetings  to-day  on  assem- 
bling here  at  the  commencement  of  this  our  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Medical 
Council,  there  is  also  a  sadness,  as  we  cannot  but  deplore  the  fact  that  the  hand  of  death  has 
again  been  among  us  and  broken  our  ranks,  claiming  another  victim  from  amongst  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council.  Our  late  colleague  and  homeopathic  representative,  Dr.  Logan,  after 
a  long  and  protracted  illness,  bravely  borne  by  him,  is  no  more.  So  far  as  our  deceased 
friend  was  personally  concerned,  death  was  perhaps  a  relief,  as  he  had  been  a  great  sufferer 
for  weeks  and  months  before  he  died.  He  was  among  the  oldest,  if  not  the  oldest,  repre- 
sentative of  the  Council,  being  a  continuous  member  since  1875,  and  during  that  time  had 
filled  the  highest  and  most  important  positions  in  the  Council.  He  had  been  associated 
with  the  work  of  this  honorable  body  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  and  during  that  time  he 
proved,  by  his  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  Council,  a  worthy  representative  of  a  noble  pro- 
fession and  an  honor  to  the  branch  of  it  to  which  he  belonged. 

Gentlemen,  we  will  miss  him  from  among  us,  as  Dr.  Logan  possessed  that  happy  faculty 
of  performing  such  duties  and  discussing  such  matters  as  came  before  the  Council  with  firm- 
ness, and  at  the  same  time  in  so  kind  a  manner  as  to  secure  the  regard  and  most  kindly 
feeling  of  every  member  present.  While  we  mourn  the  loss  of  the  worthy  member,  I  am 
sure  every  representative  present  will  join  with  me  in  extending  a  cordial  and  hearty 
welcome  to  Dr.  Vernon,   who  has  been  chosen  to  fill  his  place. 

The  Council  also  during  the  year  was  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  a  highly  esteemed 
and  efficient  officer,  Mr.  Thomas  Wasson,  who  had  been  the  detective  and  prosecutor  for  the 
Medical  Council  for  several  years.      It  was  but  a  few  weeks  after  our  last  session  that  he 
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was  stricken  down,  with  hardly  a  moment's  warning — a  lesson  to  us  all  of  the  uncertainty 
of  life.  On  the  receipt  of  the  announcement  of  his  death  we  engaged  a  competent  detective 
to  complete  the  work  Mr.  Wasson  had  commenced  ;  and  he  continued  to  fill  the  position 
until  such  time  as  applications  could  be  received  for  a  successor  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee could  be  called  together.  The  Executive  Committee  met  on  the  1st  of  September, 
and  from  some  eighteen  applications,  Mr.  Rose,  of  Brockville,  was  chosen  and  is  now 
filling  the  position,  subject  to  your  approval. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  received  many  communications  and  had  several  inter- 
views with  students  desiring  to  be  admitted  to  different  examinations,  claiming  the  right 
from  various  causes  and  circumstances  ;  also  from  several  practitioners  holding  British 
registration,  asking  to  be  allowed  to  take  their  intermediate  and  final  and  to  be  registered, 
not  having  complied  with  clause  12,  section  2  of  Medical  Curriculum.  In  reference  to  these 
applications,  those  students  in  exceptional  cases,  who  have  complied  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  if  not  with  the  letter,  were  admitted,  and  while  doing  so  I  have 
endeavored  to  keep  as  close  to  the  lines  of  our  curriculum  as  possible,  and  in  all  cases  con- 
sulted with  the  Executive  Committee.  These  exceptional  cases  your  Registrar  was 
instructed  to  admit  for  examination  under  certain  conditions.  The  conditions  being  that 
they  should  appear  and  take  the  examinations,  have  their  cases  submitted  to  the  Council 
and  then  abide  by  the  result  as  to  whether  they  be  allowed  the  examinations  they  have 
passed  or  not.  Some  of  those  granted  the  permission  have  taken  the  examination  and  their 
names  will  be  submitted  to  you  with  the  Executive  Committee's  report  for  your 
consideration. 

From  the  communications  I  have  had  from  medical  students  and  British  registered 
practitioners,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  some  changes  should  be  made  in  the  regulations, 
which  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  student  as  well  as  to  the  interest  of  the  Council  ;  and 
if  you  will  bear  with  me  for  a  few  moments,  I  will  refer  to  some  of  them. 

But  first,  if  not  out  of  place,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Council  request  that  all  the 
medical  schools  in  this  province  adopt  the  same  curriculum  for  admission  of  students  to  the 
study  of  medicine  and  surgery  as  that  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 
I  need  not  give  you  the  reasons  for  such  recommendation  as  they  must  be  apparent  to  you 
all,  at  least  they  certainly  are  to  those  who  have  filled  this  chair.  As  to  curriculum,  I 
would  first  draw  your  attention  to  clause  1  of  section  2,  or  to  that  part  that  relates  to  the 
fifth  or  final  year,  which  has  been  referred  to  by  the  two  last  gentlemen  that  preceded  me 
in  this  chair.  I  agree  with  them,  that  this  clause  has  not  fulfilled  the  expectations  of  the 
Council  in  sending  out  more  efficient,  practical  and  better  qualified  physicians,  as  from  my  own 
observations  and  the  numerous  correspondence  I  have  had  from  students,  the  fifth,  or  final 
year,  as  it  is  called,  with  most  of  students  is  a  waste  of  time,  and  to  a  certain  extent  an 
annoyance  to  them.  From  the  feeling  I  have  heard  expressed  in  this  Council  from  time  to 
time,  I  am  certain  no  member  of  this  Council  is  desirous  of  lowering  the  standing  of  medical 
education  in  Ontario,  then  let  us  endeavor  to  solve  the  problem  how  to  make  the  fifth  year 
more  practicable  and  if  we  cannot  do  so  let  us  remove  it  from  the  time  of  study  and  allow 
students  to  take  their  final  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  after  having  spent  four  sessions  in 
college  of  eight  months  each,  and  the  balance  of  time  with  a  medical  practitioner. 

I  would  suggest,  as  a  remedy  to  solve  this  question,  that  the  fifth  year  be  made  part  of 
the  college  course,  say  six  or  eight  months  of  the  time  might  be  spent  with  a  medical  prac- 
titioner and  the  last  four  or  six  months  at  college  and  in  the  hospital,  devoting  the  time  to 
clinical  work  and  pathological  and  physiological  researches,  having  the  same  privileges 
extended  to  them  in  college  and  hospital  that  are  now  extended  to  fourth  year  students  and 
that  a  declaration  of  such  time  and  studies  be  presented  to  the  Registrar  before  their  being 
allowed  to  take  this  examination  from  medical  practitioner,  hospital  superintendent  and 
dean  of  faculty. 

Then,  if  the  fifth  year  problem  can  be  solved  so  as  to  make  it  practicable,  clause  2  of 
section  2  of  the  Medical  Act  should  be  changed  or  removed  entirely  unless  the  teaching 
bodies  can  so  arrange  their  course  of  instruction  that  graduates  in  Arts  and  science  can  take 
their  primary  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  and  their  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  third 
year,  so  that  art  students  could  devote  their  fourth  year  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  of  the 
ordinary  fifth  year  student.  As,  if  clinical  instructions  and  physiological  and  pathological 
researches  are  necessary  for  the  latter  to  make  him  or  her  proficient  in  commencing  the 
practice  of  his  or  her  profession,  it  must  be  apparent  to  you  all  to  be  just  as  necessary  for 
the  former. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  clause  12,  section  2,  be  changed,  regarding  British  medical 
practitioners,  by  striking  out  the  words,  "Great  Britain,"  and  inserting  the  words,  "■  Five 
years  engaged  in  active  practice."  This  would  apply  to  those  who  wished  to  be  exempted 
from  taking  the  primary  examination,  and  that  the  following  be  added  to  the  clause  :  "That 
any  British  registered  practitioner  upon  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the  primary,  intermediate 
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and  final  examinations  shall  be  registered."  My  reason  for  suggesting  the  latter  change, 
or  addition,  is  to  prevent  British  registered  practitioners  from  availing  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  going  before  our  legislators  and  getting  a  bill  passed  to  compel  us  to  grant  them 
license  to  practice  in  Ontario.  The  changes  in  curriculum  which  I  have  suggested  have 
been  brought  to  my  attention  through  the  correspondence  I  have  had  with  students  and 
others  during  the  year.  Whether  the  changes  I  have  pointed  out  will  meet  with  your  ap- 
proval or  not,  I  thought  they  were  matters  of  sufficient  importance  for  this  Council  to 
discuss. 

At  that  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  committee  of  the  Council  was  appointed  to  revise  the 
rules  and  regulations  regarding  curriculum,  and  no  doubt  will  report  during  this  session,  and 
perhaps  deal  with  some  of  the  clauses  I  have  drawn  your  attention  to.  With  these  few 
remarks  in  reference  to  changes  in  curriculum  which  I  have  suggested,  I  would  next  bring 
to  your  notice  a  subject  which  has  engaged  the  attention  of  this  Council  on  several  previous 
occasions,  and  has  also  engaged  the  attention  of  the  medical  associations  in  the  provinces  as 
well  as  that  of  the  Dominion,  that  is,  Interprovincial  or  Dominion  Registration.  Dr.  Rod- 
dick, M.P.,  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  who  has  taken  an  active  part  in  endeavoring  to  devise 
a  scheme  to  bring  about  Dominion  Registration,  as  you  no  doubt  are  all  aware,  introduced 
a  bill  during  the  present  session  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  drawn  upon  the  plan  agreed 
upon  by  the  committee  that  met  in  the  City  of  Quebec  in  1898.  The  said  committee  was 
composed  of  representatives  from  the  several  provinces.  Dr.  Roddick  being  chairman,  and 
Drs.  Williams,  Thorburn  and  Dickson,  representatives  from  this  Council. 

The  bill  is  printed,  and  has  received  the  first  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
the  amendments  which  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  local  legislatures  of  the  difierent 
provinces,  as  far  as  I  could  learn,  did  not  seem  to  meet  with  the  general  approval  of  the 
members  of  the  medical  profession  throughout  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I  did  not  call  the 
Legislative  Committee  together  to  discuss  the  bill,  as  upon  opening  a  correspondence  with 
Dr.  Roddick,  and  pointing  out  the  exceptions  that  were  being  taken  to  the  bill,  and  the 
probable  exception  that  would  be  taken  by  the  Council,  he  kindly  informed  me  that  he 
would  not  push  the  bill  this  session,  but  would  withdraw  it  chiefly  out  of  deference  to  our 
Council,  whose  views  he  was  most  anxious  to  meet  in  every  way.  Interprovincial  registra- 
tion seems  a  difficult  problem  to  solve.  The  more  I  have  considered  the  question  the  more 
obstacles  seem  to  crop  up.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  Dominion  legislation  to  meet  with 
any  measure  of  success  will  have  to  follow,  and  not  precede,  the  necessary  action  on  the  part 
of  the  medical  councils  and  local  legislatures. 

The  bill  as  presented  to  the  House  will  come  before  you  for  your  consideration  ;  and 
just  here  I  might  say  Dr.  Roddick  is  deserving  of  the  thanks  of  the  medical  profession  of 
Canada  for  the  time  he  has  spent  in  endeavoring  to  solve  satisfactorily  this  question.  Some 
little  time  ago  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Burbidge,  President  of  the 
Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  (with  a  number  of  copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said 
Order  which  I  now  present)  pointing  out  that  each  provincial  medical  association  may  appoint 
one  member  on  the  Board  of  Governors.  At  page  21  and  22  you  will  find  a  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  by  which  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  is 
invited  as  the  proper  Provincial  Medical  Association  in  Oatario  to  exercise  the  power  of 
appointment.  The  chartered  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  very  desirous  that 
the  organization  of  the  board  should  be  completed  by  the  appointment  of  representatives 
of  the  difi'erent  associations,  as  they  would  be  very  glad  to  have  the  aid  and  advice  of  such 
representatives  as  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  through  their  president  I  have  been 
requested  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Council.  It  will  be  for  you  to  decide  whether  you 
will  comply  with  their  wishes  or  not. 

Another  question  which  I  have  been  strongly  urged  to  bring  before  the  Council  (although 
it  is  not  a  new  one)  is,  to  see  if  some  form  of  legislation  might  not  be  got  by  amending  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  so  as  to  remove  that  octopus,  which  is  sapping  the  life-blood  out  of 
the  medical  profession,  viz.,  lodge  or  contract  practice.  As  many  leading  members  of  the 
profession  claim  that  while  the  Council  is  raising  the  standard  of  medical  education  year  by 
year,  lodge  practice  is  lowering  the  reputation  and  standing  of  medical  men,  bringing  them 
below  an  ordinary  artizan  ;  but  whether  now  is  an  opportune  time  to  seek  such  legislation 
is  for  you  to  decide. 

During  the  year  the  examinations  of  students  have  been  carried  on  in  the  same  thorough 
manner  as  in  former  years.  At  the  November  examination  twenty-one  students  passed 
their  final,  and  fifty-four  at  the  examination  just  closed  ;  so  that  during  the  year  seventy- 
five  students  received  their  license  and  diploma  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  annual  assessment  has  been  responded  to  fairly 
well  during  the  past  year,  and  I  am  in  hopes,  before  another  year  has  passed,  all  will  have 
paid  up  so  that  there  will  be  no  necessity  to  further  bring  to  bear  section  41a  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  for  a  single  case. 
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Prosecutions  have  been  carried  on  vigorously,  as  the  Prosecutor's  report  will  show,  and 
the  Discipline  Committee  has  completed  its  work,  as  I  feel,  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 
During  the  year  the  Council  Building  shows  a  fair  rental,  some  $200  or  |300  more  than 
last  year.  The  Property  Committee  has  not  reported  as  having  received  any  offers  for  pur- 
chase, but  as  real  estate  is  advancing  in  price  in  this  part  of  the  city,  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  the  building  can  be  sold  to  an  advantage  at  an  early  date.  The  extension  of  the  mort- 
gage on  the  building  will  expire  in  November  next,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  Council 
to  take  action  as  to  its  removal  or  otherwise. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I  will  not  occupy  your  time  an37^  longer,  but  in  conclusion 
let  me  thank  you  most  heartily,  one  and  all,  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  you  have  shown, 
and  the  assistance  you  have  given  me  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Council  during  the 
time  I  have  tilled  the  honorable  position  of  President. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  Drs.  Campbell,  Moorhouse 
and  the  mover  be  a  committee  to  examine  credentials. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  our  first  order  of  business  should  be  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  on  Credentials  because  this  is  not  the  same  Council  that  met  here  a  year  ago,  we 
are  all  sorry  to  say,  as  our  President  has  pointed  out  to  us.  It  is  practically  a  new  Council 
because  one  member  has  retired  and  another  one  is  here.  This  is  not  the  new  Council 
referred  to  in  the  by-law  at  page  xxxiv.,  section  3,  clause  1,  but  it  is  a  new  Council  ;  and 
further,  I  think  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  new  representative  if  we  did  not  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials.  He  cannot  go  on  the  Council  until  we  accept  his  credentials,  on 
which  he  is  sent  here  as  a  representative.  We  certainly  should  examine  the  credentials  of 
this  gentleman,  and  receive  him  here  as  a  properly  qualified  representative  to  sit  at  this 
Council  Board. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  this  has  been  properly  stated  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution.  We 
have  a  member  here  who  has  taken  the  place  of  a  very  honored  and  lamented  member  of 
this  Council ;  and  it  is  right  that  the  Council  should  know  whether  the  new  representative 
is  properly  appointed  or  not.  I  do  not  think  that  our  new  representative  would  have  a  right 
to  vote  until  his  credentials  have  been  reported  on. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  reported  as  follows  :  Your  Committee  on 
Credentials  report  that  we  find  that  Dr.  Vernon,  of  Hamilton,  has  been  duly  and  legally 
appointed  to  take  the  place  of  the  late  Dr.  George  Logan  ;  and  recommend  that  he  be 
received  as  a  member  of  this  Council. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  President  introduced  Dr.  Vernon  to  the  Council. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  President. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  have  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  Britton  for  the  office  of  President 
of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  feel  certain  that  there  will  be  no  opposition  to  this 
motion  inasmuch  as  it  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past,  though  that  is  but  one  reason,  and 
not  the  chief  reason,  that  the  vice-president  shall  be  advanced  to  the  position  of  president. 
But  I  think  a  more  important  reason,  and  one  which  will  carry  greater  weight,  is  that  the 
gentleman  whom  I  have  nominated  is  one  so  eminently  fitted  for  the  position  he  must, 
necessarily,  be  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Council  when  his  nafne  comes  before  you.  Dr. 
Britton  has  been  a  most  painstaking  and  energetic  member  of  the  Council,  which  I  have 
observed  more  particularly  while  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  ;  although 
a  resident  of  the  city,  and  in  consequence  of  that  his  time  very  much  taken  up,  I  am  sure, 
with  his  practice,  he  never  allowed  his  duties  in  the  Council  or  in  the  committee  to  be  inter- 
fered with  in  the  least  ;  his  work  was  always  up,  ready  for  the  Council.  For  these  and 
many  other  reasons  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  Britton  to  be  President  of 
the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Campbell — Mr.  President,  I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomina- 
tion, and  I  can  most  heartily  endorse  all  that  Dr.  Dickson  has  said  in  favor  of  the  candidate 
he  nominates  ;  although  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  say  much  of  Dr.  Britton,  for  his 
record  in  the  Council  speaks  for  itself. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations  ;  there  being  no  other  nominations  the 
President  declared  the  nominations  closed  and  Dr.  Britton  duly  elected  to  the  office  of 
President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Dickson  then  escorted  Dr.  Britton,  the  President-elect,  to  the  chair,  and  intro- 
duced him  to  the  meeting. 

Amid  hearty  applause  the  President-elect,  Dr.  Britton,  took  the  chair,  and  addressed 
the  Council  as  follows-: — 

Gentlemen, — I  thank  you  most  heartily  for  your  kindness  and  consideration  for  this 
special  reason,  that  although  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Council  for  a  number  of  years  I 
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have  not  done  anything  special  to  qualify  me  to  fill  this  position  more  than  others  have  done  ; 
I  have  only  tried  to  do  my  duty  as  a  member  of  the  Council.  During  past  years  I  have  not 
hesitated,  when  occasion  arose,  to  express  my  opinions  freely,  sometimes  pretty  strongly, 
and  those  opinions  have  not  always  been  perfectly  in  harmony  with  the  views  held  by  some 
other  members  of  the  Council ;  or,  perhaps,  I  might  be  allowed  to  put  it  in  this  way,  that 
the  views  held  by  some  other  members  of  the  Council  were  not  quite  in  harmony  with  those 
that  I  propounded.  But,  however,  the  fact  that  you  have  unanimously,  without  any  dis- 
sent, placed  me  in  this  honorable  position,  is  to  me  a  satisfying  evidence  that  we  members 
of  this  Council  can  afford  to  differ,  so  far  as  opinions  of  medical  politics  are  concerned,  and 
still  go  on  in  an  harmonious  fashion  as  a  comfortable,  sociable  community.  I  hope  that 
feeling  and  spirit  will  prevail  during  this  present  session.  I  feel  the  responsibility  you  have 
placed  on  my  shoulders,  and,  as  has  been  said  by  some  of  my  predecessors,  I  would  request 
that  you  render  me  what  assistance  you  can,  so  that  the  affairs  of  the  Council  may  be  con- 
ducted in  as  speedy  and  prompt  a  fashion  as  possible,  and  that  you  will  try  to  overlook  any 
shortcomings  that  I  may  manifest.  All  that  I  can  promise  you  is,  that  I  shall  try  to  do  my 
very  best  in  the  interests  of  the  Council  and  in  the  interests  of  the  profession.  I  am  now 
prepared  to  receive  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Moore — It  affords  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  nominate  Dr.  Emory,  of  this 
city,  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year.  We  all  know  Dr.  Emory's 
eminent  ability  ;  we  know  what  he  is  as  a  debater  ;  we  know  how  he  has  taken  hold  of  the 
work  of  this  Medical  Council  and  how  he  has  discharged  every  duty  that  devolved  upon  him 
with  an  earnestness  and  sincerity  that  demands  our  most  kindly  feeling  for  him  and  our 
warmest  admiration  for  his  ability.  On  the  Education  Committee  he  has  been  an  indefa- 
tigable worker  ;  and  on  every  committee  he  has  had  the  honor  of  being  placed  upon  he  has 
done  his  duty  manfully  and  well.  I  trust  he  will  accept  the  position  of  Vice-President  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  speak  further  of  the  admirable  qualities 
of  Dr.  Emory,  or  of  his  capability  of  filling  the  position  of  Vice-President,  as  you  ail  know 
him  better  than  I  do  ;  but  I  feel  that  he  will  fill  the  position  with  credit  to  himself  and 
satisfaction  to  the  Council,  and,  therefore,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  his 
nomination. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  nominating  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  of 
this  Council  a  gentleman  who  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  this  Council,  and  one  who 
is  a  thoroughly  representative  man  ;  I  feel  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  eulogize  him 
and  so  I  will  just  mention  his  name.  I  nominate  Dr.  W.  W.  Dickson,  of  Pembroke,  for 
the  office  of  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year.  Dr.  Dickson  and  I  commenced  our  studies 
at  the  same  time,  and  graduated  the  same  year,  although  from  different  institutions.  Dr. 
Dickson  has  been  a  warm  personal  friend  of  mine  for  a  great  number  of  years — I  am  almost 
ashamed  to  say  how  many — and  I  am  sure  the  members  of  this  Council  will  endorse 
everything  I  say  in  reference  to  him. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  seconding  Dr.  Bray's  nomination  of  Dr. 
Dickson  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  and  in  doing  so  I  quite 
endorse  all  that  Dr.  Bray  has  stated  in  reference  to  his  nominee.  This  is  the  sixth  year,  I 
think,  of  Dr.  Dickson's  sitting  at  this  Council  Board  ;  and  during  all  that  time  he  has  always 
taken  a  very  active  interest  and  part  in  our  proceedings,  and  he  has  been  a  most  punctual 
attendant  during  the  meetings  ;  and  also  during  that  time  he  has  been  frequently  upon  the 
Education  Committee  and  has  taken  a  most  intense  interest  in  its  proceedings,  and  has  shown 
great  intelligence  in  dealing  with  the  affairs  of  that  committee.  For  those,  among  other 
reasons,  I  feel  he  would  be  quite  eminently  qualified  to  fill  this  important  position. 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  called  for  further  nominations  :  there  being  no  further 
nominations  he  declared  the  nominations  closed. 

Dr.  Emory — I  appreciate  most  keenly  the  honor  bestowed  upon  me  by  my  nominator 
and  seconder  in  seeking  to  confer  the  honor  of  Vice-President  of  this  body  upon  me,  an 
honor  which  any  member  of  the  profession  would  very  much  covet,  ^ut  as  I  stand  here 
to-day  I  see  very  clearly  in  my  mind  a  condition  of  things  which  existed — like  Dr.  Bray  I 
do  not  like  to  say  how  many  years  ago,  but  a  good  many  years  ago — when,  on  the  site  where 
this  building  now  stands,  there  stood  an  old  church  ;  and  I  remember  very  well  my  intro- 
duction to  that  church  that  good  many  years  ago.  I  was  shown  in  by  our  genial  Registrar, 
Dr.  Pyne,  and  I  found  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  room  the  late  Dr.  Barrett,  who  at  that 
time  presided  over  the  examinations  in  chemistry.  From  Dr.  Barrett  I  was  passed  on  to 
the  south-east  corner  where  I  found  the  late  Dr.  Tye,  of  Chatham,  the  examiner  in  physi- 
ology. From  him  I  was  moved  to  the  north-east  corner  where  I  found  the  late  Dr.  Fulton. 
From  Dr.  Fulton  I  was  moved  along  to  the  north-west  corner  where  I  found  my  friend  Dr' 
Dickson  ;  and  1  think  he,  with  his  keen  diagnostic  eye,  discovered  at  that  time  symptoms  in 
my  gait  and  general  appearance  of  an  imminent  break-down  from  nervous  prostration  ;  and 
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he  very  tenderly  and  mercifully  led  me  through  the  labyrinths  of  botany  ;  and  cryptograms 
and  petals — I  suppose  he  and  I  have  both  forgotten  a  good  deal  about  it  and  everything  else 
since  then — and  i  felt  that  if  I  ever  had  an  opportunity  of  paying  Dr.  Dickson  a  compliment 
it  would  be  very  grateful  to  me  to  do  so  ;  and  now,  after  the  snows  of  nearly  twenty  years 
have  passed  over  both  our  heads,  I  find  myself  in  the  position  first  of  all  of  being  able  to 
congratulate  Dr.  Dickson  upon  the  kindly  manner  in  which  the  snows  of  those  twenty 
winters  have  dealt  with  him,  physically,  mentally,  and  in  every  way  ;  second,  upon  the 
honor  which  the  Council  is  about  to  confer  on  him  ;  and  lastly,  to  say  that  it  is  a  very  great 
pleasure  indeed  for  me  to  retire  from  this  field  leaving  him  the  sole  candidate. 

Dr.  Emory  resumed  his  seat  amidst  very  heiarty  applause. 

The  President — In  that  case  there  is  only  one  nomination,  that  is,  that  Dr.  Dickson  be 
elected  Vice-President  of  the  Council.  I  have  very  great  pleasure  indeed  in  declaring  Dr. 
Dickson  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice-President  of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year  ; 
and  in  congratulating  him,  not  only  on  his  election,  but  on  his  popularity  with  the  members 
of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Dickson — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  :  I  hardly  know  where  to 
begin  or  what  to  say  to  thank  you  for  the  manner  in  which  you  have  received  the  nomina- 
tion of  myself  for  this  honorable  position  of  Vice-President  of  this  Council ;  and  I  have  also 
to  thank,  and  I  do  very  heartily.  Dr.  Bray  who  so  kindly  remembers  our  youthful  acquaint- 
ance away  back  in  1859  and  '60-r-I  will  venture  to  name  the  years.  Although  many  years 
have  passed  from  the  tinie  we  first  met,  and  though  we  spent  but  one  year  together  at  that 
time  and  circumstances  diverted  our  course— for  I  went  to  McGill  while  Dr.  Bray  concluded 
his  course  in  Queen's — and  although  very  many  years  passed  before  I  met  Dr  Bray  again, 
when  I  met  him  again  he  was  as  genial  and  as  hearty  as  he  was  then  and  as  he  is  to-day, 
which  latter  I  am  more  than  glad  to  see.  I  have  to  thank  Dr.  Moorhouse,  who  seconded 
the  nomination,  for  his  kindly  remarks  ;  and  I  am  sure  I  have  to  thank  Dr.  Emory  for  the 
very  kindly  reference  to  myself  when  he  first  met  me  in  my  position  as  examiner.  I  cannot 
say  that  I  remembered  his  face  again  when  I  first  met  him  at  this  Council  Board  ;  but  I 
think  I  am  quite  safe  in  saying  that  there  was  no  difficulty  in  Dr.  Emory  threading  the 
mazes  of  botany  from  what  I  have  seen  of  him  since  I  have  met  him  here.  He  has  shown 
himself  to  be  clear-headed  ;  and  he  always  goes  to  the  point  in  anything  he  undertakes  ; 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  the  examination  he  speaks  of  there  was  no  hesitancy  whatever 
in  giving  him  the  marks  that  were  necessary  for  passing.  Gentlemen,  I  thank  you  very 
heartily  indeed  for  the  honor  which  you  have  conferred  on  me. 

The  President  here  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Registrar. 

Dr.  RooME — I  beg  to  move  that  Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne  be  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Registrar. 
He  has  filled  that  position  for  so  many  years  so  ably  and  so  well  that  I  do  not  know  how  we 
would  get  along  without  him.  Dr.  Pyne  is  known  to  every  doctor  in  the  Council,  and  I 
think  his  nomination  requires  no  further  recommendation  or  suggestion  on  my  part,  and 
therefore  I  will  not  say  anything  further  of  the  many  good  things  I  could  say  of  him. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Pyne,  because  I 
do  not  think  we  could  get  a  much  better  Registrar  now  so  far  as  I  know.  I  do  not  know  of 
anybody  who  could  discharge  the  duties  so  well  as  Dr.  Pyne,  because  he  has  been  Registrar 
for  so  long  and  has  always  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office  so-  satisfactorily. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations  ;  there  being  no  further  nominations  the 
President  declared  Dr.  Pyne  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Registrar  to  the  Council  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  President  then  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  beg  leave  to  nominate  Dr.  H.  Wilberforce  Aikens  for  the  office  of 
Treasurer  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  office  of  Treasurer  has  been  for  a 
decade  in  that  name  ;  and  our  finances,  so  far  as  a  treasurer  can  manage  them,  have  been 
well  and  carefully  managed. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Aikens  for 
the  office  of  Treasurer  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations,  and  there  being  no  further  nominations, 
declared  Dr.  H.  Wilberforce  Aikens  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  Council 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Solicitor  for  the  Council  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  to  be 
our  solicitor  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  have  learned  that  Mr.  Osier  is  very  poorly  just 
now,  but  he  soon  will  be  round  again  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  compliment  to  appoint 
him  as  our  solicitor  at  this  time,  apart  altogether  from  his  efficiency  and  well-known  ability. 
I  have  therefore  very  much  pleasure  in  nominating  him  for  the  office. 

Dr.  Henderson — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that  nomination. 
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•The  President  called  for  furthei-  nominations,  and  there  being  no  further  nominations, 
declared  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  duly  elected  Solicitor  for  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Auditor. 

Dr.  Thorbltrn — I  do  not  see  any  occasion  to  suggest  anyone  other  than  our  old  Auditor, 
and  therefore  I  have  much  pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  James  Carlyle  to  be  our  auditor  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  this  nomination. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations,  and  there  being  no  further  nomina- 
tions, declared  Dr.  James  Carlyle  duly  elected  Auditor  for  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Stenographer. 

Dr.  RooME — I  nominate  Alexander  Downey,  C.S.R.,  our  present  Stenographer,  for  this 
office  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  that  Mr. 
Downey  be  our  official  Stenographer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  I  recollect  right  the  Stenographer  was  appointed  last  year  for  this 
year.     We  will  this  year  appoint  a  stenographer  for  next  year. 

The  President— Put  the  nomination  in  a  diflFerent  form. 

Dr.  Roome — I  move  that  Mr.  Downey  be  our  stenographer  for  next  year. 

Dr.  Barrick — In  the  appointment  of  a  stenographer  we  have  adopted  the  course  for 
the  last  few  years  of  appointing  the  stenographer  during  the  session  for  the  following  year, 
and  of  fixing  his  remuneration  for  that  year.  Mr.  Downey  has  been  appointed  our  steno- 
grapher for  this  year,  and  his  remuneration  has  been  arranged  for  this  year.  When  we 
appoint  him  for  next  year,  the  remuneration  has  to  be  fixed  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  Downey  is 
our  stenographer  for  this  session,  and  his  remuneration  has  been  fixed  for  this  session.  The 
Printing  Committee  generally  deals  with  that  matter,  and  when  that  committee  brings  its 
report  in  some  time  in  the  session,  we  will  recommend  that  the  Stenographer's  oflfer  for  the 
next  year  be  accepted. 

Dr.  Roome — You  will  find  on  page  4  of  last  year's  report,  where  it  was  moved  and 
seconded  and  carried  that  Mr.  Downey  be  official  Stenographer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  recollection  agrees  with  Dr.  Barrick's  statement,  and  whether  this 
was  the  course  pursued  last  year  or  not,  I  think  the  course  Dr.  Barrick  suggests  is  the  wise  one, 
that  this  matter  should  be  left  for  a  time  until  we  hear  from  the  Stenographer  as  to  the 
amount  he  will  want  for  next  year's  work  ;  and  then  we  can  arrange  for  that  at  the  time  the 
Printing  Committee  is  making  its  arrangement  for  printing  the  proceedings  of  the  CounciL 
Supposing  we  appoint  him  to-day,  and  then  when  we  come  to  fix  his  remuneration  after  a 
time,  he  says,  "  I  won't  take  that ;  I  must  have  more,"  you  will  be  in  trouble.  I  think  it 
would  be  well  to  wait  until  the  Printing  Committee  consults  with  the  Stenographer  and 
arranges  the  terms  he  should  receive  before  we  make  the  appointment. 

Dr.  Bray — Perhaps  it  would  be  as  well  to  allow  the  matter  to  stand  over.  There  is  no- 
particular  hurry  about  it  because  we  have  got  our  stenographer  for  this  year  ;  whether  we 
appointed  him  or  not,  he  is  doing  the  work  now. 

Dr.  Roome — He  is  only  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  as  I  understand  it  that 
year  is  up. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  quite  evident  we  have  to  have  a  stenographer  when  we  open  the  session 
next  year.  Mr.  Downey  is  here  to  take  the  proceedings,  and  he  takes  the  proceedings 
before  any  offices  are  filled  or  anything  else  is  done,  so  he  has  really  to  be  appointed  a  year 
before.  I  do  not  think  it  matters  very  much  whether  we  appoint  him  now  or  at  a  later 
stage.  I  think  if  it  will  facilitate  business,  that  perhaps  it  will  be  as  well  to  do  as  Dr. 
Barrick  suggests,  and  let  the  Printing  Committee  bring  in  a  report  recommending  the 
appointment. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  would  support  Dr.  Barrick's  suggestion.  Mr.  Downey  is  appointed 
for  this  present  session  ;  there  is  no  hurry  and  no  occasion  for  any  quickness  in  the  appoint- 
ment. It  may  be  done  any  time  during  the  session,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the 
appointment  be  left  in  abeyance  ;  as  seconder  of  the  motion  I  would  urge  that  upon  Dr. 
Roome. 

Dr.  Barrick — If  you  refer  to  page  92  in  the  Announcement  of  last  year,  you  will  see 
in  the  Printing  Committee's  report  :  "  Inasmuch  as  all  other  tenders  two  years  ago  were  in 
excess  of  that  of  our  present  Stenographer,  and  as  our  Stenographer  has  given  good  satis- 
faction in  the  past,  your  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  solicit  any  further  tenders, 
and  it  begs  to  recommend  that  the  tender  of  Alexander  Downey  be  accepted." 

Dr.  RooME — That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  appointment.  Mr.  Downey  was  ap- 
pointed at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  in  the  report  of  the  Printing  Connnittee  the 
salary  he  was  to  get  for  the  following  sessioi  is  fixed. 
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Dr.  Barrick — We  dealt  with  that  matter  last  year  and  the  report  was  adopted  which 
carries  with  it  his  appointment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — As  the  work  was  done  last  year  it  was  not  a  contract  until  the  pro- 
ceedings mentioned  by  Dr.  Barrick  just  now  were  brought  about.  You  may  appoint  your 
stenographer  now  ;  and  he  may  accept  or  not  as  he  pleases.  I  think  the  whole  matter 
should  be  left  in  obeyance  until  Mr.  Downey  is  seen  by  the  committee  and  the  arrangement 
is  made. 

The  President — The  regulations,  at  page  xxxi.  of  our  Announcement,  provide  that 
the  different  officers  shall  be  elected,  after  nomination,  by  open  vote  ;  and  the  preceding 
section  mentions  what  officers  we  are  called  on  to  elect.  There  is  a  resolution  before  the 
Council  ;  what  is  to  be  done  with  it  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — It  appears  to  me  that  we  would  be  technically  out  of  order  if  that 
resolution  be  withdrawn.  I  take  it,  whether  it  was  done  by  the  Committee  on  Printing  or 
whether  it  was  done  by  the  Council,  that  the  Stenographer  was  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
year  ;  and  that  year  terminates  when  this  Council  meets  ;  and  if  he  continues  to  act  to-day 
and  after  to-day  he  is  going  beyond  the  year  of  his  appointment.  The  fact  that  our  session 
is  earlier  this  year  than  last  year  might  make  a  little  difference  ;  but  the  year  is  supposed  to 
be  the  year  between  one  Council  meeting  and  another  Council  meeting,  although  the  time 
between  meetings  in  this  case  is  only  eleven  months. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  difficulty  may  be  very  readily  got  over  by  learning  from  the  Steno- 
grapher whether  he  proposes  to  accept  the  remuneration  of  last  year,  and  we  may  then  let 
the  amount  be  placed  in  this  resolution  and  the  resolution  can  go  to  the  meeting  now. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  would  like  just  once  more  to  refer  to  page  92  of  last  year's  Announce- 
ment, to  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee.  "  The  present  Stenographer  did  the  work 
last  year  and  is  also  doing  it  this  year  at  sixty  cents  per  page,  but  informs  us  in  a  letter  that 
he  cannot  undertake  the  work  for  next  year  for  less  than  the  seventy  cents  mentioned  in 
his  tender  "  ;  that  is  the  year  we  are  entering  upon  just  now. 

Dr.  Roome — He  is  not  appointed  for  this  year,  and  I  think  as  Dr.  Sangster  has  stated, 
unless  we  appoint  him  we  are  without  a  stenographer. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  that  is  correct.  He  has  agreed  to  take  the  work  "for  this 
session  "  at  seventy  cents  ;  but  he  has  not  been  appointed  yet  and,  consequently.  Dr. 
Roome's  motion  will  be  quite  in  order  to  appoint  him  now.  His  remuneration  is  fixed  for 
this  session  and  the  Printing  Committee  during  the  session  will  make  an  arrangement,  call- 
ing for  tenders  if  they  like,  and  report  what  the  Stenographer  will  act  next  session  for  ;  and 
at  the  beginning  of  next  session  we  can  appoint  Mr.  Downey  again  if  his  tender  be  satisfac- 
tory ;  but  in  the  meantime,  I  think,  the  motion  is  in  order  now  to  appoint  Mr.  Downey,  and 
his  remuneration  was  fixed  last  session  for  this  session. 

The  President — The  report  of  the  Printing  Committee  was  adopted  by  the  Council  last 
year,  which  was  equivalent  to  accepting  Mr.  Downey's  tender  of  seventy  cents  ;  it  remains 
now  to  formally  appoint  him  to  endorse  what  was  done  on  that  occasion,  therefore  the 
resolution  which  is  before  the  chair  is  quite  in  order.  The  motion  is,  "That  Mr.  Alex. 
Downey,  C.S.R.,  be  the  official  Stenographer  for  the  ensuing  year  at  seventy  cents  per  page, 
as  agreed  upon  last  year. " 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Public  Prosecutor. 

Dr.  Douglas — Since  we  met  here  last  year  Providence  has  seen  fit  to  remove  the 
gentleman  who  has  acted  in  this  capacity  of  Public  Prosecutor  for  this  Council  for  a  number 
of  years.  The  Executive  Committee,  acting  for  the  Council,  after  his  death,  which  we  all 
deplore,  appointed,  temporarily,  some  one  to  complete  his  term  of  the  year,  I  notice  laid  on 
the  desk  of  all  the  members  here  a  rather  voluminous  report  of  the  Public  Prosecutor  for  the 
past  seven  months  ;  at  present,  I  think,  the  members  have  scarcely  had  time  to  peruse  this 
report,  or  to  look  it  over  to  see  what  the  results  of  the  seven  months'  work  done  by  the  Prose- 
cutor appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  have  been,  I  think  it  would  be  a  matter  of 
satisfaction  to  the  whole  Council  if  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of  Public  Prosecutor  be 
now  deferred  until  a  subsequent  stage,  or  some  subsequent  day  in  this  week,  to  give  us  in 
the  meantime  an  opportunity  to  look  over  this  report,  and  to  be  in  a  better  position  to  judge 
as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the  way  of  confirming  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee 
or  selecting  a  new  man.  Therefore,  I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  the 
matter  of  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Prosecutor  be  left  over  until  a  future  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

The  President — Would  it  not  be  wise  to  name  a  certain  time. 

Dr.  Douglas — Thursday  morning. 

Dr.  Henry — I  want  to  know  how  many  applications  were  made  for  the  position  ;  I 
think  it  would  be  very  wise  and  proper  to  have  those  applications  submitted  to  the  Council, 
so  that  we  would  know  who  the  applicants  for  this  position  were.      I  understand  there  were 
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quite  a  number  of  applicants  for  the  appointment,  and  I  suppose  the  Registrar  has  those 
applications  in  his  possession,  and  I  would  ask  to  have  them  submitted  when  the  matter 
comes  up. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  like  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that 
this  report  of  the  Prosecutor  is  not  satisfactory  ;  it  is  only  for  seven  months,  so  that  there 
are  five  months  for  which  the  Council  has  no  report  whatever.  I  think  if  the  present  pro- 
secutor could  complete  this  report,  or  if  the  Registrar  could  complete  it,  we  ought  to  have  a 
complete  report.  So  far  as  this  report,  which  lies  on  our  desks,  is  concerned  there  are  five 
months  of  last  year  that  we  know  nothing  about,  and  an  eflfort  should  be  made  to  have  the 
report  completed  before  we  consider  it. 

Dr.  Lane — I  do  not  think  that  is  any  fault  at  all  of  the  present  Prosecutor.  At  the 
time  the  vacancy  occurred  our  present  Prosecutor  was  away  on  a  visit  to  the  old  country  and 
his  appointment  was  made  shortly  after  his  return  ;  I  do  not  think  he  is  responsible  for  any 
work  that  his  predecessor  or  those  temporarily  appointed  in  his  absence  have  done  ;  I  think 
all  he  should  be  responsible  for  is  the  time  he  has  been  acting. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  am  not  suggesting  he  is  responsible  at  all. 

Dr.  RooME — You  will  all  remember  it  was  very  shortly  after  our  last  session  that  Mr. 
Wasson  was  suddenly  called  away.  Not  being  in  good  health  he  had  Detective  MacPherson 
take  the  work  for  him,  and  Mr.  MacPherson  continued  on  doing  the  work  until  the 
Executive  Committee  acted.  I  have  here  Mr.  MacPherson's  report  for  the  time  he 
was  acting,  which  report  I  propose  handing  in.  Mr.  MacPherson  has  also  an  application 
here. 

Dr.  Luton — I  am  glad  to  hear  that  there  is  another  report,  and  I  think  it  should  be 
considered  and  tacked  on  the  report  that  we  have  laid  before  us  so  that  we  can  consider  it 
as  a  whole,  and  not  separately.  I  think  it  is  important  for  us  to  get  a  full  and  comprehen- 
sive idea  of  the  work  done  by  our  Public  Prosecutor ;  and  although  two  different  persons  have 
acted  as  prosecutor,  we  should  not  consider  the  report  in  two  parts,  but  both  reports 
should  be  before  us  so  that  we  can  more  fully  understand  and  appreciate  what  has  been 
done. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  is  right.  I  am  sure  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  had  no  intention 
of  reflecting  upon  the  completeness  of  the  present  Prosecutor's  report  to  us,  for  it  is  com- 
plete for  the  time  he  has  been  prosecutor  ;  but  I  fully  agree  that  the  two  reports  should  be 
presented  at  the  same  time  and  considered  together. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  would  just  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  report  of  Mr. 
Rose  is  not  before  the  Council  at  all.  It  has  been  laid  on  the  desks  of  the  members  as  a 
matter  of  convenience,  but  it  has  not  been  formally  presented  to  the  Council.  When  Mr. 
Rose's  report  is  presented,  I  presume  Mr.  MacPherson's  will  also  be  presented  ;  it  is  very 
likely  it  will  be. 

Dr.  Moore — As  I  understand  Dr.  McLaughlin,  he  is  not  finding  any  fault  with  the 
present  Prosecutor  at  all  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Not  at  all. 

Dr.  Moore — Dr.  McLaughlin  is  offering  no  comments  either  j^'^'o  or  con  ;  but  he  is 
complaining  that  we  have  not  a  report  before  us  for  the  previous  five  months  of  the  year,  as 
I  understand  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  spoke,  knowing  I  was  not  in  order,  because  the  time  was  being 
taken  up  by  a  gentleman  writing  a  resolution,  and  I  simply  suggested  to  you,  Mr,  President, 
or  to  the  Registrar,  that  this  report  should  be  complete  when  it  comes  under  our  considera- 
tion ;  as  it  is  now  it  is  not  complete,  because  we  want  the  first  five  months  of  the  report. 
I  hadn't  the  slightest  idea  of  suggesting  that  the  author  of  this  report  was  derelict  in  the 
slightest  degree. 

The  President — I  suppose  very  shortly  there  will  be  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Prosecutions  ;  and  before  that  committee  has  come  almost  every  case  dealt  with  by  either 
the  late  Mr.  Wasson,  by  Mr,  Rose  (the  present  occupant  of  the  ofiice),  or  by  Mr,  Mac- 
Pherson, and  I  presume  that  in  that  report  all  these  reports  will  be  embraced.  The  motion 
as  amended  by  the  mover  and  seconder  reads  :  "  Moved  by  Dr.  Douglas,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Lane,  that  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Prosecutor  be  deferred  to  be  dealt 
with  at  the  same  time  as  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions." 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  following  gentlemen 
constitute  a  special  committee  to  strike  standing  committees  :  Drs,  Williams,  Bray,  Sang- 
ster, Moore,  Moorhouse,  Grittin,  Brock,  and  the  mover,  and  that  the  committee  report  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
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Dr.  Williams  presented  the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  strike  stand- 
ing committees  as  follows  : 

Registration  Committee — Drs.  Campbell,  Hanly,  McLaughlin,  Powell,  Robertson, 
Sullivan  and  Stuart. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Committee — Drs.  Hanly,  Lane,  Vernon,  Barrick  and  Henry.  4 

Finaiice  Committee — Drs.  Henderson,  Griffin,  Bray,  Douglas  and  Glasgow. 
Printing  Committee — Drs.  Barrick,  Macdonald,  Emory,  Stuart  and  McLaughlin. 

Education  Committee — Drs.  Moorhouse,  Roome,  Geikie,  Henry,  Emory,  Moore,  Brock, 
Sangster  and  Williams. 

Property  Committee — Drs.  Thorburn,  Campbell,  Roome,  Williams  and  Thornton. 

Complaints  Committee — Drs.  Griffin,  Luton,  Douglas,  Thorburn  and  Macdonald. 

Executive  Committee — Drs.  Britton,  Dickson  and  Henderson.

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  etc.,  to  the  Council. 

The  Registrar  read  a  number  of  communications,  petitions,  etc.,  which  were  referred 
by  the  President  to  the  proper  committees. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the  communication  in  reference 
to  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  Drs. 
Henderson,  Macdonald,  Thorburn,  McLaughlin  and  the  mover. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Reception  of  Reports  of  Committees. 
Dr.  Roome  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  ;  the  report  was  received. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Bkay  gave  notice  of  motion  that  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  Thursday  after- 
noon session  will  be  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Brock  gave  notice  of  motion  of  a  resolution  restricting  the  number  of  Examiners. 

Dr.  Campbell  gave  notice  of  motion  re  an  addition  to  the  regulations  :  That  the 
graduates  of  recognized  colleges  in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  may  present  them- 
selves at  any  time  for  the  professional  examination,  taking  if  they  desire  it,  any  or  all  of 
them  at  the  same  time  ;  but  if  successful  they  shall  not  be  registered  nor  receive  any  certi- 
ficate of  passing  until  they  have  completed  the  full  curriculum  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell  gave  notice  of  motion  of  a  resolution  in  regard  to  Interprovincial  Regis- 
tration as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  agree  to  register,  on  payment  of  a  fee 

of  $ ,  the  practitioners  hereafter  registered  in  any  other  province  which  may  agree  to 

register  Ontario  practitioners  under  similar  conditions,  these  conditions  being  that  the 
person  desiring  to  register  shall  pursue  the  following  course  of  study  : 

1.  Passing  the  matriculation  examination  in  Arts  (with  honors)  or  the  examination 
held  at  the  close  of  the  first  year's  study  of  any  Canadian  or  British  university  conducting  a 
full  Arts  course. 

2.  Passing  any  examination  for  a  teaching  certificate  in  any  Canadian  province  which 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  above. 

3.  Graduating  in  Arts  in  any  university  in  the  British  Empire. 

4.  Passing  the  examination  prescribed  by  the  Education  Department  of  any  province 
for  a  university  matriculation  (with  honors). 

5.  Pursuing  five  years  of  medical  studies. 

6.  Attending  four  courses  of  not  less  than  seven  months'  lectures  in  any  Canadian  or 
British  medical  college  or  in  any  homeopathic  medical  college  in  the  United  States  or 
Europe  recognized  by  any  provincial  Medical  Council. 

7.  Passing  examination  of  Council  in  his  own  province. 

Resolved,  That  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  also  agree  to  register  any  practitioner 
who  has  been  registered  for  ten  years  in  any  province,  agreeing  to  this  system  of  interpro- 
vincial registration. 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  two  or  more  provinces  agreeing  with  Ontario  in  a  system 
of  interprovincial  registration  on  the  above  basis,  this  Council  will  approve  of  legislation  by 
the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Parliaments,  by  which  any  person  who  has  registered  in  at 
least  two  provinces  (one  of  which  must  be  the  province  where  he  has  pursued  his  medical 
studies)  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  registration  from  the  Dominion  Government  enabling 
the  holder  to  practise  in  any  part  of  Canada,  or  in  the  provinces  which  have  adopted  this 
system  of  interprovincial  registration,  and  qualifying  him  for  any  medical  appointment 
under  the  Dominion  Government. 

Dr.  Barrick  gave  notice  of  a  motion  to  introduce  a  resolution  re  Sanatoria  for 
Consumptives. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting.

Inquiries. 

Dr.  Williams — Under  this  head  I  wish  to  make  an  inquiry,  and  at  the  same  time  call 
the  attention  of  the  Council  to  a  matter  with  reference  to  our  Annual  Announcement.  It 
will  be  recollected  by  most  of  you  that  up  to  about  two  or  three  years  ago  we  had  the  list 
of  medical  students  published  in  our  Annual  Announcement.  Then  this  Council  decided, 
I  do  not  remember  exactly  whether  by  resolution  or  how,  that  those  names  should  be  taken 
out  of  the  Announcement  as  it  served  no  good  purpose  to  have  them  in,  and  that  in  place  of 
them  the  names  of  all  registered  practitioners  who  had  become  registered  subsequently  to 
the  publication  of  the  last  register  should  take  their  place.  Now,  I  find  that  in  our  last 
Announcement  the  names  of  those  who  have  bec6me  registered  practitioners  since  the  pre- 
vious register  are  not  given,  and  I  would  like  to  inquire  if  any  good  reason  is  known  or 
whether  it  is  an  oversight  that  those  names  have  not  been  put  in  ? 

The  President — I  will  ask  our  Registrar  to  reply  to  the  question. 

The  Registrar — It  was  owing  to  the  publication  of  the  Medical  Register  in  October, 
1898,  that  it  was  thought  wise  to  leave  them  out ;  and  they  have  never  been  ordered  to  be 
put  in  since. 

Dr.  Williams — Wasn't  the  one  order  intended  to  continue  1 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  resolution  should  be  looked  up.  I  know  the  under- 
standing described  by  Dr.  Williams  is  correct,  but  we  ought  to  have  more  than  an  under- 
standing, we  ought  to  have  a  direct  resolution  ;  and  if  we  have  not  such  a  resolution  we 
should  have  one  on  record,  because  it  is  very  important  that  those  names  should  appear. 

Consideration  of  Reports. — Report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  this  report  be  referred  to 
the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  move  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  Council 
do  now  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  this  report  forthwith. 

The  President  stated  the  motion  and  the  amendment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  are  items  of  fact  that  I  presume  if  we  went  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  would  give  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  discussion  ;  it  seejns  to  me  very  much  better  to 
send  this  report  to  the  Education  Committee  and  let  them  consider  what  is  in  it,  and  what 
suggestions  there  are  and  let  them  be  boiled  down  in  some  sort  of  shape  so  that  they  may 
come  before  us  in  such  form  that  we  can  consider  them.  If  we  go  into  it  now  it  will  involve 
a  long  discussion  which  will  be  obviated  if  the  report  goes  before  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Roome — I  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell's  motion,  as  the  claims  of  those  who  have  not 
fulfilled  the  curriculum  will  come  before  the  Education  Committee  and  will  be  reported  on. 

Dr.  Williams — I  believe,  on  consideration,  that  is  the  best  course,  and  I  will  withdraw 
my  amendment.  My  idea  was  that  we  have  now  an  hour  or  so  when  we  have  not  much 
business  and  this  might  be  taken  up  ;  but  I  feel  the  other  course  will  give  the  matter  better 
consideration,  and  I  withdraw  my  amendment,  with  the  consent  of  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Williams'  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Campbell's  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  carried  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  referred  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Unfinished  Business  from  Previous  Meeting. 
None. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henderson,  Whereas  during  the  past  year 
death  has  removed  from  us  the  oldest  member  of  this  Council,  Dr.  George  Logan,  therefore 
be  it  resolved,  that  the  Medical  Council  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
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faithful  and  zealous  service  rendered  by  the  late  Dr.  George  Logan,  ex-President,  who  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  was  an  active  and  influentnal  member  of  this  body. 
Honest  in  purpose,  generous  in  disposition,  courteous  in  manner,  his  sole  desire  ever  was 
to  advance  the  interests  of  the  medical  profession  and  maintain  the  dignity  and  efhciency  of 
the  Medical  Council.  Realizing  the  loss  we  have  ourselves  sustained  in  his  death  we  extend 
to  his  family  and  friends  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  bereavement. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  resolution  be  engrossed,  signed  by  the  President  and 
Registrar  and  forwarded  to  the  widow  and  sisters  of  our  late  friend. 

Dr.  Moore — I  can  assure  you  it  is  with  difficulty  that  I  speak  regarding  this  resolution 
this  afternoon.  I  have  lost  a  very  sincere  friend,  as  many  of  you  have  ;  and  every  member  of 
this  Council  has  lost  a  colleague  whom  he  had  reason  to  be  proud  of.  Dr.  Logan  was  a  member 
of  this  body  for  twenty-five  consecutive  years,  during  which  time  he  tilled  nearly  every 
office  that  is  open  to  the  members  of  this  Council  and  in  every  instance  he  filled  the  office 
with  dignity  and  distinguished  ability.  When  I  first  became  a  member  of  this  Council  Dr. 
Logan  was  President  ;  and  from  the  manner  in  which  he  discharged  the  duties  of  that  impor- 
tant office  and  from  the  geniality  of  his  disposition,  the  urbanity  of  his  manner  and  the 
kindliness  of  his  heart,  he  drew  me  to  him  ;  and  the  admiration  which  I  have  ever  since 
and  still  have  for  him  then  grew  with  each  succeeding  year  until  it  ripened  into  a  strong 
and  lasting  friendship.  We  will  miss  his  wise  counsel  ;  for  from  his  long  experience  and 
profound  judgment  he  was  a  very  valuable  member  of  this  body  ;  and  we  were  ever  ready 
to  listen  to  his  kindly  advice  and  opinion.  He  always  thought  before  he  spoke;  so  that  any 
opinions  he  advanced  were  well  considered,  and  they  were  always  received  with  attention. 
Dr.  Logan  stood  out  among  his  fellowmen  like  the  mighty  oak  around  which  cling  the  creep- 
ing and  weak  vines.  His  highest  ambition  was  the  happiness  of  others.  How  poor  this 
world  would  be  without  its  honored  graves — without  the  memories  of  its  mighty  dead.  Dr. 
Logan  was  kind  and  genial,  charitable  and  appreciating,  and  more  than  that,  he  was  a  man 
who  thought  for  himself.  He  did  not  believe  in  words,  but  believed  in  deeds.  He  was  a 
man  of  courage  ;  if  he  was  defeated  it  was  but  a  spur  to  further  action.  Dr.  Logan  would 
not  stoop  ;  he  could  not  be  bribed  ;  he  was  faithful  to  every  trust.  He  gave  to  us  his  best, 
his  highest  and  his  noblest  thought.  He  would  not  flatter  ;  he  would  not  cringe  ;  he  would 
not  crawl ;  but  he  stood  firm  and  inflexible.  He  knew  that  the  highest  obligations  among 
men  reside  in  honor.  He  did  his  duty  well ;  and  he  nobly  and  bravely  spoke  his  thoughts. 
Sensitive  to  a  degree,  he  would  not  wound — he  felt  the  blow  he  dealt.  With  him  men  were 
neither  great  nor  small ;  they  were  right  or  wrong.  And  as  he  lived  he  died — unhesitatingly 
he  passed  beyond  our  horizon,  beyond  the  twilight's  purple  hills,  beyond  all  human  harm 
or  help,  to  his  eternal  reward.  He  has  left  with  us  a  memory  of  a  brave,  a  generous  and  an 
honest  man. 

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  it  is  my  painful  duty  to  second  this 
resolution.  As  you  are  all  aware  Dr.  Logan  was  a  very  intimate  friend  of  my  own.  I  do 
not  suppose  there  was  any  person,  outside  of  his  own  family,  who  knew  Dr.  Logan  better 
than  I  did.  We  were  a  great  deal  together  ;  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  I  cannot  say  any- 
thing about  him  but  what  is  good.  As  Dr.  Moore  has  said.  Dr.  Logan  has  been  a  member 
of  this  Council  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  there  was  no  man  in  the  Council  who 
had  more  the  interests  of  the  Council  at  heart  than  had  Dr.  Logan  ;  he  was  fearless  in  ad- 
vocating what  he  considered  to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Couhcil  ;  and  just  as  fearless  in 
opposing  what  he  supposed  was  not  for  the  interests  of  the  Council.  He  was  a  firm  and 
faithful  friend,  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  just  to  those  who  opposed  him  ; 
his  disposition  was  lively  ;  he  saw  the  bright  side  of  life,  and  he  was  a  most  enjoyable  com- 
panion. His  honor  was  unimpeachable  and  his  integrity  of  purpose  never  questioned.  His 
influence  was  widely  felt.  He  passed  away  full  of  the  love  and  honor  of  his  fellowmen. 
His  record  was  clear  ;  he  had  the  respect  of  his  professional  brethren  of  both  schools,  both 
as  a  man  and  an  honorable  competitor.  I  saw  him  a  short  time  previous  to  the  ending  of 
of  his  happy,  useful  career,  when  medical  science  in  his  case  had  become  powerless  and  was 
no  longer  a  protection  against  the  shafts  of  the  grim  monster,  and  even  then  his  courage 
did  not  waver.  He  stated  he  had  confidence  in  the  Great  Physician,  who  can  transform  the 
dark  passage  of  the  grave  into  the  bright  portals  of  Paradise,  and  cause  death  to  be  but  the 
Vilissful  transition  from  earthly  worries  and  sorrows  to  the  immortal  glories  of  the 
heavenly  world.  I  saw  Dr.  Logan  a  short  time  before  his  death,  and  he  asked  me  to  con- 
vey to  this  Council  and  all  its  officers  his  thanks  for  the  kindly  motion  of  condolence  and 
sympathy  that  was  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council — I  think  it  was  moved  by  Dr. 
Geikie.  And  I  think  we  can  all  say,  as  the  old  farmer  said  to  Daniel  Webster,  "  Mr.  Web- 
ster, the  world  will  be  very  lonesome  without  you" — and  I  think  it  is  very  applicable  in 
this  case  :  this  Council  is  very  lonesome,  to  me  at  least,  without  the  presence  of  Dr. 
Logan.  As  there  may  be  others  who  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  and  who  are  able 
to  put  them  in  better  shape  than  I  can,  I  will  content  myself  with  what  I  have  said  in 
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seconding  this  resolution,  adding  that  I  would  like  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  be  printed 
and  engrossed,  and  sent  to  Mrs.  Logan,  and  also  to  the  sisters  of  our  late  friend,  Dr.  Logan, 
at  Embro. 

Dr.  Geikie  —I  have  nothing  to  say  beyond  endorsing  the  kindly  words  that  have  been 
spoken,  words  most  well  deserved  ;  1  have  nothing  to  add  to  them  further  than  to  suggest 
that  it  would  be  eminently  fitting  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  so  old  a  member  of  this 
Council,  and  one  so  much  respected  as  Dr.  Logan  was,  that  the  vote  on  this  resolution  should 
be  taken  standing  as  an  indication  of  the  respect  we  feel  for  the  memory  of  our  departed 
colleague. 

Dr.  Luton — I  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  making  a  very  few  brief 
remarks  concerning  our  late  colleague,  Dr.  Logan.  I  have  been  somewhat  intimately 
acquainted  with  him  for  about  thirty  years,  and  during  all  that  time  I  have  always  found 
him  a  perfect  gentleman — courteous,  kind,  generous  to  a  fault.  He  always  had  the  good  of 
the  young  practitioner  at  heart — the  welfare  of  the  student  of  medicine.  He  was  always 
ready  and  willing  to  give  the  best  advice  and  encouragement  that  he  possibly  could,  and  he 
always  did,  so  much  so  that  many  sought  his  advice  and  obtained  it  freely,  coupled  with 
good  admonition  and  words  of  warning  and  encouragement  at  the  same  time.  As  a  member 
of  this  Council  I  can  only  say,  as  has  already  been  said,  that  I  always  found  Dr.  Logan  will- 
ing, nay,  anxious,  to  do  what  he  believed  to  be  right  ;  and  firm  and  staunch  in  his  opposi- 
tion to  any  measure  that  might  be  introduced  that  he  thought  was  wrong  ;  he  was  a  man 
who  could  not  be  led  into  anything  low  or  mean  ;  he  never  took  undue  advantage  of  any- 
body ;  he  was  one  whom  to  know  was  to  highly  respect. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  might  add  one  or  two  words,  just  one  sentence  :  he  had  the  courage 
of  his  convictions. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  not  rise  to  say  a  word  on  this  resolution  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  probably  I  have  known  Dr.  Logan  longer  than  any  other  member  of  the  Council.  It 
was  in  my  own  town,  the  town  of  Bowmanville,  I  believe,  that  Dr.  Logan  first  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  and  from  that  time  down  to  the  present,  over  forty  years,  I  have 
known  Dr.  Logan,  and  when  I  was  a  member  of  this  Council  some  twenty-six  years  ago,  it 
was  my  honor  and  pleasure  to  sit  at  this  Council  Board  with  Dr.  Logan.  As  to  the  character 
of  our  departed  friend,  I  would  say  he  was  kind,  tender  and  loving  as  a  woman,  and  yet  he 
was  firm  and  resolute  in  the  advocacy  of  what  he  thought  was  right.  I  join  heartily  in 
supporting  the  motion  that  has  been  submitted  to  the  meeting. 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton) — Gentlemen,  before  putting  this  resolution,.  I  cannot 
refrain  from  adding  one  sentence  to  express  the  dominant  impression  that  exists  in  my 
mind  relating  to  the  character  of  our  departed  friend.  Dr.  Logan.  As  one  poet  has  put 
it:  "  Heaven  from  all  creatures  hides  the  book  of  fate  and  renders  existence  endurable." 
Most  men  are  hopeful  and  see  no  lengthening  shadows  until  the  end  is  near.  Our  friend 
who  has  passed  to  the  hereafter,  being  the  victim  of  a  chronic  and  incurable  malady,  knew 
for  years  the  inevitable,  and  yet  be  was  always  cheerful.  Whenever  in  this  Council  I  have 
felt  tired  from  continued  debate  or  other  hard  work,  it  has  given  me  renewed  energy  and 
spirit  to  shake  hands  with  Dr.  Logan.  He  always  had  a  happy  smile  on  his  face  ;  he  was 
ever-ready  with  an  innocent  joke  ;  he  had  a  great  deal  of  the  child-like  in  his  disposition. 
1  have,  in  one  sense,  the  deepest  regret  in  being  forced  to  present  this  resolution  to  you  ; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  now  that  our  friend  has  left  us,  I  have  the  greatest  pleasure  in 
asking  members  of  this  Council  to  indicate  their  appreciation  of  the  views  expressed  in  the 
resolution  by  rising  to  their  feet. 

The  members  of  the  Council  arose  to  their  feet  in  silence,  and  the  President  declared 
the  resolution  carried  unanimously. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  on  the  13th  June,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 
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Second    Day. 

Wednesday,  13th  June,  1900. 

The  Council  met  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  according  to  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  (Dr.  Brixton)  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : — 
Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie,  Glasgow, 
Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin, 
Robertson,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams.  Shortly  after- 
wards Drs.  Griffin,  Powell  and  Vernon  entered  the  room. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  were  confirmed 
and  signed  by  the  President. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 

The  Registrar  read  a  number  of  communications,  petitions,  etc.,  which  were  referred 
by  the  President  to  the  proper  committees. 

Reception  of  Reports  of  Committees. 

Dr.  Roome  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  report 
was  received. 

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee.  The  report 
was  received. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee  con- 
siders the  document  he  has  just  presented  is  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee  in  full  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn— I  think  so. 

The  President — The  rule  is.  Dr.  Thornton,  that  the  report  is  received,  and  later  on  it 
would  be  in  order  under  the  head  of  "  Consideration  of  Reports  "  to  determine  whether  or 
not  this  is  the  report. 

Dr.  Thornton — As  a  member  of  the  Property  Committee,  this  is  the  second  time  I 
know  nothing  about  the  making  out  of  the  report.  I  was  asked  'to  go  with  the  chairman 
and  examine  the  building,  and  we  found  everything  as  in  the  report ;  but  it  seems  to  me 
there  has  been  a  mortgage  arranged  for  last  year.  It  also  seems  to  me  there  was  mention 
made  in  regard  to  the  selling  of  this  property.  Everything  of  that  kind  is  dropped.  Dr. 
Thorburn  said  last  night  that  the  committee  could  not  meet  last  night.  I  want  to  make 
myself  clear  as  a  member  of  that  committee. 

The  President — When  we  arrive  at  Order  of  Business  No.  8,  this  matter  can  be  fully 
discussed. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  seems  to  me  Dr.  Thornton  is  correct.  If  this  is  a  report  not  of  the 
Property  Committee  but  of  certain  members  of  the  Property  Committee,  it  certainly  is 
not  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  committee  should  object 
ab  initio  if  he  is  in  the  position  of  not  having  been  consulted. 

Dr.  Thorburn — f  think  you  will  find  the  name  of  every  member  of  the  committee 
attached  to  that  report. 

The  President — Is  the  report  made  out  on  the  regular  form,  and  did  each  member 
understand  Dr.  Thorburn  was  to  make  out  the  report  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  know  Dr.  Thornton  expressed  himself  as  being  very  well  pleased. 

Dr.  Thornton — With  the  condition  of  the  building. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Yes,  that  is  all  I  profess  to  give. 

The  President — My  ruling  is  that  the  report  be  received,  and  that  it  be  discussed 
later  on  when  it  comes  under  the  proper  order  of  business,  if  the  Council  think  it  necessary 
to  discuss  it. 

Dr.  Thorbtirn — J  would  like  to  make  a  remark,  if  I  am  permitted  to.  1  would  like  the 
Property  Committee  to  meet  at  our  noon  intermission  for  a  few  minutes.  There  were  some 
things  omitted  in  the  report  presented  by  me  this  morning  that  should  have  been  dealt 
with. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  not  be  better  to  withdraw  the  report  in  the  meantime, 
because  it  is  perfectly  evident  this  is  not  the  report  from  the  Property  Committee  ? 

The  President — You  mean,  Dr.  McLaughlin,  this  is  not  a  complete  report  of  the 
committee. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes  ;  it  is  not  complete.  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  withdraw  it 
in  the  meantime. 

On  the  request  of  Dr.  Thorburn  the  Council  gave  permission  to  withdraw  the  report  ; 
the  report  was  accordingly  withdrawn. 

Notices  of  Motion. 
None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  first  order  of  business  on  Thursday 
afternoon  be  the  consideration  of  the  Discipline  Committee's  report. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  make  this  motion  now  because  it  is  necessary  to  fix  a  day.  We  have  to 
notify  the  persons  whose  cases  we  considered  ;  and  we  notified  them  that  the  first  order  of 
business  on  Thursday  afternoon  would  be  the  consideration  of  this  report. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henderson,  that  graduates  of  recognized  col- 
leges in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  may  present  themselves  at  any  time  for  the 
professional  examinations,  taking,  if  they  desire  it,  any  or  all  of  them  at  the  same  time  ; 
but  if  successful  shall  not  be  registered  nor  receive  any  certificate  of  passing  until  they  have 
completed  the  full  curriculum  of  the  Council. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — Mr.  President,  the  object  of  this  resolution  is  simply  to  provide  for  a 
certain  class  of  applicants  to  this  body  who  have  obtained  their  education  outside  of  Canada 
and  who  are  prepared  to  pass  the  full  curriculum  of  the  Council.  The  only  relief  proposed 
to  be  granted  by  this  motion  is  a  little  change  in  the  order  of  proceedings.  You  can  under- 
stand how  a  graduate  of  medicine  wishing  to  come  here  to  practise  may  be  quite  willing  to 
complete  the  course  of  the  Council,  but  he  may  not  care  to  put  himself  to  the  expenditure 
of  time,  trouble  and  money  in  reading  up  for  matriculation  examinations  when  he  is  not 
sure  what  his  position  is  going  to  be  on  the  professional  examination.  This  resolution 
allows  that  he  may  take  his  professional  examination,  and  if  he  succeeds  in  passing  that  he 
gets  no  licenses,  no  registration,  no  certificates — but  he  has  a  standing  on  the  books  of  the 
Registrar — until  he  has  completed  the  curriculum  by  taking  the  matriculation  examination 
afterwards.  He  takes  everything  the  Council  asks  for  ;  there  is  only  an  alteration  in  the 
order  of  proceedings.  I  am  quite  willing  that  this  motion  should  go  to  either  the  Education 
Committee  or  the  Curriculum  Committee,  if  the  committee  it  goes  to  will  report  upon  it  so 
that  it  can  come  back  to  the  Council  for  consideration. 

The  President — With  the  Council's  consent  I  will  refer  this  to  the  Education  Com- 
mittee. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  desire  to  move  the  series  of  resolutions  that  have  been  laid  on  the 
desks  of  the  members. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  agree  to  register,  on  payment  of  a  fee 

of  $ ,  the  practitioners  hereafter  registered  in  any  other  province  which  may  agree  to 

register  Ontario  practitioners  under  similar  conditions,  these  conditions  being  that  the  per- 
son desiring  to  register  shall  pursue  the  following  course  of  study  : 

1.  Passing  the  matriculation  examination  in  Arts  (with  honors)  or  the  examination 
held  at  the  close  of  the  first  year's  study  of  any  Canadian  or  British  University  conducting  a 
full  Arts  course. 

2.  Passing  any  examination  for  a  teaching  certificate  in  any  Canadian  province  which 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  above, 

3.  Graduating  in  Arts  in  any  university  in  the  British  Empire. 

4.  Passing  the  examination  prescribed  by  the  Education  Department  of  any  province 
for  a  university  matriculation  (with  honors). 

5.  Pursuing  five  years  of  medical  studies. 

6.  Attending  four  courses  of  not  less  than  seven  months'  lectures  in  any  Canadian  or 
British  medical  college  or  in  any  homeopathic  medical  college  in  the  United  States  or 
Europe,  recognized  by  any  provincial  Medical  Council. 

7.  Passing  examination  of  Council  in  his  own  province. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  also  agree  to  register  any  practitioner 
who  has  been  registered  for  ten  years  in  any  province  agreeing  to  this  system  of  interpro- 
vincial  registration. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  two  or  more  provinces  agreeing  with  Ontario  in  a  system 
of  interprovincial  registration  on  the  above  basis,  this  Council  will  approve  of  legislation  by 
the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Parliaments  by  whicli  any  person  who  has  registered  in  at  least 
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two  provinces  (one  of  which  must  be  the  province  where  he  has  pursued  his  medical  studies) 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  registration  from  the  Dominion  Government  enabling  the  holder 
to  practise  in  any  part  of  Canada,  or  in  the  provinces  which  have  adopted  this  system  of 
interprovincial  registration,  and  qualifying  him  for  any  medical  appointment  under  the 
Dominion  Government. 

Dr.  Bray — I  will  second  that. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  will  not  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Council  for  many  minutes.  This 
whole  matter  of  Dominion  or  Interprovincial  Registration  is  one  that,  as  you  know,  has 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  profession  for  some  years.  It  is  a  matter  of  considerable 
importance  and  it  is  one  in  regard  to  which  the  problems  involved  are  not  altogether  easy  of 
solution.  In  regard  to  the  advisability  of  a  Dominion  registration,  or  some  system  of  inter- 
provincial registration,  I  presume  there  is  no  question ;  and  it  is  not  necessary  in  any  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject  to  take  up  time  arguing  that  it  is  advisable.  We  are  pretty  much,  I 
think,  all  agreed  on  that  point.  The  only  question  is  as  to  the  most  expedient  way  of 
bringing  it  about.  The  disadvantages  of  a  system  of  Dominion  registration  such  as  that 
outlined  in  the  bill  that  was  lately  presented  to  the  Dominion  Parliament  are,  I  think, 
manifest  to  a  good  many.  1  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  consideration  of  that  subject 
just  now,  as  it  will  probably  come  up  again  in  some  other  form.  Considering  the  matter 
from  the  point  of  view  of  that  bill  I  have  not  been  able  to  see  just  exactly  by  what  method 
a  system  of  Dominion  registration  could  be  accomplished  which  would  not  completely  ignore 
the  provincial  medical  councils.  I  cannot  understand  how  a  method  can  be  devised  in 
which  the  Province  of  Ontario  would  be  guaranteed  the  full  extent  of  influence  it  ought  to 
have  in  a  Dominion  Council  ;  and  it  seems  to  me,  as  the  retiring  President  indicated  in  his 
remarks  at  the  opening  of  this  session,  that  the  only  solution  of  the  problem  is  by  the  pro- 
vinces first  acting,  and  the  Dominion  registration  being  a  matter  following  interprovincial 
registration.  For  that  reason  I  have  submitted  these  resolutions  for  your  consideration.  I 
do  not  ask  the  Council  to  take  action  upon  them  just  now.  You  may,  if  you  please,  refer 
them  to  a  committee  ;  if  so  I  would  prefer  a  special  committee  on  the  subject  that  will  take 
the  matter  more  carefully  into  consideration  and  report  later.  I  do  not  present  this  as  a 
model  system  by  any  means  ;  I  am  not  altogether  sure  that  it  is  perfectly  practicable  in 
many  of  the  details.  At  the  best  I  readily  conceive  that  it  would  require  considerable  modi- 
fication. I  simply  submit  it  as  a  basis  that  will  serve  for  the  consideration  of  the  subject 
and  enable  a  committee,  if  you  should  see  fit  to  appoint  a  committee,  to  consider  the  matter 
carefully  and  present  something  of  a  more  matured  scheme. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  desire  to  move  that  this  will  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee  which  would  take  the  matter  up  carefully  and  report  to  this 
Council  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  this  special  committee  to  consist  of  Drs.  Roome,  Camp- 
bell, Moore,  Williams  and  Bray,  and  the  mover  if  you  wish.  Of  course  the  President  and 
Vice-President  would  be  ex-offi,cio  members  of  that  committee.  It  is  not  necessary,  and  I 
do  not  know  that  it  is  in  order,  for  me  to  occupy  your  time  in  speaking  to  this  motion.  I 
would  just  simply  say  it  seems  to  me  the  time  is  opportune.  This  matter  has  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  profession  in  Canada  for  a  long  time,  and  it  is  very  important  that  we  as 
practitioners  of  the  Dominion  should  acknowledge  ourselves  as  such  in  order  that  we  may 
receive  Imperial  acknowledgment.  Our  present  status,  as  Canadian  practitioners,  does  not 
amount  to  anything  outside  of  our  own  country  ;  that  is  abundantly  proved  at  the  present 
time  in  the  South  African  War,  where  our  men  are  not  receiving  the  acknowledgment  that 
others  would  wish  to  give  to  them.  I  can  give  many  reasons  why  this  should  be  gone  into. 
I  know  that  you  are  all  in  sympathy  with  the  matter,  and  I  feel  that,  in  naming  this  com- 
mittee, I  have  named  men  in  whom  you  have  confidence  ;  men  who  are  representative  in 
the  Council  ;  and  I  feel  that  the  matter  may  be  safely  left  in  their  hands  to  work  out  a 
scheme  and  advise  the  Council.  I  would  add  to  my  motion  that  the  committee  report  at  the 
earliest  opportunity. 

Dr.  Powell — Are  they  to  report  at  this  or  the  next  session  ? 

Dr.  Macdonald — At  this  session. 

Dr.  Williams — If  this  subject  is  going  to  a  committee  it  is  not  wise  to  enter  upon  any 
discussion  of  it  at  the  present  time  ;  and  on  that  account  I  shall  refrain  from  saying  any- 
thing. It  strikes  me  that  it  will  bear  at  least  a  very  great  deal  of  criticism  ;  there  are 
many  things  in  it  that  will  not  be  found  to  work  harmoniously  in  any  direction.  However, 
if  it  is  going  to  the  committee,  it  is  perhaps  better  to  say  nothing  at  present  and  the  com- 
mittee can  consider  it  fully. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  do  not  want  to  take  up  more  than  a  moment,  but  I  want  to  say  that 
I  hope  Dr.  Macdonald  is  a  little  bit  mistaken  about  our  medical  practitioners — I  think  he  is, 
because  I  have  read  letters  from  some  of  our  friends  who  are  in  the  army  as  medical  men 
from  Canada  and  they  express  themselves  as  delighted  with  the  recognition  they  have  been 
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given.  And  I  have  noticed  that  that  greatest  of  generals,  of  whom  we  are  so  proud,  General 
Roberts,  has  gone  out  of  his  way  to  recognize  Canadian  medical  men,  as  if  he  wanted  to 
make  them  feel  not  only  that  they  were  recognized,  but  very  specially  recognized  ;  and  I 
feel  proud  of  it,  very  proud  of  it.  As  I  have  already  said,  I  have  received  letters  from  a 
good  many  medical  men  in  active  service  in  the  army  and  they  speak  in  the  highest  terms 
of  satisfaction. 

Dr.  Macdonald — It  is  on  account  of  their  fighting  qualities. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  we  should  distinguish  whether  those  men  ar^  in  a  position  as  of 
right,  or  whether  it  is  a  piece  of  courtesy  extended  to  them  by  General  Roberts  and  other 
army  officers.  If  we  are  correctly  informed,  the  Under  Secretary  of  War  made  the  state- 
ment in  the  House  of  Commons  in  England  that  it  was  beyond  the  power  of  the  War  Office 
to  define  the  position  of  Colonial  Surgeons  in  South  Africa.  If  he  could  not  define  that,  I 
scarcely  think  Lord  Roberts  could  define  it ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  only  from  his  big  heart 
that  he  has  extended  courtesy  to  medical  men  from  Canada  and  the  other  colonies,  and  not 
because  of  any  position  they  could  claim  as  a  matter  of  right. 

Dr.  Bray — As  a  seconder  of  the  resolution — I  do  not  want  to  take  up  your  time — I  want 
to  say  I  have  been  heartily  in  accord  with  the  proposition  of  interprovincial  and  Dominion 
registration  for  many  years,  because  it  would  enable  us  to  have  reciprocity  in  the  Empire. 
This  matter  has  been  talked  of  a  great  deal,  but  little  has  been  done.  Dr.  Roddick  deserves 
a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  stand  he  has  taken  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  there  are  many 
features  in  this  bill  that  are  not  acceptable  to  the  profession.  I  second  the  resolu- 
tions of  Dr.  Campbell's,  not  because  I  believe  they  are  perfect  by  any  means,  because 
I  think  they  could  be  improved  on.  I  think  the  committee  suggested  by  Dr.  Macdonald 
will  give  their  best  attention,  and  if  there  is  anything  to  come  out  of  these  proposed 
resolutions  it  will  be  got.  There  are  many  difficulties  to  meet.  It  is  desirable  that  this 
should  be  accomplished  for  the  reason  that  late  events  have  proved  the  esteem  in  which 
not  only  professional  but  laymen  from  Canada  are  held  in  by  Great  Britain.  While  Dr.  Geikie 
says  that  our  men  have  been  recognized  I  am  forced  to  believe  it  is,  as  Dr.  Williams  says,  a 
matter  of  courtesy  and  not  a  matter  of  right  ;  and  I  would  like  to  see  our  men  have  that 
right. 

Dr.  Henry — I  will  second  Dr.  Macdonald's  motion  to  refer. 

The  President — Before  putting  Dr.  Macdonald's  motion,  I  would  ask  Dr.  Campbell  for 
an  explanation  ;  he  introduced  clause  1,  following  clause  6,  in  these  words,  passing  the 
examinations  on  the  various  subjects  as  required  by  any  Provincial  Medical  Council  con- 
senting to  this  system.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec,  of  course,  as  you  all  know,  the  Council 
holds  no  examinations,  but  they  may  consider  the  course  that  they  take  as  really 
holding  an  examination,  inasmuch  that  they  appoint  assessors  who  attend  the  examinations 
that  are  held  by  the  different  universities  in  Quebec.  I  want  to  ask  Dr.  Campbell  whether 
he  would  look  upon  that  as  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  this  clause. 
Dr.  Campbell — Yes. 

The  President — That  is,  that  a  university  degree  in  Quebec  would  be  equivalent  to 
our  degree  in  Ontario. 

Dr.  Campbell — What  professional  examination  in  any  province  is  recognized  by  the 
central  authority  as  entitling  to  registration  in  that  province. 

The  President — It  is  necessary  that  that  should  be  definitely  understood. 
Dr.  Campbell — It  simply  means  the   passing   of  a   medical   examination   required  for 
registration  in  any  province. 

The  President — I  wanted  to  ask  for  information  so  that  we  would  know  about  how  the 
matter  stood.     Really,  it  means  that  he  must  be  a  licentiate  in  his  own  province,  irrespective 
of  any  special  examinations. 
Dr.  Campbell — Yes. 

Dr.  Dixon — That  is  incorporated  in  a  latter  portion  of  the  motion  further  down.  He 
must  be  registered  in  his  own  province  in  order  to  be  able  to  register  in  another. 

Dr.  Campbell — Then  he  must  be  registered  in  two  provinces  in  order  to  entitle  him  to 
register  in  the  Dominion.  That  clause  can  go  as  it  is  ;  and  let  the  committee  consider  it. 
As  I  said  before,  I  do  not  consider  this  resolution  perfect  ;  I  think  it  will  require  consider- 
able modification. 

The  President — As  the  mover  has  consented  to  this  being  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, I  will  now  put  the  motion  to  refer.  It  is  moved  by  Dr.  Macdonald,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Henry,  that  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Campbell  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  which 
will  take  the  matter  up  carefully  and  report  to  this  Council  at  the  earliest  opportunity  during 
the  present  session  ;  this  special  committee  shall  consist  of  Drs.  Roome,  Campbell,  Moore, 
Williams,  Bray  and  Macdonald. 

Dr.  McLauohlin — The  original  motion  has  been  moved  and  seconded  ;  and  nothing 
has  been  done  with  that  ;  is  this  an  amendment? 
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The  President — This  is  really  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion. 

The  President  put  the  motion  to  refer,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Barrick  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Geikie,  that  this  Council  reaffirm  its  views  set 
forth  in  a  resolution  passed  last  year  in  reference  to  the  need  of  caring  for  consumptives, 
especially  of  the  poorer  classes,  and  in  doing  so  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
action  of  the  Ontario  Legislature  in  unanimously  passing  the  "Act  respecting  Municipal 
Sanatoria  for  Consumptives, "  thereby  supplying  practical  means  of  bringing  rural  sanatoria 
within  reach  of  every  consumptive  in  every  municipality  of  this  province.  And,  further, 
that  this  Council  approves  of  the  immediate  formation  of  an  Ontario  Association  on  lines  of 
the  National  Association  of  England  for  the  prevention  of  consumption  and  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  ;  and  to  this  end  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  to  represent  this 
Council  at  the  conference  of  delegates  from  other  bodies,  and  other  persons  who  may  be 
interested  in  the  formation  of  such  association  ;  said  conference  to  meet  in  No.  1  Committee 
Room,  City  Hall,  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  13th  inst.,  at  8  o'clock. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Geikie — As  seconder  of  this  resolution  I  am  not  going  to  take  up  the  time  of  the 
Council  at  all  in  speaking  to  it.  I  second  the  motion  because  of  its  evident  importance,  and 
it  is  of  course  not  antagonistic  to  anything.  Everybody  knows  of  the  magnificent  building 
and  its  number  of  beautiful  cottages  up  in  Muskoka,  and  everybody  that  I  know  of  wishes 
it  most  sincerely  well,  and  congratulates  i^  for  the  work  done.  This  motion  does  not  clash 
with  the  work  of  that  institution  at  all  in  any  degree.  It  says,  first,  in  the  interests  of  the 
poorer  classes,  that  there  is  a  need  for  dealing  with  consumptives — that  is  the  first  point. 
The  next  point  is  that  we  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  making  that  a  possi- 
bility, establishing  sanatoria  where  they  can  be  looked  after.  Then  the  formation  of  a 
provincial  association  for  the  prevention,  so  far  as  possible,  of  difierent  forms  of  tubercu- 
losis. You  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  state  these  things  to  lead  to  their  being  approved  of. 
With  regard  to  appointing  a  representative  to  the  meeting  to-night,  to  my  mind  that  does 
not  amount  to  a  great  deal ;  but  the  three  former  points  are  very  important,  and  that  is 
why  I  second  the  motion,  and  second  it  with  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure. 

Dr.  Barrick — Although  the  action  of  this  Council  last  year  in  regard  to  this  matter 
did  not  go  as  far  as  some  of  us  had  wished,  yet  it  was  in  the  right  direction,  and  it  was  an 
important  factor  in  securing  the  legislation  that  we  have  on  the  Statute  book  to-day.  In 
bringing  this  matter  before  the  Government  on  the  7th  of  March  last,  the  resolution  passed 
last  year  in  this  Council  was  read,  and  an  opinion  from  this  Council  is  recognized  as  of 
value  wherever  it  is  known.  Another  important  factor  was  the  action  taken  last  year  by 
the  Ontario  Medical  Association.  This  combined  action  had  the  effect  of  producing,  leading 
up  to,  and  giving  us  this  bill  :  "  An  Act  respecting  Municipal  Sanatoria  for  Consumptives." 
Seeing  then  that  the  Legislature  acted  in  the  direction  as  suggested  by  this  Council  the  first 
item  in  this  resolution  is  that  we  should  express  our  appreciation  of  that  action  of  the 
Legislature  in  doing  what  has  never  been  done  by  I  believe  any  other  government  in  the  world, 
that  is,  taking  action  and  assisting  the  municipalities,  assisting  the  philanthropic  and 
charitable  in  bringing  a  sanatorium  within  the  reach  of  every  consumptive  in  every  munici- 
pality in  this  Province.  This  Province  stands  in  the  first  rank,  so  far  as  legislation  is  con- 
cerned upon  its  comprehensive  basis.  Besides  expressing  in  words  our  appreciation,  the 
third  part  of  this  resolution  goes  a  little  further  in  recommending  the  formation  of  an 
Ontario  association  similar  to  that  which  has  been  doing  such  good  work  in  England.  This 
legislation,  I  may  say,  as  you  all  know,  is  only  a  provision  of  legislation,  and  some  action 
has  to  be  taken  in  each  municipality  or  many  municipalities  before  this  legislation  is  of  any 
use  ;  it  has  to  be  brought  into  life  ;  and  it  is  in  order  that  we  may  assist  in  that  way,  and 
encourage  the  various  municipalities  to  take  action,  that  this  Ontario  Association  is  thought 
to  be  advisable.  In  explanation  of  the  fourth  clause,  I  will  say  that  there  is  a  conference 
to  be  held  in  No.  1  Committee  Room  of  the  City  Council  this  evening.  The  Ontario  Medi- 
cal Association  at  its  last  meeting  passed  a  resolution  similar  to  what  we  have  before  us 
to-day.  They  reaffirmed  their  action  of  last  year,  and  they  appointed  a  committee  to  co- 
operate with  other  committees  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  an  Ontario  Association.  The 
local  association  which  was  formed  in  Guelph,  I  believe,  has  also  appointed  a  representative 
to  meet  at  this  conference.  Our  local  organization  in  Toronto  has  appointed  a  committee 
that  will  also  meet  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  fitting  and  right  that  a  representative  of  this 
body  should  be  present.  We  assume  no  responsibility,  but  in  conveying  to  that  meeting  the 
greetings  of  this  body,  we  show  that  we  approve  of  this  movement  to  set  in  motion  that 
legislation  which  is  to  be  placed  on  the  Statute.  While  to-night,  perhaps,  there  will  be  no 
meeting  of  the  Council,  yet  the  Education  Committee  will  have  work  to  do,  and  I  leave  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  President  to  select  such  men  as  may  be  free  this  evening  to  attend 
this  convention.  I  thank  you,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  for  the  hearing  you  have 
given  me. 
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The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  move  that  Dr.  Barrick  be  the  committee  to  represent  this 
Council  at  that  meeting  to-night. 

The  President — I  agree  with  Dr.  McLaughlin,  and  name  Dr.  Barrick  as  the  com- 
mittee to  represent  this  Council. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  are  a  number  of  medical  men  in  this  Council  now  who  have  been 
appointed  delegates  to  that  convention  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and  there  are  a 
number  that  are  appointed  by  the  local  organization.  I  am  one  of  those  appointed  by  the 
local  organization  to  be  present  on  that  committee  as  representing  the  local  organization. 

The  President — I  do  not  know  that  I  need  add  to  that  committee  because  already  these 
names  are  on  that  list  from  this  Council.  The  following  members  have  been  already  appointed 
by  diflferent  organizations  to  represent  those  organizations  at  this  meeting  in  the  City 
Hall  to-night :  Drs.  Bray,  Williams,  Barrick,  Macdonald,  Powell,  Thorburn,  Geikie  and 
Moorhouse. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  we  ought  to  have  an  official  representative  of  this  body.  Those 
whom  the  President  has  named  are  already  appointed  by  other  associations. 

The  President — I  will  ask  Dr.  Barrick  if  he  represents  any  other  association  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — I  represent  the  local  organization. 

Dr.  Williams — I  was  not  aware  I  had  been  appointed.  If  I  have  been  appointed  it  is 
news  to  me. 

The  President — You  are  not  appointed  by  this  Council,  but  by  the  Ontario  Medical 
Association. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  my  first  knowledge  of  the  fact. 

Dr.  Bray — Mine  also. 

Dr.  Sangster — We  should  not  help  to  spoil  the  meeting  of  this  Council  this  evening  by 
nominating  another  member  of  the  Council.  Already  several  members  of  the  Council  have 
been  named  who  are  delegates  to  that  other  meeting. 

Dr.  Bray — This  is  the  first  notice  I  had  that  I  was  a  delegate  to  this  meeting  ;  I  hadn't 
any  idea  that  I  was  appointed,  I  think  it  should  have  been  the  duty  of  somebody  to  notify 
those  who  were  appointed  as  representatives  of  their  appointment,  in  order  that  they  might 
arrange  to  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  is  not  absolutely  essential  that  that  latter  part  should  be  carried  out  ;  if 
we  adopt  the  first  it  is  not  indispensable. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  for  the  Council  to  determine  whether  they  wish  or  do  not  wish 
to  be  represented  ;  but  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  fitting  thing,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  put 
it  in  the  resolution.  This  convention  to-night  is  to  discuss  the  propriety  of  forming  an 
association  ;  and  the  deliberations  of  the  convention  would  be  incomplete  in  the  absence  of 
representatives  from  the  Medical  Parliament  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Geikie— I  was  asked  to  go  to  that  convention  and  I  said  I  was  very  sorry,  but  I 
couldn't  go  because  the  Council  would  be  sitting.     Others  would  be  in  the  same  position. 

The  President — While  I  do  not  want  to  stop  discussion,  I  must  take  notice  that  there 
is  no  resolution  before  the  Council.  The  resolution  that  was  before  us  was  to  the  efiect,  in 
part,  that  I  should  nominate  a  committee  ;  that  resolution  has  been  carried  and  I  have 
nominated  Dr.  Barrick  as  the  delegate. 

Dr.  Luton — I  would  like  to  inquire  if  I  understand  Dr.  Sangster  properly  when  he  inti- 
mates that  he  does  not  want  to  have  any  appointment  made  for  one  of  our  members  to  attend 
this  convention  this  evening  because  it  would  conflict  with  the  meeting  of  the  Council  this 
evening,  how  he  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  there  will  be  a  meeting  of  this  Council  this 
evening  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  presume  our  Council  meets  three  times  a  day — morning,  afternoon 
and  evening— unless  there  are  special  reasons  to  the  contrary  ;  and  my  suggestion  was 
simply  for  the  purpose  of  saying  that  if  there  were  several  members  of  the  Council  already 
nominated  by  other  bodies  to  attend  the  meeting  to-night  to  which  Dr.  Barrick's  resolution 
refers,I  see  no  objection  why  one  of  those  who  had  already  determined  to  attend  that  meet- 
ing might  not  also  represent  the  Council  as  well  as  the  other  body  by  which  he  had  been 
appointed.     That  was  my  motive. 

Dr.  Moore — If  we  send  a  delegate  to  this  convention,  what  powers  do  we  give  our 
delegate  ?  Have  we  any  authority  to  give  our  delegate  any  power  on  our  behalf  ?  Have  we 
any  instructions  what  they  shall  or  what  they  shall  not  ofier  on  our  behalf  ? 

The  President— This  resolution  contains  no  instructions  of  any  kind.  This  point  was 
not  raised  in  the  discussion  on  the  resolution  itself  ;  but  if  it  be  the  will  of  the  Council  that 
this  resolution  be  discussed  again,  it  can  ha  done  on  a  two- thirds  vote,  and  all  these  points 
may  be  brought  up.  I  do  not  want  to  be  understood  as  suggesting  that  a  two-thirds  vote 
should  be  asked  for  ;  any  member  may  ask  for  it  if  he  wishes.  But  before  this  resolution 
can  be  again  discussed,  a  two-thirds  vote  must  be  asked  for.     I  do  not  object  to  any  discus- 
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sion,  I  would  be  only  too  glad  to  hear  it,  for  I  would  like  to  see  this  motion  thoroughly 
discussed  and  properly  disposed  of. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  surely  have  plenty  of  work  ahead  of  us  without  further  discus- 
sion on  this.  This  motion  was  before  us  and  we  disposed  of  it  ;  and  Dr.  Barrick  is,  by  your 
appointment,  clad  with  authority  to  go  there  and  say  we  passed  that  resolution.  That  is  all 
he  is  authorized  to  do.  I  think  it  is  far  better  to  go  on  with  some  other  work  than  to  waste 
time  discussing  this. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  was  going  to  ask  whether  the  matter  was  not  already  settled. 

The  President — The  matter  is  settled  ;  but  I  stated  the  rule  of  the  Council,  as  the 
discussion  was  proceeding,  that  before  we  could  discuss  it  further  someone  must  ask  for  a 
two- thirds  vote. 

Inquiries. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make  an  inquiry  for  information  that  is  not 
given,  I  believe,  through  any  other  source.  I  desire  to  ask  the  Registrar  through  you  what 
number  of  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  at  the  present  time  in 
arrears  of  their  annual  fees. 

The  President — Are  you,  Mr.  Registrar,  in  a  position  to  state  this  now  ? 

The  Registrar — If  it  will  do  this  afternoon  I  think  I  can  give  the  answer. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  will  do. 

Consideration  of  Reports. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read. 

Dr.  McLAUGHLiN^This  is  a  very  important  report,  and  I  think  we  should  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  it.  I  move  that  the  report  be  taken  up  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  and  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Henry — I  will  second  that. 

Dr.  Emory — It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  many  things  in  that  report  which  if  you  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  will  take  up  a  great  deal  of  time  ;  there  are  many  things  in 
it  that  come  in  properly  before  the  Education  Committee,  and  I  think  we  will  save  time  by 
referring  it  to  the  Education  Committee.  I  move  in  amendment  that  the  report  be  referred 
to  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  will  second  that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  that  is  the  better  way.     I  will  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  President  asked  for  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  Dr.  McLaughlin's  motion  being 
withdrawn.     The  Council  consented. 

Dr.  Henry — There  is  a  portion  of  the  report  which  does  not  come  under  the  purview 
of  the  Education  Committee.     I  refer  to  the  appointment  of  the  Prosecutor. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  was  just  about  to  suggest  that  the  mover  might  amend  his  motion  a  little, 
to  read  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee  excepting  that  portion  of  it 
referring  to  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Prosecutor,  which  should  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Dr.  Emory — I  will  be  pleased  to  amend  it  in  that  way.   ' 

The  President — The  motion  will  now  read  :  "Moved  by  Dr.  Emory,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Moorhouse,  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  exception  of  that  portion 
referring  to  the  appointment  of  a  Prosecutor,  be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee,  and 
that  the  part  referring  to  the  appointment  of  a  Prosecutor  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee." 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  l^th,  1900,  the  Council  met  at*2  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with 
motion  for  adjournment. 
«v<«ara  The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie,  Glasgow, 
Griflfin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaugh- 
lin, Powell,  Robertson,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart,  Sullivan,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Vernon 
and  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and ,  confirmed  as 
read,  and  signed  by  the  President. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 

A  communication  was  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  referred  by  the  President  to  the 
Education  Committee.  * 

Dr  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee. 
The  report  was  received. 

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 
The  report  was  received. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Douglas — To  introduce  a  by-law  fixing  the  times  and  places  for  holding  examina- 
tions, and  appointing  examiners. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Brock  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Macdonald,  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  reducing  the  number  of 
examiners. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Education 
Committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion  to  refer  to  the  Education  Committee,  and,  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Inquiries. 

The  President — Dr.  Sangster  asked  a  question  this  morning  in  reference  to  the  number 
of  members  of  the  College  who  are  in  arrears  as  far  as  the  annual  assessment  is  concerned. 
The  Registrar  is  now  in  a  position  to  answer  the!  question. 

The  Registrar — There  are  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  now  in  arrears. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  would  be  well  to  know  how  many  have  paid  as  well. 

Dr.  Roome — How  far  back  does  that  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  go  ?  For  one  or 
two  years  ? 

The  Registrar — It  includes  all  that  are  in  arrears. 

Dr.  Henry — Did  any  of  those  thirty  pay  up  that  were  spoken  of  last  year  ? 

The  Registrar — Yes. 

Dr.  Henry— What  number  of  members  were  in  arrears  last  year  ? 

The  Registrar — There  were  a  few  more  in  arrears  last  year  ;  I  think  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-four. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Could  you  give  the  number  of  those  who  have  paid  for  the  year  ? 

The  Registrar — Yes.  One  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  have  paid  all  arrears. 
And  some  of  these  whom  I  have  reported  here  as  unpaid,  have  promised  to  pay. 

Dr.  Powell — Do  the  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  and  seven  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  represent  the  total  number  of  the  profession  in  Ontario  ? 

The  Registrar — That  is  what  I  make  it. 

Dr.  Douglas — Can  we  be  informed  in  any  way  how  many  of  those  seven  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  are  one  year,  how  many  two  years,  how  many  five  years  and  how  many  twenty 
years  in  default  ?     Have  you  any  figures  tkat  will  give  you  that  ? 

The  Registrar — It  would  take  me  some  little  time  to  figure  it  u]),  but  I  can  make  it  up. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  do  not  think  that  it  is  essential,  although  it  would  be  interesting.  I 
did  not  want  the  names,  but  simply  the  number.  I  do  not  think  the  information  is  worth 
the  labor  to  produce  the  result. 
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Dr.  Geikie — They  are  in  the  rainority-k  Distinguished  people  should  be  known  by 
name. 

Dr.  Griffin — Can  the  Registrar  tell  us  the  total  amount  due  by  these  seven  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  who  are  in  arrears  ? 

The  Registrak — I  could  not  give  you  that  without  looking  over  my  books.  There 
are  some  members  of  the  profession  who  have  never  paid  anything,  and  others  are  in  arrears 
for  only  one  year — $2. 

Dr.  Emory — Have  you  any  idea  who  are  only  in  arrears  for  one  year  ? 

The  Registrar — I  can  look  that  up  ;  but  I  haven't  the  figures  for  that. 

Dr.  Powell — I  think  I  spoke  last  year  as  to  what  steps  are  taken  with  those  who  are 
in  arrears  say  for  one  year.  I  ask  because  there  is  a  provision  under  the  Act,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  whereby  they  can  be  induced  to  pay. 

The  Registrar — Last  year  the  Council  instructed  me  to  erase  every  man's  name  who 
hadn't  paid  by  the  31st  December,  and  I  have  done  so. 

Dr.  Powell — That  is  the  quickest  way  of  compelling  payment ;  the  same  as  they  do  in 
other  provinces. 

Dr.  Douglas — Then  do  I  understand  that  the  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  members 
who  are  represented  as  not  having  paid  are  real  live  members,  that  there  is  a  prospect  of 
their  settling  up  some  day  ?  Have  all  names  been  erased  beyond  the  seven  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  where  no  hope  of  collection  is  possible  ?  Are  those  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  members  real  live  members,  from  whom  it  is  possible  and  probable  that  a  collection 
will  be  made  ? 

The  Registrar — The  law  makes  provision  for  that.  Any  of  these  may  reinstate  him- 
self by  paying  up  his  arrears. 

Dr.  Douglas — The  Registrar  has  erased  certain  names  ? 

The  Registrar — Yes. 

Dr.  Douglas — He  has  erased  a  good  many  names,  and  left  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven. 

The  Registrar — No  ;  those  are  the  erased  names. 

Dr.  Douglas — These  are  all  erased  ? 

The  Registrar— Yes. 

Dr.  Lane — I  would  ask  under  those  circumstances  whether  these  seven  hundred  and 
sixty- seven  are  liable  to  be  fined  by  Detective  Rose  the  same  as  unregistered  practitioners. 

The  Registrar — That  is  a  legal  question.     I  suppose  he  would  be  off  the  Register. 

Dr.  Lane — I  take  it  for  granted  that  those  men  would  have  no  standing  as  legal  prac- 
titioners at  all  until  their  assessment  fees  were  paid  up. 

Dr.  Powell — That  is  right. 

The  Registrar — Yes  ;  I  think  that  is  right. 

Dr.  Brock — I  suppose  I  can  make  an  inquiry. 

The  President — Yes  ;  it  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Brock — I  would  like  to  inquire  of  the  Registrar  whether  he  believes  those  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  names  he  has  spoken  of  are  the  names  of  living  or  dead  men,  and 
what  proportion  of  them  is  in  the  country  ?  This  Register  that  we  publish  is  supposed  to  be 
a  correct  register  of  all  the  medical  men  who  are  practising  ;  but  I  think  that  any  medical 
man  who  examines  it  will  find  in  it  names  of  men  who  are  dead  or  out  of  the  country.  I 
know  I  can  point  out  the  names  of  several  men  who  are  dead  or  out  of  the  country.  If 
those  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  represent  all  those  unknown  people  whom  we  cannot 
account  for,  it  seems  to  me  we  are  collecting  fairly  well. 

Dr.  Henry — What  number  of  years  were  those  seven  hundred  and  sixty- seven  whose 
names  have  been  erased  in  arrears  ? 

The  President — It  seems  there  is  a  general  desire  to  know  the  length  of  time  for  which 
these  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  are  indebted  to  the  Council  ;  and  I  would  ask  the 
Registrar  to  have  prepared  for  to-morrow  a  list,  not  of  names,  but  simply  the  numbers  of 
those  in  arrears,  specifying  whether  one,  two,  three  years  and  so  on,  so  that  we  may  be 
better  able  to  classify  them. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  the  question  raised  by  Dr.  Brock  is  a  proper  one.  How  many  of 
those  are  dead  or  out  of  the  country  ? 

The  President — I  think  the  Registrar  will  only  include  those  who  are  alive. 

Dr.  Geikie — Why  not  give  the  names  ?  If  they  have  not  paid  we  should  know  it.  If 
the  names  are  given  we  will  be  able  to  know  whether  they  are  out  of  the  country  or  dead, 
in  some  cases. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  think  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  our  last  Register  and  just  previous 
to  the  time  of  the  last  general  medical  election  there  was  an  eflFort  made  by  the  candidates 
who  offered  themselves  for  election  to  revise  the  medical  lists  in  their  own  particular 
districts,  so  that  the  register  as  last  issued  was  largely  up  to  date  and  excluded  dead  men 
and  those  who  had  left  the  country.     That  is  the  impression  I  am  under. 
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Dr.  Henry — That  is  right. 

Dr.  Douglas — And  I  know  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  took  considerable  pains  in  our  district 
to  get  the  Register,  as  it  referred  to  that  district,  in  as  complete  condition  as  possible,  so 
that  so  far  as  removals  by  either  death  or  flight  they  only  date  back  to  the  time  of  the  last 
general  election. 

Dr.  Sangster — In  connection  with  that,  I  wish  to  say  that  for  a  number  of  years 
practitioners  have  been  informed  that  unless  their  arrears  were  paid  up  their  names  would 
be  erased.  I  think  that  has  been  the  practice  for  several  years,  but  they  were  not  erased. 
If  the  names  have  been  erased  on  this  occasion,  may  I  inquire  from  the  Registrar  whether 
he  notified  the  gentlemen  whose  names  he  proceeded  to  erase,  after  he  had  erased  them, 
that  their  names  were  erased  from  the  Register.  Do  an}'  or  all  of  them  know  at  the  present 
moment  that  their  names  have  been  erased  from  the  Register  ? 

The  Registrar — They  have  received  no  notice  of  it. 

Dr.  Powell — Then,  under  the  circumstances,  may  I  ask  whether  those  whose  names 
have  been  erased  would  appear  to  the  public  in  the  next  Register. 

The  President— I  should  think  not,  according  to  our  constitution. 

Dr.  Dickson — Would  the  names  of  those  who  are  reinstated  appear  in  the  Annual 
Announcement  with  those  names  which  appear  there  for  the  first  time?  How  are  we  to 
know  if  the  Register  is  correct  if  their  names  are  not  to  appear  annually. 

Dr.  Lane — I  think  there  is  only  one  way  we  can  get  along  with  these  men  who  do  not 
pay  their  debts.  If  we  stop  men  who  have  graduated,  but  who  have  not  taken  the  Council 
examination,  from  practising  medicine,  we  will  get  then  at  the  bottom  of  the  trouble.  I  find 
practitioners  who  have  refused  to  pay  say  it  is  because  there  are  medical  men  practising 
who  are  not  licensed  to  practise  at  ail,  and  that  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  is  not  looking 
after  these  men.  They  do  not  find  fault  with  the  quacks  w'ho  have  never  graduated,  but  it 
is  the  men  who  have  graduated  at  universities  and  have  not  taken  the  Council  examination 
that  medical  men  object  to  and  find  fault  as  to.  I  have  got  a  number  in  my  own  con- 
stituency. 

Consideration  OF  Property  Committee's  Report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  and  consider  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee  clause  by  clause. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a   vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Brock  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  report  be  now  read  clause  by  clause. 

The  Chairman  read  clause  1  of  the  report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  agreement  is  that  they  charge  4^  per  cent,  until  Novem- 
ber unless  the  building  can  be  sold  at  a  respectable  figure,  if  it  cannot  be  sold 
then  3^  per  cent.  The  mortgagees  are  to  be  the  judges  whether  the  price  is  reason- 
able or  not.  It  is  very  important  to  know  what  we  are  going  to  do  under  the  present  cir- 
cumstances, and  I  think  we  ought  to  face  the  difficulty  before  us  in  a  business  way.  We  all 
know  it  has  been  an  unfortunate  thing  that  the  building  was  ever  put  up  for  anything  but 
the  business  of  the  Council.  The  building  has  been  a  loss  ever  since  it  has  been  put  up  ; 
but  I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  this  at  any  length — it  has  been  done  many  times  before.  I 
believe  last  year  has  been  the  worst  year  we  have  ever  had,  worse  than  the  year  before.  In 
1899,  taking  the  rents  into  consideration  and  deducting  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  build- 
ing, we  are  at  a  loss  of  $2,640.12  ;  this  year  our  loss  is  $2,983.77,  so  that  we  are  worse  off 
this  year  than  last  year  by  $1,343.65.  We  have  been  living  in  the  hope  that  when  this  City 
Hall  was  finished  business  men  would  flock  over  this  way,  and  rent  our  rooms  at  figures  that 
would  make  the  building  a  paying  investment  ;  but  instead  of  matters  improving  matters 
are  growing  worse.  You  will  notice,  Mr.  Chairman,  that,  taking  a  business  view  of  the 
occupation  of  this  building  for  the  purpose  of  the  Council,  we  have  paid  this  last  year 
$3,983.77  for  the  use  of  this  Council  Chamber  and  the  other  rooms  in  connection  with  the 
Council,  that  is  to  say,  that  is  what  our  accommodation  in  the  building  has  cost  us  ;  it  has 
cost  us  that  to  remain  in  possession  of  this  building.  Not  only  that,  but,  as  I  have  always 
maintained,  it  has  cost  us  more  because  we  put  $28,000  of  good  money  into  the  building, 
which  would  be  worth  $1,400  a  year  ;  I  have  always  maintained  that  that  $28,000  that  we 
put  into  the  building  in  cash  and  which  at  a  rate  of  5  per  cent,  would  be  equal  to  $1,400, 
was  a  reasonable  rent  for  this  building  we  occupy  for  the  Council  and  College  purposes. 
But  even  throwing  that  aside,  and  not  taking  it  into  consideration  at  all,  it  has  cost  us  to 
remain  in  this  building,  occupying  the  portion  that  we  have  occupied,  no  less  than  $3,983.77. 
It  is  a  serious  loss,  and  we  have  been  going  on  losing  ever  since  the  building  was  put  up  ; 
and  it  has  been  a  continual  loss  to  us.  If  fairly  calculated  up  to  the  present  time  the  loss  on 
this  building  would  not  be  less  than  $35,000  or  $40,000. 
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Dr.  Sangster — More  than  that  ;  if  we  are  losing  $4,000  per  annum  on  this  building,  we 
are  losing  in  effect  the  proceeds  of  an  annuity  of  $4,000,  and  an  annuity  of  $4,000  at  com- 
pound interest  amounts  to  $57,000  in  ten  years. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  am  not  going  to  say  one  harsh  word  to-day  about  the  unfortunate 
arrangement  that  the  Council  entered  into  years  ago  in  putting  up  this  building.  1  was  a  party 
at  the  time  to  the  purchase  of  the  ground — it  was  thought  by  the  whole  Council  at  that  time 
that  we  were  doing  a  wise  thing — but  I  never  was  a  party  to  entering  into  the  erection  of  the 
building  for  speculative  purposes.  I  contended  always  it  was  a  violation  of  the  Act,  and 
there  was  no  justification  for  it ;  and  no  lawyer  will  say  that  in  putting  up  this  building  for 
speculative  purposes  we  kept  within  the  bounds  of  the  law  ;  I  do  not  want  to  discuss  this  to- 
day but  to  come  down  now,  as  a  member  of  the  Council  and  of  the  profession,  and  face  the 
difficulty  that  is  before  us,  just  as  if  it  were  my  own  private  property,  I  want  the  Council  to 
take  hold  of  this  just  as  any  one  of  us  would  if  it  were  his  own  property  ;  and  if  it  were  my 
own  property,  after  twenty  years  or  more  of  loss,  loss,  loss — eternal  loss,  nothing  else  but 
loss — I  think  I  would  do  everything  to  throw  it  up.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  to-day 
that  if  you  can't  do  anything  better  it  would  be  far  better  for  us  to  give  this  to  the  Canada 
Life  and  let  that  company  take  it.  We  are  practically  to-day  handing  over  a  lot  of  money 
to  the  Canada  Life  and  they  are  making  a  lot  of  profit  every  year  since  this  building  was 
put  up  ;  the  Canada  Life  have  taken  probably  $40,000  out  of  the  profession  during  the  time 
they  have  had  the  mortgage  on  the  building,  and  it  is  full  time  we  should  do  something  and 
not  ask  the  profession  any  longer  to  carry  a  burden  of  this  kind.  The  medical  men  are 
carrying  this  load,  and  the  Council  has  called  on  them  year  after  year  to  face  a  large  deficit  ; 
and  the  medical  profession  has  paid  this  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  extent  of  $50,000  or 
more  during  all  the  time  the  building  has  been  erected.  It  is  a  serious  matter,  and  I  say  we 
ought  to  do  something,  and  doit  with  our  best  judgment — do  it  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
profession,  and  do  it  after  a  careful  and  calm  deliberation — and  reach  some  conclusion  that 
will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned.  I  am  not  prepared  at  this  moment  to 
say  what  is  best,  but  J  do  say  it  would  be  infinitely  better  to  hand  the  whole  thins:  over  to 
the  Canada  Life  and  rent  what  we  need  from  the  Canada  Life.  Do  you  think  the  Canada 
Life,  if  they  had  this  building,  would  not  give  this  room  and  the  rooms  we  occupy  for  $3,983 
a  year  ?  Why  they  would  jump  at  half  of  it,  and  be  glad  to  get  it.  If  we  hand  it  over  to  the 
Canada  Life  and  still  desire  to  remain  where  we  are  I  am  quite  certain  that  for  less  than 
$4,000  we  can  get  the  accommodation  we  have  to-day,  and  that  is  practically  what  we  paid 
this  last  year  for  it.  As  I  said  at  the  begiiining,  I  have  no  harsh  word  to  say  in  this  regard  to 
anybody  or  of  anything  that  has  happened.  I  want  to  face  this  difficulty  in  a  business  way, 
and  I  think  it  becomes  every  member  of  this  Council  to  consider  the  matter  earnestly  and 
sincerely  ;  and  we  should  do  the  best  we  possibly  can  in  order  to  rid  ourselves  of  the  incubus 
that  is  pressing  very  heavily  upon  the  profession,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  is  going  to  press 
more  heavily  in  the  future  than  in  the  past. 

Dr.  Powell — What  is  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin— $60,000. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  do  not  propose  to  cover  the  ground  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  gone  over 
because  he  has  done  it  thoroughly  and  the  Council  is  acquainted  with  it  ;  but  as  to  the 
rearrangement  of  the  mortgage  I  am  justified  in  explaining  myself.  I  am  not  finding  any 
fault  with  what  was  done  ;  if  the  majority  of  the  committee  thought  fit  to  take  the  steps 
taken  that  was  perfectly  right,  1  am  only  a  minority  and  1  do  not  wish  to  control  the 
majority  of  the  committee  in  any  way.  As  stated  in  the  report  the  correspondence  was 
carried  on,  and  the  proposition  made,  and  the  one  carried  out  was  communicated  to  me  by 
letter.  I  totally  disagree  with  it  from  the  fact  that  I,  all  my  lifetime,  propose  to  call  a 
spade  a  spade  ;  and  when  I  give  a  mortgage  at  a  certain  rate  of  interest  I  propose  to  specify 
that  rate  and  let  it  remain  at  that.  I  don't  think  those  conditions  are  any  use  whatever. 
As  I  understand  it  from  the  conditions  the  result  will  rest  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Canada  Life,  and  they  will  say  4^  per  cent.  It  says,  if  a  reasonable  offer  be  made, 
to  sell  the  building  at  a  reasonable  price — I  have  never  found  out  what  that  reasonable 
price  was  yet  and  therefore  I  do  not  think  those  conditions  are  any  use  whatever.  I  have  a 
few  points  that  some  of  the  new  members  of  the  Council  niay  just  think  out  for  a  moment. 
A  few  years  ago  we  were  promised  something  wonderful  when  all  the  rooms  in  this  building 
were  rented.     I  would  just  like  to  ask  how  many  are  vacant  to-day  ? 

The  Registrar — Two. 

Dr.  Thornton — At  that  time  there  were  nine  ;  and  the  loss  on  the  building  to-day  is 
about  double  what  it  was  then.  The  building  is  becoming  older,  and  there  necessarily  are 
greater  repairs  needed  from  year  to  year.  There  is  another  very  important  thing  that  we 
should  all  look  at,  and  in  the  whole  discussion  in  connection  with  this  property  there  is  that 
one  particular  point  I  adhere  to,  and  that  I  think  I  have  been  accused  unfairly  as  to,  and 
that  is  this  :  I  have  never  interfered  with  the  occupation  of  the  building  by  the  Council.    I 
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have  never  objected  to  the  Council  having  property  for  the  purposes  of  the  Medical  Act  or 
for  its  own  use.  Leaving  that  out  of  the  question,  the  manner  in  which  the  figures  have 
been  computed  will  show  you  clearly  that  these  losses  have  not  been  incurred  through  that 
part  of  the  building  which  we  have  occupied,  but  have  been  entirely  in  connection  with  that 
part  of  the  building  which  we  have  been  holding  in  speculation.  That  being  the  case  I  think 
it  is  about  time  we  tried  to  rid  ourselves,  or  to  clear  our  hands  of  that  portion  of  the  build- 
ing on  which  the  loss  has  taken  place  from  year  to  year.  I  have  brought  this  point  up  at 
different  times,  and  I  have  gone  into  the  figures  more  extensively  than  there  is  any  use 
going  into  them  to-day.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  your  time,  but  I  do  think  I  have  a  right  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  these  points  from  the  fact  that  my  constituents  sent  me 
here  in  connection  with  the  loss  on  this  building  ;  and  they  are  entirely  dissatisfied  with 
paying  an  assessment  that  is  to  meet  a  loss  that  arises  out  of  miscalculation  in  business  or  in 
connection  with  a  transaction  that  is  entirely  outside  the  limitations  of  the  Statute. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  Chairman,  I  regret  very  much  that  the  Property  Committee  agreed 
even  for  the  space  of  one  year  to  accept  a  new  mortgage  at  the  rate  of  4|  per  cent.-  I  am 
persuaded  that  if  the  Canada  Life  were  requested  to  take  the  building  or  accept  what  they 
did  last  year — 3^  per  cent. — they  would  have  accepted  the  3^  per  cent,  after  some  apparent 
demur  ;  I  am  prepared  to  say  that  they  would  have  accepted  the  mortgage  even  at  2J  per  cent. 
They  want  no  more  real  estate  property  of  this  kind.  Whenever  we  have  discussed  the 
matter  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Council  we  have  not  only  had  florid  anticipations  of  the 
immense  revenue  that  at  some  future  time  was  going  to  accrue  from  this  property,  but 
we  have  had  it  stated  that  after  the  new  Municipal  buildings  were  erected  we  should  have 
more  tenants  than  we  could  accommodate,  and  have  larger  rents.  We  have  been  told  that 
real  estate  is  increasing  in  value  ;  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  boom  in  real  estate,  and  that 
we  shall  receive  much  more  for  the  propertv  five,  ten  or  twenty  years  hence  than  we  do 
now.  But  per  contrary  to  that  statement  it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  an  annual  loss 
of  $4,000  must  be  admitted,  because  I  claim,  and  I  have  always  claimed,  that  the  interest 
on  the  $28,000  good  money  that  was  actually  sunk  in  the  real  estate  would  amply  cover  the 
yearly  rental  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Council.  Once  it  is  admitted  that  there  is  an 
annual  loss  of  $4,000,  or  nearly  $4,000,  then,  as  I  said  a  few  moments  ago,  it  is  necessary 
to  face  the  fact  that  the  actual  loss  to  the  Council  is  the  loss  of  an  annuity  of  $4,000, 
which,  estimated  at  compound  interest,  would  amount  to  $57,000  in  ten  years  and  to 
$128,000  in  twenty  years.  So  that  so  great  would  require  to  be  the  advance  in  the  value 
of  property  that  if  we  sold  this  property  ten  years  hence  we  should  only  be  free  from 
loss  if  we  received  $57,000  more  for  it  than  it  could  be  sold  for  to-day  ;  and  if  it  were 
sold  twenty  years  from  now.we  could  only  just  clear  our  own  if  we  received  $128,000  in  excess 
of  what  it  could  be  sold  for  to-day.  I  think  in  making  the  statement  that  the  increase  in 
value  is  going  to  cover  the  loss  of  the  Council  upon  this  property,  that  statement  is  not  made 
on  the  full  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  an  annual  loss  of  that  kind  runs  up. 

Dr.  Bray — We  have  heard  a  good  deal  about  what  has  been  promised  and  all  that  kind 
of  thing,  but  I  have  not  heard  of  any  remedy  yet.  I  would  like  to  hear  some  proposition  in 
that  direction. 

Dr.  Sullivan — That  is  the  great  point. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  remedy  is  to  let  the  Canada  Life  take  the  property.  There  are  no 
covenants  they  can  come  upon  if  they  will  assume  the  property  for  the  face  of  the  mortgage. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Will  you  move  a  resolution  to  that  effect  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Yes,  I  will  move  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Then  we  will  have  it  submitted  that  you  will  give  away  an  institution 
of  this  kind  because  it  is  not  sustaining  itself  entirely.  In  this  statement  of  $4,000  a  year 
we  allow  nothing  for  the  rooms  and  offices  we  are  occupying  and  they  would  cost  us  at  least 
$2,000,  so  that  you  would  have  to  divide  the  large  amount  in  two.  We  all  regret  that  this 
is  not  a  paying  investment  just  now  and  we  would  all  willingly  join  in  anything  that  is  feasi- 
ble to  change  that  condition.  If  the  members  of  the  profession  had  paid  up  their  fees  regu- 
larly we  would  not  have  been  so  far  behind.  And,  speaking  in  reference  to  that  annual  fee, 
I  think  it  is  a  good  move  to  erase  the  names  of  defaulters  from  the  Register  ;  and  I  would  go 
further  than  simply  erasing  the  names — I  would  not  allow  them  to  practise,  or  hold  any  posi- 
tions in  the  country,  or  to  become  officers  connected  with  insurance  companies  receiving 
salaries  until  their  names  again  appear  on  our  Register.  I  do  not  look  upon  this  building  as 
being  altogether  a  loss,  although  our  expenses  for  the  last  year  have  been  a  little  more  than 
they  were  the  previous  year.  Everything  in  Toronto  is  improving  in  value,  and  rentals 
have  gone  up  fully  25  per  cent.  Although  many  of  our  tenants  have  been  here  for 
years  we  have  increased  the  rent  on  some  of  them  ;  and  the  rents  will  be  increased  every 
year  so  long  as  they  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  However,  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  ccm- 
sider  anything  that  will  tend  to  get  us  out  of  the  difficulty  without  sacrificing  our  position 
or  our  trusts.     We  all  recollect  before  we  had  a  building  of  this  kind   the  scenes  that  were 
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enacted  at  the  various  examinations,  on  the  very  site  on  which  this  building  now  stands, 
when  the  old  church  was  used  as  an  examination  hall  ;  during  that  time  some  most  disgrace- 
ful scenes  occurred.  Before  we  had  this  building  we  were  flying  about  from  place  to  place 
with  no  settled  home  at  all.  We  have  made  efforts  to  dispose  of  this  property  ;  we  have 
advertised  it  in  the  daily  papers,  and  have  interviewed  brokers  and  different  ones  ;  but  we 
have  not  as  yet  received  any  actual  offer  for  the  property. 

Dr.  Sangstek, — Mr.  Chairman,  1  would  like  to  remind  Dr.  Thorburn  that  if  the 
arrearages  of  fees  to  which  he  refers  had  been  received  and  had  been  paid  on  the  building 
the  money  would  have  been  no  less  lost  or  sunk  at  the  present  moment,  because  the  interest 
on  that  money  would  be  equivalent  to  the  interest  on  the  mortgage.  I  am  willing  to  move 
a  resolution  of  the  kind  that  Dr.  Thorburn  suggests.  I  am  not  speaking  with  any  feeling  in 
regard  to  this  matter  ;  I  know  that  a  large  number  of  the  profession  have  refused  to  pay 
their  fees  on  the  ground  stated  by  Dr.  Thornton  that  those  fees  were  consumed  in  the  main- 
tenance of  a  building  which  they  contend,  and  I  agree  with  their  contention,  is  outside  of 
our  requirements  and  outside  of  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Act  ;  and  they  object  to 
having  their  money  sunk  in  that  manner  annually.  It  is  stated  now  that  a  number  of  these 
names  have  been  erased  from  the  Register.  If  so,  as  soon  as  that  fact  becomes  known,  or  as 
soon  as  a  medical  man  who  has  been  registered  is  proscribed  as  a  quack,  you  may  depend 
upon  it  a  large  crop  of  law  suits  will  arise,  and  the  Council  will  be  put  to  an  annual  expendi- 
ture that  will  make  it  even  harder  for  it  to  make  ends  meet  than  it  is  at  present.  Now,  it 
seems  to  me  if  a  good  committee  were  appointed — I  do  not  mean  the  Property  Committee  is 
not  a  good  committee ;  but  I  mean  a  committee  of  two  or  three  well  selected  members  of  the 
Council  —to  meet  the  Canada  Life  and  explain  the  condition  of  affairs  to  them  and  state 
that  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  pay  anything  like  the  interest  that  is  at  present  demanded 
they  would  either  accept  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  or  see  their  way  to  accept  the  building  for 
the  face  of  the  mortgage ;  and  in  either  way  I  think  this  Council  would  save  money, 

Dr.  Thorburx — For  Dr.  Sangster's  information  let  me  say  that  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  officials  here  we  had  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Osier,  and  there  was  no  opportunity 
overlooked  when  he  was  dealing  with  the  Canada  Life  ;  and  the  best  terms  the  Canada  Life 
would  accept  were  obtained. 

Dr.  Macdonalu — I  wish  to  say  a  few  words,  to  remind  the  members  of  the  Council  that 
times  have  changed  and  are  changing,  and  property  is  improving  ;  at  the  same  time  we  must 
not  forget  that  we  have  within  a  stone's  throw  of  where  we  are  now,  probably  the  best  office 
building  in  Canada,  a  building  that  is  well  heated,  well  ventilated,  lighted  by  electricity  and 
all  that  sort  of  thing,  and  containing  the  most  modern  appliances.  It  seems  to  me  we  must  face 
the  position.  We  must  do  either  one  thing  or  the  other,  either  adopt  Dr.  Sangster's  plan  and 
unburden  ourselves — and  permit  me  to  say  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  see  that  done — or  we 
must  keep  pace  with  the  times  and  sink  still  more  money  into  this  building  and  equip  it 
thoroughly  so  that  we  can  compete  with  our  neighbors.  We  must  consider  and  do  either 
the  one  thing  or  the  other  ;  and  I  am  not  prepared  at  the  present  moment  to  say  which  is 
the  best  thing  to  do.  I  have  faith  in  the  future  of  Toronto  and  therefore  I  would  not  be 
prepared  at  a  jump  to  lose  our  holding  ;  but  I  certainly  think  we  ought  to  face  the  music 
and  do  either  one  thing  or  the  other. 

Dr.  Moore — Mr.  Chairman,  just  a  word  or  two  ;  I  believe  Dr.  Sangster  has  stated  he 
would  let  this  building  go  to  the  Canada  Life  for  the  face  of  the  mortgage,  for  $60,000. 
Now  I  would  just  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  Canada  Life  them- 
selves value  this  building  at  $75,000.     Why  throw  away  $15,000  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Will  they  give  it  though  ! 

Dr.  Moore — That  is  their  valuation. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  only  two  or  three  years  ago  that  the  proposition  was  made  to  them 
and  they  accepted  a  rate  of  interest  of  3|  per  cent,  rather  than  accept  the  building. 

Dr.  Griffin — What  is  the  assessment  on  this  building? 

The  Registrar — The  assessment  is  not  a  fair  way  of  judging  of  the  value  because  it  is 
only  the  portion  of  the  building  we  derive  a  rental  from  that  is  assessed.  It  is  assessed  at 
some  $70,000. 

Dr.  Dickson — What  proportion  of  the  building  is  included  in  that  amount  ? 

The  Registrar — They  assess  it  on  the  offices  rented. 

Dr.  Dickson — What  proportion  of  the  building  is  assessed  in  that  way  ? 

The  Registrar— We  have  half  of  this  floor,  and  the  whole  of  the  top  floor,  that  there  is 
no  revenue  derived  from  at  all.     They  assess  about  two-thirds  of  the  building. 

Dr.  Dickson — There  is  one  difficulty  in  my  mind  in  our  continuing  to  hold  this  property, 
either  to  look  for  a  higher  price  than  might  be  had  by  handing  it  over  to  the  company,  or 
holding  it  perpetually  as  a  revenue-deriving  means,  and  that  is  that  we  are  not  within  the 
Act  in  holding  it  for  speculative  purposes  ;  there  seems  to  be  a  difficulty  that  is  going  to 
continue  in  perpetuity.     It  seems  to  me  if  we  wish  to  confine  ourselves  within  the  limits  of 
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the  Act  we  ought  to  dispose  of  the  property  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  without  losing 
too  much. 

Dr.  Moore — I  would  like  to  ask  our  Registrar  if  the  whole  building  was  rented  and  was 
a  revenue-producing  thing  what  the  assessment  would  be,  as  near  as  he  can  get  at  it  ?  Would 
it  figure  up  to  $100,000? 

The  Registrar — In  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000. 

Dr.  Moore — They  don't  generally  assess  property  for  more  than  it  is  worth. 

The  Chairman — Did  I  understand  that  Dr.  Sangster  was  going  to  move  a  resolution  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  will  do  so  ;  but  my  suggestion  was  that  a  committee  should  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  matter  and  see  if  we  could  not  get  out  of  the  difficulty  in 
some  way  or  other.  I  think  it  is  more  desirable  that  we  should  not  go  on  from  year  to  year 
having  this  as  a  constant  bone  of  contention,  not  only  in  the  Council  room,  but  between  the 
profession  and  the  Council.  I  think  if  a  committee  of  two  or  three  gentlemen  of  well  known 
business  habits  and  business  knowledge  were  to  put  their  heads  together  they  could  perhaps 
devise  some  scheme  by  which  the  Council  could  be  relieved — not  without  loss — by  means  of 
some  scheme  that  would  not  entail  any  great  loss. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Supposing  you  sold  it,  what  alternative  would  you  have  to  accommodate 
this  Council  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  conceive  that  this  Council  could  obtain,  perhaps  not  in  a  central 
locality — and  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  that  the  Council  should  have  its  habitation  placed 
in  the  very  central  heart  of  the  city  of  Toronto — I  think  if  it  were  placed  within  Toronto  that 
suitable  rooms  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council,  either  erected  for  that  purpose  or  adapted  to 
that  purpose,  could  be  obtained  for  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council,  but  I  think  Dr. 
Macdonald  has  outlined  the  two  horns  of  the  dilemma  on  which  we  are  to-day  :  we  must 
either  first  invest  a  very  considerable  amount  of  money  in  changing  and  altering  and 
improving  and  modernizing  this  building  so  as  to  attract  men  and  corporations  who  will  give 
US  a  good  rental,  or  we  must  get  rid  of  the  building  and  no  longer  be  losing  this  $4,000  a 
year. 

Dr.  Thorburn— $2,000. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  we  have  been  losing  for  a  long  time.  We  must  do  either  one 
way  or  the  other.  The  first  proposition  I  think  is  out  of  the  question  ;  we  cannot  do  it. 
The  profession  will  not,  I  think,  consent  that  any  more  money  shall  go  into  the  building.  I 
have  been  hoping  that  the  fine  anticipations  of  our  venerable  father  here  in  the  profession 
and  Council  (Dr.  Thorburn)  might  be  realized.  He  has  told  us  ever  since  I  came  to  the 
Council  that  things  were  improving  in  Toronto,  and  that  rentals  would  go  up  and  things 
would  improve.  I  never  entertained  his  opinions  to  the  full  extent,  but  I  did  hope  that 
there  would  be  something  in  it.  I  think  Dr.  Thorburn  even  now  will  say  that  the  hopes 
that  once  he  enjoyed  are  to  a  great  extent  blasted.  The  city  is  prospering  to-day,  perhaps, 
as  much  as  it  will ;  we  are  now  on  the  top  of  a  wave  of  prosperity  all  over  the  country,  and 
Toronto  is  reaping  its  share  ;  nevertheless,  our  deficit  this  year  is  $4,000.  I  think  with  Drs. 
Sangster  and  Macdonald  that  the  best  thing  we  can  do  is  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  or 
four  members  of  this  Council,  good  business  men,  and  let  them  earnestly  take  this  whole 
matter  into  consideration  and  deal  with  it  as  well  as  they  can.  Not  one  member  of  this 
Council  is  anxious  to  lose  one  dollar  that  ever  went  into  this  building.  We  would  be  idiots 
if  we  desirod  to  throw  away  a  dollar  that  was  put  into  the  building  if  we  could  help  our- 
selves ;  but  this  Council  is  to-day  where  hundreds  of  men  in  the  city  of  Toronto  and  outside 
have  landed  themselves  by  speculation,  and  I  am  there  myself  to  some  extent,  and  I  think 
Dr.  Thorburn  has  had  a  little  taste  of  the  same  thing  ;  and  many  men  in  Toronto  have  been 
wrecked  and  ruined  by  entering  into  that  speculation  which  was  very  high  in  Toronto  a  few 
years  ago,  by  which  many  have  been  made  paupers  who  before  were  worth  $150,000  to 
$200,000.  I  say  we  must  face  it,  we  cannot  help  ourselves  ;  and  the  quicker  we  go  at  it, 
and  go  at  it  like  sensible  business  men,  as  we  would  handle  our  own  private  afiairs,  the 
better  for  ourselves  and  the  better  for  the  profession.  If  some  gentleman  would  move  a 
committee,  and  let  that  committee  be  composed  of  gentlemen  in  or  near  Toronto,  so  that 
they  might  get  together  and  deal  with  the  property  the  best  way  they  can,  I  think  it  is  the 
only  reasonable  way  we  can  get  out  of  the  dilemma  we  have  fallen  into. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  the  suggestion  of  a  committee  is  a  good  one.  We  have  had  a  com- 
mittee, and  Dr.  Thorburn  has  been  chairman  of  that  committee  ;  and  that  committee  has 
done  all  that  any  committee  could  do  (hear,  hear)  ;  but  after  all  the  last  two  speakers  have 
said — that  if  we  had  energetic,  business  men  to  take  hold  of  this  thing  there  might  be  some- 
thing come  out  of  it — I  would  like  to  give  them  a  chance,  and  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in 
moving  that  such  a  committee  be  formed  ;  and  that  the  committee  consist  of  Drs.  Sangster, 
McLaughlin,  Thornton  and  Macdonald,  If  anything  can  come  out  of  such  a  proposal  as 
they  make  I  am  sure  these  gentlemen  will  make  it  a  success. 
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Dr.  Sangster — There  is  no  man  in  this  Council  has  less  business  capacity  than  I  have. 
Suggest  any  other  name  rather  than  mine.  I  would  like  to  see  Dr.  Thorburn  on  that  com- 
mittee.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Thorburn — No  ;  I  have  done  my  best  already. 

Dr.  Sangster — Dr.  Thorburn  and  I  went  to  school  together  and  I  recognize  the  fact 
deep  in  my  heart  that  he  is  honest  and  earnest  in  his  efforts  to  do  the  best  he  can  for  the 
Council  and  for  the  building,  and  I  would  like  to  see  him  there. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  have  made  all  my  efforts,  whether  they  were  successful  or  not. 

Dr.  Britton — Is  the  motion  to  the  effect  that  this  committee  be  empowered  to  dispose 
of  this  property  according  to  their  best  judgment  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  this  is  to  beat  down  the  Canada  Life.  One  of  the  gentlemen  who  has 
spoken  said  he  was  positive  that  if  a  right  effort  were  made  the  Canada  Life  would  come 
down  to  2^  per  cent. ;  and  I  am  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  show  his  ability  as  a  member 
of  that  committee. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  the  composition  of  the  committee  might  be  changed  if  you  are 
going  to  appoint  a  committee.  I  think  we  should  have  more  members  from  Toronto,  and 
not  have  them  all  over  the  country.  I  am  willing  to  say  what  I  have  to  say  by  correspon- 
dence with  some  one  here  in  Toronto.  If  we  cannot  better  things  I  wouldn't  want  to  be  a 
member  of  a  committee  which  made  things  worse,  and  have  Dr.  Bray  or  Dr.  Thorburn  say 
we  made  things  worse  and  went  to  a  lot  of  cost  and  didti't  do  anything. 

Dr.  Bray — You  have  found  fault  with  the  committee.  You  say  they  haven't  done 
much  ;  I  am  giving  you  a  chance. 

Dr.  Thornton — Compose  your  committee  so  that  they  can  work  to  some  advantage. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  done  so  ;  my  committee  is  Dr.  Sangster,  Dr.  Macdonald,  Dr.  Mc- 
Laughlin and  Dr.  Thornton.  This  committee  is  not  to  sell  the  building  but  to  reduce  the 
rate  of  interest,  and  to  make  the  best  arrangement  they  can. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  understood  that  there  was  already  a  Property  Committee.  It  seems 
to  me  that  in  appointing  this  committee  it  would  be  like  taking  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Property  Committee.  In  making  my  remarks  I  certainly  did  not  wish  to  reflect  upon  the 
Property  Committee,  and  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  be  a  party  to  seem  to  do  that.  I  think 
that  those  names  that  have  been  suggested  might  very  well  act  with  the  Property  Committee 
that  we  have  already,  or  do  what  they  could  outside.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  do  that,  but 
I  wouldn't  like  to  be  a  party  to  seem  to  take  anything  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Property 
Committee. 

Dr.  Bray — This  is  a  special  committee.  The  Property  Committee  still  lives  to  do  the 
best  it  can  with  the  building  ;  but  this  is  a  special  committee  appointed  at  the  suggestion  of 
Dr.  Sangster  to  see  if  they  cannot  reduce  the  rate  of  interest.  It  has  been  stated  by 
Dr.  Sangster  that  if  a  small  committee  of  three  would  go  to  the  Canada  Life  he  had  no  doubt 
in  the  world  that  the  Canada  Life  would  take  2^  per  cent.,  and  I  want  to  give  these  gentle- 
men that  opportunity,  and  I  hope  the  Council  will  sustain  me. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  you  do  that,  you  must  authorize  the  committee  to  put  it  to  the 
Canada  Life  as  I  said,  either  to  take  2^  per  cent,  or  assume  the  building  ;  that  was  my 
proposition. 

Dr.  Moore — No  ;  you  can't  give  away  the  building. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  would  not  be  prepared  to  say  that,  because  I  believe  that  the  value 
of  the  building  is  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  mortgage,  so  I  wouldn't  be  prepared  to  be 
one  of  a  committee  to  go  to  the  Canada  Life  and  say,  "  We  will  give  you  the  building,  or 
you  must  give  us  a  lower  rate."  If  I  am  to  be  one  of  the  committee  I  want  it  to  be  under- 
stood that  I  would  consider  that  to  part  with  the  building  for  $60,000  would  be  throwing 
it  away. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  was  my  distinct  statement,  that  I  believe.d  the  Canada  Life  would 
accept  2i  per  cent,  in  preference  to  assuming  the  building.  If  I  am  on  that  committee  I  go 
on  that  ground — that  the  committee  be  authorized  to  say  to  the  Canada  Life,  "  Assume  the 
building,  or  accept  2|  per  cent,  as  the  rate  of  interest  on  your  mortgage." 

The  Chairman— Shall  I  put  the  resolution  ?  because  that  will  test  it.  It  is  moved  by 
Dr.  Bray  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  an  offer  of  this  building  to  the  Canada 
Life— 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  I  will  write  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  does  not  seem  to  me  we  are  proceeding  exactly  in  a  business 
method.  .Just  because  a  remark  passed  from  Dr.  Sangster's  lips  that  his  opinion  was  so  and 
so,  then  Dr.  Bray  wants  to  nail  him  to  that;  and  Dr.  Bray  will  come  back  next  year,  and  if 
Dr.  Sangster  has  not  turned  the  world  upside  down  he  will  find  fault  with  him — 

Dr.  Bray — That  is  what  you  have  been  doing  all  the  time. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Excuse  me.  That  is  not  the  way  to  approach  this.  We  must  go 
about  this  in  a  business  way,      I  see  no  objection  to  appointing  a  committee  to  deal  with 
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this  outside  of  the  Property  Committee,  but  why  should  we  multiply  committees  ?  I  am  on 
too  many  ;  and  we  have  too  many.  We  want  only  one  committee.  The  Property  Com- 
mittee are  to  do  what  they  can  to  get  us  out  of  the  difficulty.  The  committee  we  had  last 
year  is  a  good  committee,  and  I  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  that 
committee  with  the  addition  of  Dr.  Macdonald,  who  is  in  the  city  and  right  on  the  ground, 
and  would  be  a  valuable  aid  in  dealing  with  the  matter  ;  but  it  seems  to  me  we  had  better 
only  have  one  committee  and  let  that  committee,  the  Property  Committee,  deal  with  the 
whole  matter. 

Dr.  Bray — I  am  perfectly  willing,  and  have  always  been  willing  that  the  Property 
Committee  should  deal  with  it.  I  have  all  confidence  in  the  Property  Committee  ;  but  the 
Property  Committee  has  been  found  fault  with  because  it  has  not  made  arrangements  to 
dispose  of  the  building.  Gentlemen  who  have  spoken,  and  one  of  the  members  of  that 
committee,  said  they  did  not  approve  of  the  arrangement  made  with  the  Canada  Life.  But 
now  Dr.  McLaughlin  gets  up  and  says  he  is  perfectly  satisfied  with  that  committee,  that  it 
is  a  good  committee.  I  say,  why  find  fault  with  what  they  have  done,  or  with  the  com- 
mittee ?  Dr.  Sangster  stated  distinctly,  as  did  Dr.  McLaughlin  also,  that  if  two  or  three 
good  business  men  in  this  Council  would  go  co  the  Canada  Life  they  could  get  the  interest 
reduced. 

Dr.  Sangstek — Provided — 

Dr.  Bray — No;  Dr.  McLaughlin  didn't  say  anything  about  "provided."  Dr.  Mc- 
Laughlin said  "if  there  were  two  or  three  good  business  men  appointed  on  this  committee, 
no  doubt  they  could  make  some  good  arrangement,"  or  something  to  that  efiect ;  I  don't 
know  that  those  were  his  exact  words.  I  take  as  much  interest  in  this  building,  and  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  as  any  man  here  ;  and  while  I  am  sorry  this  building  has  been 
a  loss  for  several  years,  I  do  not  think  it  is  right  to  blame  the  gentlemen  who  have  had  this 
matter  under  their  consideration  and  who  have  had  the  management  of  this  building  in  the 
meantime  ;  that  is,  the  Property  Committee.  I  think  the  members  of  that  committee  have 
made  every  effort,  and  I  think  they  should  be  commended  for  so  doing.  But  if  there  is  to 
be  a  committee  outside  of  the  Property  Committee,  then  I  say  put  those  gentlemen  on  who 
think  they  can  manage  it  better,  and  who  have  been  finding  fault  with  what  has  been  done 
by  the  committee  and  the  officers.  Dr.  McLaughlin  misunderstood  me.  I  want  to  go  at 
this  in  the  right  spirit ;  but  I  think  it  is  wrong  to  get  up  and  find  fault  with  the  action  of  the 
committee  who  did  the  best  they  could  last  year — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Who  is  finding  fault  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Thornton  found  fault,  Dr.  Sangster  found  fault  and  Dr.  McLaughlin 
found  fault  with  the  arrangement  that  has  been  made. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  I  did  not — not  a  word. 

Dr.  Bray — Some  of  you  gentlemen  found  fault  at  any  rate  with  the  arrangement  that 
was  made  of  3^  per  cent,  if  we  didn't  get  an  offer,  and  4|^  if  the  building  was  sold. 

Dr.  Williams — I  fully  agree  with  the  proposition  made  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  there 
should  be  no  necessity  for  a  second  committee.  I  think  it  is  fully  understood  by  the 
Council  that  they  wish  to  sell  or  make  some  disposition  of  this  building,  the  Property 
Committee  is  the  proper  committee  to  deal  with  the  subject.  I  do  think  it  is  quite  possible 
and  advisable  to  change  the  personnel  of  that  committee  somewhat  in  that  case.  Now, 
Dr.  Sangster  says  it  is  notorious  that  he  is  a  poor  business  man.  I  must  say  the  same 
thing,  and  I  am  on  that  committee.  It  is  notorious  that  I  am  a  poor  business  man,  and  I 
would  suggest,  and  I  think  it  is  wise  in  the  interests  of  the  Council,  that  you  select  some 
men  in  the  city  of  Toronto  who  might  confer  and  counsel  together  ;  and  out  of  that  counsel 
you  might  hope  to  arrive  at  some  satisfactory  conclusion.  I  wouldn't  like  to  single  out 
persons  ;  but  it  has  been  a  matter  that  has  come  to  me  as  a  matter  of  knowledge  for  a  good 
many  years  that  our  present  President  of  the  Council  is  notoriously  a  good  business  man. 
If  that  be  true  I  think  the  aid  of  the  President  of  the  Council  in  connection  with  the 
committee  will  be  of  very  great  advantage.  Dr.  Macdonald  is  a  gentleman  living  here  in 
the  city  and  he  is  familiar  with  city  property,  arid  knows  something  about  it,  and  if  he  were 
working  with  the  other  gentlemen  who  belong  to  the  city  we  might  hope  that  they  would 
accomplish  something.  Now,  if  the  Council  will  consent  to  my  name  being  withdrawn  and 
Dr.  Macdonald's  name  being  substituted,  and  if  the  President  also  were  to  work  on  the 
committee,  I  would  hope  that  they  would  be  as  likely  as  any  committee  to  be  appointed 
could  be  for  the  purpose. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Wouldn't  the  President  be  ex-ojfficio  a  member  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes  ;  that  is  what  I  say. 

Dr.  Britton — That  does  not  prevent  me  from  humbly  confessing  that  I  think  Dr. 
Williams  is  largely  in  error  when  he  says  I  am  a  first-class  business  man.  I  do  not  make 
such  a  profession  and  T  think  the  records  of  the  past  j)rove  that  1  am  not  one  of  the  best 
business  men  in  the  world.     I  would  try,  certainly,  if  on  the  committee  to  do  the  best  I 
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could.     I  will  not  shirk  from  my  duty  ;  but  still  I  like  my  character  and  reputation  to  stand 
forth  just  as  they  are.     I  am  a  poor  business  man. 

Dr.  Campbell — This  Property  Committee  has  evidently  been  trying  to  carry  out  the 
wishes  expressed  by  the  Council  for  the  last  year  in  this  matter.  Whatever  differences  of 
opinion  there  may  be  as  to  the  wisdom  or  want  of  wisdom  in  going  into  this  speculation  the 
general  concensus  of  opinion  in  later  days  seems  to  be  the  building  should  be  disposed  of  if 
it  can  be  done  without  a  serious  loss.  Dr.  McLaughlin  says  no  one  desires  that  there  should 
be  loss — I  would  hope  that  no  one  did  ;  yet,  when  I  hear  statements  made  that  the  building 
should  be  treated  in  a  manner  I  consider  simply  throwing  it  away,  it  seems  to  me  some 
people  have  a  queer  idea  of  what  loss  and  profit  are.  The  Property  Committee  evidently 
from  its  report  has  been  trying  to  do  all  it  can.  When  I  say  the  "  Property  Committee  " 
I  refer  more  particularly  to  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  and  the  Registrar  of  this  Council, 
who  has  been  acting  with  the  Chairman.  They  are  business  men  in  Toronto,  and  they  can 
communicate  with  people  who  are  in  the  way  of  purchasing  ;  and  they  know  a  great  deal 
better  than  people  resident  outside  of  the  city  what  is  to  be  done  and  how  do  it.  As  I  am 
residing  outside  of  the  city  of  Toronto  I  have  not  taken  any  part,  but  I  am  prepared  to  back 
up  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  and  the  Registrar  of  the  Council.  1  think  with  Dr. 
W^illiams  that  possibly  we  could  improve  the  personnel  of  the  committee,  and  if  there  were 
more  city  men  on  it  there  would  be  a  better  opportunity  for  consultation.  I  am  prepared 
to  follow  the  good  example  set  by  Dr.  Williams,  who  very  often  does  set  a  good  example — 
sometimes  he  does  not  ;  but  in  this  case,  I  think,  his  example  is  a  good  one.  There  are 
several  city  members  who  can  very  properly  take  my  place.  And  at  a  later  period,  because 
I  suppose  it  would  be  hardly  in  order  now,  if  the  matter  drops  and  there  are  no  further 
resolutions  submitted  and  acted  on,  and  if  the  report  be  adopted  with  the  understanding  we 
have  now,  I  will  be  prepared  to  move  in  the  Council  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Emory  be 
substituted  on  that  committee  for  my  own — that  will  add  another  Toronto  man  to  the 
committee. 

Dr.  Powell — May  I  ask  whether  the  Property  Committee  have  received  any  definite 
offers  for  the  property. 

The  Chairman — I  think  it  is  stated  in  the  report  that  they  have  not  received  any 
definite  offer. 

Dr.  Dickson — My  name  is  on  that  Property  Committee,  and  for  the  ensuing  year  I  am 
€x-ojfficio  a  member,  therefore  I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  Barrick — 

Dr.  Campbell — No  ;  Dr.  Roome  is  on  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  see  Dr.  Barrick  on  that  committee  ;  he  is  an  acknow- 
ledged good  business  man. 

Dr.  Roome — That  being  the  case,  I  will  move  that  Dr.  Barrick's  name  be  substituted 
for  mine. 

Dr.  Williams — It  would  be  out  of  order  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  move  a  resolu- 
tion of  that  kind  ;  we  will  be  obliged  to  leave  it  until  we  rise  and  go  into  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  had  better  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Property  Committee  as  it  stands  ;  there  is  nothing  further  for  the  Council  to  do  in  the 
matter,  and  subsequently  those  of  us  who  wish  to  retire  can  make  provision  for  that. 

On  motion,  clauses  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7  of  the  report  were  adopted  as  read. 

On  motion,  the  whole  Report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  committee  arose,  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move  that  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee  be  left  over  for  future  consideration. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  second  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — May  we  who  are  on  the  Property  Committee  and  wish  to  resign  from 
that  committee  be  permitted  to  do  so  now  without  notice  of  motion. 

The  President — I  think  the  Council  probably  would  not  object  to  that  in  order  to 
facilitate  business. 

Dr.  Williams — I  beg  to  resign  from  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Brock — I  move  that  Dr.  Williams'  resignation  be  accepted. 

Dr.  Williams — And  that  Dr.  Macdonald  be  elected  in  my  place. 

Dr.  Sangster — While  I  would  like  to  see  Dr.  Macdonald  on  that  committee  I  would 
like  to  point  out  the  fact  that  I  do  not  think  the  profession  throughout  the  country  would 
be  quite  favorable  to  a  committee  of  purely  Toronto  gentlemen.  I  think,  therefore,  it  would 
be  well  to  keep  Dr.  Williams  and  one  or  two  other  territorial  members  on  that  committee. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  should  be  very  sorry  to  lose  the  valuable  services  of  Drs.  Williams 
and  Campbell;  but  if  it  is  your  pleasure,  gentlemen,  I  will  retire  and  you  can  appoint 
somebody  else. 

Dr.  Sangster — We  want  you  there. 
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Dr.  Thornton — I  would  like  to  explain  myself.  In  my  constituency  there  was  an 
objection  taken  that  the  committee  was  purely  a  Toronto  committee.  Drs.  Campbell, 
Dickson  and  Williams  were  placed  on  that  committee  and  I  would  like  to  see  them  remain 
there.  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  see  Dr.  Williams  and  Dr.  Campbell  go  off  the  committee  ; 
and  as  for  Dr.  Thorburn  I  hope  he  may  be  there  till  the  end  of  time,  or  as  long  as  the 
Council  has  any  property.  You  might  possibly  have  misunderstood  my  remarks.  Dr.  Bray 
moved  for  a  special  committee,  but  I  did  not  take  it  very  seriously,  for  I  did  not  think  that 
a  special  committee  would  get  very  comprehensive  powers  to  deal  with  the  matter.  I  sug- 
gested that  the  special  committee  proposed  by  Dr.  Bray  should  be  in  Toronto  ;  but  I  think 
the  Property  Committee  is  all  right  as  it  is  now  composed. 

The  President — The   existing   Property  Committee  is   composed   of   Drs.  Thorburn, 
Campbell,  Roome,  Williams  and  Thornton.     It  has  been  proposed,  although  not  in  the  form 
of  a  written  resolution,  that  there  be  the  addition  of  some  names  to  that  committee.     I  do 
not  know  that  we  can  add  those  names  without  introducing  a  by-law  to  that  effect,  because 
the  by-law  provides  that  the  Property  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  with,  of 
course,  in   addition,  two   ex-ojfficio   members,  the   president   and   vice-president.      Let  us 
proceed  in  order.     It  has  been  moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse, 
*'That  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on   the  report  of  the 
Property  Committee  by  the  Council  be  postponed  to  some  future  session." 
Dr.  McLaughlin — Postponed  ;  and  it  will  come  up  afterwards  in  order. 
Dr.  Dickson — At  the  next  meeting,  in  order. 
Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  do  not  see  any  need  to  postpone  it ;  the  opinion  of  the  Council  has 
been  very  fully  expressed.     I  beg  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  Report  as  amended. 
Dr.  Powell — I  will  second  that. 

The  President  stated  the  amendment  and  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — As  a  member  of  that  committee  I  would  be  quite  willing  that  the 
further  consideration  be  postponed  if  anyone  can  suggest  any  reason  why  a  postponement  is 
going  to  benefit  the  matter.  I  do  not  see  anything  in  the  report  itself  that  can  be  modified 
or  altered  in  any  way  by  further  postponing.  I  do  not  want  to  hurry  the  thing  through, 
only  when  a  matter  of  this  kind  is  postponed  it  takes  time  to  bring  it  up  on  another  occasion 
and  go  over  with  it  again.  If  Dr.  McLaughlin  really  thinks  he  can  work  in  something  in 
connection  with  this  report  that  will  be  of  benefit  I  will  not  object. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  feel  very  earnest  about  this  matter,  that  we  ought  to  be  very  care- 
ful about  what  we  do,  and  so  should  do  the  best  we  can.  I  thought  possibly  in  talking  it 
over  with  one  another  we  might  see  something  we  might  improve  on,  but  perhaps  there  is 
nothing.  I  have  nothing  special  in  view  at  all  but  that  we  ought  to  make  this  move  care- 
fully. However,  as  I  have  nothing  special  in  view  in  making  my  motion,  I  will  withdraw  it. 
Dr.  Brock — I  think  we  might  possibly  find  some  way  out  of  this  difficulty  if  we  do  as 
other  business  men,  who  have  property  and  who  want  to  get  rid  of  it,  do.  Let  us  go  to 
some  good  land  agent,  some  man  interested  in  Toronto  property,  some  man  who  knows  all 
about  it,  and  get  him  interested  in  our  property  and  offer  him  a  fair  and  good  commission 
if  he  .can  sell  the  building.  Let  us  get  a  business  man,  one  who  thoroughly  understands  all 
about  the  city  of  Toronto  and  its  requirements,  and  a  man  in  touch  with  the  Municipal 
Council  and  with  the  municipal  bodies,  who  may  find  some  way  out  of  our  difliculty.  The 
City  at  the  present  time  is  negotiating  for  a  School  of  Technology,  and  they  are  bidding 
for  a  building  on  College  Street.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  this  Council  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  authorities  in  Toronto  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a  building  here  that  with  slight 
modification  would  suit  their  purpose. 

Dr.  Thorburn — We  have  been  in  correspondence  or  otherwise  with  those  who  have 
the  power  to  vote  the  people's  money  for  some  time  in  connection  with  that  matter. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — My  object  in  seconding  Dr.  McLaughlin's  motion  was  that  the  matter 
seemed  to  be  considerably  confused  this  afternoon,  and  had  resolved  themselves  into  a 
peculiar  condition  ;  and  I  thought  probably  if  it  was  left  over  until  to-morrow  or  the  following 
day  something  might  be  evolved  out  of  this  chaos  by  whfch  we  might  be  able  to  steer  a 
more  direct  course.  I  am  greatly  astonished  to  hear  of  the  great  deficit  in  the  past  year — 
practically,  I  might  say,  $4,000.  Dr.  McLaughlin,  I  fully  see,  has  no  project  at  all  to  present 
unless  time  should  suggest  something  to  him  or  somebody  else  ;  still  I  can  see  no  harm 
whatever  in  letting  this  lie  over  except,  as  Dr.  Campbell  forcibly  remarks,  that  bringing  the 
matter  up  a  second  time  takes  time.  As  to  that,  I  think  every  member  of  this  body  now 
knows  that  wrangling  is  useless.  If  anybody  has  anything  to  propose  that  is  apropos  to  the 
occasion  let  him  say  so.     I  think  it  is  no  harm  to  let  it  lay  over. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Have  we  power  to  raise  the  annual  fee  ?  If  we  have,  let  us  raise  it.  I 
think  it  would  be  a  mortal  sin  to  sell  this  building,  a  decidedly  retrograde  step.  When  I 
look  back  to  the  period  before  this  building  was  procured,  and  I  recall   the  condition  we 
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were  in — meeting  in  an  old  cellar  that  was  hardly  ever  swept  out,  and  we  were  all  packed 
in  that — 

Dr.  Dickson — And  a  church  at  that. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Yes.  I  was  an  examiner  at  that  time,  and  I  remember  on  one  occasion 
a  man  came  flying  through  the  windows  in  one  side  and  out  on  the  other  side.  There  is  one 
argument  that  has  not  been  used  here,  and  that  is,  the  prestige  which  a  building  like  this 
gives  to  the  medical  profession.  We  see  the  law  and  all  the  professions  with  their  habita- 
tions, and  we  see  that  private  individuals  never  look,  when  getting  a  new  dress  for  their 
wives  or  when  beautifying  their  properties,  at  what  is  the  interest  it  will  bring  in,  but  they 
look  at  the  pride  they  take  in  those  things.  I  am  willing  and  would  be  perfectly  willing  to 
give  my  share  to  keep  this  building  in  Toronto.  There  was  talk  one  time  about  Toronto 
being  so  selfish  as  to  want  a  large  building  for  its  own  use,  and  particularly  a  library  ;  but 
these  murmurs  were  got  over,  and  I  venture  to  say  there  is  scarcely  a  medical  man  in  the 
whole  province  who,  if  he  saw  the  building,  would  be  willing  to  let  the  Council  go  back  again 
to  the  old  way.  You  would  not  get  another  building,  in  my  opinion,  for  «$1,200  a  year,  and 
if  you  did  you  wouldn't  get  any  such  building  or  any  such  accommodation  as  you  have  in 
this  building.  This  building  is  a  credit  to  the  medical  profession  of  this  country,  and  I 
hope  that  the  idea  of  selling  .  this  property  will  not  be  disseminated  unless  you  get  a  price 
for  it  that  will  enable  you  to  replace  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — There  seems  to  be  a  strong  impression  that  we  are  beyond  our  powers  in 
retaining  this  building,  a  portion  of  it  being  devoted  to  speculation.  There  are  others  again 
in  the  Council  who  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  wording  of  the  Act  so  definite 
as  to  lead  us  to  believe,  or  to  be  a  definite  fact,  that  we  are  beyond  our  powers  in  retaining 
the  building.  I  think  it  would  be  desirable  that  we  get  an  opinion  from  our  solicitor  in 
writing  on  which  we  can  act.  If  we  are  beyond  our  powers  the  sooner  we  get  within  the  law 
the  better  ;  and  if  we  are  within  our  powers  let  us  continue,  as  business  men,  and  do  the 
best  we  can,  and  reach  a  conclusion  in  this  matter  in  a  business  way.  I  think  we  ought  to 
know  precisely  where  we  stand  legally  in  possessing  this  building,  a  portion  of  which  is 
devoted  to  rental  and  in  that  sense  is  speculative. 

Dr.  Henderson — In  reference  to  what  Dr.  Dickson  has  said  T  wish  to  say  that  before 
there  was  a  brick  laid  in  this  building  we  had  the  opinion  of  our  solicitor.  Old  Dr.  Wright 
made  the  same  objection  that  a  great  many  are  making  here,  and  that  was  before  anything 
was  done  ;  and  before  my  action  was  taken  we  had  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  on  the  question 
of  whether  we  could  hold  property  for  the  purposes  referred  to.  I  can  corroborate  every- 
thing Dr.  Sullivan  has  said  in  reference  to  the  times  we  had  in  getting  a  building  to  hold 
our  meetings  in  ;  we  were  sometimes  at  the  University  and  sometimes  down  here,  and,  as 
Dr.  Sullivan  has  said,  there  were  the  most  distressing  scenes  enacted  here  that  could  occur 
in  any  country — we  were  pelted  with  bricks  and  rotten  eggs.  We  considered  this  matter 
carefully.  We  could  not  get  a  lot  in  the  University  grounds  at  less  than  $400  or  $500  a  year 
for  ninety-nine  years,  and  we  counted  that  up  and  found  we  would  pay  out  about  $50,000 
in  the  ninety-nine  years  for  the  land  alone  ;  and  when  you  erect  a  building  and  fit  it  up  as 
we  have  this  building,  you  will  find  our  expenses  would  be  equal-  to,  if  not  greater  than,  at 
the  present  time.  And,  as  Dr.  Sullivan  has  said,  this  building  is  a  credit  to  the  medical 
profession  throughout  the  whole  country,  and  it  is  always  spoken  of  through  our  portion  of 
the  country  with  pride. 

Dr.  Lane — I  quite  fall  in  with  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Brock  that  this  committee  be 
instructed  to  procure  the  services  of  a  real  estate  agent  if  the  thing  is  bound  to  be  sold,  if 
the  medical  profession  really  want  to  sell.  I  can  quite  understand  Dr.  Thorburn.  Dr.  Mac- 
donald  or  anybody  else  cannot  do  anything  much  in  reference  to  selling  property  ;  but  if  we 
put  it  in  the  hands  of  a  real  estate  agent  and  pay  him  a  certain  commission  if  he  sells  the 
property  at  a  price  satisfactory,  of  course,  to  the  Property  Committee,  it  would  be  the 
wisest  thing  to  do.  If  this  suggestion  needs  a  resolution  in  order  that  it  can  be  carried  out, 
and  Dr.  Brock  will  move  it,  I,will  second  it,  that  the  Property  Committee  be  instructed  to 
procure  a  real  estate  agent  and  put  the  property  in  his  hands  to  be  disposed  of. 

Dr.  Henry — What  is  before  the  chair? 

The  President — This  report  is  before  the  chair.  First,  there  was  a  resolution  to  the 
efi'ect  that  the  consideration  of  the  report  be  postponed  ;  to  that  there  is  an  amendment 
that  the  Report  be  adopted  ;  then  the  original  resolution  was  withdrawn  by  Dr.  McLaughlin, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  now  the  resolution  before  the  chair  is  that  this  report 
as  amended  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  the  report  adopted. 
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Property  Committee's  Report. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Property  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  inspected 
the  building  and  found  it  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  The  ceiling  in  the  Examination  Hall 
and  floors  and  wood-work  were  thoroughly  cleaned  in  accordance  with  your  instructions. 
The  roof  also  had  to  be  repaired,  and  a  number  of  repairs  had  to  be  done  to  the  building. 
These  were  all  done  after  tenders  were  received  for  the  work,  the  lowest  one  being  accepted 
in  each  instance. 

2.  The  Chairman  has  frequently  visited  the  building,  but  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  call 
the  committee  together  during  the  year.  The  matter  of  rearranging  the  mortgage  on  the 
building  was  carried  out  by  correspondence,  and  I  may  say  that  the  Canada  Life  Company  gave 
a  renewal  for  one  year,  which  time  will  expire  on  the  1st  of  November,  1900.  The  conditions 
of  the  renewal,  which  were  the  only  ones  that  the  committee  could  obtain,  are  as  follows  : 
That  the  mortgagors  shall  pay  interest  on  the  sum  of  $60,000  at  the  rate  of  4^  per  cent,  per 
annum,  computed  from  the  1st  of  November,  1899,  in  equal  payments  half  yearly,  or  within 
ten  days  next  after  each  of  such  days  respectively.  And  if  the  mortgagors  shall  insure  and 
keep  insured  against  loss  by  fire,  the  buildings  erected  in  the  said  premises,  in  the  sum  of 
not  less  than  $25,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  mortgagees,  in  insurance  companies  approved 
by  the  mortgagees,  and  shall  in  all  other  respects  observe,  perform  and  keep  the  agreements 
and  provisos  contained  in  the  said  two  mortgages,  which  excepted,  so  far  as  they  are  by  this 
clause  verified  and  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  then  the  mortgagees  shall  give  time  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  money  of  $60,000  secured  by  the  said  two  mortgages,  until  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1900.  And  further,  if  the  mortgagees  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  mort- 
gagors have  in  good  faith  used  all  reasonable  efibrts  to  efiect  a  sale  of  the  said  land  and 
premises  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  have  been  unable  to  do  so,  then  the  mortgagees  will 
accept  interest  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  per  annum  instead  of  4^  per  cent,  per  annum  for 
such  extended  period,  the  mortgagees  being  the  sole  judge  as  to  the  question  of  reasonable 
effort  and  reasonable  price.  If  the  mortgagors  effect  a  sale  at  a  price  sufl&cient  to  pay  the 
mortgagees  in  full  for  principal  and  interest,  the  mortgagees  agree  to  accept  payment 
thereof  before  the  expiration  of  such  extended  term,  and  to  discharge  their  said  mortgagors 
after  such  payments  being  made.  * 

3.  Your  committee  have  not  received  any  definite  offer  for  the  building  up  to  the 
present  time.  The  Chairman  instructed  the  Registrar  to  make  every  effort  to  dispose  of  the 
building  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  attention  of  real  estate  brokers  in  the  city,  which  has 
been  done,  so  that  every  effort  has  been  made  to  dispose  of  the  property,  and  the  College 
can  properly  claim  the  reduced  rate  of  interest,  viz.,  3^  per  cent,  instead  of  the  4^.  A 
number  of  parties  have  examined  the  building  with  a  view  to  purchasing  the  same  ;  but,  as 
before  mentioned,  no  offer  has  been  received.  It  will  be  necessary  for  your  honorable  body 
to  again  direct  your  Property  Committee,  giving  them  power  to  re-arrange  the  mortgage  on 
the  premises,  in  the  event  of  its  not  being  disposed  of.  This  will  require  to  be  done  on  the 
1st  of  November,  1900. 

4.  The  revenue  for  the  year's  rentals  amounts  to  some  $3,543.53,  which  is  an  increase 
of  some  $200  more  than  last  year.  This  does  not,  of  course,  take  into  account  any  allow- 
ance for  the  portion  of  building  used  by  the  College. 

5.  Regarding  the  direction  given  by  the  Council  to  your  committee  as  to  placing  the 
incandescent  light  in  the  building,  an  offer  was  submitted  to  the  Council  at  its  last  meeting, 
but  your  Registrar  found  that  the  company  making  the  offer  stated  that  the  lights  and  plant 
mentioned  in  the  offer  were  then  out  of  stock  and  indicated  that  it  would  cost  more  than  the 
price,  viz.,  $145,  so  that  your  Chairman  thought  it  best  to  leave  the  matter  over,  as  nothing 
would  suffer  by  the  contract  not  being  carried  out.  Recently,  however,  the  company  say 
they  now  have  the  stock  originally  offered  and  are  prepared  to  carry  out  the  same  on  the 
terms  then  stated.  As  it  would  no  doubt  be  a  saving,  your  committee  recommend  that  if 
the  contract  can  be  carried  out  at  the  price  stated,  viz.,  $145,  that  it  be  accepted. 

6.  The  supplies  for  the  building,  such  as  fuel,  etc.,  have  been,  as  usual,  purchased  after 
asking  for  tenders  for  the  same.  As  indicated,  all  matters  connected  with  the  building  have 
been  done  on  tender  where  any  money  has  been  spent.  Tenders  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Registrar. 

7.  Attached  to  this  report  you  will  find  the  report  of  the  caretaker  of  the  building,  as 
well  as  the  elevator  inspection  report  and  boiler  inspection  report. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

that  they  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  several  rooms  and  halls  with  the  lavatories 
and  have  much  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  building  is  in  a  very  good  tenantable  condition. 
The  Examination  Hall  is  much  brighter  and  more  cheerful  than  formerly.  The  several 
tenants  were  seen  and  expressed  themselves  as  being  thoroughly  satisiied.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Property  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  re  Medical  Council  Building. 
Since  taking  charge  of  the  building  on  the  1st  of  November,  1899,  I  have  endeavored  to 
keep  it  in  such  a  condition  as  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  tenants,  although  it  took  a  good  deal 
of  extra  work  to  get  it  into  anything  like  a  cleanly  state.  In  accordance  with  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Council,  instructing  the  Committee  to  have  the  Examination 
Hall  overhauled  and  cleaned,  I  asked  for  tenders  to  have  this  work  done,  and  th^e  lowest 
one  I  received  for  the  clearing  of  the  Hall  alone  being  $68,  I  undertook  to  do  the  work 
myself,  and  had  it  done,  also  the  ante-room  adjoining  the  Hall,  the  Registrar's  oflice,  and 
the  whole  of  basement,  for  the  sum  of  $50,  thereby  saving  to  the  College  a  sum  of  at  least 
$50.00.  I  have  also  had  the  Forbes  Roofing  Company  put  a  coating  of  elastic  cement  in  the 
gutter  on  the  roof,  which  makes  it  perfectly  water  tight,  as  previous  to  having  this  done,  the 
gutter  was  continually  in  need  of  repair,  and  in  spite  of  it  all,  it  was  continually  leaking, 
thereby  destroying  the  ceilings  and  walls  in  the  upper  part  of  the  building.  There  have  been 
several  of  the  offices  re-papered  and  the  woodwork  varnished,  etc.,  giving  them  a  bright  and 
cheery  appearance.  The  elevator  is  in  good  repair,  as  are  also  the  boilers.  The  Boiler  and 
Elevator  Inspector's  report  is  herewith  attached.

Report  re  Yictorian  Order  of  Nurses. 

Dr.  Macdonald  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  re  the  Board  of  the  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  the 
Yictorian  Order  of  Nurses  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Dr.  Macdonald  was  appointed  chairman,  and  Dr.  McLaughlin  secretary. 

After  considering  the  powers  of  the  Council  under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  your 
committee  concluded  that  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Governors  was  out- 
side the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council,  and  recommend  the  Registrar  to  communicate  with  the 
Board  of  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  expressing  this  view,  and  thanking  the  board  for 
their  kind  and  generous  ofier  of  a  delegate  on  the  board. 

Dr.  Macdonald  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  the  report  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Prosecutions  be  adopted  as  read. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  seems  to  me  this  is  only  a  statement  of  what  has  been  done  and  of 
the  various  prosecutions  that  have  been  made,  and  the  result  of  them.  The  only  question 
that  might  arise  for  discussion  would  be  as  to  the  appointment  of  a  prosecutor  and  that  will 
come  up  in  another  report. 

The  President — There  was  an  arrangement  entered  into—  in  fact,  I  think  a  resolution 
was  passed  at  a  previous  meeting — that  the  appointment  of  a  prosecutor  be  deferred  until 
this  report  was  considered,  so  that  both  would  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Henry — In  that  case  I  move  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider 
this  report. 

Dr.  Lane— I  will  second  that. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  no  objection  to  withdraw  my  motion  if  there  is  any  business  to 
be  brought  up.     With  the  consent  of  the  Council  I  will  withdraw  my  motion. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Council  Dr.  Campbell's  motion  was  withdrawn. 

The  President  put  the  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and,  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Barrick  in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  taken  as  read. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  have  all  read  the  report,  and,  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Campbell,  if 
anybody  has  any  point  to  bring  up  in  connection  with  the  report — if  there  is  any  special 
matter  to  be  brought  up — let  it  be  brought  up  now. 

Dr.  Henry — My  object  in  moving  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  this 
report  was  merely  to  find  what  people  had  made  application  for  the  position  of  prosecutor. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  nothing  in  this  report  referring  to  that. 

Dr.  McLaucjhlin — That,  I  think,  would  be  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
When  our  late  Prosecutor  died  it  was  the  duty,  I  suppose,  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
appoint  his  successor  ;  and  I  should  think  that  committee  ought  to  be  in  possession  ot  any 
applications  that  were  made. 

Dr.  Roome — In  answer  to  Dr.  McLaughlin,  permit  me  to  say  that  on  the  death  of  the 
Prosecutor  we  received  applications.     The  committee  met,  and  it  was  thought  right  to  fill 
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the  position  until  such  time  as  the  Council  met  again,  and  we  selected  a  man  whom  we  thought- 
was  the  best  man  for  the  position,  and  had  him  appointed  until  this  meeting  of  the  Council. 
It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  to  select  the  man  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  anybody  else  you  see  fit.  I  do  not  think  the  applications  the  Executive  Committee 
received  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Rose's  appointment  have  anything  to  do  with  it,  but  at  the  same 
time  there  is  no  objection  to  letting  you  have  them. 

Dr.  Henry — I  would  like  to  know  what  the  present  Prosecutor  gets.     Is  it  $650  a  year  ? 

Dr.  RooME — Just  the  same  as  Mr.  Wasson  had. 

Dr.  Henry — What  number  of  men  applied  for  that  ? 

Dr.  RooME — Fifteen  or  eighteen ;  and  from  that  number  we  selected  the  man  we  thought 
was  the  proper  one  to  act  until  the  Council  should  meet.  The  custom  in  this  Council  has 
been  to  appoint  our  prosecutor  from  year  to  year.  You  can  now  appoint  Mr.  Rose  or  some- 
body else.  The  Executive  Committee  is  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  Council  on  what 
was  done. 

Dr.  Henry — That  is  not  answering  my  question.  I  have  got  up  two  or  three  times  to 
know  who  were  the  parties  whq  made  application  for  that  position  ;  I  want  to  get  their 
names. 

Dr.  Roome — I  have  no  objection. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  think  this  is  the  proper  place  to  bring  this  up  ;  it  is  out  of  order. 
Dr.  Henry  could  ask  this  under  the  head  of  "Inquiries  "  from  the  President  when  in  the 
chair. 

Dr.  Henry^^I  beg  to  differ  with  Dr.  Bray.  I  asked  for  that  information  at  the  proper 
time,  and  I  was  told  we  would  get  that  information  when  the  report  came  before  the  Council 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  Chairman — We  are  now  dealing  with  the  report  of  the  Prosecutions  Committee, 
and  that  committee  has  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  engaging  the  Prosecutor.  There  is  nothing 
in  that  committee's  report  referring  to  the  matter.  This  report  is  simply  a  report  of  what 
has  come  before  the  committee  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  not  exactly  the  time  or 
place  to  discuss  what  is  sought  to  be  brought  up  now. 

Dr.  Henry — Wasn't  it  distinctly  understood  that  the  question  of  the  appointment  of 
the  prosecutor  was  to  come  up  when  this  report  was  being  considered  ? 

The  Chairman — Whatever  is  the  wish  of  the  Council  of  course  shall  be  done. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  move  that  the  report  of  the^Prosecutions  Committee  be  adopted  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  the  report  that  you  are  acting  upon  the  "  Report  of  the  Prosecutor 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Prosecutions  Committee,"  or  is  it  the  report  of  the 
Prosecutions  Committee  that  you  are  dealing  with  or  propose  to  deal  with  now  ?J 

Dr.  Britton — With  the  permission  of  the  Chairman  I  will  answer  that  question.  We 
are  considering  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions, 
and  that  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  embraces  the  report  of  the  Prosecutor 
as  part  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Sangster — Has  the  whole  report  been  read  ?  , 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  accepted  it  as  read. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  report  of  the  committee  was  read. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  come  back  to  the  idea  I  expressed  before  the  Council  went  into- 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  that  is,  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Prosecutions  requiring  any  action.  The  Executive  Committee  has  reported  on  the 
question  of  appointing  a  prosecutor,  and  that  report  has  gone  to  the  Finance  Committee  ; 
and  the  Finance  Committee  will  have  to  report  to  the  Council  as  to  the  appointment  of  a 
public  prosecutor  ;  the  matter  will  then  come  to  the  Council.  So  far  as  this  report  of  the 
Committee  pn  Prosecutions  is  concerned  there  is  nothing  in  it  except  the  report  of  the 
committee  as  to  what  has  been  done  both  by  the  committee  and  the  two  prosecutors. 

Dr.  Roome — I  would  like  to  put  myself  right  with  Dr.  Henry.  All  the  names  were 
before  us  with  their  recommendations,  and  we  discussed  them  and  did  what  we  thought  was 
best.     The  names  are  here,  and  anybody  that  wishes  to  go  over  them  may  do  so. 

Dr.  Britton — As  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  spent  some  time  with  Drs. 
Roome  and  Henderson  in  examining  and  inspecting  and  listening  to  all  kinds  and  shapes 
and  phases  of  applications.  We  had  some  that  were  very  good  and  some  that  were  dread- 
ful. I  needn't  go  into  particulars.  Amongst  the  applicants  were  a  good  many  I  would 
think  respectable  men,  and  I  do  not  think  that  it  would  add  to  their  prestige  in  the  commu- 
nity to  have  it  go  abroad  inour  Announcement  that  they  had  applied  for  a  particular  position 
and  that  their  application  was  not  entertained.  I  think  the  majority  of  them  would  prefer 
that  their  names  were  not  published.  I  may  say  this  much,  that  I  personally  inquired  very 
carefully  into  the  credentials  and  former  life  and  capacity  for  performing  the  duties  of  the 
man  whom  we,  as  an  Executive  Committee  appointed  ;  and  1  was  very  slow  in  arriving  at 
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the  conclusion  that  amongst  all  he  was  the  best.  If  I  may  say  one  word  a  little  out  of  order 
now — because  we  are  not  considering  it  just  now — his  report  showing  what  has  been  accom- 
plished during  his  regime,  if  I  may  use  the  expression,  will  convince  us  that  he  has  more 
than  fulfilled  our  expectations  ;  and,  not  wishing  to  cast  any  reflections  upon  anything  that 
has  been  done  in  the  past  or  upon  the  work  of  any  other  prosecutor,  I  think  his  work  has 
been  far  more  thoroughly  done  than  that  of  any  other  prosecutor  of  this  Council. 
That  is  all  I  have  to  say  at  the  present.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  multiply 
words  ;  but  I  give  you  my  opinion  and  my  reasons  for  the  course  I  took  ;  and  I  think  in  the 
interests  of  those  who  made  application  and  whose  applications  were  refused,  for  various 
reasons,  it  would  be  nicer  for  us  not  to  publish  their  names. 

Dr.  Henry — Mr.  President,  I  just — 

The  Chairman — The  only  matter  before  the  Council  is  the  motion  of  Dr.  Moorhouse, 
that  the  report  be  adopted.  Before  we  can  go  into  any  other  business  1  would  like  to  have 
that  disposed  of. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried,  and 
the  report  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  committee  arose,  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  on  the  Report  of  the  Prosecutions  Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  appointed  to  deal  with  infractions  of  the  Medical  Act 
and  to  instruct  the  Prosecutor  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  held  some  four  meetings,  and  a 
number  of  cases  were  considered  and  investigated,  the  Prosecutor  and  Registrar  being  given 
instructions  where  necessary  in  each  case.  The  Prosecutor's  report,  which  you  will  find 
appended  hereto,  gives  the  amount  of  work  accomplished.  We  may  say  that  the  fines  col- 
lected for  convictions  under  the  Medical  Act  have  been  much  larger  than  heretofore  for  the 
year. 

Your  committee  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  that  of  the  profession  to  the 
fact  that  all  communications  from  medical  men  in  the  province  regarding  contraventions  of 
the  Medical  Act  received  by  the  President,  Registrar  or  Prosecutor,  or  by  any  member  of 
the  Council  or  Committee,  have  been,  and  always  will  be,  treated  confidentially.  Several 
communications  have  been  received  calling  attention  to  unregistered  practitioners  in  locali- 
ties ;  some  of  these  have  been  investigated  by  the  Prosecutor  and  found  to  be  students  under 
the  fifth  year  curriculum  who  in  some  instances  appear  to  be  regularly  practising.  Several 
cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  committee  by  the  Prosecutor  where  medical 
practitioners  were  said  to  be  shielding  men  in  practice  who  were  not  registered  and  therefore 
not  qualified  ;  and  we  think  such  medical  practitioners  should  be  brought  before  the 
Discipline  Committee,  or  at  least  that  the  Discipline  Committee  should  investigate  these 
•complaints. 

In  the  case  of  Dr.  Sheppard,  referred  to  in  the  Prosecutor's  report,  we  recommend  the 
Council  to  instruct  the  Discipline  Committee  to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to  the 
"Council  next  year.

You  will  observe,  gentlemen,  that  I  have  reported  on  sixty-three  cases  ;  in  forty-one  of 
these  informations  were  laid.  Out  of  the  forty-one  informations  I  secured  thirty  convic- 
tions. Six  cases  were  dismissed  with  costs  against  me.  Two  defendants  left  the  country 
after  having  been  summoned,  and  there  are  now  warrants  issued  for  their  arrest.  Three 
defendants  were  tried  on  a  charge  of  witchcraft,  and  were  convicted  and  sent  to  gaol  for  a 
week  ;  and  as  they  left  the  country  immediately  on  gaining  their  liberty  I  allowed  the 
charge  against  them  of  practising  medicine  to  stand  (there  was  but  one  information  laid 
against  the  three).  There  is  also  one  defendant  (with  two  charges  against  him)  committed 
for  trial  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter.  Of  the  cases  reported  the  following  tabulated  state- 
ment will  show  at  a  glance  the  disposition  of  them  :

I  further  beg  leave  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  amount  of  fines  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  by  him  to  me  to  help  in  paying  my  expenses  in  the  prosecution  or  the  several 
cases  mentioned.  Although  nij'^  expenses  were  in  excess  of  the  fines  received,  there  are 
still  uncollected  a  few  fines  which  I  think  can  be  collected,  and,  if  this  can  be  done,  the 
amount  received  in  this  way  alone  will  (with  what  expense  money  I  have  received  from  the 
College)  about  pay  all  my  expenses.

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The  expenses  to  the  Council  were  $138.90.  The  case  of  William  Jones,  of  Berlin,  alone 
cost  364.45  which  expense  need  not  have  been  incurred  had  I  been  the  first  to  lay  an  infor- 
mation in  this  case  ;  but  unfortunately  the  acting  prosecutor  before  my  appointment,  had 
laid  an  information  against  this  man,  and  did  not  attend  to  it  after  having  done  so,  with  the 
result  that  the  case  was  dismissed  ;  and  this  fact  was  made  use  of  to  such  an  extent  that  to 
it  is  greatly  due  the  dismissal  of  the  second  charge,  the  one  laid  by  me  after  the  first  one 
had  been  allowed  to  go  by  default.  The  expenses  in  the  other  cases  you  ordered  investi- 
gated are  very  small,  considering  the  territory  covered  (extending  from  Windsor  to  Ottawa) 
and  the  work  done  ;  no  fewer  than  six  cases  having  been  investigated.  After  investigation 
I  ordered  some  of  the  delinquents,  in  the  interests  of  the  Council,  to  cease  practising,  and 
others  I  found  there  was  no  case  against. 

This  being  my  first  report  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  make  a 
comparison  of  the  last  three  years'  work  done  by  my  predecessors  and  that  which  I  have 
done  during  the  past  seven  months. 

For  the  year  1896-97  there  were  seventeen  cases  prosecuted  and  nine  convictions 
obtained.     The  Council  paid  $262.71  for  expenses. 

For  the  year  1897-98  there  were  seventeen  cases  prosecuted  and  eleven  convictions 
obtained.     The  Council  paid  $317.25  for  expenses. 

For  the  year  1898-99  there  were  nineteen  cases  prosecuted  and  seventeen  convictions 
obtained.     The  Council  paid  $224.20  for  expenses. 

For  the  portion  of  the  year  1899-1900  (seven  months)  there  were  forty-one  cases  prose- 
cuted and  thirty  convictions,  and  the  expenses  borne  by  the  College  were  $138.90,  which 
amount  would  have  been  only  $74.35  had  it  not  been  for  the  unnecessary  expense  incurred, 
resulting  from  previous  neglect,  in  the  Berlin  case,  amounting  to  $64.45. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  cost  to  the  College  of  the  prosecutions 
ordered  by  your  committee,  and  shows  the  average  cost  in  the  years  prior  to  my  appoint- 
ment per  month  to  have  been  $22.32,  and  the  average  cost  per  conviction  to  have  been 
$22.99;  and  the  average  cost  per  month  during  the  past  seven  months  to  have  been  $19.84  ; 
and  per  conviction  to  have  been  $4.63,  or,  deducting  the  Berlin  expenses,  $2.38.

Supplementary  Report  of  Prosecutor. 

To  tlie  Qiairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  : 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  I  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  results  of 
prosecutions  for  infringements  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  during  the  months  of  July, 
August,  September  and  October,  1899,  which  I  have  copied  verbatim  from  the  statement 
submitted  by  Mr.  James  C.  Macpherson  to  this  committee  as  an  appendix  to  his  application 
for  the  position  of  prosecutor  and  caretaker  for  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

"Detective  Macpherson's  convictions  and  fines  since  July,  1899 — Dr.  Nellie  Skinner, 
fined  $30  ;  Dr.  Francis  Yones,  $30  ;  Dr.  James  S.  Pine,  $35  ;  Dr.  J.  D.  James,  11  charges, 
went  to  Detroit,  Mich.,  French  leave  ;  Dr.  Geo.  McGhie,  $40  ;  Dr.  A.  G.  Findley,  $25  ; 
Dr.  —  Rose,  825  ;  Dr.  —  Prati,  $25  ;  Dr.  Mrs.  Heintz,  $25  ;  Dr.  Mrs.  Wootphal,  $25  ;  Dr. 
Catherine  Smith,  $25  ;  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  (Kingston),  $25  ;  Polly  Whalen,  $25.     Total,  $335." 

Dr.  Moore — I  would  just  ask  if  the  Council  will  sus^jend  the  Rules  of  Order  for  a  few 
moments  while  we  may  introduce  a  by-law  for  the  appointment  of  a  public  prosecutor. 

Dr.  Sangster — A  by-law  should  not  be  introduced  except  upon  due  notice  of  the 
intention. 
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Dr.  Douglas — In  reply  to  Dr.  Sangster  I  think  that  the  Council  yesterday  committed 
itself  to  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  public  prosecutor  at  the  same 
time  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  was  dealt  with.  I  was  about  to 
move  in  the  same  direction  as  Dr.  Moore  has,  and  I  was  just  about  to  ask  the  Council  to 
suspend  the  rules. 

The  President — I  think  it  will  save  a  good  deal  of  time  and  will  be  quite  within  our 
rules  if  we  dispose  with  the  enacting  of  a  by-law.  You  will  notice  on  page  xxxi.  of  the 
Announcement  that  "  The  officers  shall  be  as  follows  :  " — amongst  others  we  are  to  elect  a 
public  prosecutor.  It  is  next  stated  that  "  The  officers  shall  be  elected,  after  nomination, 
by  open  vote,"  There  is  no  reference  there  to  a  by-law.  Last  year  there  was  a  certain 
•discussion  in  reference  to  this  matter,  which  is  reported  on  page  40  of  the  Announcement, 
and  I  will  refer  you  to  the  centre  of  that  page  (clause  2)  :  "The  officers  shall  be  elected 
after  nomination  by  open  vote  ;  the  vote  being  taken  on  the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  nominated.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  presiding  officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote."  On 
that  occasion  Dr.  McLaughlin  said,  ' '  I  would  like  to  say  to  the  members  of  the  committee 
that  I  added  '  public  prosecutor '  without  consulting  them,  because  it  will  save  us  each  year 
the  necessity  of  passing  a  by-law  to  appoint  a  public  prosecutor  and  fix  his  salary."  Tinder 
those  circumstances  I  rule  that  if  this  Council  permits  Dr.  Moore  to  have  the  Rules  of  Order 
-suspended  for  the  moment,  it  is  quite  within  the  regulations  of  this  Council  that  the 
prosecutor  can  be  appointed  by  open  vote  without  the  introduction  of  a  by-law. 

The  President  here  took  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  and  declared  the  rules  suspended 
on  consent  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  Mr.  Charles  Rose  be  appointed  as 
Prosecutor  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  the  same  salary  and  on  the  same  terms 
as  that  given  to,  or  entered  into,  with  the  late  Thomas  Wasson. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Henry — My  question  will  now  be  pertinent  :  Are  there  any  other  applicants  for 
the  position  ? 

The  President — Yes  ;  there  were. 

Dr.  Henry — Now — at  the  present  time  ?     I  would  ask  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Roome — Yes  ;  there  is  one.  Mr.  Macpherson  sent  in  an  application,  and  the 
Registrar  has  it. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Macpherson 's  application  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — I  hereby  make  application  for  the  position  of  Prosecutor  and  Caretaker 
for  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  I  worked  for  some  years  for  the 
late  Thomas  Wasson  and  always  met  with  good  success  in  doing  my  own  work.  At  the  time 
of  Mr.  Wasson's  death  I  was  in  Madoc  prosecuting  a  quack  named  James  S.  Pine — convicted 
and  fined  him.  Enclosed  you  will  find  my  report,  testimonials,  and  a  record  of  a  few  of  my 
leading  merits  and  convictions,  some  of  them  while  I  was  chief  detective  of  the  Hamilton 
city  police.  Also  my  appointment  as  public  prosecutor  for  the  Burlington  and  Home 
Districts,  dated  July  26th,  1875,  and  signed  by  J.  D.  Macdonald,  M.D.,  representative  for 
the  Burlington  and  Home  Districts.  On  the  same  day  I  prosecuted  and  fined  a  quack.  Dr. 
Dillard,  $75,  and  drove  him  out  of  the  country.  On  the  30th  July,  1875,  I  convicted  and 
fined  J.  H.  Truman  and  Mrs.  Bennett  $25  each.  I  am  prepai-ed  to  accept  the  positions  of 
Prosecutor  and  Caretaker  on  the  same  terms  as  the  late  Mr.  Wasson,  "or  will  do  the 
prosecuting  without  any  salary,  receiving  the  fines  as  my  payment."

Dr.  Thorburn — Wasn't  he  an  applicant  some  time  before  ? 

The  President — Yes, 

Dr.  Henry — I  find  there  is  only  one  applicant  ;  I  don't  know  who  he  is.  I  have  no 
objection  to  our  present  prosecutor  ;  I  think  he  is  a  splendid  man.  I  asked  the  (question, 
and  I  got  an  answer.  I  do  not  know  who  this  Mr.  Macpherson  is,  and  I  am  thoroughly 
satisfied  with  the  man  who  has  been  appointed. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  still  a  question  in  my  mind  whether  we  have  power  by  a  simple 
motion  to  appoint  a  man  and  fix  his  salary.  In  all  bodies  of  this  kind  where  salaries  are 
involved  these  salaries  have  to  be  fixed  by  by-law.  The  object  of  that  is  that  there  may  be 
given  full  publicity  to  all  that  is  done  in  connection  with  disposing  of  the  finances  of  the 
body  which  is  transacting  the  business.  It  is  perfectly  clear  that  we  can  appoint  this 
gentleman  ;  but  this  motion  proposes  to  fix  the  salary.  I  do  not  want  to  be  punctilious  at 
all,  but  it  does  seem  to  me  that  fixing  the  salaries  of  our  oflicers  should  be  done  by  by-law. 
All  matters  involving  the  expenditure  of  money  in  municipal  bodies  and  parliamentary 
bodies  have  to  be  done  with  more  form  than  a  simple  motion  ;  but,  as  I  said,  I  do  not  want 
to  be  punctilious,  and  if  the  Council  wishes  to  go  on  in  this  way  I  have  no  objection  ;  at 
the  same  time  I  think  a  by-law  ought  to  be  introduced  where  a  salary  is  attached  to  the 
appointment  of  an  officer. 

Dr.  Campbell — There  is  a  by-law  in  force  now,  I  think,  that  the  salary  of  the  prosecutor 
of  this  Council  be,  and  is  hereby  fixed  at,  $600  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly.  That 
appears  on  page  xxvii.  That  by-law  gives  no  name.  If  you  are  going  to  make  any  change 
in  the  terms  you  will  have  to  repeal  this  by-law  ;  but  I  understood  the  terms  proposed  are 
the  same  as  these. 

Dr.  Moore — Just  the  same. 

Dr.  Campbell — Then  the  salary  is  fixed.  You  had  better  leave  out  of  your  motion  any 
reference  to  salary. 

The  President — I  think  last  year  you  were  right,  Dr.  McLaughlin,  in  your  argument. 
I  acted  on  that  to  some  extent  when  I  said  it  was  quite  in  order  we  should,  by  resolution, 
appoint  the  prosecutor  for  this  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  resolution,  if  you  take  out  the  latter  part  of  it,  which  says, 
"On  the  same  terms  as  those  entered  into  with  the  late  Thomas  Wasson"  will  be  all  right, 
because  the  salary  is  already  fixed  by  the  by-law  which  says,  '*The  salary  of  the  prosecutor 
is  hereby  fixed  at  $600  per  annum,"  so  that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  appoint  the   prosecutor. 

The  President  put  the  motion  as  follows  : 

"Moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  Charles  Rose  be  appointed  as 
prosecutor  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. "  And,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  carried. 

Inquiries. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  I  made  an  inquiry  the  other  day  as  to  a  change  which 
I  thought  should  appear  in  the  Announcement,  and  that  is,  when  certain  names  of  persons 
who  were  second  or  third-year  students  and  matriculants  were  omitted  the  names  of  regis- 
tered practitioners  since  the  publication  of  the  last  register  were  to  have  been  put  in,  as  I 
understood  it  ;  and  I  found  they  had  not  been  put  in  for  at  least  a  couple  of  years.  I  have 
been  hunting  up  the  record  to  see  whether  they  should  have  been  put  in,  and  I  find  in  the 
year  1896  the  matter  came  up  ;  then  in  1897  they  were  not  in,  and  it  was  brought  up  at 
the  Council  meeting  again  and  a  resolution  was  passed  then  that  they  should  go  in  ;  then  the 
following  year  they  were  not  in.  In  1898  the  matter  was  up  again,  and  I  find  on  page  42  of 
the  Announcement  of  1897-98  the  following  :  "Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw, 
and  resolved,  that  the  Printing  Committee  be  instructed  to  omit  from  the  Annual  Announce- 
ment, the  names  of  all  matriculants,  of  those  who  have  a  first,  or 'second,  or  thirdy-ear  stand- 
ing, and  also  the  names  of  those  who  have  obtained  their  membership  through  examination, 
and  to  substitute  therefor  the  names  of  all  who  have  become  registered  since  the  last 
Register  was  published. "  This  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  and  it  has  been  simply 
an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Printing  Committee  that  it  has  not  gone  into  effect.  I  pre- 
sume now  that  attention  is  called  to  it,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  pass  another  resolution. 

The  President — I  should  think  not. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — While  this  explanation  is  on  I*  would  like  to  have  another  explana- 
tion of  a  similar  character.  By  oversight  our  Financial  Statement  was  left  out  of  the 
Annual  Announcement  last  year.  I  would  suggest  that  that  should  be  printed  in  form  that 
it  could  be  put  into  these  books  and  sent  on  to  the  medical  practitioners  along  with  the  An- 
nouncement of  this  year  ;  or  put  the  Financial  Statement  for  both  last  year  and  this  year  in 
this  year's  Announcement.  I  tliink  the  former  would  be  rather  the  better  plan,  so  that  it 
could  be  pasted  into  the  book.  If  you  will  look  in  the  Announcement  for  last  year  you  will 
find  the  Financial  Statement  is  not  there.  Either  one  plan  or  the  other  should  be  adopted, 
so  that  the  profession  will  know  what  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  last  year  were. 

The  President — I  would  ask  the  Registrar  whether  that  was  directed  to  be  done  ? 

The  Registrar — It  was  left  out  by  mistake  ;  I  was  surprised  when  I  discovered  it. 

The  President — And  that  directitm  applies  to  all  years  ? 

The  Registrar — It  is  in  all  years  except  last  year's  Announcement.

Dr.  Williams — A  special  committee  was  appointed  this  morning  to  deal  with  the  sub- 
ject of  Interprovincial  Registration.  In  the  past,  for  several  years,  we  have  had  a  committee 
on  this  subject,  and  Dr.  Thorburn  has  been  one  of  the  esteemed  members  of  this  special 
committee,  but  this  year  Dr.  Thorburn's  name  has  been  left  off,  and  it  would  seem  to  look 
as  if  it  might  be  for  cause.  Now  we  all  know  it  was  not  for  cause,  but  from  an  oversight  ; 
and  I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  Thorburn's  name  be  added  to  that  committee,  as  he  has  always, 
as  you  all  know,  taken  an  active  interest  in  this  subject.  For  fear  that  he,  or  somebody 
else,  might  think  he  was  left  off  for  cause,  I  move  that  Dr.  Thorburn's  name  be  added  to 
the  names  on  that  special  committee. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  second  that. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  think  Dr.  Macdonald*  had  any  intention  of  leaving  out  Dr. 
Thorburn's  name  or  anybody  else's  name  ;  he  just  picked  out  those  whom  he  thought  of  at 
the  time. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  am  on  enough  committees  now — more  than  I  attend  to  perhaps — but 
if  there  is  one  committee,  more  than  another,  that  I  have  been  identified  with  it  has  been  the 
Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration.  When  I  had  the  honor  of  being  President  of 
the  Canadian  Medical  Association  a  great  portion  of  my  address  was  directed  to  that  subject ; 
and  I  have  worked  on  several  committees  with  Dr.  Roddick.  I  wondered  that  I  was  left  off, 
but  I  did  not  think  there  was  any  personal  matter  in  connection  with  it. 

The  President — I  am  very  glad  this  has  been  rectified. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

Report  of  Discipline  Committee. 

"To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medica   Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  :  I 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint  of 
Charles  Rose  against  John  Henry  Watson,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member 
and  registered  practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  reports  as 
follows  : 

Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  conducted, 
and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charge,  was  served  upon 
said  John  Henry  Watson.  Your  committee  met  in  pursuance  of  such  notice  when  the  said  John 
Henry  Watson  appealed  in  person,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  December,  A.D.,  1899,  at  the 
Council  Chamber  in  the  Medical  Building  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  in  the  County  of  York, 
when  evidence  was  taken  in  support  of  the  complaint.  No  evidence  was  ofiered  on  behalf  of 
said  John  Henry  Watson,  but  he  on  the  contrary  signed  an  admission  and  undertaking,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed.  The  evidence  taken  accompanies  this  report.  Your 
committee  after  hearing  and  considering  such  evidence  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion  : 

1.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  John  Henry  Watson  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows  : — 

That  is  to  say,  by  acting  as  doctor  or  medical  adviser  for  certain  persons  alleging  them- 
selves to  be  or  to  represent  the  Canadian  Gunagathon  Company  in  the  Temple  Building,  at 
the  north-west  corner  of  Bay  and  Richmond  Streets,  in  the  said  City  of  Toronto,  during  the 
year  1899,  and  particularly  on  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  days  of  February  of  that 
year,  by  treating  and  prescribing  certain  remedies,  known  as  the  Gunagathon  Remedies,  for  one 
Miss  Jane  Benzie,  and  by  examining,  and  treating,  and  prescribing  the  said  remedies  for  one

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved.

Dr.  Bray— That  is  the  case  against  Dr.  Watson.  It  is  for  the  Council  to  take  such 
steps  as  they  deem  proper  in  this  matter  ;  but  I  might  say,  before  taking  my  seat,  that  there 
are  some  extenuating  circumstances  in  this  case.  Although  Dr.  Watson  did  lend  him- 
self to  these  people,  and  although  he  did  appear  in  the  Police  Court  in  their  behalf,  yet  he 
left  their  employ  immediately  afterwards,  and  he  came  before  the  Discipline  Committee 
and  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  offend  again,  admitting  that  if  he  should  offend  he  is  liable 
to  have  his  name  struck  off  the  register.  Of  course,  it  is  not  for  the  committee  to  make  any 
recommendation,  and  I  am  only  giving  you  the  facts  in  this  case. 

The  President — The  report  is  before  the  Council.  It  may  be  now  considered  and  any

Dr.  Macdonald — I  believe  it  would  be  in  order  that  that  portion  of  the  report  dealing 
with  this  case  be  adopted.  Dr.  Watson  spoke  to  me  on  the  subject  last  night,  telling  me 
practically  what  Dr.  Bray  has  read  in  his  report ;  and  admitting  that  he  had  made  a  breach  ; 
and  agreeing  to  abide  by  our  laws  in  the  future.  I  think  he  has  been  punished  sufficiently, 
and  I  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  though  we  have  punished  the  medical  practi- 
tioner, yet  the  Gunagathon  Company  goes  on  doing  business  at  the  same  stand,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  they  do  just  as  large  a  business.  It  seems  to  me  if  we  could  reach  such  companies 
also  it  would  be  well. 

Dr.  Bray — In  reference  to  the  statement  just  made,  that  this  company  still  goes  on 
doing  business,  they  have  no  medical  practitioner  with  them  as  Dr.  Watson  was.  Our  late 
prosecutor,  Mr.  Thomas  Wasson,  had  this  company  brought  before  the  magistrate  for  a 
breach  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  the  company  escaped  the  penalty  of  this  offence 
because  it  had  protection  from  Dr.  Watson.  So  long  as  there  is  a  medical  practitioner  pro- 
tecting these  people  they  are  not  liable  for  prosecution  ;  but  if  they  have  no  medical 
practitioner  protecting  them,  they  are  liable.  I  have  here  a  special  resolution  drawn  up  by 
Mr.  Curry  in  regard  to  this  matter,  which  I  will  hand  to  you. 

Dr.  Brock — W-as  Dr.  Watson  aware  of  the  treatment  he  was  prescribing'  while  with 
this  company  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  he  was  not. 

Dr.  Brock — Is  Dr.  Watson  present  at  this  meeting  ? 

The  President — No  :  he  is  not  here. 
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Dr.  Bray — He  is  not  here  ;  but  he  told  me  he  would  submit  himself  entirely  to  the 
action  of  the  Council.  I  have  a  statutory  declaration  of  service  of  the  notice  calling  on  hint 
to  appear. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Where  does  he  reside  '{ 

Dr.  Bray— At  No.  126  McCaul  Street. 

Dr.  Macdonald — This  resolution,  handed  to  me  by  Dr.  Bray,  prepared  by  Mr.  Curry, 
Q.C.,  counsel  for  the  Discipline  Committee,  embodies  what  I  wish.  I  now  move,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Barrick, 

Whereas,  The  Council  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  John  H.  Watson, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from 
the  register  therefor  ;  and  whereas,  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  in  the  case  of 
the  said  charges  against  the  said  John  H.  Watson  by  the  action  and  report  of  the  Discipline 
Committee  of  the  Council,  duly  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ; 
and,  whereas,  the  said  committee  has  reported  that  the  charges  are  admitted  and  proved, 
and  the  report  of  the  said  committee  and  the  admission  and  undertaking  of  the  said  John  H. 
Watson,  and  the  evidence  adduced  before  them,  are  now  before  the  Council,  and  the  Council 
has  determined  to  act  thereon. 

Be  it  resolved.  That  the  said  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  with  reference  to 
the  conduct  of  the  said  John  H.  Watson,  be  adopted  ;  but  that  in  consideration  of  the 
admission,  submission,  undertaking  and  subjection  made  by  the  said  John  H.  Watson,  and 
his  application  to  this  Council,  that  his  name  be  not  struck  off  the  Register  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  but  be  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  said  Register  for  the 
present. 

Therefore  be  it  further  resolved,  That  upon  the  facts  therein  found  and  adopted  by 
the  Council,  and  in  consideration  of  the  admission,  submission,  undertaking,  subjection  and 
application  of  the  said  John  H.  Watson,  that  the  name  of  the  said  John  H.  Watson  now 
appearing  in  the  Register  of  the  College  of  Physicians- and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  remain  upon 
the  said  Register  for  the  present,  and  that  action  thereon  be  suspended  until  this  Council 
may  see  fit  to  take  further  action  thereon. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  hardly  think  it  is  safe  for  this  Council  to  adopt  that  course.  I  would 
like  to  ask  Dr.  Bray,  through  you,  Mr.  President,  what  expense  has  been  incurred  up  to 
the  present  moment  on  that  case  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  cannot  teli  the  exact  expenses  of  the  case  ;  about  $150,  perhaps,  not  more. 
I  can't  tell  exactly. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  where  there  is  an  inclination,  as  is  evident,  on  the  part  of  cer- 
tain members  of  the  College  to  play  around  the  margin  of  what  is  legal  and  right,  and  some- 
times to  transgress  by  passing  over  the  border  ;  and  where  they  do  so  knowingly,  some 
punishment  should  follow  the  act,  in  order  that  the  action  of  the  Council  may  be  deterrent 
to  similar  offending  on  the  part  of  others.  I  would  at  least  stipulate,  if  we  do  nothing 
further,  that  that  young  man  should  pay  all  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  case  up  to  the 
present  time. 

Dr.  Bray — The  Statute  does  not  give  us  power  to  do  that  when  we  do  not  strike  the  man's 
name  off  the  Register.  It  gives  us  power,  when  a  name  is  stricken  off  the  Register,  to 
collect  costs,  when  we  can  collect  them,  from  the  individual  ;*  but  there  is  no  such  provision 
when  we  suspend.  I  think  Dr.  Watson  would  be  very  glad  to  pay  part  of  the  costs  if  he 
could  afford  to,  but  I  understand  that  he  is  not  able  to. 

Dr.  Sangster — You  will  have  others  in  the  same  case.  Every  case  you  pass  of  that 
kind  will  be  a  precedent  for  others. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  there  are  extenuating  circumstances  in  this  case.  I  think  he  is  a 
respectable  man,  and  that  he  is  sorry  for  what  he  has  done  ;  and  he  has  given  his  admission 
and  submission.  I  will  read  the  section  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  costs.  It  says:  "  In  case  of  the 
erasure  of  a  name  under  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Council  may  direct  the 
costs  of  and  incidental  to  such  erasure  to  be  paid  by  the  party  whose  name  has  been  directed 
to  be  erased."  (Reads  from  section  39  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act).  That  is,  when  a  man's 
name  is  erased  from  the  Register  ;  but  there  is  no  provision  when  we  act  in  the  way  this 
motion  calls  for  in  this  case. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Although  there  might  be  no  provision  in  the  Act  on  which  we  can 
demand  the,  costs  from  this  man,  there  certainly  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  contract  or  under- 
standing or  agreement  with  him  that,  if  we  deal  leniently  with'  him,  he  should  at  least  pay 
what  it  has  cost  to  follow  him  up  thus  far.  There  is  no  reason  why  such  a  thing  should  not 
be  done.  It  might  be  well  in  this  case  to  lean  towards  the  side  of  mercy  ;  at  the  same  time 
I  cannot  see  why  Dr.  Watson,  with  his  eyes  open,  did  what  this  Council  have  been  condemning 
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for  the  last  ten  years  and  for  which  they  have  been  erasing  men's  names  from  the  Register, 
that  is,  connecting  themselves  with  these  miserable  gangs  of  pirates  all  over  the  country.  I 
do  not  see  how,  in  the  face  of  what  has  occurred  in  the  past,  he  can  say  he  did  not  think  he 
was  doing  any  harm,  because  that  is  what  he  said  first.  He  said  he  did  not  think  he  was 
violating  the  Act  or  doing  anything  wrong.  I  have  looked  over  his  evidence,  and  I  see  that 
that  was  his  statement  ;  and  I  don't  see  how  he  could  truthfully  make  such  a  statement. 
My  opinion  is  that  for  the  transgression  of  the  law  the  least  he  should  certainly  be  called 
upon  to  do  is  to  pay  the  costs  that  have  been  incurred  so  far  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  well 
for  Dr.  Watson  to  understand,  and  for  every  medical  practitioner  to  understand,  that  this 
Council  is  determined  that  it  shall  do  all  it  can  to  maintain  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the 
profession  (hear,  hear).  Let  them  learn  that  we  will  not  allow  men  to  transgress  in  this 
way  and  then  not  follow  them  up  with  punishment.  The  only  redeeming  feature  in  this  case 
is  that  he  did  not  so  act  as  to  necessitate  a  regular  and  formal  trial  ;  but  after  knowing  what 
he  had  done,  and  after  the  case  had  been  tried  in  the  Police  Court,  he  has  confessed  to  his 
wrong-doing  and  has  promised  now  that  he  will  not  transgress  in  the  future.  I  am  not  sure 
but  something  should  be  done  in  order  that  at  least  the  expenses  of  this  case  should  be  paid 
to  the  Council.  This  motion,  of  course,  Mr.  President,  does  not  dispose  of  the  case  ;  Dr. 
Watson  simply  remains  in  suspension  until  this  Council  choose  to  take  further  action,  if  they 
wish  to  do  so.  It  is  a  case  of  suspended  sentence,  if  I  understand  the  motion  aright,  so  that 
if  we  find  this  gentleman  transgressing  again,  or  if  he  does  not  pay  up  these  costs  he  has 
involved  the  Council  in,  we  may  go  on  and  take  further  steps.  I  know  it  is  not  a  nice  posi- 
tion for  this  Council  to  take,  "If  you  don't  pay  such  money,  we  will  do  so-and-so."  I  am 
well  aware  that  it  is  not  a  nice  position  ;  but  I  am  also  well  aware  that  when  a  man  with  his 
eyes  wide  open,  as  his  must  have  been,  entered  into  a  wrong  and  did  wrong  for  the  kind  of 
people  for  whom  he  went  into  this  business,  without  feeling  that  he  was  disgracing  himself 
and  disgracing  this  profession,  he  ought,  as  Dr.  Sangster  says,  be  made  to  do  something.  At 
the  same  time,  I  do  not  like  to  say  to  him,  we  will  not  put  you  on  suspended  sentence  unless 
you  pay  ;  but  if  he  is  an  honorable  man  and  desires  to  do  what  is  right,  the  least  he  could  do 
is  to  say,  I  will  pay  every  cent  of  costs  the  Council  has  been  involved  in. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  am  very  much  disposed  to  take  the  view  presented  by  Dr.  McLaughlin, 
and  T  think  the  matter  might  be  put  in  this  way,  as  an  evidence  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of 
Dr.  Watson,  that  he  undertake  to  pay  this  amount  of  money,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  then 
the  Council  is  at  liberty  to  proceed  further  with  the  matter. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  asked  Mr.  Curry,  Q.C.,  our  counsel  here,  if  we  could  add  anything 
to  that  resolution,  and  he  says  not.  I  asked  him  if  we  could  suspend  sentence  until  this 
time  next  year,  and  if  the  costs  are  not  then  paid  whether  we  could  then  strike  him  oS  the 
roll ;  but  his  advice  is  that  we  could  not  add  anything  to  the  resolution  in  that  regard. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  we  were  to  put  it  to  him  in  the  meantime  that  the  Council  expected 
him,  as  an  evidence  of  good  faith,  to  pay,  it  might  deter  others  from  acting  likewise  and, 
after  a  certain  amount  of  expense  has  been  incurred,  come  before  the  committee  and  say 
"  peccavi  "  and  get  ofi"  scot  free. 

Dr.  Brock — On  hearing  Dr.  McLaughlin's  proposition,  at  the  commencement  of  his 
remarks,  it  struck  me  at  once  what  an  undignified  position  this  Council  would  take  if  we  let 
it  go  forth  to  the  public  that  we  were  prepared  to  condone  a  crime  by  taking  money.  Dr. 
McLaughlin  modified  that  afterwards,  but  I  do  not  see  that  it  mends  the  case.  We  are 
proceeding  against  this  young  man  on  strictly  legal  grounds,  and  we  should  not  make  any 
proviso  of  any  kind  unless  we  are  legally  entitled  to  do  so.  This  Council  should  not  place 
itself  in  the  position  to  have  it  said  that  we  permit  a  man  to  escape  because  he  paid  up, 
and  did  not  permit  some  other  man  to  escape  because  he  was  not  able  to  pay  up. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  know  Dr.  Watson  at  all  ;  I  only  rise  for  explanation.     He 
has  been  spoken  of  here  two  or  three  times  as  a  young  man. 
Dr.  Bray — He  is  not  a  young  man. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — He  has  been  spoken  of  as  a  young  man,  but  I  see  from  the  Register 
he  graduated  in  1869,  so  that  he  is  old  enough  to  know  what  he  was  doing. 

Dr.  Henry — I  knew  him  in  Barrie,  and  he  was  an  honorable  man  there.  He  has  fallen 
from  grace  since  he  came  to  Toronto. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  know  him  well.  We  were  classmates  and  graduated  from  the  same  class. 
He  came  to  me  last  night  and  spoke  about  this  matter.  He  seemed  to  be  sorry  he  had  done 
so,  and  very  anxious  he  should  be  reinstated  ;  and  he  promised  very  faithfully  he  would  not 
sin  in  the  same  way  again.  I  think  he  is  poor,  and  I  do  not  think  very  well  able  to  })ay  the 
costs  of  this  i)rosecution.  We  have  dealt  leniently  with  others,  and  I  think  it  would  be  only 
fair  and  just  to  deal  leniently  with  him.  At  the  time  Dr.  Henry  speaks  of  in  Barrie  I  knew 
him,  and  then  he  had  the  reputation  of  being  au  honorable  medical  man.  I  think  it  would 
be  well  to  deal  with  him  as  leniently  as  possible. 
,     The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
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The  President — It  has  been  the  custom  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  on  these  cases.  I 
will  now  ask  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas- — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie, 
Glasgow,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Robertson,  Roome, 
Thorburn  and  Vernon. 

Nays — Drs.  McLaughlin,  Sangster  and  Thornton — 21  yeas  and  3  nays. 

The  President  declared  the  resolution  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Robert  Edward 
Sproule. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint 
of  Charles  Rose  against  Robert  Edward  Sproule,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a 
•member  and  registered  practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
reports  as  follows  : 

Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed 'the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  conducted, 
and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charges,  was  served  upon 
said  Robert  Edward  Sproule,  Your  committee  met  in  pursuance  of  such  notice  when  said 
Robert  Edward  Sproule  did  not  appear,  nor  did  anyone  appear  on  his  behalf,  on  the  sixth  day 
of  February,  A.D.  1900,  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  the  Medical  Building,  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  in  the  County  of  York,  and  evidence  was  taken  in  support  of  the  complaint  ; 
but  no  evidence  was  offered  on  behalf  of  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule.  The  evidence  taken 
accompanies  this  report.  Your  committee  after  hearing  and  considering  such  evidence, 
arrived  at  the  following  conclusion  : 

1.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges,  that  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule  has  been  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows  : 

That  is  to  say,  by  causing  to  be  printed  and  published  in  public  newspapers  in  the  City 
of  Toronto,  to  wit,  the  Toronto  Globe,  the  Mail- Empire,  the  Toronto  World,  the  Evening 
Telegram,  the  Evening  News,  the  Star,  the  Toronto  Saturday  Night,  and  other  Toronto 
newspapers,  certain  advertisements  by  which  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule  endeavored 
to  impose  upon  the  credulity  of  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  gain,  by  attempting  to  deceive 
all  such  persons  as  might  read  the  said  advertisements. 

We  further  submit  the  original  charges  with  statutory  declaration  of  service  attached. 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proven.

'In  the  Matter  of  an  Inquiry,  directed  to  be  held  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
before  a  Discipline  Committee  of  the  said  Council,  to  in- 
quire into  the  case  of  Robert  Edward  Sproule,  a  registered 
medical  practitioner,  registered  under  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act,  and  alleged  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from 
the  Register  of  the  said  College  by  reason  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 


I,  Lester  Wallace  Hall,  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  one  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  attorney,  do  solemnly  declare  : 

1.  That  I  did  on  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1900,  personally  served  Robert  Ediward  Sproule 
with  a  true  copy  of  the  notice  hereunto  annexed,  by  delivering  such  true  copy  to  and  leaving 
the  same  with  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule,  at  his  office,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

And  I  make  this  solemn  declaration,  conscientiously  believing  the  same  to  be  true,  and 
knowing  that  it  is  of  the  same  force  and  efiect  as  if  taken  under  oath  and  by  virtue  of  the 
Canada  Evidence  Act  of  1893.

Dr.  Bray — There  is  a  statutory  declaration  of  service  of  a  notice  on  this  man  to  show 
cause  why  his  name  should  not  be  erased  from  the  Register.  The  evidence  is  all  before  us. 
We  went  thoroughly  into  the  case,  and  we  found  that  these  charges  were  proved.  It  might 
be  said  in  this  case  that  the  defendant  was  out  of  the  country.  It  is  true  he  was  out  of  the 
country  ;  but  he  was  liable  to  come  back  at  any  time  ;  and,  further,  in  connection  with  this, 
although  it  is  not  quite  pertinent  to  the  subject,  I  will  read  you  a  letter  here  in  reference  to 
a  man  named  Sovereen,  whose  name  was  erased  from  the  Register  some  years  ago.  He 
went  then  to  Michigan  to  practise  ;  and  I  have  received  this  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Registration  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Michigan  : 

Dr.  Albert  W.  Sovereeny  556  Michigan  Avenue,  Detroit,  Mich.  ; 

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  24th  inst.,  I  beg"  to  state  that  your  certificate  of 
registration,  made  on  the  fifth  day  of  September,  1899,  in  the  County  of  Marquette,  this 
State,  is  irregular,  from  the  fact  that  on  that  date  you  had  not  the  qualifications  sworn  to, 
viz.  :  that  of  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  On  July  7th, 
1898,  you  were  legally  deprived  of  your  certificate  by  above  College  for  "infamous  and  dis- 
graceful conduct  in  a  professional  respect."  Therefore,  at  the  time  of  your  registration,  you 
were  not  legally  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  as  sworn 
to.  You  may  have  had,  at  that  time,  the  form  of  a  certificate,  but  it  lacked  the  fact  of  being, 
legal.     A  certificate  of  registration  will  not  be  granted  you  upon  above  grounds.

That  shows  the  usefulness  of  striking  these  men  off  the  Register.  While  there  were  some 
extenuating  circumstances  in  regard  to  the  last  case  dealt  with,  there  are  none  in  this  case  ; 
this  man  is  still  going  on  in  the  same  way.  I  see  his  pictures  in  the  Toronto  papers  still.  I 
do  not  think  the  Council  will  do  any  harm  in  striking  his  name  from  the. Register. 

Dr.  Lane — I  find,  in  looking  at  this  Register,  that  this  Dr.  Sproule  is  registered  here  as 
* '  Robert  Edward  Sproule  ;  residence,  United  States  ;  qualifications,  member  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  1897;  certificate,  British  registration,  1883;  M.B. 
Bach.  Surg.  University,  Dublin,  Ireland,  1883  ;  Lie.  Mid.  Rotunda  Hospital,  Dublin, 
1883."  And  I  would  ask  Dr.  Bray  how  came  Dr.  Sproule  to  be  registered  at  that  time? 
What  was  he  doing  here,  or  what  did  he  pretend  to  do  at  the  time  he  made  application  to 
the  Council  for  registration  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  cannot  answer  that.     Perhaps  the  Registrar  can  answer  it. 
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The  Registrar — He  was  practising  in  Toronto  as  a  regular  practitioner  ;  and  then  he 
went  into  electricity  for  some  time  before  he  started  the  advertising  spoken  of. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn  : 

Whereas  the  Council .  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  Robert  Edward 
Sproule,  Esq.,  M.D.,  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name 
erased  from  the  Register  therefor  ;  and,  whereas,  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts 
of  the  case  with  reference  to  the  said  charges  against  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule  by 
the  action  and  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Council,  duly  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ;  and  whereas  the  said  committee  has  reported  that 
the  charges  are  proved,  and  the  report  of  the  said  committee  and  the  evidence  adduced 
before  them  are  now  before  the  Council,  and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  said  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  with  reference  to  the 
said  Robert  Edward  Sproule,  be  adopted,  and  that  the  name  of  the  said  Robert  Edward 
Sproule  be  erased  from  the  said  Register,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  erase  from  the  Register  kept  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  the  name  of  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule  ;  and  it  is  further  directed,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  section  39,  that  the  costs  of  and  incidental  to 
such  erasure  be  paid  by  the  said  Robert  Edward  Sproule  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  forthwith  after  taxation  by  one  of  the  taxing  officers  of  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar  is  directed,  after  such  taxation,  to  obtain  the  issue 
of  such  execution,  or  executions,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the 
said  College. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — Before  that  resolution  is  put,  I  may  say  that  Dr.  Sproule  was  served  with  a 
notice  to  appear  here,  and  to  show  cause  why  the  Council  should  not  take  action  in  this 
case  ;  I  make  this  statement  so  that  the  members  may  know  that  Dr.  Sproule  is  not  ignorant 
of  this  matter  coming  up  here  to-day. 

Dr.  Sangster — Before  that  resolution  is  put  I  desire  to  ask,  whether  the  last  clause  or 
the  last  two  clauses  of  the  resolution  are  useful  or  merely  ornamental.  Has  the  Council  in 
any  case  yet  been  able  to  obtain  from  the  erased  member  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No,  we  never  have  ;  but  that  does  not  say  we  may  not. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  clauses  are  ornamental,  not  useful. 

Dr.  Bray — If  this  man  came  back  to  Ontario  or  if  he  is  possessed  of  any  property,  I 
suppose  proceedings  could  be  taken  to  collect  these  costs  the  same  as  from  any  other 
defendant. 

Dr.  Moore — In  this  case  the  clauses  are  not  ornamental,  but  useful ;  we  can  collect  the 
costs  if  he  is  worth  it. 

Dr.  Henry — Can  they  be  collected  in  the  States  ? 

Dr.  Moore — Yes. 

Dr.  Lane — Does  Dr.  Moore  say  we  can  collect  in  the  States  ? 

Dr.  Moore — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing,  when  this  resolution  is  passed,  for 
the  Registrar  to  communicate  with  the  Registrar  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  inform 
him  of  what  we  have  done  ;  and  if  the  medical  body  in  that  State  has  any  dignity  or  care  for 
the  medical  profession  over  there  it  can  do  as  we  have  done.  It  is  a  shocking  disgrace  that 
a  man  of  that  kind,  a  man  with  a  good  education,  should  have  so  prostituted  his  profession 
as  Dr.  Sproule  has  done. 

The  President — I  have  already  asked  Mr.  Curry,  the  counsel  for  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, as  to  whether  or  not  we  would  be  incurring  any  responsibility  by  doing  so  ;  and  he 
says  no  ;  it  is  quite  within  our  province  to  do  that.  I  understand  some  gentleman  is  going 
to  move  a  resolution  to  that  effect ;  but,  however,  we  will  dispose  of  this  resolution  that  is 
now  before  the  Council  first. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  it  would  be  better  if  we  did  not  have  a  resolution  directing  our 
Registrar  to  communicate  with  the  Registrar  of  Massachusetts.  Our  Registrar  can  inform 
the  Massachusetts  Registrar,  but  I  think  it  would  look  a^s  if  we  were  driving  the  peg  too 
far  if  we  passed  a  formal  resolution  directing  him  to  do  so.  Let  us  just  have  an  under- 
standing. 

Dr.  Henry — At  the  same  time  we  could  find  out  the  position  of  the  man  financially,  and 
see  if  we  can  get  anything  from  him. 

Dr.  Moore — According  to  the  evidence  before  us  he  was  all  right ;  and  we  are  instructed 
•we  can  legally  collect  it. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  President  then  directed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 
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The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Br^ck,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie^ 
Glasgow,  Hanly,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  McLaughlin,  Powell,  Robertson^ 
Roome,  Sangster,  Sullivan,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Vernon.     Twenty -four  yeas. 

Nays — None. 

The  President  declared  the  resolution  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Bray — That  concludes  the  business  of  the  Discipline  Committee  to-day. 

The  President — We  will  now  revert  to  the  general  order  of  the  day.  The  minutes  havfr 
already  been  read  and  the  next  order  is  the  reading  of  communications. 

Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 
None. 

Reception  of  Reports  of  Committees.

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Dickson — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  appoint  a  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Dickson — For  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  wait  on  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.  C. ,  to. 
obtain  his  personal  opinion  relative  to  the  powers  enjoyed  by  this  Council  in  reference  to  the^ 
College  property. 

Dr.  Sangster — Do  you  mean  a  written  opinion  ? 

Dr.  Dickson — Certainly.     A  written  opinion  to  remain  in  the  possession  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  have  a  resolution  on  our  books  that  there  be  no  verbal  opinions, 
given  by  our  counsel  ;  we  are  to  have  a  written  opinion. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  say  a  written  opinion  ;  and  I  say  a  personal  opinion.  Objection  has 
been  raised  in  the  Council  that  opinions  obtained  heretofore  have  been  from  Mr.  Osier's 
associates  or  others  in  the  office  ;  and  the  Council  will  not  be  content  with  anything  less  than. 
Mr.  Osier's  personal  opinion.  So  far  as  I  myself  am  concerned,  anything  that  emanated  from 
the  office  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  and  his  associates  is  sufficiently  reliable  ;  but  in  order  to  set. 
every  doubt  aside,  and  in  order  to  satisfy  the  profession  at  large,  because  there  are  many 
throughout  the  country  who  are  of  the  impression  that  we  have  not  obtained  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  in  this  matter,  and  that  we  do  not  possess  any  power  to  lease  or  let  portions^ 
of  this  property  for  commercial  purposes. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  ask  when  it  was  expected  to  get  this  opinion  ?  I  understand  that 
Mr.  B,  B.  Osier  is  ill  now,  and  it  might  be  difficult  to  get  his  personal  opinion  ;  and  it  might- 
not  be  right  to  ask  to  get  his  personal  opinion  when  he  is  ill. 

Dr.  Dickson — Of  course  if  there  is  any  difficulty  of  this  kind,  I  wouldn't  press  the 
motion. 

Dr.  Brock — I  thought  we  were  under  the  head  of  "  Notices  of  Motion,"  but  it  seems. 
to  me  we  are  discussing  the  motion. 

The  President — It  is  only  an  explanation. 

Dr.  Brock  gave  notice  of  motion  to  empower  the  Registrar  to  consult  with  the  Solicitor 
as  to  the  best  means  of  coUefcting  the  arrears  for  this  Council. 

Dr.  Hanly  gave  notice  of  motion  to  submit  a  by-law  to  repeal  certain  by-laws,  which 
have  become  inoperative. 

Dr.  Campbell  gave  notice  of  motion  that  the  names  of  physicians  which  have  been 
erased   from  the  Register  on  account  of  non-payment  of  assessment  and  which  may  be 
reinstated   shall   be   printed   in  the  annual  Announcement,  following  such  reinstatement, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  who   have  been  registered  since  the  publication  of  the  last, 
edition  of  the  Medical  Register. 

Dr.  Henry — Is  that  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  struck  of!  the  Register  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — When  they  are  reinstated. 

Dr.  Douglas  gave  notice  of  motion  to  introduce  a  by-law  for  the  appointment  of  an 
Executive  Committee. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornton,  that  the  Property  Committee  be 
empowered,  if  no  better  arrangement  ban  be  made,  to  hand  over  the  real  estate  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company,  under 
the  conditions  of  the  covenants  of  their  mortgage. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  motion  I  think,  if  carried,  would  put  in  the  hands  of  the 
Property  Committee  a  considerable  amount  of  power  that  they  do  not  now  possess  in  dealing 
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with  the  Canada  Life.  I  remember  some  four  or  five  years  ago,  when  the  mortgage  expired, 
the  Property  Committee  was  called  on  to  deal  with  the  Canada  Life  ;  and  at  that  time  the 
Canada  Life  was  very  ostentatious  in  its  demands,  and  said  we  would  have  to  pay  6  p.er 
cent,  upon  that  mortgage  in  the  future  ;  and  sometimes  they  said  7  per  cent.  And  then 
they  said,  if  you  don't  arrange  it  so  immediately  we  will  foreclose,  Mid  so  on.  The  Property 
Committee  met,  and  just  at  that  time  I  had  noticed  that  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  had 
borrowed  money  from  the  New  York  Life,  of  New  York — $125,000  I  think — was  just  in  the 
same  position  we  were  in,  the  building  was  not  paying,  but  was  going  behind  ;  and  the 
Board  of  Trade  said  to  the  New  York  Life,  if  you  will  not  give  us  the  money  at  2 J 
per  cent,  you  can  take  over  the  building ;  that  was  their  proposal.  And  the  result  was 
that  the  New  York  Life  gave  the  money  for  2^  per  cent.  When  this  Property  Committee 
met,  I  wrote  out  a  resolution  on  the  same  lines  that  had  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trade — the  Registrar  remembers  that  I  did  so — that  if  the  Canada  Life  wouldn't  give  us 
the  money  for  2^  per  cent,  that  they  could  take  over  the  building.  I  hadn't  the  slightest 
idea  that  they  would  do  it;  I  knew  perfectly  well  that  they  wouldn't  do  it.  We  discussed 
the  matter  ;  and  the  result  of  it  was  that  the  committee  left  to  deal  with  the  Canada  Life 
presented  these  ideas  and  demanded  that  we  should  have  a  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest  ; 
and  through  the  chairman.  Dr.  Thorburn,  I  think  then,  that  rate  of  interest  was  reduced, 
and  we  got  it  for  3^  per  cent.  Last  November  was  the  expiry  of  the  time  for  which  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  at  3^  half  per  cent.;  and  the  Canada  Life  demanded  4^  per  cent.,  the 
highest  rate  of  interest  that  can  be  obtained  on  any  good  security.  |I  think  money  cannot  be 
loaned,  not  large  amounts  at  any  rate,  for  anything  more.  I  thought  the  Canada  Life  had 
played  Shylock  with  the  profession,  because  the  Canada  Life  knew  this  was  a  losing  property 
in  our  hands,  that  we  had  lost  $40,000  or  $50,000  ;  and  I  don't  think  they  should  have  asked  any 
more  than  the  rate  that  was  then  agreed  on  by  the  Council.  Now,  I  think,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Property  Committee  had  some  such  resolution  as  this  put  in  their  hands  they  would  be  able  to 
go  to  the  Canada  Life  and  make  better  terms  than  they  can  now,  if  they  make  terms  at  all.  You 
will  notice  that  my  motion  reads  in  this  way,  "That  the  Property  Committee  be  empowered,  if 
no  better  arrangement  can  be  made — "this  resolution  does  not  deprive  that  committee  of  doing 
everything  they  possibly  can  to  get  $100,000,  $75,000,  or  whatever  sum  they  may  please  ; 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  committee  doing  everything  in  their  power.  Still  further, 
it  simply  gives  them  power:  it  does  not  say  they  shall  do  it.  Moreover,  if  I  were  upon  that 
Committee  and  could  make  any  better  arrangement  than  simply  letting  the  Canada  Life  take 
it  over  I  would  not  like  to  assume  the  very  grave  responsibility  of  bidding  good-bye  to  this 
building  without  coming  back  to  the  Council  a  id  consulting  every  member  and  getting  their 
opinions  on  it.  It  is  said  we  will  have  to  dWal  with  this  matter  before  the  Council  meet« 
again  ;  that  may  be  true,  and  I  have  no  doubt  we  will  have  to  ;  but  could  not  the  Property 
committee  formulate  certain  conditions,  the  very  best  that  they  could  do — telling  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council:  these  are  the  propositions  that  we  are  offered,  the  very  best  that  we  can 
do.  Communicate  with  every  member  of  the  Council  and  let  the  members  of  the  Council 
reply  by  letter,  and  thus  the  Property  Committee  would  possess  themselves  of  the  opinion 
of  the  Council.  I  do  not  propose  this  as  a  matter  of  bluff  at  all.  We  are  facing  a  very 
serious  difficulty,  and  I  have  always  maintained  and  I  still  maintain,  that  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  should  have  a  place  of  its  own.  But  this  is  a  difficult 
matter  ;  it  is  not  a  business  matter  for  us  to  hold  a  building  that  is  running  us  behind  some 
$4,000  every  year,  and  has  been  running  us  behind  every  day  since  its  inception.  We  have 
been  waiting  for  twenty  years,  or  ever  since  it  was  built,  for  some  change  to  take  place  in  the 
management  of  this  building,  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  it,  and  in  the  rents  that  we  are 
receiving,  and  still  things  are  not  improving  ;  to-day  we  are  worse  off  by  $1,500  than  we 
were  a  year  ago.  As  business  men  we  must  face  this.  I  say  again  that  I  am  not  asking  the 
Council  to  pass  a  resolution  that  forces  the  committee  to  adopt  this  plan,  but  simply  giving 
them  the  power  to  go  into  this  matter  and  to  consult  the  members  of  the  Council  in  order  to 
guide  them,  if  they  can  be  so  guided,  to  advantage.  I  think,  sir,  that  we  nmst  try  to  do 
something,  and  take  hold  of  this  matter  earnestly,  and  not  wait  any  longer,  because  we  are 
taking  from  the  profession  some  $4,000  a  year  in  order  that  we  may  balance  up  accounts  ; 
and  it  is  a  pity  something  couldn't  be  done.  If  the  building  can  be  sold  for  $100,000  no  one 
will  rejoice  more  than  I ;  but  something  should  be  done.  We  will  have  this  matter  to  face 
immediately,  and  we  should  face  it  like  business  men. 

Dr.  Sullivan — What  do  you  attribute  this  deficit  to  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — To  the  fact  that  we  do  not  get  rent  enough  from  this  building  for  the 
expenditure  necessary  to  keep  it  going. 

Dr.  Thornton — Mr.  President,  from  a  careful  perusal  of  the  facts  in  connection  with  the 
building  since  it  was  erected,  I  think,  as  the  motion  says,  that  we  should  have  some  definite 
arrangement  by  which  something  could  be  done.  It  is  a  fact  that  while  this  building  was 
built  in  what  they  call  the  good  times,  and  it  has  passed  through  the  hard  times  and  again 
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into  the  better  times,  that  there  has  never  been  a  year  since  its  erection  but  what  we  could 
have  given  this  building  away  and  have  paid  a  very  high  rent  for  the  portion  we  occupy, 
an*d  been  a  very  large  amount  in  pocket  ;  that  shows  that  we  have  a  serious  case  to  deal 
wdth.  When  this  thing  was  first  taken  up  in  my  constituency,  the  members  of  the  Council 
controlling  the  matter  took  rather  a  different  ground  from  what  they  do  now  ;  and  members 
who  then  wanted  a  great  deal  of  money  for  it  are  free,  perhaps,  to  take  rather  a  diflFerent 
ground  now  from  what  they  took  then.  The  members  of  the  Council  then  objected  to  selling 
the  building,  because  it  was  going  to  increase  immensely  in  value  and  was  going  to  be  a  great 
source  of  profit  to  the  Council  and  indirectly  to  the  profession.  I  think  the  same  parties 
could  very  safely  to-day  fold  their  arms  and  say  to  us,  "  Go  on,  gentlemen,  and  do  your  best ; 
we  will  let  you  do  anything  you  like  and  see  what  you  will  do. "  I  do  not  think  any  party  should 
take  an  extreme  position,  but  I  think  we  should  all  in  good  faith  go  to  work  to  make  the 
very  best  job  we  can  make  of  it  ;  and,  as  a  member  of  the  Property  Committee  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Council,  I  am  willing  to  do  that.  If  we  can  make  fair  and  reasonable  terms, 
terms  we  can  afford  to  pay  to  the  Canada  life,  well  and  good.  I  objected  last  year,  and  I 
shall  object  in  the  future,  to  any  such  terms  as  were  made  for  this  year.  I  do  not  want  any 
additional  percentage  on  the  mortgage  on  this  building.  I  think  the  conditions  are  entirely 
wiped  out  when  we  say  the  mortgagees  shall  be  the  sole  judges  in  the  case.  If  we  are  going 
in  the  future,  as  a  committee,  to  pay  a  certain  percentage,  let  us  pay  it ;  and  if  we  cannot 
get  any  better  terms,  as  that  motion  says,  we  had  better  give  the  whole  thing  up.  That  is 
my  opinion. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  President,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  as  an  amendment  to  the 
resolution  that  has  just  been  read,  namely  :  That  the  Property  Committee,  acting  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Executive  Committee,  be  empowered  to  deal  with  the  Council  building  and  the 
mortgage  connected  therewith,  including  the  disposal  of  the  property,  at  such  price  and  upon 
such  terms  as  commend  itself  to  their  best  judgment,  such  action  to  be  endorsed  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  united  committees. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  think  that  is  an  amendment.  My  motion  is 
simply  a  plain  statement  that  the  committee  be  empowered  to  do  so-and-so.  This  proposes 
another  matter  altogether  :  that  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Property  Committee  shall 
come  together  and  dispose  of  it. 

Mr.  President — I  think,  with  due  deference  to  Dr.  McLaughlin's  opinion,  that  the 
resolution  just  now  moved  in  amendment  is  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion.  The 
original  motion  was  to  the  effect  that  this  motion  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Property 
Committee.  ^^o 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Oh,  no  my  motion  :'  es  not  propose  that,  and  mine  is  the  original 
motion.  My  motion  proposes  simply  to  deal  with  a  certain  point.  It  proposes  to  deal  with 
this  one  point,  that  the  Property  Committee  be  empowered  to  give  this  to  the  Canada  Life 
Assurance  Association  for  the  mortgage  ;  that  is  ail. 

The  President — The  main  feature  of  the  original  motion  was  that  some  arrangement 
should  be  made  regarding  the  sale  of  the  building,  and  that  was  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Property  Committee.  There  is  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  this  arrangement  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Property  Committee,  increased  in  its  personnel  by  the  number  of  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  ;  imposing  certain  restrictions  as  to  how  the  conclusions  of  that  com- 
mittee are  to  be  arrived  at,  namely,  that  there  must  be  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  personnel 
of  that  committee  in  favor  of  a  certain  line  of  action  before  that  committee  acts.  My  ruling 
is  that  the  ^jaatter  introduced  by  Dr.  Barrick  is  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion. 

Dr.  I)<&b;glas — I  second  Dr.  Barrick's  motion.  My  recollection  is  that  the  original 
motion  is  that  the  Property  Committee  must  submit  any  proposed  disposition  of  the  property 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  by  letter  before  taking  any  final  step  in  this  case.  By  this 
second  motion,  which  I  regard  as  an  amendment,  the  Executive  is  to  take  the  place  of  the 
Council  as  a  whole,  and  act  jointly  with  the  Property  Committee,  and  thus  the  two  commit- 
tees will  take  upon  themselves  the  responsibility. 

The  President — Pardon  me,  I  must  correct  you  there.  There  is  nothing  provided  for 
in  the  original  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  Property  Committee  shall  be  restrained  in  any 
way  ;  they  are  empowered  to  do  so-and-so.  That  was  simply  a  suggestion  in  debate,  that  is 
all. 

Dr.  Barrick — My  object  in  submitting  this  amendment  is  to  put  somebody,  some  com- 
mittee, in  the  same  position  that  any  individual  would  be  in  who  was  the  owner  of  this 
property.  If  any  of  you  had  a  piece  of  property  that  you  wished  to  dispose  of,  you  would 
take  it  to  a  real  estate  dealer,  with  a  maximum  and  a  minimum  price,  otherwise  no  real  estate 
dealer  of  any  standing  would  have  anything  to  do  with  it,  because  he  could  not  see  where  his 
commission  was  coming  from.  If  the  minimum  figure  be  accepted  and  a  purchaser  be  got  for 
the  minimum  figure,  then  a  certain  rate  of  commission  would  be  given  ;  if  the  larger  figure,  then 
an  increased  percentage.     I  have  felt  this  ever  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council.     I  was  on 
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the  Property  Committee  for  four  years,  and  when  I  was  first  placed  on  that  committee,  when 
this  matter  of  the  sale  was  brought  up,  I  suggested  that  every  member  of  this  Council  should 
place  the  lowest  figure  at  which  he  was  willing  to  dispose  of  this  building  in  a  sealed  envelope, 
not  to  be  opened  until  the  Property  Committee  were  ready  to  deal  with  it,  as  some  guidance 
to  them.  I  dissent  altogether  from  the  position  taken  in  that  resolution  proposed  by  Dr. 
McLaughlin.  Every  word  that  is  said  in  this  Council  depreciating  the  value  of  this  property 
makes  it  more  difticult  for  any  real  estate  agent  to  deal  with  it  (hear,  hear).  If  it  goes  out 
that  we  have  come  to  that  point  where  we  are  willing  to  let  this  building  go  for  $60,000,  we 
will  not  get  a  larger  offer  for  it.  The  figures  should  be  handled  by  the  committee,  and  let 
the  committee  place  a  maximum  and  a  minimum  figure  on  it ;  then  they  can  deal  with  the 
agent  in  the'  matter.  I  propose  to  couple  with  the  Property  Committee  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, because  in  dealing  with  property  there  is  no  person  going  to  wait  until  the  meeting 
of  the  Council  next  year.  Many  of  these  sales — some  of  them,  anyway — are  taken  as  a  bird 
is  shot,  on  the  wing.  They  are  to  be  dealt  with,  and  somebody  has  got  to  be  responsible. 
For  myself,  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  to  leave  that  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Property  Com- 
mittee, especially  when  strengthened  by  the  Executive  Committee,  as  the  two  committees 
will  make  a  committee  of  eight,  six  of  whom  will  have  to  consent  to  whatever  is  done.  I  am 
satisfied  to  trust  that  committee,  if  we  have  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Property  Com- 
mittee joined  together.  If  we  cannot  trust  those  two  committees,  if  I  were  on  either  of 
these  committees  I  would  wish  to  be  relieved  ;  but  I  have  sufficient  faith  in  the  Property 
Committee,  especially  in  connection  with  the  Executive  Committee,  to  say  that  they  can 
deal  with  this  matter.  If  the  Canada  Life  or  any  other  company  knows  that  this  committee 
can  deal  with  this  matter,  more  respect  will  be  paid  to  the  committee  than  would  be  paid  under 
other  circumstances.  True,  what  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  stated  was  done  when  that  first  mort- 
gage became  due  ;  and  when  we  were  told  that  unless  we  paid  that  up  forthwith  we  would 
be  charged  6  or  7  per  cent. ,  the  Property  Committee  took  a  position,  assumed  a  posi- 
tion which  they  had  no  guarantee  or  warrant  from  the  Council  to  take  ;  but  the  feeling  was 
so  strong  that  the  Committee  was  unanimous  when  they  found  that  at  a  rate  of  3  per 
cent,  whoever  had  this  building  would  have  to  carry  it  at  a  loss  of  $600  or  $700  for  some 
time.  But  they  decided  upon  that,  and  we  had  then,  as  Dr.  McLaughlin  stated,  a 
very  different  letter  from  the  people  we  were  dealing  with.  They  were  willing  to  accept 
3h  per  cent,  for  a  term  of  three  years.  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  be  one  to  allow  it 
to  be  said  at  this  time  that  this  valuable  building  should  go  for  $60,000.  I  would 
have  this  property  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  agent  to  .get  the  very  best  terms,  but  leave  the 
power  in  the  hands  of  the  Property  Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee.  If  these 
combined  committees  feel  that  they  have  power,  I  will  warrant  that  they  will  be  inclined  to 
do  a  great  deal  more  than  if  you  leave  it  in  a  haphazard  way  in  their  hands,  as  it  has  been 
done  previously.  I  am  satisfied  that  we  have  passed  through  the  crisis  in  this  city,  and 
that  there  is  now  an  advance  in  property,  and  that  property  will  continue  to  advance,  and 
that  the  position  of  this  building  financially  will  be  far  better  in  a  year  from  now  than  it  is 
to-day.  It  has  been  said  here  that  we  have  been  saying  this  for  a  number  of  years.  That  is 
very  true ;  but  it  is  a  realized  fact  now  that  it  is  so.  Notwithstanding  the  competition  we  have  in 
various  buildings  that  have  been  put  up,  I  thoroughly  agree  with  Dr.  Macdonald  that  if  this 
building  were  in  the  hands  of  an  up-to-date  company  that  carried  on  its  business  in  an  up-to- 
date  way,  there  would  be  just  a  reorganization  of  the  apartments  of  this  building  that  would 
result  in  a  better  revenue  being  obtained.  That  is  what  is  being  done.  We  saw  it  done  by 
the  Canada  Permanent  a  few  years  ago,  when  they  remodelled  their  building  to  suit  the 
times  and  to  bring  it  into  competition  with  the  newer  buildings,  and  that  is  some- 
thing we  may  have  to  do.  But  I  think  if  you  leave  it  for  a  year  in  the  hands  of  that  com- 
mittee, as  my  resolution  proposes,  it  will  be  perfectly  safe.  I  feel  it  is  perfectly  safe  to  leave 
it  in  the  hands  of  that  committee,  and  to  have  the  members  of  that  committee  do  their 
very  best  in  the  matter;  and  I  feel  they  will  be  able  to  report  next  year  that  some  progress 
has  been  made.  At  one  time  this  year  it  looked  as  if  the  city  might  buy  this  property  for  a 
Technical  School,  and  supposing  the  city  had  made  an  offer,  the  committee  ought  to  have 
been  in  a  position  to  deal  with  the  matter.  The  people  who  are  trying  to  sell  the  Athletic 
Clul)  to  the  city  do  not  take  the  position  that  the  city  must  wait  for  a  year.  In  some  of  this 
discussion  I  am  reminded  of  certain  Old  Country  firms  doing  business  in  this  city,  which 
have  to  take  two  or  three  months  before  they  can  get  a  deal  through.  But  people  who  are 
dealing  in  the  market  with  property  now  are  anxious  to  sell  and  are  in  a  position  to  deal  and 
close  up  the  matter ;  and  if  the  Property  Committee,  with  tlie  addition  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  is  the  proper  committee  to  deal,  and  I  think  it  is,  we  should  feel  safe  in  leaving 
them  to  deal  with  the  matter  and  to  close  anything  that  six  out  of  the  eight  members  may 
recommend  ;  and  I  am  sure  that  we  need  not  fear  that  six  out  of  the  eight  will  do  in  that 
matter  better  than  this  wliole  Council  can  do.  There  will  be  less  discussion  and  less  trouble, 
because  their  discussions  will  be  in  private.     Their  discussions  will  not  be  open  to  the  public. 
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and  they  will  not  be  giving  themselves  away  and  giving  away  the  defects  of  this  building  ta 
the  public  as  is  done  in  the  Council.  I  feel  that  this  is  the  course  that  I  myself  would  adopt, 
or  that  any  company  would  adopt  that  had  this  building. 

Dr.  Powell — Before  I  make  a  few  remarks  on  this  question  that  I  would  like  to  make,. 
I  want  to  ask  what  powers  the  Property  Committee  have  now  ? 

The  President — Page  xxxvii.  of  the  Announcement  says  the  Property  Committee  shall 
supervise  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  College  building  and  its  requirements. 

Dr.  Powell — They  have  power  now  to  rearrange  the  mortgage,  when  it  becomes  due,, 
under  their  present  constitution. 

The  President — No  ;  I  think  they  have  asked  for  power  ;  in  a  report  it  was  requested 
that  they  be  given  power  to  rearrange  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  I  might  add  a  word  to  that,  Dr.  Powell ;  it  seems  to  me  that 
before  this  mortgage  was  rearranged  the  solicitor  of  the  Canada  Life  demanded  that  what- 
ever arrangement  was  made  by  the  committee  should  be  confirmed  by  the  Council,  if  I 
remember  right  ;  I  think  that  was  their  demand,  and  that  was  subsequently  done. 

Dr.  Powell — It  seems  to  me  that  all  that  ought  to  be  necessary  at  this  stage  would  be 
to  clothe  the  committee  with  sufficient  power  from  this  Council  to  rearrange  the  mortgage 
on  the  best  terms  possible.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  a  wise  thing  to  pass  a  resolution 
stating,  in  effect,  that  if  such  and  such  a  thing  does  not  transpire  between  the  Property 
Committee  and  the  Canada  Life,  the  committee  shall  be  empowered  to  hand  the  property 
over  for  the  sum  of  the  mortgage  ;  nor  is  it  necessary  that  they  should  have  that  power 
given  to  them,  because,  if  I  understand  the  terms  of  an  ordinary  mortgage,  and  if  this  mort- 
gage has  in  it  the  foreclosure  clause  which  most  mortgages  contain,  the  power  does  not  rest 
with  this  Council,  or  with  the  Property  Committee,  but  with  the  Canada  Life,  to  say  whether 
they  shall  or  shall  not  take  it  over  ;  that  is  the  position  they  are  in  as  lenders  of  this 
$60,000.  If  they  are  not  willing  to  continue  to  lend  us  $60,000  on  this  security,  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  to  be  at  all  likely  we  would  get  any  other  company  of  an  equal,  or  greater,  or 
less  standing  than  the  Canada  Life  in  the  financial  world  to  loan  us  any  greater  sum.  All 
that  they  can  demand  when  this  mortgage  is  run  out  is  that  we  plank  up  $60,000  ;  and  if 
we  can't  borrow  it  from  somebody  else,  they  have  the  power,  under  that  mortgage, 
without  any  resolution  of  this  Council,  or  without  clothing  the  Property  Committee  with 
any  powers  to  do  so-and-so,  to  take  this  building  over  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be 
far  wiser  on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  leave  the  matter  in  that  position,  clothing  the  Prop- 
erty Committee  with  sufficient  power  to  rearrange  the  mortgage.  If  it  comes  to  the  worst, 
and  the  Canada  Life  sees  fit,  after  not  accepting  the  terms  which  are  offered  to  them  by 
this  Property  Committee  to  foreclose  this  mortgage,  it  takes  time  before  they  can  become 
owners  of  the  property.  The  law  of  Ontario,  as  I  understand  it,  gives  us  ample  time  to 
recover  our  property  again  by  putting  up  $60,000,  and  the  costs,  and  whatever  may  be 
necessary  under  the  legal  proceedings  to  recover  our  property.  We  have  plenty  of  time  ; 
they  cannot  become  owners  of  it  for  a  year  if  they  foreclose  their  mortgage,  and  that  will 
give  us  ample  time  to  consider  the  situation  we  are  in,  if  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company 
chooses  to  take  over  this  property  for  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  which  we  are  not  able  to 
pay.  I  do  not  altogether  hold  the  views  that  have  been  expressed  here  within  the  last  day  or 
two  with  regard  to  this  building  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  I  think  the  gentlemen  who  have 
spoken  must  deserve  every  credit  for  their  earnestness  in  this  matter,  for  wishing  to  regard 
it  from  a  business  standpoint ;  but  I  do  not  agree  with  Dr.  Barrick,  who  has  just  said  we 
ought  to  approach  this  matter  in  the  same  way  as  if  this  were  our  own  property  ;  that  is  not 
my  view  of  the  situation.  This  is  a  property  which  is  owned  by  twenty-five  or  twenty-six 
hundred  men,  and  we  are  all  engaged  in  endeavoring  to  place  the  profession  in  a  proper  and 
dignified  position  in  this  community  ;  and  I  believe  that  until  we  become  possessors  of 
such  a  building  as  this  we  are  not  in  that  satisfactory  or  dignified  position  ;  and  I  am 
inclined  to  think,  unless  I  am  very  much  mistaken,  that  the  vast  majority  of  our  medical 
practitioners  in  this  province  would  not  each  be  unwilling  to  have  a  portion  of  his  $2.00  go 
to  sustain  this  building  and  to  sustain  the  profession  in  the  position  in  which  it  ought  to 
be.  (Hear,  hear.)  That  is  exactly  the  position  in  which  each  of  us  is.  It  costs  me  $2.00 
a  year  to  practise  my  profession  in  this  province,  and  it  is  a  mighty  small  tax,  a  tax  which, 
in  my  opinion,  is  shamefully  small ;  but,  of  course,  I  am  only  speaking  for  myself.  When 
I  look  at  the  sister  profession,  the  legal  profession,  where  the  solicitors  have  to  pay  an 
annual  tax  of  $17.00 — and  if  that  tax  be  not  paid  there  is  not  much  ado  about  crossing  them 
off  the  list— and  I  see  that  our  friends  have  a  very  handsome  bit  of  property  ;  and  while 
I  am  not  as  conversant  as  other  gentlemen  in  this  room  with  the  position  of  affairs  in  thia 
city,  nor  am  I  a  distinguished  business  man  any  more  than  a  great  many  of  my  confreres 
who  are  practising  medicine  ;  yet,  if  I  read  the  times  aright,  we  are  on  the  up  wave  of  a 
great  improvement  in  real  estate  ;  and  I  am  credibly  informed  that  across  the  road,  and  but 
a  short  distance  from  here,  the  owners  of  the  old  church  have  been  offered  $120,000  for 
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their  property,  and  the  building  is  not  worth  anything,  it  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  be  in  a 
position  a  little  more  dignified  than  to  hand  this  building  over  for  the  sum  of  $60,000. 
1  am  also  credibly  informed  that  a  rearrangement  of  the  upper  story  of  this  building 
will  give  a  sufficient  amount  of  space  for  an  examination  hall,  and  that  the  part  now  used 
for  an  examination  hall  can  be,  when  fitted  up,  rented  for  the  sum  of  $1,200  a  year.  I  am 
not  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  actual  facts  to  go  into  details  in  this  matter  ;  but  I  am  not 
talking  in  the  air,  for  I  am  credibly  informed  that  that  offer  is  at  present  extant,  and  that 
for  a  certain  space  in  the  building  upstairs,  which  this  College  can  do  without,  under  a 
rearrangement  we  can  have  an  increased  revenue  of  $1,200  a  year.  That  being  the  case,  I 
think  we  enjoy  a  very  estimable  position  ;  and  it  does  seem  to  me,  if  the  Property  Com- 
mittee be  left  as  it  is,  clothed  with  powers  to  rearrange  the  mortgage,  we  have  ample  time 
for  us  to  consider  what  we  are  going  to  do  with  the  Canada  Life  if  they  choose  to  take  over 
the  property.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Douglas — I  just  want  to  say  a  word  or  two  as  seconder  of  Dr.  Barrick's  amend- 
ment. These  resolutions  differ  very  little,  as  far  as  their  intent  and  purposes  are  con- 
cerned ;  but  it  strikes  me  the  original  motion  empowers  the  Property  Committee  to  bring 
about  an  absolute  disposal  of  the  building.  It  is  true  it  does  not  say  exactly  in  those  words, 
but  that  they  be  empowered,  if  nothing  better  can  be  done,  to  offer  or  tender  to  the  Canada 
Life  the  building.  I  do  not  believe  for  a  moment  they  would  tender  it  to  the  Canada  Life  if 
they  found  they  could  do  better,  and  Dr.  Barrick's  amendment  simply  asks  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  be  empowered  to  act  with  the  Property  Committee,  and  in  that  way,  by 
their  combined  efforts,  in  some  way  to  rearrange  not  only  the  mortgage  on  the  building,  but 
if  it  can  be  done,  to  bring  about  a  sale  of  the  building,  if  necessary.  I,  with  the  other 
members  of  this  College,  regret  very  much  that  we  should  be  in  the  hole  year  after  year  as  a 
result  of  the  building  not  being  self-sustaining  ;  but  the  profession  have  borne  this,  and 
borne  it,  I  think,  without  a  very  great  deal  of  murmuring.  We  have  heard  something  of 
murmurings  ;  but  I  do  not  think  the  murmurings  are,  perhaps,  as  loud  throughout  the 
profession  in  the  country  as  the  murmurings  we  hear  in  this  Council.  (Hear,  hear.)  I 
think  we  had  better  err  a  little  on  the  side  of  discretion,  and  utilize  all  the  brains 
there  is  in  connection  with  the  Property  and  Executive  Committees  of  this  Council,  and 
let  them  do  their  best  either  to  extend  the  mortgage  or  to  make  the  best  sale  possible,  or  to 
decide,  as  three-fourths  of  that  committee  shall  decide,  what  is  best  to  be  done,  I  believe 
the  Council  can  put  confidence  in  the  three-fourths  of  the  combined  intelligence  of  the 
Property  Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  we  are  saferin  the  hands  of 
the  combined  committees — perhaps  I  should  not  say  safer  ;  but  I  use  that  term  in  a  qualified 
sense,  and  I  will  continue  to  use  it — and  in  the  combined  intelligence  of  three-fourths  of 
that  committee,  in  dealing  with  this  matter,  whether  it  shall  sum  itself  up  in  the  extension 
of  the  mortgage  alone  or  resolve  itself  ultimately  into  the  sale  and  disposal  of  the  building, 
than  even  in  the  judgment  of  the  whole  Council.  Let  us  not  make  haste,  but  let 
us  go  a  little  cautiously  and  guardedly  ;  and  while  we  have  borne  the  burden,  I  think  none 
of  us  seem  very  much  stooped  with  these  burdens  yet ;  let  us  try  and  allow  the  whip  and 
lash  to  be  put  on  a  little  while  longer.  It  has  not  hurt  any  of  us  very  much  yet  ;  and  I  do 
not  believe  if  we  continued  to  hang  on  to  the  building  for  a  few  years  to  come  it  will  do  us 
very  much  harm,  I  believe  all  the  interests  in  connection  with  the  renewal  of  this  mortgage 
and  disposal  of  the  building  are  entirely  safeguarded  in  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Barrick,  and 
therefore  I  will  support  the  amendment  I  have  seconded. 

Dr.  Luton — If  I  were  a  capitalist — unfortunately,  I  am  not — and  had  an  idea  I  was 
going  to  buy  this  building,  and  I  approached  these  combined  committees  for  the  purpose  of 
buying  it,  I  doubt  very  much,  when  I  made  a  bargain  with  them,  whether  it  would  be  valid, 
and  therefore  I  would  think  that  they  could  not  enter  into  an  agreement  or  I  make  a  pur- 
chase, even  "on  the  wing."  I  do  not  see  how  these  committees,  or  either  of  them,  can  be 
empowered  to  sell  this  property  to  a  purchaser  unless  we  now,  almost  unanimously,  fix  a 
definite  sum,  and  do  not  leave  it  at  sixty,  seventy  or  a  hundred  thousand  dollars.  I  think, 
and  if  what  I  am  saying  is  correct,  it  ought  to  be  fatal  to  the  carrying  out  of  Dr.  Barrick's 
or  anybody  else's  resolution,  so  far  as  this  sale  of  the  building  is  concerned.  It  is  all  right,, 
perhaps,  with  reference  to  the  rearrangement  of  the  mortgage. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  a  few  words  upon  this  subject.  I  am  some- 
what muddled  by  the  mixing  up  of  the  resolution  and  the  amendment,  but  to  my  view  the 
original  resolution  has  for  its  main  object  a  rearrangement  of  the  mortgage  on  better  terms 
than  4^  per  cent.;  and  the  empowering  of  the  committee  as  to  the  disposal  of 
the  building  was  merely  to  be  used  as  a  means  to  that  end,  and  it  did  not  directly  involve, 
on  the  part  of  the  Property  Committee,  anything  regarding  the  disposal  of  the  building — 
that  was  only  incidental.  The  amendment  takes  an  entirely  different  ground.  With  regard 
to  the  amendment  let  me  say  that  the  so-called  combined  committee  is  very  little  different 
in  any  respect  from  the  Property  Committee  ;  the  differences  are  more  seeming  than  real. 
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The  Property  Committee,  as  it  at  present  stands,  consists  of  the  five  gentlemen  whose  nameS 
are  enumerated  under  the  head  of  Property  Committee,  and  Dr.  Britton  and  Dr.  Dickson, 
who  are  two  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  who  are  ex -officio  members 
of  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Douglas — Dr.  Dickson  is  not  a  member  of  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Sangster — He  is  ex-officio. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  beg  your  pardon. 

Dr.  Sangster — So  that  the  jso-called  combined  committee  would  only  be  strengthened 
by  a  single  member. 

The  President — Excuse  me.  Dr.  Sangster,  but  you  have  made  a  statement  that  the 
Tice-President  and  myself  are  necessarily  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  I  think 
According  to  the  new  regulations  it  is  not  necessarily  so. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  not  necessarily  so;  but  you  know  it  is  so. 

The  President — It  is  simply  a  matter  of  "custom. 

Dr.  SANGSTER^That  custom  has  prevailed  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council  and  I  am 
willing  to  say  it  will  remain  long  after  I  leave  it. 

The  President — I  am  stating  a  fact. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  does  not  alter  the  fact.  The  combined  committee  consists  of  one 
other  name  than  the  Property  Committee  and  it  will  be  strengthened  to  that  extent  and  no 
more.  The  original  idea  was  to  put  in  the  hands  of  that  committee — I  do  not  care  what  com- 
mittee you  call  it — some  means  of  inducing  the  Canada  Life  to  reconsider  its  proposition  ; 
<ind  it  was  felt  it  was  useless  to  go  to  that  body,  a  keen  financial  body,  and  ask  them  voluntarily 
to  dispossess  themselves  of  ten  or  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  unless  you  could  show  that 
there  was  a  prospect  that  they  might  be  compelled  to  assume  the  building  for  what  it  was 
worth.  Dr.  Powell's  contention  that  the  matter  rests  in  the  hands  of  the  Canada  Life  is 
only  true  in  part ;  it  rests  in  the  hands  of  the  Canada  Life  whether  they  will  renew  the 
mortgage  or  not  ;  but  it  does  not  rest  in  their  hands  whether  they  will  assume  the  property 
under  the  covenants  of  the  mortgage  or  not,  but  in  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Powell — How  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — If  the  Council  refuses  to  remortgage,  what  can  they  do  ?  Dr.  Powell 
says  it  is  in  their  poWer  to  assume  it  or  not  assume  it — 

Dr.  Powell — That  is  correct;  it  is  in  their  power. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  in  their  power  to  assume  the  building;  but  it  is  not  in  their  power 
not  to  assume  the  building ;  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  Canada  Life  to  refuse  to  assume  the 
building  if  it  is  thrown  at  them — that  is  a  well-known  principle  in  regard  to  all  mortgages, 
where  there  are  no  covenants  as  to  personal  liability  that  might  complicate  the  matter,  as  it 
is  in  this  case.  Yesterday  one  gentleman  got  up  and  said,  the  idea  of  handing  over  the 
property  for  $60,000  indicated  that  those  who  would  support  that  suggestion  could  have  no 
conception  of  the  meaning  of  profit  and  loss  ;  but  I  thought  the  time  had  vanished  when  any 
of  us,  even  the  most  antiquated,  had  any  idea  that  there  was  any  profit  remaining  to  the 
Council  in  connection  with  this  building.  It  is  only  a  question  of  loss,  whether  the  loss  shall 
be  a  greater  or  smaller  amount,  that  is  the  thing  we  have  to  look  to.  I  am  rather  in  favor 
of  Dr.  Barrick's  motion.  I  think  if  the  Property  Committee,  with  or  without  the  Executive 
Committee — because  it  does  not  make  a  difierence  of  a  row  of  pins,  in  my  estimation,  whether 
they  are  combined  or  single — is  empowered  to  take  hold  of  the  property  and  do  something 
with  it,  probably  at  the  end  of  another  year  we  shall  have  something  done  with  it.  I  have 
always  contended  that  if  this  property  is  a  magnificent  snap  for  the  real  business  men,  there 
are  business  men  in  the  City  of  Toronto  who  are  keen  enough  to  know  the  possibilities  of 
the  future  with  regard  to  the  rise  of  property  ;  and  if  the  property  were  placed  on  the  market 
at  auction  or  otherwise,  and  they  saw  it  within  their  power  to  make  a  possible  profit  of 
twenty,  or  ten,  or  fifteen,  or  five  thousand  dollars,  they  would  jump  at  the  possibility  of 
obtaining  it.  I  cannot  conceive  that,  if  the  property  to-morrow  were  thrown  into  the  market 
to  be  sold  by  auction  or  by  competitive  tender,  that  there  could  result  to  this  Council  any 
great  loss  beyond  its  absolute  value.  And  with  regard  to  what  its  absolute  value  is  it  appears 
to  me  the  Property  Committee  have  it  in  their  power  to  ascertain  clearly  and  definitely,  and 
in  a  way  altogether  beyond  cavil  or  dispute,  what  is  estimated  to  be  a  reasonable  amount 
to  ask  for  this  property.  The  Canada  Life  have  made  a  proposition  that  they  will  mortgage 
it  for  a  certain  time  at  4|  per  cent.,  provided  that  if  the  committee  does  not  succeed  in 
selling  it  before  that  time  at  a  reasonable  rate  or  sum,  they  will  reduce  the  rate  of  interest 
to  3^  per  cent.  Now,  nobody  is  in  a  better  position  than  the  Canada  Life  to  form  a  clear 
and  definite  estimate  of  what  is  the  real,  not  the  prospective,  value  of  this  property  at  the 
])resent  moment ;  and  it  would  be  an  easy  thing  for  the  Property  Committee  to  ascertain 
from  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company  what  they  regard  as  a  reasonable  price  to  ask  for 
this  prijperty ;  and  for  this  committee  to  be  guided  by  that  statement  of  opinion  as  to  the 
price  that  we  ask.      I  am  rather  disposed  to  vote  in  favor  of  Dr.  Barrick's  amendment.     In

their  allotfcment  of  profits  to  their  policy-holders  the  Canada  Life  establishes  what  is  called 
the  3^  per  cent,  basis  of  interest — they  do  get  4^  per  cent,  interest  for  many  of  their  invest- 
ments, but  they  claim  that  the  average  rate  of  interest  that  they  get  is  only  3^  per  cent.,  that 
is,  where  they  get  4^  for  some  there  are  other  investments  on  which  they  only  get  2^  per  cent. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — When  Dr.  Barrick  read  his  motion  I  failed  to  catch  its  import,  and 
misunderstood  it;  but,  after  looking  it  over,  I  see  that  it  not  only  covers  the  ground  that 
mine  covers,  but  it  goes  a  little  further,  so  that  I  am  perfectly  content  to  withdraw  my 
motion,  if  you  choose,  and  we  will  proceed  to  discuss  Dr.  Barrick's  amendment  as  the  main 
motion. 

The  President — Is  it  the  will  of  the  Council  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  be  allowed  to  with- 
draw his  motion  ?     Carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  we  will  regard  Dr.  Barrick's  as  the  original  motion ;  and  I  ask 
the  Council  to  observe  this,  that  this  motion  of  Dr.  Barrick's  proposes  to  clothe  the  Property 
Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive  Committee,  with  power  to  dispose  of  and  deal 
with  the  property.  Now,  our  Act  says  :  "  The  Council  shall  appoint  annually  from  among 
its  members  an  "Executive  Committee"  to  take  cognizance  of,  and  action  upon,  all  such 
matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council  or  as  may  require  immediate  interference 
or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting."  By  statute  we 
leave  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  cognizance  of  all  matters  delegated  to  it  by  the 
Council.  I  do  not  know  that  just  by  a  change  of  this  motion,  if  it  were  put  in  this  way  : 
*'  The  Executive  Committee  acting  on  its  own  behalf  or  in  conjunction  with  the  Property 
Committee,"  it  could  go  as  it  is  ;  but  I  think,  Mr.  President,  it  is  perfectly  clear  that,  if  the 
Council  delegates  anything  to  be  done  of  a  material  nature  of  this  kind  it  must  do  it  in  the 
Executive  Committee  alone — at  least  that  is  my  judgment.  As  I  said  before,  this  motion 
covers  the  ground  that  my  motion  did  because  it  gives  this  joint  committee  full  power  to 
hand  over  the  property  to  the  mortgagees  if  they  choose  to  do  so  and  if  they  cannot  do 
anything  better. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  should  be  very  much  pleased  if  the  Executive  Committee  would 
assume  the  responsibility  of  disposing  of  the  property. 

Dr.  Powell — I  think  we  are  all  interested  in  arriving  at  pretty  much  the  same  result, 
Mr.  President,  and  perhaps  it  is  just  a  difference  in  the  way  of  doing  it  or  a  difference  of 
terms.  These  resolutions  that  have  already  been  read  in  their  body  use  words  with  regard 
to  the  disposition  of  this  property,  and  that  is  the  point  to  which  I  take  exception.  I  still 
contend  that,  if  this  mortgage  runs  out  and  we  have  not  got  the  $60,000  to  put  up,  and 
cannot  make  such  terms  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  lender,  he  has  perfect  power  to  take 
over  the  property  whether  we  like  it  or  not ;  and  as  I  said  before  that  will  give  us  ample 
time  to  take  it  back  again  if  we  can  find  the  $60,000  somewhere  else. 

Dr.  Pows^ll — Moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  this  Council  do 
empower  the  Property  Committee  to  enter  into  such  terms  as  they  consider  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Council  with  the  Canadian  Life  Assurance  Company  or  with  any  other 
financial  corporation  in  regard  to  rearranging  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  which  is  now  held 
by  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company  and  which  expires  in  November,  1900. 

Dr.  Glasgow — Does  not  Dr.  Barrick's  motion  cover  that  ? 

The  President — It  covers  more  than  that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  Thorburn  could  tell  you  he  has  transversed  that  ground  over 
and  over  again  ;  he  has  been  to  the  English  and  Scotch  companies  for  money,  and  failed  to 
do  anything. 

Dr.  Thorburn — "We  should  have  some  idea  what  would  be  considered  a  fair  offer  ;  or 
what  rate  of  interest  we  should  offer  or  accept  in  the  renewal  of  the  mortgage. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  think  the  Executive  and  Property  Committees  can  arrive  at  that. 

Dr.  MooRE — I  have  every  confidence  in  the  Property  Committee  being  able  to  act 
judiciously  and  well  ;  I  believe  they  are  good  business  men  and  that  they  will  obtain  a  loan 
at  the  lowest  possible  rate  of  interest.-  We  only  yesterday  attempted  to  clothe  four  or  five 
gentlemen  here  with  the  power  to  do  this  very  selfsame  thing  ;  they  have  been  ringing  in 
our  ears  for  years  and  years  that  the  Property  Committee  did  not  do  their  duty  properly,  and 
that  we  have  built  a  building  that  was  a  disgrace  to  us,  and  had  practically  ruined  the  pro- 
fession by  it ;  and  they  refuse  to  act.  One  of  them  said  he  was  not  a  good  business  man,  and 
the  other  one  said,  he  was  not  a  good  business  man.  They  could  give  very  kindly  advice  to 
the  Property  Committee  and  to  this  Council,  but  when  we  attempted  to  clothe  them  with 
authority  and  power  to  go  to  the  Canada  Life  or  anywhere  else,  and  rearrange  and  make  the 
best  terms  possible,  they  practically  and  positively  refused.  The  Property  Committee  may 
not  see  fit  to  do  likewise  and  I  have  every  confidence  that  they  can  do  what  we  want  them 
to  do  as  well  as  anybody  in  this  Council  ;  and  I  have  every  confidence  in  tlioir  lionor,  their 
intelligence  and  their  integrity,  and  every  confidence  in  their  business  capability.  I  would 
not  for  a  moment  say.  You  shall  not  do  it  for  3  or  4  or  2|  per  cent.     I  say,   we  have  con- 
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fidence  in  their  ability,  and  we  should  let  them  do  the  best  they  can,  and  we  will  be  satisfied 
with  what  they  do,  and  will  stand  by  them.  I  thought  Dr.  Powell's  resolution  was  a  good 
one,  and  hence  I  seconded  it;  let  the  Property  Committee  go  and  do  the  very  best  they  can; 
that  is  all  a  man  can  do  for  himself,  for  his  employer,  his  neighbor,  or  his  family. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  only  rise  to  say  it  is  hardly  fair  for  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat  to  say  that  certain  members  of  this  Council  refused  to  act  upon  a  committee 
to  do  certain  work.  I  was  on  the  Property  Committee  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  in 
conjunction  with  my  friend.  Dr.  Thorburn,  here  and  we  succeeded  in  saving  to  this  Council 
^900  a  year. 

Dr.  Moore — Good  enough  !     Why  didn't  you  go  on  again  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  think  it  is  right  or  fair  to  say  we  are  not  prepared  to 
assume  our  responsibilities  and  duties  ;  we  did  it  that  year.  I  believe  and  hope  that  this 
committee  that  is  suggested  will  go  to  work  and  do  the  best  it  can  ;  and  I  think  it  will  do 
better  than  that  ;  I  believe  we  will  get  below  3  per  cent. — 2j  per  cent,  even — with  the 
Canada  Life  if  this  thing  is  properly  managed. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  the  amendment  to  Dr.  Barrick's  motion  puts  us  back  where  we 
were  four  or  five  years  ago.  If  we  are  going  to  the  Canada  Life  to  ask  what  are  the  best  terms, 
they  will  tell  us.  They  stated  four  years  ago  and  told  us  they  would  rearrange  the  mortgage 
at  6  per  cent,  but  it  was  reduced  to  3|  per  cent.  Was  it  reduced  by  asking 
the  Canada  Life,  what  terms  will  you  give  us  ?  Not  by  any  means.  It  was,  you  can  reduce 
it  to  that  on  certain  terms  or  you  can  do  something  else.  There  is  no  use  sending  the 
Property  Committee,  or  any  other  committee,  to  arrange  to  pay  the  Canada  Life  any  interest 
unless  you  arm  them  with  power  to  fight  them  and  meet  them. 

Dr.  Powell — They  have  the  power  now. 

Dr.  Thornton — What  power  is  that  ?  If  that  committee  asks  the  Canada  Life,  What 
are  the  best  terms  ?  the  Canada  Life  will  very  quickly  say  6  per  cent.  They  started  with 
6  per  cent.,  and  they  came  down  to  three  when  they  were  forced  ;  now  they  are  back  to 
4  per  cent. ;  and  nobody  knows  where  they  will  be  at  the  next  Council  meeting. 

Dr.  Brock — As  this  question  has  been  discussed  now  for  six  years,  and  we  are  getting 
more  and  more  heated  in  our  discussions  of  this  question,  it  does  seem  to  me  there  must 
have  been  something  gone  wrong  since  last  year.  I  have  not  heard  the  report  of  the  Fin- 
ance Committee  and  therefore  I  would  ask,  are  we  in  a  bankrupt  condition  ?  Are  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  going  to  be  placed  in  such  a  condition  that  we  will  have  to  pay  a  very 
large  deficit  ourselves  ?  On  the  contrary,  we  are  in  a  better  position  unless  the  Finance 
Committee's  report  shows  something  having  gone  very  wrong  this  year.  There  is  a  motto  in 
use  at  the  present  time,  "What  we  have  we  hold,"  and  I  believe  in  that  motto,  and  "what  we 
have  we  will  hold."  (Hear,  hear.)  If  you  leave  this  building  it  will  be  a  long  time  before 
the  profession  will  empower  us  to  get  as  comfortable  quarters  (hear,  hear)  ;  we  all  know  the 
position  of  this  Council  years  ago  when  the  Council  had  no  proper  building,  no  proper  room 
to  hold  examinations  in.  We  have  now,  after  an  assiduous  and  long  fight,  obtained  those 
very  things  which  have  placed  us  in  a  good  position  ;  and  I  would  beg  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  to  agree  to  settle  this  question,  to  allow  the  Property  Committee  to  continue  doing 
what  it  can  for  the  best,  without  exposing  to  the  public  the  fact  that  we  are  so  anxious  to 
sell. 

Dr.  Powell — Hear,  hear  !      That  is  the  point  ! 

Dr.  Brock — I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Powell,  for  I 
believe  it  will  settle  the  question  for  this  year. 

Dr.  Macdonald — May  I  be  allowed  to  say  a  few  words  in  support  of  Dr.  Powell's 
amendment  ?  I  believe  that  we  ought  to  strengthen  the  power  of  the  Property  Committee 
in  every  way.  We  hear  that  this  question  has  come  up  year  after  year  and  that  it  has  not 
advanced  very  much  ;  that  we  have  been  told  year  after  year  times  were  improving.  I  feel 
perfectly  satisfied  that  things  are  now  improving  in  this  vicinity,  and  that  if  we  hold  on  to  what 
we  have  here  that  property  would  be  in  a  better  condition  if  we  wished  to  sell.  I  agree 
with  the  remarks  of  some  of  the  speakers  that  it  might  be  even  a  question  whether  it  is  de- 
.sirable  to  sell.  I  believe  it  is  quite  likely  something  can  be  done  to  this  building,  which  will 
so  improve  it  that  it  will  be  more  desirable  as  an  office  building.  I  believe  perhaps  it  may  be 
that  the  rooms  could  be  so  arranged  that  we  may  utilize  the  whole  of  the  space  that  we  have. 
I  am  not  prepared  to  go  into  details  about  how  that  can  be  done,  but  I  believe  it  can  be  ;  and 
I  believe  that  if  we  have  confidence  in  ourselves  we  must  have  confidence  in  the  Property 
Committee,  that  as  they  have  done  well  in  the  past  (hear,  hear)  they  will  do  well  in  the 
future.  Do  not  let  us  tie  them  down,  but  rather  let  them  go  and  deal  with  this  business  in 
the  best  way  possible. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — 1  think  we  will  be  obliged  to  include  the  Executive  Committee  in 
any  transaction  that  has  to  be  gone  on  with  because  the  Canada  Life  will  immediately  look 
over  our  statute,  and  when  they  find  that  any  work  delegated  on  behalf  of  the  Council  must  be 
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delegated  to  the  Executive  Committee  they  will  not  take  the  signature  of  the  Property 
Committee  on  that  mortgage,  depend  upon  that.  You  have  got  to  get  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  satisfy  them  in  their  covenants  on  the  mortgage. 

Dr.  Moore — Whose  signature  did  they  take  on  the  last  mortgage  ?  Was  it  the  Property 
Committee's  ? 

The  President — I  will  ask  the  Registrar  to  give  that  information. 

The  Registrar — The  President's,  the  Secretary's,  and  mine. 

Dr.  Powell — Surely  if  a  resolution  is  carried  by  the  Council  empowering  the  Property 
Committee  to  do  certain  things,  and  they  do  it,  the  Executive  Committee  would  sign  any 
papers  necessary  under  this  arrangement  ;  and  they  have  perfect  power  to  do  that,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  under  the  Act,  As  I  understand  that  clause  in  the  Act  it  simply  says  this  Council 
can  empower  the  Executive  Committee  to  do  anything  it  likes  by  resolution  in  the  interim 
between  sessions,  but  if  the  Council  chooses  to  empower  the  Property  Committee  to  do 
something,  and  the  resolution  carries,  the  Executive  officers  will  carry  out  the  terms  of  the 
arrangement,  whatever  it  may  be. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — They  may  or  may  not. 

The  President — Section  1 5,  page  xvii.  says  :  ' '  The  Council  shall  appoint  annually  from 
amotig  its  members  an  Executive  Committee  to  take  cognizance  of,  and  action  upon,  all  such 
matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  as  may  require  immediate  interference 
or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting  ;  and  all  such  acts 
shall  be  valid  only  till  the  next  ensuing  meeting  of  the  Council " — that  is,  the  Executive 
Committee's  "acts." 

Dr.  Powell — I  don't  think  that  that  interfers  with  my  argument. 

The  President — I  am  not  attempting  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Powell — On  the  last  occasion  on  which  this  mortgage  was  rearranged  the  company 
took  the  signatures  of  the  President  and  Registrar.  Didn't  that  require  ratification  ? 
Somebody  told  me  in  private  conversation  to-day  that  that  was  the  arrangement  on  which 
the  Canada  Life  would  rearrange  the  mortgage  ;  that  they  had  to  undertake  that  the  Coun- 
cil would  ratify  the  arrangement  ;  is  that  right  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes  ;  that  is  right.  Any  rearrangement  that  is  made  must  be  made 
by  the  Executive  Committee  through  its  presiding  officer  and  will  only  remain  valid  until  the 
Council  meets,  and  then  it  must  be  ratified  by  the  Council. 

The  President — This  discussion  has  become  prolonged  ;  I  must  ask  you  to  refrain  from 
discussion  and  speak  only  once  to  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Have  we  got  the  power  to  sell  this  building  without  the  consent  of  the 
legislature  ? 

Dr.  Dickson — If  we  had  the  power  to  construct  it  we  ought  to  have  power  to  dispose 
of  it. 

The  President — I  should  think  the  Council  would  have  power  to  dispose  of  it. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Powell's  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President — I  think  it  requires  that  two  members  must  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays  also. 

The  President  directed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  like  to  have  the  original  motion  read  for  those  who  were  working 
outside  and  didn't  hear  it  read.  I  was  \vorking  when  the  first  vote  was  taken.  I  think  I 
will  vote  nay. 

Dr.  Powell — I  would  like  to  challenge  a  vote  of  that  kind.  It  seems  to  me  when  a 
vote  is  taken,  and  then  two  gentlemen  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  that  surely  we  cannot  have 
any  greater  number  of  votes  put  down  than  were  given  actually. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  a  man  is  sitting  writing  at  his  desk,  and  he  does  not  vote  when  the 
motion  is  put,  if  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  he  must  vote. 

Dr.  Moore — A  man  must  ask  to  be  excused,  or  he  must  vote,  according  to  our  regu- 
lations. 

The  President — If  Dr.  Geikie  insists  upon  voting  he  has  a  perfect  right  to  do  so  now, 
although  I  think  when  the  vote  was  taken  before  he  should  have  voted  or  should  have  been 
excused  by  the  Council.  He  was  in  the  room  when  the  vote  was  taken,  but  lie  didn't  vote. 
For  the  benefit  of  Dr.  Geikie,  so  that  he  may  give  an  intelligent  vote  now,  because  he  has 
made  a  partial  attempt  to  vote,  acknowledging  at  the  same  time  he  did  not  know  what  the 
question  was,  I  will  read  the  amendment:  "Moved  by  Dr.  Powell,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Moore,  That  this  Council  do  empower  the  Property  Committee  to  enter  into  such  terms  as 
they  consider  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Council  with  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company, 
or  with  any  other  financial  corporation  in  regard  to  rearranging  the  terms  of  the  mortgage 
which  is  now  held  by  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company  and  wliich  expires  in  November,

1900."  That  was  carried  ;  then  the  yeas  and  nays  were  asked  for,  and  you  are  now  asked 
to  say  "yes  "  or  "no  "  in  relation  to  this  motion.

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order.

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  were  confirmed  as  read,  and 
signed  by  the  President.

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 
The  report  was  received. 

Dr.  Campbell  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Registration  Committee. 
The  report  was  received.

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Brock — I  gave  a  notice  of  motion,  and  I  would  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
withdraw  it,  as  I  believe  the  motion  will  be  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  I  think  it  will  save  discussion. 

The  President — I  will  read  the  motion  so  that  the  members  will  know  the  nature  of  it. 
The  notice  of  motion  proposes  to  empower  the  Registrar  to  consult  with  the  Solicitor  as  to 
the  best  means  to  adopt  in  collecting  the  arrears  due  this  Ccunoil.  Is  it  your  pleasure  that 
the  mover  be  allowed  to  withdraw  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin— All  Dr.  Brock  has  to  do  is  not  to  move  it,  and  it  drops. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the  by-law  to  appoint  a  Discipline 
Committee  be  now  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  was  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  for  the  consideration  of  the  by-law.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Douglas  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  clauses  1,  2  and  3,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  clause  4. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  the  first  blank  in  clause  4  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr.  J.  L. 
Bray,  of  Chatham. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  Chairman  read  clause  4,  with  the  blanks  filled  as  above  stated,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  adopted  in  com- 
mittee.    Carried. 

The  committee  arose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved, seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  by-law  be  now  read  a  third  time, 
passed,  nuuibered  and  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  tlie  seal  of  the  College. 

The  President  put  tlie  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  President  read  the  by-law  a  third  time. 
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By-Law  No.  — . 

Lender  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  directions  given  by  sub-section  2  of  section  35 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897,  chapter  176,  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  The  committee  appointed  under  the  provisions  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  sub- 
section shall  consist  of  three  members,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

2.  The  said  committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed,  provided  that  any  member  of  such  committee  appointed  in  any  year  shall  continue 
to  be  a  member  of  such  committee,  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  therein,  until 
all  business  brought  before  them  during  the  year  of  office  has  been  reported  upon  to  the 
Council. 

3.  The  committee  under  said  section  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Discipline. 

4.  Dr.  J.  L.  Bray  (Chatham,  Ont.),  Dr.  V.  H.  Moore  (Brockville,  Ont.),  Dr.  CI.  T. 
Campbell  (London,  Ont.)  are  hereby  appointed  the  committee  for  the  purposes  of  said  section. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emory,  that  the  names  of  physicians  who  have 
been  erased  from  Register  on  account  of  nonpayment  of  assessments  and  who  may  be  rein- 
stated shall  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Announcement  following  such  reinstatement,  together 
with  the  names  of  all  who  have  been  registered  since  the  publication  of  the  last  edition  of 
the  Medical  Register. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — Part  of  that  is  provided  for  already  in  the  resolution  which  was  passed 
a  few  years  ago,  to  which  Dr.  Williams  called  attention  ;  and  I  thought  it  well  just  to  incor- 
porate the  two  together  as  one  definite  instruction. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  like  to  ask  the  Registrar  how  he  keeps  the  Register,  in  so 
far  as  names  that  are  struck  off  are  concerned.  In  a  court  of  law  I  understand  that  any  man 
whose  name  is  on  this  Register  is  considered,  a  legally  registered  practitioner.  Has  the 
Registrar  some  book  independent  of  this  printed  Register  which  is  supposed  to  be  more  accu- 
rate ?  I  would  like  to  have  some  information  as  to  how  our  Register  is  kept.  In  a  court  of  law 
this  printed  Register  is  regarded  as  a  lawful  record  of  those  who  are  entitled  to  practise ;  but 
if  some  of  them  are  cut  of!"  how  is  it  to  be  known  in  a  court  of  law  whether  these  people  are 
struck  oflF  the  list  or  are  still  on  ? 

The  President — I  have  a  manuscript  Register  that  I  can  erase  them  from ;  but  of  course 
they  would  not  be  erased  from  that  printed  Register  if  they  were  still  on  the  manuscript 
register  when  that  was  printed. 

Dr.  Moore — And  the  Registrar  has  not  got  the  Registers  that  have  gone  out. 
Dr.  Bray — This  printed  Register  is  not  accepted  as  the  true  Register  ;  if  there  is  a  case 
before  the  courts  the  Registrar   is   generally  summoned  to  produce  the  Register  which  is 
taken.     I  think  that  in  any   important  case  they  wouldn't  accept  the  printed  Register  in 
court,  but  would  summon  the  Registrar  of  this  Council  to  produce  the  original  Register. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  it  has  already  been  settled  to  some  extent  ;  in  the  courts  of  law  the 
question  is  generally  put  to  a  medical  man  as  to  his  standing;  and  he  is  also  nearly  always 
asked  if  he  is  a  legally  registered  practitioner,  and  can  he  produce  the  certificate  of  the 
annual  payment  signed  by  the  President  and  having  the  seal  of  the  Council  on  it;  they 
usually  ask  that  in  a  case  in  court.  If  a  medical  man  is  suing  his  account  he  has  to  produce 
his  certificate,  with  his  statement  of  the  taritf  of  fees,  signed  by  the  President  and  with  the 
seal  of  the  Council  attached  ;  in  the  same  way  you  have  to  produce  your  annual  certificate 
that  you  have  paid  your  fees  during  the  past  year.  In  reference  to  the  medical  men  con- 
nected with  life  insurance  it  is  a  question  what  would  be  the  result  of  striking  a  man  off  the 
list  without  notifying  the  insurance  companies  and  others  that  the  man  has  been  struck  off, 
because  if  he  was  struck  ofi"  he  would  not  be  legally  registered  in  this  Province  and  could 
not  sign  a  certificate. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  my  statement  a  moment  ago  is  correct,  as  you  will  find  from 
the  Act  which  says,  "The  Registrar  of  the  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Council  cause  to  be  printed  and  published  a  correct  Register  of  the  names  ni 
alphabetical  order,  according  to  the  surnames,  with  the  respective  residences  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  Schedule  C  to  this  Act,  or  to  the  like  efi'ect,  together  with  the  medical  titles,  diplomas 
and  qualification-. 8  with  the  dates  thereof,  of  all  persons  appearing  on  the  Register  as  exist- 
ing on  the  day  of  publication  ;  and  such  Register  shall  be  called  '  The  Ontario  Medical 
Register,'  and  a  copy  of  such  Register  for  the  time  being  purporting  to  be  printed  and  pub- 
lished as  aforesaid,  shall  he  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts,  and  before  all  Justices  of  the 
Peace  and  others,  that  the  persons  therein  specified  are  registered  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  x\ct,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  2  of  this  section,  the  absence  of  the 
name  of  any  person  from  such  copy  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  person  is  not 
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registered  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act."  So  that  it  is  evident  in  a  court  of  law 
that  if  a  name  appears  on  tnis  printed  Register  it  is  to  be  reg-dTded  a,8  prima  facie  evidence 
that  that  man  is  registered,  so  that  if  a  man  has  been  struck  off  it  would  be  necessary  that 
the  Register  should  be  there  to  prove  that,  I  presume.  All  I  want  to  get  at  is  that  our 
Register  is  kept  absolutely  correct  ;  so  that  there  would  be  no  mistake  in  a  court  of  law. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  judge  in  the  county  in  which  I  reside  accepts  that  as  pWma /aa'e 
evidence  ;   but  he  wants  the  positive  evidence  of  the  annual  certificate. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  annual  certificate  might  not  be  sufficient,  because  a  man  might 
have  his  annual  certificate  and  the^  be  struck  off. 

Dr.  Dickson — Yes  ;  inasmuch  as  the  certificate  is  evidence  that  he  has  paid  his  fees  and 
is  in  good  standing. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Supposing  a  man  pays  his  fee  in  January  or  the  first  of  the  year, 
and  then  is  struck  off,  that  certainly  would  not  be  sufficient. 

Dr.  Dickson— It  would  be  all  the  evidence  available,  I  presume. 

Dr.  Moore — The  judge  in  the  county  where  I  reside  does  not  ask  for  the  certificate  at 
all  ;  he  asks  you  to  swear  you  are  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  ;  and  when  you  are 
signing  a  certificate  for  insanity  you  have  to  certify  you  are  a  legally  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner ;  and  in  cases  of  deaths  you  have  to  certify  to  that,  and  not  only  that,  but  you  have 
to  swear  to  it.     He  doesn't  require  anything  further  than  your  oath. 

Dr.  Williams — Section  58  says,  "  In  all  cases  where  proof  of  registration  under  this; 
Act  is  required  to  be  made  the  production  of  a  printed  or  other  copy  of  the  Register  certified 
I  under  the  hand  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  for  the  time  being  shall  be  sufficisnt  evidence  of 
all  persons  who  are  registered  practitioners,  in  lieu  of  the  production  of  the  original  Register  ; 
and  any  certificate  upon  such  printed  or  other  copy  of  the  Register,  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  any  person  in  his  capacity  of  Registrar  of  the  Council  under  this  Act  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  such  person  is  the  Registrar,  without  any  proof  of  his  signature  or  of  his 
being  in  fact  the  Registrar." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Pardon  me  for  saying  one  word  more  ;  Dr.  Thornton  has  told  me 
this  moment  that  a  judge  in  Picton  absolutely  refuses  to  take  this  as  the  Register  because 
Dr.  Pyne's  name  was  not  at  the  end  of  it. 

Dr.  Thornton — Because  his  written  name  was  not  at  the  end  of  it ;  his  name  is  in  print 
there.  ^ 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  a  formal  by-law  that  I  want  to  push  through  in  the  Council  fur 
the  purpose  of  wiping  out  a  number  of  by-laws  that  have  become  obsolete.  I  move,  seconded 
by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  this  by-law  be  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  stated  the  motion  as  follows :  Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr. 
McLaughlin,  that  by-law  No.  —  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  the  by-law  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  second 
time  and  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  the  by-law  a  second  time. 

Council  in  Committtee  of  the  Whole ;  Dr.  Henderson  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  1  to  repeal  by-law  No.  74,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as 
read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  2  to  repeal  by-law  No.  80. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  was  under  the  impression  we  should  retain  this  part  of  by-law 
No,  80  fixing  the  salary,  and  then  all  we  would  have  to  do  each  year  would  be  to  nominate 
the  oflicer  just  as  we  had  done  before.  I  think  that  should  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
first  clause  of  No.  80. 

On  motion  this  clause  of  the  by-law  was  amended  in  accordance  with  Dr.  McLaughlin's 
suggestion,  and  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  3  to  repeal  by-law  No.  81,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  4  to  repeal  by-law  No.  85,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  5  to  repeal  by-law  No.  88,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  6  to  repeal  by-law  No.  87. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— When  a  byrlaw  is  passed  only  for  one  year,  and  when  its  work  is 
accomplished,  why  does  it  not  die  and  disappear  from  cur  books? 

Dr.  Campbell — It  should,  but  it  does  not. 

Dr.  Emory — I  think  when  a  by-law  is  introduced  that  it  has  to  be  introduced  every 
year  because  the  first  clause  in  that  by-law  is  that  such  and  such  a  by-law  is  hereby  repealed 
and  such  a  by-law  introduced. 
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Dr.  Macdonald — Before  repealing  this  by-law  I  would  ask  if  every  medical  man  in  the 
country  has  complied  with  the  by-law  fixing  the  annual  fee  for  that  year  ;  if  not,  and  if  we 
should  repeal  this  by-law,  will  we  have  any  power  to  deal  with  those  in  arrears  for  that 
year  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — That  is  a  point  I  hadn't  thought  of. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  just  wanted  to  know  that  point.      We  could  repeal  those  by-laws, . 
but  as  I  understand  them  they  are  made  for  the  year  ;  and  if  we  repeal  by-law  87  the  ques- 
tion is,  have  we  any  power  to  deal  with  those  who  have  not  complied  with  that  by-law. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  doubt  very  much  if  we  have  ;  if  we  repeal  it  we  must  do  something 
that  will  cover  the  ground. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  by-law  creates  a  debt,  and  the  moment  the  by-law  is  brought 
into  existence  the  individual  becomes  indebted  to  the  Council  for  $2.00.  I  do  not  think  the 
repealing  of  the  by-law  removes  the  debt. 

Dr.  Williams— My  opinion  is  the  same  as  Dr.  McLaughlin's,  that  the  by-law  simply 
creates  the  debt,  and  I  do  not  think  the  creating  power  has  anything  to  do  with  its  existence 
afterwards. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Not  only  that,  but  the  debt  is  created  in  that  year,  and  in  the 
records  of  the  Council  we  have  the  by-law,  and  in  a  court  of  law  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  turn 
up  the  by-law  for  the  year  in  which  the  debt  was  made  and  then  I  think  you  would  have 
everything  the  law  would  require. 

Dr.  Campbell — If  there  is  any  doubt  about  it  I  wouldn't  like  to  see  the  by-law  repealed. 
If  there  is  any  doubt  about  it  we  had  better  let  it  stand. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Could  we  not  meet  the  difficulty  in  this  way  by  saying  these  by-laws 
shall  not  be  printed.  I  presume  the  principal  object  Dr.  Campbell  has  in  view  is  to  disen- 
cumber this  document  from  this  printing  ;  and  if  they  would  disappear  each  year  with  the 
year  in  which  they  are  passed  there  is  no  need  to  repeal  them,  for  then  you  would  be  per- 
fectly safe  on  a  legal  ground.  My  idea  is  to  have  just  a  general  notice  that  all  these  by-laws 
disappear. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  it  is  very  requisite  we  should  have  those  by  laws  printed,  because 
many  times  we  have  been  looking  for  by-laws,  years  ago,  before  they  were  printed,  and  we 
did  not  know  where  they  were  and  could  not  find  them.  If  there  is  any  doubt  about  it,  let 
us  have  a  legal  opinion  ;  we  can  leave  this  thing  in  abeyance  till  to-morrow,  and  have  a  legal 
opinion  on  it,  and  know  where  we  are  at.  I  think  it  is  very  necessary  we  should  have  the 
by-laws  ;  before  we  had  them  we  had  to  run  to  the  Registrar  and  ask  him  the  number  of  the 
by-law  and  have  him  turn  it  up.     Let  us  keep  those  which  are  in  order  before  us. 

Dr.  McLaughxin — I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  in  my  mind,  where  we  have  a  by-law 
created  for  a  year,  that  by-law  stands  for  all  purposes  for  that  year,  and  any  repealing  won't 
have  any  effect  upon  it  ;  and  if  it  is  simply  dropped  from  being  printed,  we  would  be  saved 
from  any  further  trouble.  I  think  these  by-laws  should  not  be  printed  from  year  to  year  ;  I 
do  not  think  we  need  a  motion;  but  simply  let  it  be  understood  by  the  committee  that  these 
obsolete  by-laws  be  not  printed,  and  we  can  get  ourselves  into  no  legal  difficulty. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Instead  of  our  moving  to  repeal  these  by-laws  dealing  with  this  par- 
ticular question,  if  we  merely  had  the  Registrar  instructed  not  to  jmnt  these  by-laws  that 
refer  to  that  particular  thing  year  by  year  it  should  be  sufficient. 

Dr.  Moore — It  is  a  great  inconvenience  not  to  have  these  by-laws  before  us  ;  with  that 
in  view,  and  as  we  have  now  evidently  run  against  a  snag  that  we  are  not  sure  of,  I  would 
move  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  we  go  on  printing  the  by-laws  from  year  to  year,  and  this  Council 
ever  becomes  venerable,  we  will  require  a  big  book  to  hold  them. 

Dr.  Moore — We  have  struck  one  we  are  not  certain  about.  Let  us  get  a  legal  opinion 
about  it,  and  probably  then,  by  a  simple  resolution,  we  can  deal  with  it. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Moore's  motion,  That  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  again,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  committee  rose  and  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and  leave  granted  to  sit  again. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  the  by-law  to  appoint  an  Executive 
Committee  be  now  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

Dr.  Douglas  read  the  by-law  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  Uie  by-law  be  read  a  second  time 
and  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Carried. 

Dr.  Douglas  read  the  by-law  a  second  time. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  Dr.  Bray  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Bray  read  clause  No.  1  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved  that  the  blanks  be  filled  in  with  the  names  of  the  President,  Dr. 
Britton  ;  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Dickson  ;  and  Dr.  Henderson.     Carried. 
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The  Chairman  read  the  preamble  as  follows  :  "  Whereas,  power  has  been  granted  to 
the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  by  authority  of 
the  Medical  Act  of  1897  ;  be  it  therefore,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted.'' 

Dr.   McLaughlin — It  is  not  by  the  Act  of  1897,  but  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1897. 

Dr.  Douglas — That  is  the  form  in  which  it  was  passed  last  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  was  not  right,  because  it  was  not  under  the  Statute  of  1897  at 
all,  but  under  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  chapter  176,  clause  15.  I  move  that  the 
preamble  be  so  amended. 

Dr.  ijRAY  read  the  preamble  as  amended  as  follows:  "Whereas  power  has  been 
granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  by 
authority  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario  of  1897,  chapter  176,  clause  15  ;  be  it  there- 
fore and  it  is  hereby  enacted. " 

On  motion,  the  preamble  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  amended.  Carried. 

The  committee  arose.     The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  by-law  as 
amended  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  third  time,  adopted,  signed,  numbered 
and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  have  been  in  the  habit  of  using  those  words  ;  but  I  think, 
under  the  revised  rules,  that  we  do  not  require  to  do  anything  but  move  the  third  reading. 
Our  by-law  now  provides  that  "  Each  clause,  the  title  and  the  preamble  shall  be  considered 
and  passed  upon  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  bill  shall  be  read  a  third  time  in  Council, 
signed  by  the  President  and  Registrar,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal."  I  think  it  is 
evident  from  that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  move  the  third  reading,  and,  according  to  our 
rules,  the  other  must  follow.  It  will  save  a  little  writing  on  our  motions  if  we  simply  move 
the  third  reading  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Douglas — Then  I  would  move  the  third  reading  of  the  by-law  to  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Lane — I  will  second  that. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  by-law  was  read  a  third  time  in  Council,  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Regis- 
trar, and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

By-law  No.  — . 

To  Appoint  an  Executive  Committee. 

Whereas  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  by  authority  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario  of  1897,  chapter

all  we  want  is  a  simple  motion.  Page  xxxiv. ,  section  3,  clause  2,  says  :  ' '  The  first  business 
after  the  organization  of  the  Council  and  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  nominate  the  standing  committees  ; "  and  amongst  other  committees,  it 
says  :  "Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,'' and  "a  Committee  on  Discip- 
line, consisting  of  three  members."  If  this  can  be  done  without  a  by-law,  it  simplifies  our 
procedure  a  good  deal. 

Dr.  RooME — Is  that  in  reference  to  the  annual  fee  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  in  reference  to  the  appointment  of  an  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  RooME — I  am  moving  that  an  annual  fee  be  fixed. 

The  President — The  by-law  appointing  the  Executive  Committee  has  been  read  a 
third  time  and  disposed  of. 

Moved  by  Dr,  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  by-law  No.  — ,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  levying  the  annual  fee,  be  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the

Dr.  RooME  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  rej)ort. 

The  committee  arose.     The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell — On  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  I  report  by-law  No.  —  as 
having  been  considered  and  adopted  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  RooME  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  third  time. 
Carried. 

The  by-law  was  read  a  third  time  in  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  and  Regis- 
trar and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal.

Dr.  Sangster — What  is  the  application  ? 
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Dr.  Campbell — To  be  registered  as  a  matriculate. 

On  motion,  clause  9  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clauses  10  and  11,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  12. 

Dr.  Sangstee. — Is  that  a  similar  case  to  the  last  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — No.  Mr.  Levine  was  entitled  to  be  registered  up  till  last  November  ; 
his  qualification  expired  in  November,  and  he  had  overlooked  the  fact  that  he  should 
register.  He  was  engaged  in  the  studies,  but  overlooked  the  fact  that  he  should  have  regis- 
tered by  the  first  of  November. 

Dr.  Sangster — These  that  you  have  dealt  with  so  far  are  cases  that  have  heretofore 
come  before  the  Education  Committee.  I  do  not  know  how  they  have  got  before  the  Regis- 
tration Committee  this  year. 

Dr.  Britton — The  duties  of  the  Registration  Committee  shall  be  to  look  after  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  registration  of  matriculates  or  licentiates  ;  and  the  duties  of  the 
Education  Committee  are  restricted  to  matters  of  curriculum. 

Dr.  Sangster — But  the  Education  Committee  has  dealt  with  cases  precisely  like  these 
in  this  present  session. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  are  now  acting  under  rules  adopted  last  session.  Perhaps  Dr. 
Sangster  has  not  looked  at  this  particular  section — section  3 — which  reads  as  follows  :  "  The 
Registration  Committee  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  applications  for  registration  as 
matriculates  or  practitioners.  It  shall  also  examine  the  registers  pertaining  to  the  same, 
and  all  matters  generally  concerning  registration."  I  think  our  rules  adopted  last  year 
clearly  put  it  under  the  duties  of  the  Registration  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  think  I  have  referred  any  of  this  class  to  the  Education  Com- 
mittee of  this  year  ;  if  I  did,  I  made  a  mistake. 

Dr.  Sangster — My  only  object  in  speaking  is  that  all  the  cases  of  the  same  kind  should 
be  referred  to  one  committee  or  to  the  other  committee  ;  they  should  be  looked  into,  so  as 
to  make  no  mistake  in  remitting  similar  cases  to  different  committees. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  that  has  been  done,  so  far  as  my  humble  ability  allowed  me  to 
do  it. 

On  motion,  clause  12  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  13. 

Dr.  Sangster — What  is  his  application  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — Mr.  Pringle  was  a  practitioner  in  the  Rainy  River  District,  the  disputed 
land,  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  ;  he  was  entitled  under  the  legislation,  I  believe,  to 
register  under  the  Ontario  Act ;  but  he  neglected  to  become  registered,  and  now  makes 
application. 

On  motion,  clause  13  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  14. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  like  to  point  out  to  the  committee  now,  for  our  future  guid- 
ance, that  the  proper  committee  to  deal  with  this  is  the  Discipline  Committee.  If  you  will 
look  f\t  clause  35  of  the  Medical  Act  you  will  see  it  reads  as  follows :  "The  Council  shall,  for 
the  purpose  of  exercising  in  any  case  the  powers  of  erasing  from  or  restoring  to  the  Register 
the  name  of  any  person."  This  gentleman  applies  to  be  restored  to  the  Register,  and 
evidently,  by  the  Act,  the  committee  that  should  deal  with  him  is  the  Discipline  Committee, 
I  should  think. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  it  will  save  time  not  to  refer  it  to  the  Discipline  Committee. 

On  motion,  clause  14  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  clause  15,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  re^d. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Registration  Committee.     Carried. 

The  committee  arose.     The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  report  of  the  Registration  Committee  be  adopted.     Carried.

to  investigate  the  charges  of  unprofessional  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  said  H.  E.  Sheppard. 

Dr.  Emory — Moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  the  Discipline  Committee  of  this 
Council  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  investigate  the  charges  of  unprofessional  conduct 
against  Dr.  Herbert  E.  Sheppard,  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Henry — What  was  he  guilty  of  ? 

Dr.  Bray — He  formed  a  partnership  with  a  man  who  alleged  he  cured  cancers  ;  they 
killed  a  patient  and  were  tried  for  manslaughter  but  were  not  convicted.  The  Prosecutions 
Committee  had  charge  of  this  and  they  recommended  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Discipline  Committee  in  regard  to  Dr.  Sheppard  on  the  charge  of  unprofessional  conduct  in 
forming  an  alliance  with  a  cancer  quack. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Finance  Committee's  report. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Roome,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Geikie  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Moved  that  the  report  be  read  clause  by  clause.     Carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  clauses  1  and  2  of  the  report  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  3a. 

Dr.  Williams — I  wish  to  call  attention  to  that  matter,  whether  or  not  you  expect  to  get  a 
man  who  will  look  after  unlicensed  practitioners  for  his  own  pleasure.  I  take  some  exception 
to  that  in  this  way,  that  we  can't  expect  a  man  to  go  there  and  look  after  unlicensed  prac- 
titioners as  a  matter  of  pleasure  ;  he  must  get  his  remuneration  in  some  way.  If  the  Council 
does  not  pay  we  must  state  how  he  is  to  get  his  pay.  There  is  no  man  going  to  look  after 
this  for  us  without  pay  ;  and  if  he  is  to  get  his  pay  out  of  the  fines  we  should  so  state. 

Dr.  Bray — We  have  a  prosecutor  now  appointed  by  the  Council  who  receives  a  salary  ; 
it  is  impossible  for  him  to  go  up  to  that  far  distant  portion  of  the  province  without  great 
expense,  and  we  thought  he  could  make  some  arrangement  with  some  man  up  there  and  let 
that  man  receive  the  fines.     I  think  there  is  no  doubt  he  could  get  a  man  up  there. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Such  a  man  has  been  appointed  by  our  public  prosecutor. 

Dr.  Henry — I  think  that  is  in  the  right  direction.  I  have  always  entertained  the  view 
that  it  is  impossible  for  the  prosecutor  to  be  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  once  ;  he 
can't  travel  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other  for  $650  a  year  ;  and  I  think  it  would 
be  better  to  do  as  the  late  Mr.  AVasson  did  on  several  occasions,  that  is,  appoint  good  men 
in  the  different  counties  ;  in  my  division,  in  the  County  of  Bruce,  he  had  a  good  man  who 
used  to  look  out  sharply  and  clean  out  all  the  travelling  quacks,  and  he  only  participated  in 
three-fourths  of  the  fines.  I  think  a  local  man  who  does  that  should  get  the  whole  tine,  and 
then  he  will  look  more  sharply  after  this  work.  I  do  not  think  it  is  right  to  expect  our 
prosecutor  to  go  all  over  at  the  small  salary  he  gets.  We  must  remember  that  when  we  had 
a  good  man  before  we  paid  him  $2,000,  before  Mr.  Wasson  was  appointed,  and  he  did  the 
work  well. 

Dr.  Bray — Since  I  spoke  I  have  been  told  that  the  prosecutor  has  done  this  not  only  in 
the  district  referred  to  but  in  other  parts  of  the  province.  I  know  in  my  district  we  had  a 
man  there,  and  if  we  had  anything  to  do  he  would  go  and  do  it.  I  quite  agree  with  Dr. 
Henry  that  a  local  man  should  receive  the  whole  of  these  fines,  for  I  think  with  him  it 
would  make  the  local  man  more  energetic,  and  our  prosecutor  certainly  cannot  be  in  two  or 
three  different  parts  of  the  province  at  the  same  time.  Dr.  Birdsall  complains  he  has  no 
protection  up  there,  and  I  think  he  should  be  protected.  We  can  add  to  the  report  how  the 
local  men  should  be  paid. 

Dr.  Williams — I  moved  that  there  be  an  addition  there,  that  the  local  man  receive  his 
compensation  from  the  fines  imposed,  and  let  it  be  a  matter  of  bargain  between  him  and  our 
prosecutor. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  just  rise  to  ask  whether  there  is  any  danger  of  the  Council  being 
regarded  as  responsible  for  the  court  fees  or  magistrate's  fees  in  these  cases  ?  In  the  case 
of  our  own  prosecutor  I  understand  that  there  is  a  Committee  on  Prosecutions  that  advises 
him  to  go  on  or  not  to  go  on  ;  but  in  these  cases  at  that  far  distance  the  man  would  be  left 
very  much  to  his  own  intuition  in  the  matter,  and  he  might  involve  the  Council  incidentally 
in  large  expenses,  that  is,  if  he  didn't  pay  the  court  fees  out  of  his  own  pocket,  the  court 
would  look  to  somebody  for  it,  and  perhaps  look  to  the  Council. 

Di;.  Douglas — I  rise  to  ask  the  further  question,  whether  the  Council  has  the  power  to 
hand  to  the  local  man,  who  might  be  appointed  in  any  particular  locality,  the  whole  fine.  I 
think  we  have  an  arrangement  with  our  public  prosecutor,  and  it  is  with  him  the  (]uesti(m 
rests  of  making  a  special  arrangement  with  some  man  in  some  special  locality,  and  I  think 
that  that  portion  of  the  affair  is  out  of  our  jurisdiction  altogether. 

Dr.  VViLLiAMS — I  think  the  report  is  in  harmony  with  that. 

Dr.  Douglas— As  long  as  it  is  properly  understood,  and  we  are  not  now  interfering 
with  a  previous  arrangement  with  the  public  j)rosecutor,  I  am  satisfied  ;  but  I  think  tlie 
thing  should  ))e  left  to  the  prosecutor  and  that  with  him  rests  the  res])onsibility.  As  far  as 
the  Prosecutions  Committee  is  concerned,   when  cases  are  brouglit  before  that  committee, 
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our  prosecutor  is  then  consulted,  and  there  is  combined  responsibility  ;  but  in  the  case  of  a 
prosecution  occurring  in  some  other  locality,  in  which  a  local  man  has  been  selected,  our 
prosecutor  is  responsible  for  the  actions  of  that  man  ;  and  as  I  understand  the  working  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Council  any  arrangement  that  is  entered  into  must  be  entered  into  between 
our  prosecutor  and  the  man  in  that  particular  locality,  and  the  Council  has  no  right  to 
arrange  whether  he  shall  have  the  whole  fine  or  part  of  the  fine,  because  the  Council  has 
already  disposed  of  that  portion  of  it  in  its  agreement  with  the  public  prosecutor. 

The  Chairman — Perhaps  the  matter  might  be  met  by  Dr.  Williams  modifying  his  motion 
a  little  bit,  to  provide  that  the  expenses,  including  all  court  expenses,  should  be  paid  from 
the  fines. 

Dr.  Williams — Let  that  stand  with  the  prosecutor  just  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  an  arrangement  between  the  public  and  the  local  prosecutors 
by  which  the  local  prosecutor  can  take  no  action  unless  and  until  he  communicates  with  the 
public  prosecutor,  who  submits  the  matter  to  the  Prosecutions  Committee  to  advise  ;  so  that 
the  Council  is  perfectly  protected  in  that  way  outside  just  as  much  as  in  Toronto. 

Dr.  Bray — As  I  understand  it,  our  public  prosecutor  does  not  submit  every  case  to  the 
Prosecutions  Committee  at  all  ;  but  where  he  sees  he  has  a  good  case  he  goes  on  with  it,  and 
if  he  fails  he  pays  the  costs  himself.  It  is  only  in  cases  where  there  is  a  doubt  in  his  mind 
whether  he  will  succeed  or  not  that  he  consults  the  Prosecutions  Committee.  He  presents  to 
that  committee  his  case,  and  if  the  committee  advises  him  to  go  on  and  he  fails,  then  the 
Council  has  to  pay  the  expenses.  The  public  prosecutor,  when  he  makes  arrangements  with 
anybody  else,  any  other  detective,  or  whoever  he  may  be,  has  to  do  it  on  his  own  responsi- 
bility, and  if  his  man  fails,  our  prosecutor  pays  the  costs  himself  ;  we  have  nothing  to  do 
with  it.  It  is  only  in  the  case  where  the  Prosecutions  Committee  directs  him  to  go  on  and 
he  fails  that  the  Council  is  responsible.     Is  that  not  correct,  Mr.   Registrar  ? 

The  Registrar — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  do  you  propose  to  leave  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  our  prose- 
cutor and  let  him  make  arrangements  with  some  person  in  the  territory  referred  to  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  we  do  not  need  to  make  any  provision  at  all. 

Dr.  Bray — Somebody  asked  whether  the  Council  would  be  responsible  for  the  costs  and 
fees.  In  answer  to  that  I  will  read  from  the  Act,  section  61,  sub-section  2  :  "Any  person 
may  be  prosecutor  or  complainant  under  this  Act."  Anybody  may  inform  and  be  prose- 
cutor. 

Dr.  Douglas — We  have  an  arrangement  with  our  prosecutor  and  we  should  not  interfere. 

Dr.  Henry — I  do  not  see  that  we  should  relegate  our  authority  to  the  public  prose- 
cutor. The  Act  says  any  man  can  prosecute,  and  I  think  to  give  our  local  prosecutors  the 
full  fees  it  would  be  an  incentive  to  prosecute.  Our  prosecutor  might  be  called  away,  per- 
haps to  Pembroke,  and  I  think  in  that  contingency  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  local  man 
and  give  him  the  whole  fine.  That  man  will  meet  with  losses  and  many  cases  he  will  succeed 
in,  but  will  not  get  the  fines  ;  and  therefore  I  think  that  he  ought  to  have  the  full  fines  that 
are  collected  in  his  cases,  and  let  him  understand  that  whatever  expense  there  is  he  shall 
foot  it. 

Dr.  Moore — Do  I  understand  that  Dr.  Henry  expects  us,  after  having  appointed  a 
public  prosecutor  of  our  own,  to  whom  we  pay  a  salary  and  to  whom  we  give  the  fines  to 
induce  him  to  do  all  he  can  (because  the  salary  wouldn't  pay  him),  to  appoint  local  prose- 
cutors all  over  the  country  ? 

Dr.  Henry — At  no  expense  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Moore — That  would  be  making  them  ofticers,  and  I  think  we  ought,  in  justice  to 
our  public  prosecutor,  to  leave  the  matter  in  his  hands. 

Dr.  Henry — Do  you  exjject  that  that  man  can  perform  the  duties  all  over  the  province 
for  ^fJOO  ? 

Dr.  Moore — I  do.     He  covers  the  whole  province.     That  is  his  business,  and  he  does  it. 

Dr.  Glasgow — The  public  prosecutor  has  already  made  arrangements  in  different  divis- 
ions for  men  to  do  this. 

Dr.  Campbell — What  do  you  want  in  addition  to  the  clause  that  stands  there  ?  It  sim- 
ply gives  the  public  prosecutor  a  certain  amount  of  authority,  that  is,  it  authorizes  him  to 
appoint  somebody  else  in  places  where  he  can't  go,  and,  it  states,  without  expense  to  the 
Council.  That,  it  seems  to  me,  should  prevent  him  making  any  arrangement  with  a  man 
who  would  involve  this  Council  in  the  court  expenses  if  the  complaint  failed.  If  you  leave 
the  clause  just  as  it  is,  it  covers  all  the  ground  without  any  danger  to  the  Council  at  all. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  would  like  to  hear  the  clause  read  as  it  is  suggested  by  the  committee. 

Dr.  Henderson — It  says  :  "  The  communication  of  Dr.  Birdsall,  of  Fort  William,  re 
fees,  considered,  and  we  authorize  our  prosecutor  to  appoint  some  person  in  the  locality  to 
look  after  unlicensed  practitioners  in  that  locality,  at  no  expense  to  the  Council." 
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Dr.  McLauohli:^ — I  would  not  like  that.  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  assume  any 
responsibility.  I  think  that  is  part  of  the  duties  of  our  prosecutor  without  any  resolution  of 
this  Council  at  all.  The  next  thing  we  will  be  advising  him  to  do  this,  that  and  the  other, 
and  I  think  the  less  we  advise  him  the  better.  He  knows  his  duties,  and  he  knows  it  is  his 
duty  to  look  after  that  locality,  and  we  should  let  him  look  after  it  the  best  way  he  can.  The 
first  thing  we  know,  in  spite  of  that  little  clause  "  that  it  must  be  at  no  expense  to  the  Coun- 
cil," we  will  be  getting  into  trouble  with  the  expenses.  I  think  we  had  better  drop  that 
whole  clause  and  leave  matters  as  they  are.  We  have  already  provided  for  that  region,  just 
the  same  as  Peterborough,  Bowmanville,  and  everywhere  else. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  only  object  of  the  clause,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be  to  save  the 
Council  from  expense  where  the  prosecution  failed.  If  you  leave  it  to  the  prosecutor  as  it 
is,  then  the  Council  becomes  involved  to  the  prosecutor  in  court  fees  if  there  be  a  loss. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — ^.Suppose  I  instruct  my  servant  to  go  down  town,  and  tell  him  to  send 
a  joint  of  meat  from  the  butcher's,  but  the  joint  must  cost  nothing,  and  that  joint  comes  up, 
I  guess  I  must  pay  for  it.  And  so  it  would  be  if  we  instructed  our  prosecutor  that  he  must 
appoint  somebody  and  it  must  cost  nothing.     I  think  we  had  better  leave  it  alone. 

Dr.  Henry — Under  the  Act  any  person  can  prosecute  a  travelling  quack.  How  are  you 
going  to  get  over  that  ?  If  he  prosecutes  a  party  and  fails,  who  is  to  pay  the  expenses  in 
that  case  ? 

Dr.  Bray — He  does  it  on  his  own  responsibility. 

Dr.  Henry — The  law  doesn't  say  that. 

Dr.  Williams — Will  you  kindly  cause  the  clause  to  be  read,  Mr.  Chairman,  as  it  would 
be  if  the  amendment  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson — "The  communication  from  Dr.  Birdsall,  of  Fort  William,  re  fees, 
considered,  and  we  advise  our  prosecutor  to  appoint  some  person  to  look  after  unlicensed 
practitioners  in  that  locality,  at  no  expense  to  the  Council  ;  but  that  he  shall  receive  his 
remuneration  from  the  whole  fines  imposed." 

Dr.  Campbell — I  move  that  the  clause  be  stricken  out. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  beg  leave  to  move  an  amendment  to  that,  that  clause  3a  be  erased  and 
that  the  following  be  substituted  therefor  :  ' '  The  Council  recommends  that  the  Registrar  be 
instructed  to  inform  Dr.  Birdsall,  of  Fort  William,  that  the  Council  prosecutor  has  already 
made  arrangements  with  a  man  in  that  locality  to  look  after  unlicensed  practitioners."  I 
think  that  will  cover  the  whole  difiiculty.  That  will  erase  that  clause  and  eliminate  any  risk 
of  burden  or  expense  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  and  will  rest  the  responsibility  on  our  public 
prosecutor  ;  and  any  arrangement  he  may  make  with  the  man  in  the  locality  will  rest 
between  them. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  suggest  that  you  change  the  phraseology  of  that  to  something  like 
this  :  "  The  Council  learns  that  the  prosecutor  has  already  made  arrangements,"  and  so  on. 
That  would  preserve  the  Council  from  any  misunderstanding  that  they  had  instructed  the 
prosecutor  to  do  this.     Just  put  it,  "  The  Council  learns." 

Dr.  Glasgow — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  Dr.  Douglas'  amendment.  I  think  it 
is  quite  right  ;  and  the  public  prosecutor  has  already  put  a  man  there  to  do  this  work. 

Dr.  Lane— I  think  the  whole  arrangement  then  will  have  to  be  left  with  the  public  pro- 
secutor. As  I  understand  it,  if  the  public  prosecutor,  or  anybody  whom  he  may  appoint, 
brings  suit  on  behalf  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  and  fails  in  that 
suit,  they  will  not  look  to  the  public  prosecutor  at  all  if  the  public  prosecutor  be  worth 
nothing,  but  would  look  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and 
collect  the  costs  of  a  suit,  whatever  they  may  be,  in  the  case  of  failure.  I  think  in  the  case 
of  a  failure,  if  the  person  making  the  complaint  was  found  not  to  be  able  to  pay  the  costs, 
this  College  would  be  responsible,  because  our  public  prosecutor  is  only  a  servant  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  in  bringing  the  suit. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  would  like  to  read  my  motion  as  I  have  amended  it  :  Moved  by  Dr. 
Douglas,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  clause  3a  be  erased  and  the  following  be  substi- 
tuted therefor  :  That  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  inform  Dr.  Birdsall,  of  Fort  William, 
that  the  Council  understands  that  the  public  prosecutor  has  already  made  arrangements  with 
a  man  in  that  locality  to  look  after  unlicensed  practitioners. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Douglas'  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

On  motion  clause  3a,  as  amended,  was  adoj)ted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  3/>,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read, 

Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  3c. 

Dr.  Williams— We  had  a  ])y-law  passed  through,  I  think  under  the  authority  of  Dr. 
Campbell,  some  time  ago,  with  reference  to  the  remission  of  fees,  and,  as  I  recollect  it,  it 
applied  to  people  who  are  unable  to  pay  or  who  are  out  of  the  country. 

Dr.  Henderson— ^That  is  the  by-law  the  report  refers  to  when  it  says  wo  have  no  power 
to  grant  these  requests. 
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Dr.  Williams — Doesn't  it  cover  people  who  are  out  of  the  country  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — It  covers  all  cases  where  they  do  not  practise,  but  they  must  make  appli- 
cation at  the  time. 

Dr.  Williams — Make  application  when  out  of  the  country  ? 

Dr.  Campbell— When  he  applies  for  his  certificate — he  must  apply  for  his  certificate 
and  then  make  his  claim,  and  the  Registrar  will  send  him  a  certificate  when  he  is  satisfied 
the  claim  is  correct. 

Dr.  Saxgster — That  is,  he  must  claim  exemption  each  year  when  applying  for  his  cer- 
tificate ;  it  is  not  competent  to  remain  out  of  the  country  for  five  or  six  years  and  then  apply 
for  exemption. 

Dr.  Campbell — No. 

Dr.  Williams — I  know  a  person  who  was  appointed  a  missionary  in  India  and  was 
registered  before  she  left  here  ;  she  stayed  in  India  seven  years  and  I  would  ask  is  it  reason- 
able that  she  should  apply  each  year,  or  should  not  this  apply  at  the  end  of  the  seven  years, 
when  she  comes  back  ?  And  if  in  this  case  why  not  in  any  other  case  of  a  person  out  of  the 
country  absolutely  for  a  time  ?  I  think  that  by-law  should  apply  ;  I  do  not  think  it  should 
be  necessary  to  make  application  each  year.     I  think  the  by-law  should  be  amended. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  was  my  own  impression,  and  I  applied  the  first  year  I  was  here  in 
certain  cases.  One  particular  case  was  that  of  a  gentleman  who  had  been  out  of  the  province 
for  eleven  years,  and  he  was  asked  to  pay  for  eleven  years.  He  refused  to  pay  and  has  never 
paid.  He  has  not  practised  since  because  he  did  not  feel  justified  in  practising  when  he  was 
not  a  member  of  the  College.  The  matter  was  submitted  to  Mr  Osier — I  don't  know 
whether  it  was  a  verbal  expression  of  opinion  or  one  in  writing — and  as  I  was  very  much 
interested  in  it,  I  inquired  closely  ;  and  we  were  told  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  was  that  the 
"Council  had  no  power  to  legislate  in  a  case  of  that  kind,  and  the  only  way  in  which  a  man 
could  obtain  exemption  from  his  assessment  while  out  of  the  country  or  while  not  practising 
was  that  he  should  apply  each  year  to  the  Council  for  his  certificate  and  claim  exemption, 
stating  the  ground  on  which  he  claimed  exemption. 

Dr.  Bray — We  have  a  recommendation  here  that  would  be  on  the  line  of  what  is 
suggested  ;  it  is  in  clause  6  of  the  report,  which  says  :  "Recommended  that  in  the  case  of 
members  of  the  College  who  leave  the  province  for  a  number  of  years  and  subsequently 
return  to  engage  in  practice  in  the  province,  the  payment  of  the  annual  assessment  dues 
be  not  required  of  them,  provided  that  before  leaving  the  province  and  also  upon  return- 
ing to  the  same  they  notify  the  Registrar  in  writing  (by  registered  letter)  of  their  depar- 
ture and  return  at  the  time  of  said  departure  and  return. " 

Dr.  Sangster — Your  Council  has  decided  that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  do  anything 
of  that  kind. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  that  because  a  man  leaving  the  country  does 
not  write  to  the  Registrar  and  state  he  is  going  that  when  he  remains  away  for  a  number  of 
years  and  comes  back  he  must  pay  all  the  assessment  for  those  years. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  so  either. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  we  had  better  drop  this  now  and  have  a  by-law,  and  con- 
sider this  and  put  it  in  a  just  position.  When  a  man  is  out  of  the  province  he  is  receiving 
no  benefit  from  the  Council  or  the  College,  and  I  do  not  think  he  should  be  called  on  to  pay 
the  annual  assessment.  The  whole  thing  should  be  considered  ajnd  a  by-law  made  so  as  to 
make  it  just  and  fair. 

Dr.  Powell — I  happen  to  be  a  registered  practitioner  in  another  province  though  I  live 
in  Ontario  ;  if  I  do  not  pay  my  annual  assessment  to  that  other  province  I  will  be  struck 
off  their  Register  ;  I  have  to  keep  paying  in  that  other  province  to  keep  my  membership 
alive.     I   do  not  think  we  ought  to  do  it  in  Ontario. 

Dr.  Bray — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  McLaughlin  ;  I  think  it  is  a  great  hardship  indeed. 
In  the  case  of  this  missionary  who  has  gone  away  and  been  away  for  so  long,  just  because 
she  did  not  happen  to  notify  the  Registrar  she  was  going,  she  has  to  pay  fees  for  all  the  time 
she  was  absent  ;  and  then  if  a  practitioner  who  is  absent  does  notify  the  Registrar  unless  he 
does  it  every  year,  according  to  the  present  by-law,  it  would  be  of  no  efiect.  It  is  utterly 
impossible  for  some  people  to  notify  the  Registrar  every  year.  I  think  this  matter  had 
better  be  left  in  abeyance,  and  let  a  committee  go  into  the  matter  and  frame  a  by-law  that 
will  cover  all  these  cases,  and  not  only  such  cases,  but  the  cases  of  old  men  who  are  feeble 
and  not  able  to  practise  ;  because  it  seems  to  me  to  be  a  hardship  that  they  should  be  struck 
off  the  Register.  Let  us  appoint  a  committee  to  frame  a  by-law  that  will  cover  these 
matters. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Have  we  power  to  do  this  ? 

The  Chairman — Mr.  Osier  says  not. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  a  by-law  can  be  framed  to  cover  it. 
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Dr.  Campbell — Ihad  the  same  idea  some  other  members  have — I  wished  to  relieve  indigent 
members,  old  members  who  are  not  practising,  and  members  who  are  absent  from  the  pro- 
vince, not  only  of  annual  fees  but  arrears  and  everything  else.  This  matter,  when  I  first 
brought  it  up,  was  referred  to  the  solicitor,  who  drew  up  the  by-law,  and  by-law  No.  73,  as 
we  have  it  here,  on  page  xxv.,  was  drawn  up  in  Mr.  Osier's  office.  That,  we  were  informed, 
was  the  only  relief  that  we  could  give.  Under  the  Act,  section  44,  sub-section  1,  there  is 
provision  that  "Every  registered  medical  practitioner  shall  obtain  from  the  Registrar 
annually  before  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year,  a  certiHcate  under  the  seal  of  the 
College  that  he  is  a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner."  The  Act  says  he  must  apply 
each  year  for  his  certificate  and  the  by-law  based  upon  that  says  when  he  applies  to  the 
Registrar  for  his  certificate,  in  accordance  with  that  section,  the  Registrar  then  has  power 
to  send  him  his  certificate  without  the  fees,  provided  he  comes  within  the  purview  of  the 
earlier  part  of  the  by-law  which  relieves  from  the  payment  of  this  fee  persons  ''  who,  by 
reason  of  absence  from  the  provmce  or  for  any  other  reason  shall  in  no  way  practise  medi- 
cine, surgery,  and  midwifery  in  Ontario  during  the  year  for  which  such  annual  fee  may  be 
imposed."  This  opinion  of  which  I  speak  is  not  the  opinion  of  Mr.  H.  S.  Osier,  but  was 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier's  office  ;  and  that  was  all  the  relief  we  could  give  under  the  Act. 
If  the  Council  can  get  a  by-law  passed  which  will  be  intra  vires^  giving  greater  concessions 
to  those  parties  I  shall  be  very  glad  indeed,  because  that  is  what  I  wanted  myself. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  the  meantime  we  can  do  nothing  but  pass  that.  We  must  adopt 
that  at  present,  and  when  a  by-law  is  brought  in  to  remedy  the  difficulty  we  can  discuss  the 
whole  matter.  We  are  wasting  time  now,  because  we  will  have  to  go  over  the  whole  by-law 
again.  * 

On  motion  clause  3c  was  adopted  as  read. 
On  motion  clause  3d  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  RooME — In  case  we  adopt  these  recommendations  as  they  are,  and  make  a  change  in 
the  by-laws,  will  these  men  come  under  it  so  as  to  give  a  chance  of  relief  ?  Wouldn't  it  be 
better  to  allow  this  to  lie  over  until  that  by-law  is  passed. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  one  of  the  difficulties  we  have  to  contend  with,  but  I  don't 
think  it  can  be  laid  over.  I  fancy  it  is  such  a  serious  matter  you  will  have  to  consult  your 
solicitor,  and  that  by-law  will  have  to  be  made  retroactive — it  will  have  to  cover  the  cases  of 
these  members  whose  applications  we  are  refusing  now.  When  a  member  is  absent  from 
the  province  for  five  or  six  years,  and  comes  back  under  that  by-law  he  may  be  relieved, 
and  I  say  it  would  not  be  fair  unless  it  was  retroactive  and  it  would  not  cover  the  ground 
covered  by  us  to-day. 

Dr.  RooME — If  you  do  that  it  will  put  us  to  endless  trouble  ;  while  if  these  are  left  over 
until  we  pass  the  by-law  then  we  wouldn't  have  to  go  back  to  them. 
Dr.  McLaughlin — Can  we  pass  that  by-law  this  session  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — If  you  leave  it  over  then  his  request  is  not  granted  just  the  same. 
Dr.  Powell — Why  is  it  suggested  to  relieve  some  in  the  province  and  not  others  ? 
Dr.  Henderson — We  are  only  relieving  those  who  made  application. 
Dr<  Powell — I  understood  the  clause  to  say  "that  the  request  be  granted." 
Dr.  Henderson  read  clauses  3e,  3/,  3g,  4  and  5,  which  on  motion  were  adopted  as  read. 
Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  6  as  follows  :   "  Recommended  that  in  the  case  of  members 
who  leave  the  province  for  a  number  of  years,   and  subsequently  return   to  practise  in  the 
province  the  payment  of  the  annual  assessment  dues  be  not  required  of  them,  provided  that 
before  leaving  the  province,  and  also  upon  returning  to  the  same,  they  notify  the  Registrar 
in  writing  (by  registered  letter)  of  their  departure  and  return  at  the  time  of  said  departure 
and  return." 

Dr.  Campbell — Under  the  by-law  we  cannot  do  that,  much  as  we  might  like  to  ;  there- 
fore I  move  that  that  clause  be  stricken  out. 

On  motion,  clause  C  of  the  report  was  stricken  out. 
Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  7  of  the  report. 
Dr.  McLaughlin  —  What  is  that  ? 

Dr.  Bray — There  is  a  special  Act  of  Parliament  in  reference  to  the  vicinity  of  Niagara 
Falls,  under  which  all  the  fines  go  to  the  Ontario  Government  for  police  protection.  A  man 
was  fined  there,  and  correspondence  between  the  Registrar  and  the  Magistrate  went  on  for 
some  time,  but  finally  the  fines  had 'to  be  paid  in  to  the  Government.  There  is  a  lawyer's 
letter  accompanying  this,  pointing  out  whereby  the  Medical  Council  should  not  come 
under  that  Act  for  the  reason  that  any  prosecutions  we  had  were  no  expense  to  the 
Government,  and  we  did  not  use  their  police,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing.  There  is  a  confiict 
between  these  two  Acts,  and  this  report  recommends  that  the  matter  be  laid  before  the 
Attorney-General. 

On  motion,  clause  7  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  clause  8,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 
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Dr.  Henderson  read  the  Financial  Statement. 

Dr.  Henry — I  thought  I  heard  it  stated  a  short  time  ago  that  the  amount  of  the  annual 
dues  uncollected  was  over  $8,000  ;   how  do  you  make  it  $7,000  ? 

Dr.  Henderson — That  was  the  amount  the  Registrar  gave  me,  but  afterwards,  in  adding 
up,  he  found  it  was  $8,000. 

Dr.  Barrick — Before  we  pass  the  approximate  estimate  I  would  like  to  point  out 
something  here.  We  have  here,  in  the  estimates,  building  maintenance,  $5,117.30;  and  usually 
in  passing  the  estimates  the  committee  is  empowered  to  'expend  that  amount  of  money. 
Does  this  depart  from  the  usual  way  of  doing  business  ?  We  find  we  have  no  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  estimates,  but  in  referring  to  the  treasurer's  report  we  find  an  item  for  carpenters' 
repairs,  $281.00,  and  we  are  told  that  these  repairs  were  done.  Is  it  possible  that  there  are 
$281.00  worth  of  carpenter's  repairs  to  be  done  again  this  year  ?  We  have  also  "  plumbing, 
gas-fitting  and  steam-fitting,  $189.00,"  and  I  find  that  this  is  also  in  the  estimates  of  this 
year.  We  have  "painting,  glazing  and  paper-hanging,  $217.00."  If  those  have  all  been  done 
properly  is  it  possible  that  we  are  to  again  spend  $217.00  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Barrick  has  got  the  estimate  for  last  year,  which  is  $5,117  ;  our  estim- 
ate for  this  year  is  $4,200. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  are  the  estimates  ?  Are  those  not  the  estimates  that  have 
been  placed  on  our  table  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No ;  those  are  the  expenses  for  last  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— This  is  "  1900-01." 

Dr.  Bray — That  column  is  not  filled  in. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Why  have  we  not  that  estimate  ? 

Dr.  Bray — You  can't  have  the  estimate  until  after  the  Finance  Committee  brings  in  its 
report. 

Dr.  Henderson — Dr.  Barrick  asked  for  an  estimate  some  years  ago  and  we  have  given  it 
to  him. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  the  total  ? 

Dr.  Bray — $17,215.00  is  the  total  amount  of  the  estimates  for  expenditure,  and  we  have 
the  items  here. 

The  Chairman — The  report  having  been  gone  through  clause  by  clause,  are  we  not  a 
little  out  of  order  in  this  discussion  in  regard  merely  to  this  approximate  estimate  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No;  there  is  a  resolution  by  Dr.  Barrick  that  this  information  should  be 
given;  his  resolution  stated  that  this  information  must  be  laid  on  the  desl>  of  every  member  ; 
but  that  is  an  impossibility;  we  can't  give  the  estimate  until  the  committee  meets. 

The  Chairman — This  is  out  of  order,  because  we  can't  discuss  what  we  don't  know  any- 
thing about. 

Dr.  Emory — If  the  estimates  are  read  from  the  committee's  report  each  member  might 
put  down  the  items  in  the  blank  column. 

The  Chairman — It  is  a  mere  approximation. 

Dr.  Britton — I  move  that  the  approximate  estimate  be  read,  so  that  the  figures  may  be 
taken  down  and  not  have  a  blank  sheet  only  to  discuss. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  as  follows  :  Council  meeting  in  June,  1900,  $2,300  ;  stenographic 
report,  $135  ;  officers'  salaries:  Registrar,  $1,800  ;  Treasurer,  $400  ;  Prosecutor,  $600  ; 
Official  Prosecutor's  tines   $500. 

Dr.  Powell — What  is  the  reason  of  the  increase  ? 

Dr.  Henderson — According  to  the  report  of  the  prosecutor  this  year  they  are  much 
larger  than  in  previous  years  ;  the  present  prosecutor  puts  them  higher. 

Dr.  Bray — That  is  receipts;  you  should  put  the  expenditure  lower. 

Dr.  Campbell— Doesn't  the  prosecutor  take  the  fines  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Yes. 

Dr.  Campbell — Then  it  would  come  in  as  an  expenditure  and  a  receipt  as  well. 

Dr.  Powell — I  want  to  know  why  it  is  $500  this  year  and  $225  last  year. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order  ;  the  motion  before  the  Council  was  that  the 
estimates  be  read  in  detail  now,  and  this  I  hold  is  not  the  time  for  discussing  any  changes 
in  them,  until  after  the  reading  is  completed.     The  motion  is  simply  that  they  be  read  now. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  if  we  are  going  to  proceed  in  a  parliamentary  way  this  is 
perfectly  proper  ;  you  have  a  right  to  give  every  item,  and  if  there  is  an  increase  or  dimin- 
ution you  must  give  the  why  and  wherefore.  We  must  understand  what  we  are  doing  ;  and 
I  think  it  is  better  to  discuss  every  item. 

Dr.  Henry — I  think  it  is  right  and  proper  we  should  get  information.  I  want  to  know 
whether  the  Prosecutor  gets  the  fines  in  full  or  not. 

Dr.  Dickson — It  is  my  understanding  that  he  does. 

Dr.  Henry — The  Registrar  can  answer  that. 
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The  Registrar — In  the  year  ending  1899  the  prosecutor  was  paid  $225  ;  the  present 
estimate  is  $500,  because  the  present  prosecutor  has  increased  that  very  much.  Those  are 
fines  that  are  paid  to  the  Council  and  paid  back  to  the  prosecutor. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  really  a  cross  entry;  so  much  come  in  and  the  same  amount  goes  out. 

The  Registrar — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Does  the  prosecutor  take  the  finfes  and  pay  it  over  to  the  Council. 

The  Registrar — No  ;  under  the  Act  it  comes  to  the  Registrar  and  is  paid  by  the 
Registrar  to  the  Treasurer. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  the  prosecutor  gets  his  salary  of  $600  and  $500. 

The  Registrar—  If  he  is  energetic  and  makes  the  fines. 

Dr.  Henry — And  how  much  does  the  man  who  is  employed  by  the  prosecutor  to  do  the 
work  get. 

Dr.  Moore — That  is  a  matter  of  arrangement  between  the  prosecutor  and  the  local 
men. 

Dr.  Henderson  continued  reading:  "Discipline  Committee,  $300." 

Dr.  Bray  — I  think  that  is  a  little  high  ;  we  have  only  one  case. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  that  might  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Douglas — There  is  one  case. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  clause  may  be  left  as  it  is.  We  are  not  saying  they 
must  spend  that;  leave  it  $300,  and  if  there  is  less  than  that  so  much  the  better. 

Dr.  Henderson  continues  reading:  "Discipline  procedure,  $200;  prosecutions,  etc., 
$300  ;  legal  services,  general,  $25  ;  printing:  diplomas,  examination  papers,  circulars,  etc., 
$250;  Announcement  $350." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  put  that  down  $350  but  the  cost  of  work  and  the  cost  of  every- , 
thing  is  higher.  I  do  not  think  you  can  get  printing  done  as  cheaply  to-day  as  you  did  last 
year. 

Dr.  Bray — That  is  only  an  approximation  as  you  said  of  the  other.  We  may  save  it  on 
some  other  item. 

Dr.  Henderson  continues  reading:  "  Examinations,  general  expenses,  $225;  Spring, 
SI, 900  ;  Fall,  $650  ;  Auditors'  fee,  $40  ;  office  supplies.  Registrar,  $525  ;  office  supplies. 
Treasurer,  $15  ;  Interest  on  hiortgage,  $2,100  ;  bank  accommodation,  $400  ;  building  main- 
tenance, $4,200  ;  total,  $17,215. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  should  think  that  the  interest  on  the  mortgage  ought  to  be  re- 
duced by  $600. 

The  Chairman — We  hope  it  may  be. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  meant  by  "  bank  accommodation  "  ?  Is  that  interest  to  be 
paid  ?     What  rate  of  interest  are  you  paying  ? 

The  Registrar — Six  and  one-half  per  cent. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  a  high  rate. 

The  Registrar — For  the  class  of  security  they  wanted  7  per  cent.,  as  Dr.  Thor- 
burn  will  tell  you  ;  he  had  a  great  fight  to  get  it  reduced  to  6^  per  cent. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  know  men  doing  business  in  this  city  at  6  per  cent. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  different  security. 

Dr.  Powell — I  would  like  to  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  what  is  the  explanation  of  the  $300 
under  the  head  of  "Prosecutions." 

Dr.  Bray — The  Prosecutions  Committee  may  be  doubtful  about  cases  that  may  need  to 
be  prosecuted  and  this  Council  has  given  power  to  that  committee  to  instruct  the  prosecutor 
to  go  on  ;  and  if  there  is  a  bill  the  Council  has  to  pay  it.  That  is  an  approximate  cost  for 
these  cases  in  connection  with  prosecutions. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  amended,  and  that  the  committee  rise 
and  report.     Carried. 

The  committee  arose.      The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray  that  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
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Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

To  the   President   and  Members   of  the   Medical    Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

1.  Gentlemen, — Having  examined  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  as  certified  to  by  your, 
Auditor,  and  compared  them  with  those  of  the  Registrar,  we  find  them,  as  formerly,  to  be 
correct,  both  officers  of  your  body  performing  the  duties  assigned  them  very  efficiently. 

2.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  rooms  of  your  building  are  all  occupied 
with  two  exceptions,  at  a  fair  rental,  and  that  the  disbursements,  outside  the  maintenance, 
is  somewhat  less  than  last  year. 

3.  The  petitions,  complaints,  etc.,  submitted  or  referred  to  the  committee  for  the  cur- 
rent year  have  been  duly  considered,  and  we  recommend  as  follows  : 

(a)  That  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  inform  Dr.  Birdsall,  of  Fort  William,  that  the 
Council  understands  that  the  Public  Prosecutor  has  already  made  arrangements  with  a  man 
in  that  locality  to  look  after  unlicensed  practitioners. 

(6)  Dr.  H.  O.  Marten,  of  Toronto,  asking  for  non-enforcement  of  assessment  dues  on 
account  of  age  and  ill-health.  No  power  to  grant  request  until  he  complies  with  by-law  73 
of  Council. 

(c)  Dr.  Sutton,  of  Cooksville,  asks  for  a  refund  of  fees  of  $14.00  while  absent  from 
Ontario.     Not  granted,  as  we  have  no  power  to  do  so. 

(d)  Dr.  Alice  McGillivray  asks  also  to  be  relieved  from  fees  while  absent  eight  years  in 
the  United  States.     Not  granted. 

(e)  Dr.  R.  Tracey,  of  Belleville,  Ont.,  re  relief  from  dues  on  account  of  ill-health.  No 
power  to  grant  request. 

(/)  Request  of  Dr.  Hotson,  of  Parkhill,  to  be  relieved  from  payment  of  dues  from  1890 
to  1898,  as  he  was  not  practising  medicine  during  that  period.     Not  granted. 

(g)  Dr.  C.  E.  Knight,  10  North  Street,  Toronto,  requests  a  refund  of  registration  fees, 
as  he  gave  up  medicine,  and  is  now  a  minister  or  a  student  in  theology  at  Victoria  College. 
Not  granted. 

4.  Request  of  John  A.  Carscallen,  of  Northbrook,  who  asks  for  a  fifth  of  the  fine  for 
plaintiff",  which  was  imposed  and  collected  in  the  case  of  Queen  vs.  James  Lamb.  Request 
recommended  to  be  granted. 

5.  Dr.  Fife  Fowler's  account  for  acting  as  Deputy  Registrar  at  Kingston  during  last 
examination  to  be  paid. 

6.  The  communication  from  Medical  Association  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  pointing  out 
the  effect  of  the  two  Acts  of  Parliament  (the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  the  Act  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  public  in  the  vicinity  of  Niagara  Falls)  conflict  as  to  disposition  of 
fines  imposed  in  that  locality.  We  would  suggest  that  the  matter  be  laid  before  the  Attorney- 
General. 

7.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  sub-section  6  of  section  44  of  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario  of  1897,  entitled 
"The  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  that  after  such  provisions  have  been  carried  out,  he  notify 
all  whose  names  have  been  erased  of  the  provisions  of  sub-section  6  of  said  section  44,  and 
that  unless  they  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  said  last-mentioned  section  that  they 
are  liable,  under  section  46,  to  all  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  said  ' '  The  Ontario  Medical 
Act."

Drs.  Barrick,  Brock,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Geikie,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,. 
Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart,  Thorburn, 
Thornton,  Vernon. 

Shortly  afterwards  Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Dickson,  Glasgow,  Powell,  Robertson,  Sullivan,, 
and  Williams  entered  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes,  which,  on  motion,  were  confirmed  as  read,  and  signed 
by  Dr.  Brock,  the  Chairman. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  etc. 
None. 

Reception  of  Reports  of  Committees. 

Dr.  Douglas  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Complaints  Committee.  The  report 
was  received. 

Dr.  Barrick  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee.  The  report  was- 
received. 

Dr.  Williams  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration. 
The  report  was  received. 

Dr.  Dickson,  the  Vice-President,  here  entered  the  room  and  took  the  chair. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Douglas — To  introduce  a  motion  appointing  a  Committee  on  Prosecutions  to  confer 
with  the  public  prosecutor. 

1 
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Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Brock  moved  that  this  Council  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  to  the  dangerous  habit  of  signing  certificates.  Some  members  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  thoughtlessly  sign  certificates  of  which  improper  use  is 
made  to  impress  the  public  with  the  efficiency  of  certain  remedies  or  the  skill  of  the  indi- 
vidual who  asks  for  the  certificate,  and  this  Council  would  caution  such  members  of  the 
profession  that  they  are  liable  to  censure  for  unprofessional  conduct  by  the  various  medical 
associations. 

Dr.  Lane — I   will  second  that  motion. 

The  Vice-President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Brock — I  received  through  the  post  this  morning  a  paper  in  which  I  have  shown  to 
several  of  the  medical  men  present,  an  advertisement  of  a  travelling  professed  specialist 
on  the  eye,  one  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  ;  and  I  find 
that  several  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  have  given  this  man  certifi- 
cates of  his  ability  and  his  skill ;  and  in  consequence  of  these  he  travels  over  the  province, 
and,  I  have  no  doubt,  makes  a  great  deal  of  money  on  the  strength  of  these  certificates.  If 
these  certificates  are  worth  anything  they  will  be  sought  for  ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  they  are 
not  worth  anything  I  suppose  a  man  would  not  seek  for  them.  I  know  that  this  is  a  very 
wide  subject  and  would  probably  include  some  of  the  members  of  this  Council,  for  I  doubt  if 
there  are  many  of  us  who  have  not  signed  some  certificate  or  other  recommending  some 
proprietary  medicine,  especially  Fellows'  Hypophosphites.  I  suppose  hundreds  of  signa- 
tures are  attached  to  the  certificates  for  that.  But  I  think  it  is  a  very  reprehensible  prac- 
tice, and  I  do  not  care  how  eminent  a  man  is  in  the  profession,  he  has  no  right  to  sign  a 
certificate  in  regard  to  the  benefits  received  from  any  proprietary  medicine.  It  seems  to  me, 
while  this  Council  cannot  do  anything  beyond  expressing  this  opinion  ;  we  might,  if  we  could, 
bring  them  under  the  Discipline  Committee  ;  but  that  I  suppose  we  could  not  do  in  this  case, 
would  ask  the  Council  to  support  this  motion,  so  that  the  profession  will  have  a  knovv^ledge 
of  what  we  consider  is  right  and  proper  to  do  under  the  circumstances.  I  would  only  ask 
the  members  of  the  Council  to  permit  it  to  be  discussed,  if  they  think  fit. 


Dr.  Sangster — I  agree  with  that  motion  of  Dr.  Brock,  with  the  exception  that  I  don't 
like  exactly  the  last  clause,  that  members  ofiending  in  this  way  are  subject  to  the  condemna- 
tion of  various  provincial  associations.  I  think  if  it  were  so  worded  as  to  remind  them  that 
the  signing  of  such  certificates  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  the  system  of  ethics  that  prevails 
among  the  members  of  the  College  it  would  be  better.  I  think  a  resolution  of  this  kind  is 
desirable,  because  physicians  are  approached  frequently  in  that  direction  ;  and  if  they  could 
point  to  an  utterance  of  that  kind  on  the  part  of  the  Medical  Council  I  think  it  would  some- 
times get  them  out  of  a  dilemma  and  enable  them  to  stiffen  their  backs  so  tliat  they  would 
refuse  to  sign  certificates  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  Henry — There  is  not  much  difference  between  the  case  of  those  who  give  such 
certificates  and  Dr.  Watson's  case  that  was  before  us  the  other  day. 

Dr.  Moore — Not  much. 

Dr.  Henry — I  think  that  those  men  who  are  in  the  habit  of  signing  certificates  of  that 
kind  should  come  under  the  view  of  this  Council,  and  if  they  continue  that  practice  we  might 
refer  their  cases  to  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  my  motion  is  put  in  such  a  way  as  to  draAv  the  attention  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  if  these  men  continue  such  action  it  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  Council  to  take  some  proceedings  to  stop  them.  .i, "  ^ 

Dr.  Moore — Mr.  Vice-President,  I  have  had  only  a  moment  or  two  to  look  at  this 
circular,  but  I  find  here  one  certificate  that  seems  to  me  to  be  a  glaring  ofience.  It  is  as 
follows  :  "  Flora,  March  28th,  1894.  Mr.  T.  P.  Smith,  Druggist  and  Optician,  Elora,  can 
certainly  give  satisfaction  to  all  suffering  from  errors  of  refraction.  He  has  fitted  several  of 
my  patients  with  glasses,  and  I  am  very  much  pleased  with  the  results.  (Signed)  Dr.  W. 
Robertson."     Is  he  on  the  Register,  Mr.  Registrar  ? 

The  Registrar  —Yes. 

Dr.  Moore — What  does  this  man  know  about  errors  of  refraction  ?  Does  he  know 
anything  about  astigmatism  ?  Can  he  stand  there  and  tell  me  that  an  optician,  a  druggist, 
knows  anything  about  refraction,  that  he  knows  anything  about  astigmatics  or  errors  of 
refraction,  or  the  ciliary  muscles  of  the  eye  ;  that  he  kncnvs  whether  his  patient  has  got  atro- 
phy of  the  optic  nerve  or  not  ?  I  say  a  man  who  signs  his  name  to  sucli  a  certificate  as  that 
deserves  to  be  disciplined  ;  and  it  is  high  time  these  men  who  will  put  their  names  to  docu- 
ments 'and  things  of  that  kind  that  they  do  not  know  anything  about  should  be  compelled  to 
stop.     You  know,  Mr.  Vice-President,  as  well  as  I  know,  and  many  of  the  gentlemen  present 
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know  better  than  I,  because  they  have  been  longer  in  practice,  that  men  subscribe  their 
names  to  documents  and  to  certificates  that  they  do  not  know  the  truth  of  ;  and  I  say  it  is 
high  time  these  men  were  disciplined,  and  to  have  shown  to  the  world  at  large  that  they 
subscribed  to  that  which  they  did  not  know.  The  man  who  subscribes  to  that  which  he  does 
not  know  seems  to  me  to  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  bearing  false  witness  against  his  neighbor, 
I  again  say  it  is  high  time  we  put  a  stop  to  this  ;  and  we  should  have  it  in  our  Announcement 
that  we  intend  to  do  so.  This  occurs  in  almost  every  town  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  it 
occurs  in  this  city.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  we  have  men  in  this  city  doing  the  very  same 
thing  that  these  men  are  doing,  and  we  are  practically  powerless  to  get  at  them  except  in  the 
way  we  are  now  proposing  to  act.  Let  me  read  you  another  advertisement  :  ' '  Lucknow, 
May  1st,  1897.  T.  P.  Smith,  Esq.,  Elora,  Ont.— Dear  Sir,  A  month  ago  I  received 
the  spectacles  you  fitted  me  with,  and  it  afibrds  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you 
that  they  give  me  entire  satisfaction.  For  comfort  they  exceed  my  expectations.  I 
unhesitatingly  recommend  anyone  requiring  glasses  to  call  on  you,  and  feel  confi- 
dent they  wi-ll  not  regret  it.  I  am,  yours  truly,  John  S,  Tennant,  M.D."  It  is- 
simply  disgusting  that  men  who  are  supposed  to  be  looking  to  their  own  respectability 
and  to  the  respectability  of  their  profession  will  put  their  names  to  quack  remedies  of  which 
they  do  not  know  the  constituent  parts,  and  will  certify  to  a  man  being  able  to  fit  glasses 
when  they,  know  nothing  about  the  other  man's  qualifications. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Moore  that  medical  men  giving  certificates  of 
the  kind  referred  to,  should  be  brought  to  the  Discipline  Committee.  I  might  give  you  an 
instance,  if  any  of  you  care  to  look  it  up,  that  will  demonstrate  the  force  of  that  statement, 
fully  ;  if  you  look  at  the  minutes  of  the  General  Methodist  Conference  of  three  years  ago,  T 
think,  this  summer,  you  will  find,  in  connection  with  asking  medical  men  to  grant  certifi- 
cates for  superannuation  in  the  Methodist  body — 1  am  not  sure  whether  it  said  ministers, 
or  anybody — that  they  could  get  any  kind  of  a  certificate  from  doctors,  and  the  remark  was 
made  solely  on  just  such  business  as  has  been  referred  to  by  this  motion  ;  and  it  went  before 
that  Conference  without  a  challenge  or  a  contradiction,  and  went  out  through  the  country, 
that  not  only  from  certain  individuals,  but  from  the  medical  profession  they  could  get  any 
kind  of  certificate  they  wanted.  I  think  when  a  thing  of  that  kind  carries  so  much  force  as- 
that  it  ought  to  be  dealt  with. 

Dr.  Lane — I  was  very  much  pleased  when  Dr.  Brock  brought  in  this  motion.  Since  1 
came  to  this  city  this  week  I  was  approached  by  an  individual  who  carries  on  a  system  of 
electricity,  truss  manufacturing  and  so  forth,  who  wished  me  to  sign  a  certificate  ;  and  I 
told  him  I  would  not  do  so.  The  other  day  a  gentleman  from  Brockville,  who  runs  a  Klon- 
dike Catarrh  Cure,  told  me  he  came  across  a  medical  gentleman  from  the  City  of  Toronto, 
and  that  this  medical  gentleman  from  the  City  of  Toronto  gave  him  a  certificate  that  his 
Klondike  Catarrh  Cure  would  do  so-and-so.  I  think  it  is  just  a  form  of  quackery  on  the 
part  of  any  person  who  would  give  such  a  certificate  ;  and  I  think  it  is  time  that  sort  o£ 
thing  should  be  stopped. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  want  to  say  a  few  words  on  this,  because  I  was  the  innocent  victim 
of  a  little  sharp  practice  of  that  kind  over  a  year  ago.  I  agree  in  the  spirit  of  the  resolution, 
but  I  think  the  concluding  words  of  it  should  be  altered  so  as  to  say,  that  we  have  decided 
disapprobation  of  anything  of  that  kind.  I  think  it  will  be  better  if  altered  so  as  to  let  the 
profession  understand  that  such  a  course  is  dangerous  to  our  reputation,  dangerous  to  the 
honor  of  the  profession,  and  that  our  brethren  ought  to  be  very  careful  what  they  sign.  I 
do  not  think  the  crime  thereas  indicated  in  that  paper  is  sufficient  to  bring  these  men  under 
the  Discipline  Committee  ;  but  it  is  certainly  an  indiscretion.  Dr.  Thornton  has  stated  that 
in  the  Methodist  Conference  it  was  said  that  any  aged  minister,  whether  he  was  fit  for  work 
or  not,  could  get  a  certificate  from  any  medical  man  that  he  was  unfit  for  work.  Well,  when 
I  see  a  certificate  signed  by  a  minister  that  a  man  has  a  remarkably  good  character,  I  begin 
to  suspect  that  man  at  once.  That  is  what  I  have  to  say  about  the  Methodist  Conference, 
and  every  other  conference,  and  every  other  body  of  ministers  in  this  country  ;  there  is  na 
class  of  men  more  easily  deceived  than  clergymen.  I  do  not  want  to  say  an  unkind  word 
about  them,  but  I  simply  say  they  are  honest-hearted  men  and  are  prepared  to  believe  the 
yarn  and  story  of  almost  any  person  that  comes  to  their  doors.  No  people  are  more  easily 
deceived  than  the  clergymen  of  our  country  ;  and  very  frequently  when  a  person  comes 
along  begging,  or  something  of  that  kind,  when  he  has  a  certificate  from  a  clergyman,  I 
refuse  and  wait  until  I  make  an  investigation  ;  and  I  have  found  that  some  of  the  clergymen 
of  ray  own  church  have  been  deceived  and  have  given  certificates  that  are  utterly  false,  and 
that  have  enabled  people  to  go  about  the  country  as  dishonest  beggars.  We  are  all  liable  to 
get  into  trouble  of  this  kind  in  the  most  innocent  way,  but  I  am  not  defending  that  at  all, 
and  do  not  defend  it.  A  year  ago  a  clergyman  came  to  me — he  had  not  been  under  my 
treatment— and  I  examined  him.     He  had  been  under  a  neighboring  clergyman  who  had 
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spoken  and  said  that  his  voice  was  bad  and  he  was  not  very  strong.  I  made  an  examination 
of  the  larynx,  and  I  found  his  vocal  cords  were  a  little  congested.  I  knew,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  turning  his  little  finger  up  a  good  deal,  and  in  the  habit  of 
smoking  nearly  all  night  ;  and  I  knew  the  man  required  rest,  and  I  joined  in  a  certificate  to 
the  bishop,  stating  that  this  gentleman  ought  to  have  rest  for  a  time.  The  very  time  he 
asked  me  and  my  partner  to  sign  that  certificate  that  gentleman  was  in  collusion  with  some 
of  these  pill-men  that  were  to  cure  people  in  a  few  days — he  was  taking  the  remedies  at  the 
time — and  he  signed  a  certificate  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  time  that  we  gave  him  our 
certificate  that  he  ought  to  have  a  rest,  that  he  was  under  the  treatment  of  these  pills,  and 
in  less  than  a  week  he  was  a  strong  and  able  man  ;  and  not  only  that,  but  this  advertise- 
ment was  put  in  the  Globe,  and  in  the  Mail,  and  was  circulated  all  over  this  province  with 
my  name  attached  to  it,  and  the  name  of  my  partner  in  Bowmanville,  and  the  name  of  our 
homeopathic  friend  in  Bowmanville  also. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  am  very  glad  to  hear  the  explanation,  because  I  was  astonished  when 
I  saw  the  certificate. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  we  saw  that  on  the  surface  and  did  not  know  the  facts  we  might 
be  up  before  the  Discipline  Committee  ;  but  it  simply  goes  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
medical  men  should  look  with  extreme  caution,  if  not  with  suspicion,  upon  every  attempt  to 
get  from  them  a  certificate  anything  like  those  that  are  signed  in  this  document,  or  signed 
for  almost  any  other  purpose.  We  ought  to  be  very,  very  sure  of  what  we  are  doing,  other- 
wise we  will  bring  discredit  upon  ourselves  and  discredit  upon  the  profession.  If  a  word  or 
two  at  the  end  of  that  motion  were  changed  I  would  support  it  most  heartily. 

Dr.  Brock — I  do  not  think  it  is  wise  to  change  one  word  of  this  resolution,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  questionable  whether  this  Medical  Council  has  power  to  deal  with  this  point  that 
has  been  brought  before  us.  But  we  know  that  the  medical  associations  have  power  to 
expel  members  who  break  the  Code  of  Ethics,  or  they  need  not  receive  them  in  member- 
ship ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  wise  for  us  to  leave  it  to  the  Ontario  and  Dominion  Medical 
Associations  to  discipline  those  men  in  that  way  before  we  attempt  anything  further. 
Another  point  I  think  we  ought  to  be  very  careful  as  to  is  what  we  say  in  this  Council  in 
regard  to  these  things,  because  while  we  may  think  it  perfectly  right  to  condemn  this  line 
of  action  the  public  and  many  of  the  newspapers  may  think  those  men  are  perfectly  right 
in  what  they  are  doing,  and  we  may  get  ourselves  into  trouble  if  we  make  use  of  expressions 
that  are  not  cautious. 

Dr.  Campbell — How  Would  it  be  to  simply  finish  that  motion  up  by  saying,  *' liable  to 
censure  for  unprofessional  conduct  "  ? 

Dr.  Brock — It  would  imply  that  in  this  Council  they  were  liable  to  censure  from  this 
Council. 

Dr.  Bray — Maybe  they  are. 

Dr.  Brock — I  will  consent  to  that  alteration  in  the  motion. 

The  Vice-President — The  motion  reads  now  as  follows:  "Moved  by  Dr.  Brock, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  this  Council  respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  profession  to  the  dangerous  habit  of  signing  certificates.  Some  members  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  thoughtlessly  sign  certificates  of  which  improper  use  is  made  to 
impress  the  public  with  the  efliciency  of  certain  remedies  or  of  the.  skill  of  the  individual  who 
asks  for  the  certificate,  and  this  Council  would  caution  such  members  of  the  profession  that 
they  are  liable  to  censure  for  unprofessional  conduct." 

Dr.  Henry — In  the  case  of  Dr.  Tennant,  of  Lucknow,  a  certificate  from  whom  appears 
in  that  circular,  I  do  not  think  he  is  guilty — he  is  not  so  guilty  as  the  others  ;  he  received  a 
pair  of  spectacles,  and  they  suit  himself,  and  he  would  recommend  people  to  buy  from  this 
man.  I  think  there  are  some  extenuating  circumstances  about  that.  I  know  Dr.  Tennanfc 
well,  and  I  know  he  is  a  great  stickler  for  the  ethics  of  the  profession  and  so  on,  and  I  know 
he  is  a  good  man  and  well  read  and  well  posted.  I  really  think  his  case  is  difterent  from 
the  others. 

Dr.  Powell — How  will  that  resolution  aflfect  these  gentlemen,  or  prevent  this  practice 
being  continued  by  anybody  else  ?     How  is  it  going  to  stop  it  or  have  any  attect  at  all  ? 

The  Vice-President — It  is  expected  to  have  a  salutary  effect  as  an  action  from  this 
Council. 

Dr.  Powell — That  is,  if  they  read  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  Brock — It  is  no  extenuating  circumstances  for  a  man  not  to  know  the  law  ;  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  profession  to  read  our  Announcement. 

Dr.  Powell — It  is  not  law. 

The  Vice-President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 
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Dr.  Sangster asks  leave  to  include  in  his  motion  re  relief  from  payment  of  annual  dues 
the  following  words:  "Those  who  are  incapacitated  for  practice  by  sickness  or  other 
infirmity  "  and  states  that  he  has  been  requested  by  a  member  of  the  Council  to  make  this 
addition.     Leave  granted. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  personal  opinion  of  the 
Council's  solicitor  be  obtained  as  to  how  members  of  the  College  who  are,  or  have  been,  resid- 
ing outside  the  Province  of  Ontario,  may  be  relieved  from  payment  of  the  annual  assess- 
ment of  the  College  while  they  were  or  may  be  thus  non-resident ;  also  those  who  may  be 
incapacitated  to  practise  by  long-continued  mental  or  physical  infirmities. 

The  Vice-President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  will  not  occupy  the  time  of  the  Council  by  any  lengthened  remarks. 
It  seems  to  me  that  some  relief  is  absolutely  necessary  in  this  direction.  It  is  simply  in  my 
mind  intolerable  that  men  who  have  left  the  province,  perhaps  with  the  intention  of  never 
returning,  but  who  may  return  after  an  absence  of  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  should  be 
required  to  pay  the  arrearage  of  the  annual  fees  for  the  whole  time  of  such  absence.  It 
seems  to  me  unjust  that  this  College  should  require  from  those  of  its  members  who  are 
suffering  from  infirmities  that  incapacitate  them  from  practice  the  payment  of  their  annual 
fees.  I  believe  at  present  there  is  no  machinery  in  existence  by  which  a  man  can  withdraw 
from  membership  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  I  think  I  remember  that  on  a 
former  occasion  that  question  came  up  in  the  Council  and  Dr.  Day,  who  was  at  that  time 
spoken  of  as  the  "  Chief  Justice  "  of  the  profession,  gave  it  as  his  ruling  that  the  only  way 
in  which  a  man  could  withdraw  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  was  to  make 
himself  liable  to  the  Discipline  Committee  by  doing  something  that  was  distinctly  unprofes- 
sional or  disgraceful  in  a  professional  sense,  for  which  he  might  come  before  the  Discipline 
Committee  and  have  his  name  erased.  Certainly,  so  far  as  those  are  concerned  who  leave 
the  country  and  stay  away  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  and  those  who  are  sick  and  cannot  prac- 
tise, the  Council  should  certainly  take  steps  to  find  a  means  of  relieving  them.  In  asking 
for  an  opinion  from  the  solicitor  I  do  not  mean  an  opinion  from  the  solicitor's  oflice,  but  I 
mean  the  opinion  of  the  Council's  solicitor,  whether  it  be  obtained  to-day,  to-morrow  or  next 
year.  If  the  opinion  of  the  Council's  solicitor  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Council  has  within 
itself  power  by  by-law  to  relieve  these  members  of  the  College  from  the  onus  of  paying  fees 
while  they  were  out  of  the  country,  or  sick  and  out  of  practice,  well  and  good;  but  if  the 
Council's  solicitor's  opinion  is  adverse  to  that  we  may  depend  upon  it  that  the  matter  will  go 
through  the  Legislature,  either  through  the  medium  of  the  Council  or  through  some  other 
medium,  and  there  is  no  doubt  the  Legislature  will  relieve  absent  members  from  payments 
of  that  kind. 

Dr.  Powell — I  think  it  is  right  for  me  to  mention  that  I  happened  to  meet,  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  which  our  solicitor  is  chief,  and  he  told  me  that  even  Mr.  Osier's  private  cor- 
respondence was  not  being  sent  to  him  now  ;  nothing  is  allowed  to  go  from  the  office  to  him. 
I  say  that  in  the  event  of  your  wanting  the  opinion  this  session  or  jn  a  hurry. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  not  limiting  the  seeking  of  the  opinion  to  this  day,  or  this  week, 
or  this  year  for  that  matter  ;  but  before  the  Council  proceeds  to  enact  a  by-law  attempting 
to  relieve  these  gentlemen  they  should  know  the  ground  on  which  they  stand. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  have  much  pleasure  in  supporting  the  arguments  of  Dr.  Sangster.  I 
have  reason  to  know  of  two  or  three  instances  of  medical  men  in  Ontario  who  are  registered 
practitioners  and  who,  from  sickness,  either  bodily  or  mental,  are  unable  to  practise ;  and 
like  a  great  number  of  medical  men  in  the  country  when  they  were  able  they  just  lived  from 
hand  to  mouth  and  made  no  provision  for  a  rainy  day  ;  and  I  think  that  now  they  find  it  very 
hard  to  pay  even  the  small  sum  of  $2.  I  would  grant  such  men  their  freedom  from  the 
assessment ;  not,  however,  without  an  investigation.  I  would  ask  them  to  make,  or  some  of 
their  friends  to  make,  an  affidavit  before  a  magistrate  setting  out  the  fact.  I  know  of  two 
medical  men  who  are  in  the  asylum,  who  of  course  could  not  certify  to  their  own  condition, 
but  it  could  be  well  and  easily  established  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  very  hard  if  we  were  to 
force  them  or  their  friends  to  pay  the  annual  subscription. 

Dr.  Robertson — This  matter  was  discussed  last  year  ;  and  if  you  will  turn  to  page  58  of 
the  Annual  Announcement  you  will  find  Dr.  Sangster's  statement,  where  he  said,  "I  remember 
making  application  two  or  three  sessions  ago  to  this  Council  that  members  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  who  were  resident,  and  had  been  resident  in  other  places 
for  a  number  of  years,  should  be  relieved  from  paying  fees  for  the  years  of  their  absence,  and 
that  members  of  the  profession  who  were  old  and  infirm  should  be  similarly  relieved.  That  was 
put,  I  think,  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Campbell  to  obtain  the  official  solicitor's  opinion  on  ;  and 
to  my  great  mortification  I  learned  from  Dr.  Campbell,  privately,  I  think  he  will  correct  me 
if  I  am  wrong,  that  the  solicitor's  opinion  was  that  the  Council  had  no  power  to  grant 
exemption  from  the  annual  assessment." 
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Dr.  Sangster — But  I  was  speaking  from  information  received  through  Dr.  Campbell 
two  or  three  years  before  that.  There  was  no  written  opinion  of  the  solicitor  presented  to 
the  Council  ;  and  I  understood  Dr.  Campbell  this  morning  to  state  it  was  an  opinion  from 
the  solicitor's  office,  but  not  from  the  solicitor.  A  number  of  opinions  have  been  paraded  in 
this  Council  as  official  opinions,  which  turned  out  subsequently  to  be  merely  opinions  from 
the  solicitor's  office  ;  and  I  make  a  great  distinction  between  the  two.  I  was  very  deeply 
mortified  at  that  time  when  I  brought  that  matter  up  before  the  Council  that  the  Council  did 
not  at  once  see  its  way  to  accede  to  the  request  that  I  made,  that  these  gentlemen  should  be 
relieved  from  the  burden  that  was  imposed  on  them.  Do  I  understand  Dr.  Robertson  to 
say  that  my  position  was  different  last  year  ? 

Dr.  Robertson — No;  not  at  all. 

The  Vice-President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Dickson  (the  Vice-President) — I  see  that  Dr.  Britton,  our  President,  has  entered 
the  room  ;  and  I  will  ask  him  to  take  the  chair. 

The  President  took  the  chair  and  said:    I  have  to  apologize  to  you  for  being  late  this 

-afternoon,  but  I  wish  to  say  that  my  absence  at  the  early  part  of  the  session  was  unavoidable. 

I    Dr.  Bray — I  gave  a  notice  of  motion  for  Dr.  Moorhouse  this  morning,  as  he  was  absent 

in  committee  at  the  time  ;  and  I  see  that  now  he  is  busy,  therefore  I  will  present  his  motion 

to  the  Council. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  order  of  business  be 
suspended  at  the  first  session  to-morrow  (Saturday)  morning;  and  that  at  the  first  session  the 
reports  of  the  Curriculum  and  Education  Committees  be  taken  up. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  a  new  arrangement  has  been  made  and  Dr.  Moorhouse  would 
like  to  have  these  matters  taken  up  to-night,  in  order  to  leave  to-morrow  morning  open,  by 
appointment,  for  the  Interprovincial  Registration  Committee's  report.  I  think  that  is  Dr. 
Moorhouse's  wish,  and  it  has  been  arranged  to  that  effect. 

Dr.  Bray — Then  I  will  withdraw  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — I  say  the  arrangement  has  been  made  to  take  up  the  Education  Com- 
mittee's report  to-night  and  not  to-morrow  morning  ;  it  is  intended  to  hold  to-morrow 
morning  for  Interprovincial  Registration — I  heard  the  appointment  made  myself. 

The  President — When  is  the  report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  to  be  taken  up  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  understand  it  is  to  be  ready  to-night. 

The  President — It  is  not  necessary  to  withdraw  the  motion.     Just  let  it  remain  here. 

Inquiries. 

None. 

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  beg  to  move  the  Council  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  take  into 
consideration  the  report  of  the  Complaints  Committee;  unless  the  Council  will  take  it  as  a 
whole.     I  might,  in  substance,  say  we  have  only  granted  one  request. 

Dr.  Sangster — Perhaps  it  would  be  well  if  Dr.  Douglas  would  just  state  what  is  the  one 
request  that  is  granted. 

Dr.  Douglas — The  one  request  was  that  the  applicant  should  be  allowed  his  intermediate 
examination;  he  passed  not  only  creditably  but  exceedingly  well,  passed  highly  on  all  the 
subjects  except  sanitary  science,  and  in  sanitary  science  he  is  three  points  in  the  aggregate 
■down.  We  felt  his  standing  was  so  high  in  everything  else,  that  with  the  complaints  that 
had  been  alleged  in  regard  to  the  paper  on  sanitary  science,  no  injustice  would  be  done  to 
any  other  student  if  we  granted  this  request.  That  is  the  only  request  that  we  have 
granted. 

Dr.  Douglas  read  the  report  of  the  Complaints  Committee. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Roome,  that  the  report  of  the  Complaints  Com- 
mittee be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted  as  read.

Your  Committee  on  Printing  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  :

Report  of  Interprovincial  Registration. 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  report. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the 
special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  resolutions  of  Dr.  Campbell  on  Interprovincial 
Registration. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Moore — With  the  permission  of  this  Council  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Dr.  Moorhouse's  name  is  not  upon  this  committee  ;  and  I  wish  to  say  that  it  was  an  over- 
sight as  far  as  I  was  concerned  that  his  name  was  omitted.  I  think  it  would  be  very  desir- 
able if  the  Council  would  direct,  with  the  consent  of  the  mover  and  seconder,  that  Dr.  Moor- 
house's name  should  be  added  to  that  committee.  He  will  be  present  at  the  Dominion 
Medical  Association  meeting,  and  I  am- sure  that  his  long  experience  and  his  wise  counsel 
will  be  of  material  assistance. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  Dr.  Moore  misunderstands  it ;  this  is  not  a  motion  appointing  a 
committee  now,  we  are  simply  referring  this  report  to  the  other  committee.  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  Dr.  Moorhouse's  name  being  added  to  the  committee. 

Dr.  Moore — If  there  is  no  objection  I  presume  Dr.  Moorhouse's  name  could  be  added. 
As  soon  as  this  motion  now  before  the  Council  passes  I  will  move,  with  the  permission  of 
the  Council,  if  there  be  no  objection,  that  Dr.  Moorhouse's  name  be  added  to  this  special 
committee. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  was  simply  going  to  call  Dr.  Moore's  attention  to  the  fact  that  Dr. 
Dickson,  who  is  a  member  of  that  committee,  is  not  on  that  special  committee. 

Dr.  Moore — He  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Whom  is  that  committee  composed  of  ? 

Dr.  Moore — Drs.  Roome,  Williams,  Bray,  Campbell,  Moore,  Thorburn,  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Williams'  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  carried,  and  the  report  on  Interprovincial  Registration  referred  to  the  special  committee. 

The  President  asked  leave  from  the  Council  to  put  Dr.  Moore's  motion  that  Dr.  Moor- 
house's  name  be  added  to  the  special  committee. 

Leave  granted. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Powell,  that  Dr.  Moorhouse's  name  be  added  to 
the  committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Unfinished  Business. 
None. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum,  appointed  at 
the  session  of  the  Council  in  1899,  be  taken  up  at  this  evening's  session ;  and  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Education  be  also  taken  up  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  will  second  that. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Macdonald  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  question  of  Interprovincial 
Registration  be  taken  up  first  on  the  Saturday  morning's  session,  after  the  reading  of  the 
minutes. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Macdonald — My  object  in  this  motion  is  that,  as  you  all  know,  we  have  been  in 
communication  with  Dr.  Roddick  on  the  subject,  and  we  are  all  anxious  to  bring  this  to  an 
issue.  We  feel  that  Dr.  Roddick  can  help  us,  and  we  do  not  want  to  bring  him,  a  busy  man, 
all  the  way  from  Montreal  unless  we  are  sure  we  will  have  the  opportunity  to  present  our 
views  to  him.  That  is  my  reason  for  asking  that  the  discussion  on  this  subject  should  be 
placed  at  a  certain  time  in  the  order  of  business  to-morrow  morning.  If  this  motion  is  carried 
I  will  telegraph  to  Dr.  Roddick  at  once  and  ask  him  to  come  up  and  be  present  so  as  to  give 
his  opinions  on  the  question. 

Dr.  Campbell — That  will  involve  the  necessity  of  discussing  this  subject  before  the 
special  committee  can  make  its  report ;  the  special  committee  will  certainly  not  be  able  to 
report  on  it  the  first  thing  in  the  morning. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  thought  we  might  be  able  to  get  the  special  committee  together  at 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Dr.  Williams — Would  it  not  be  wiser  to  hear  all  the  advice  and  counsel  we  can  on  the 
subject,  and  after  we  have  got  all  the  information  we  can  then  proceed  to  consider  the 
drawing  up  of  the  report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — From  all  appearances  we  are  going  to  close  in  about  five  or  ten 
minutes,  and  that  committee  could  go  to  work  now  and  have  an  hour  and  a  halt"  or  two  hours' 
work  done  upon  that  Interprovincial  Registration  report,  and  have  it  ready,  I  should  think, 
for  the  morning  ;  if  they  cannot  get  it  ready  otherwise,  I  think,  for  once  in  their  lives,  they 
might  meet  together  to-morrow  morning  at  7  o'clock. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  committee  seemed  to  be  under  the  impresssion,  when  it  adjourned 
this  morning,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  adjourn  until  it  could  get  Dr.  Roddick  here,  in 
order  that  he  might  discuss  the  matter  with  the  committee  ;  and  now  it  is  suggested  by  Dr. 
Williams  that  Dr.  Roddick  should  address  the  Council  first,  as  I  understand,  and  then  the 
committee  consider  the  matter  after.  I  am  not  very  particular  how  it  is  done,  and  if  that  is 
what  the  Council  is  anxious  to  have  I  do  not  know  that  I  object  to  it. 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  not  very  particular  either,  only  to  ask  a  man  to  come  and  address 
us  and  give  information  on  a  certain  subject,  and  before  he  comes  to  draw  up  a  report  and 
decide  what  we  are  to  do  looks  to  me  like  getting  the  cart  before  the  horse,  and  asking  the 
Council  to  deliberate  on  the  case  after  it  has  been  settled.  I  think  when  we  ask  a  man  like 
Dr.  Roddick  to  come  from  Ottawa  and  address  us  it  would  be  in  very  bad  taste  to  complete 
the  report  before  we  hear  what  he  is  going  to  say  ;  if  we  do  that  we  must  either  assume  that 
what  he  says  is  of  no  account  and  finish  our  report,  or  else  leave  ourselves  open  to  the 
charge  that  we  were  afraid  to  hear  what  he  said.  In  either  case  it  does  not  have  a  nice 
appearance  to  me,  and  1  would  rather  that  the  report  be  not  completed  until  we  have  all 
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the  information  we  can  get  on  the  subject  from  every  source.  I  have  no  objection  to  the 
committee  meeting  and  discussing  it  and  deciding  everything  they  can  in  their  own  mind,  if 
they  will  just  keep  their  own  mind  open  to  change  according  to  the  best  light  that  comes  to 
them  up  to  the  time  the  report  is  put  in. 

Dr.  Moore — I  agree  to  some  extent  with  Dr.  Williams  ;  it  is  a  very  important  step  we 
are  contemplating  taking.  The  question  of  Dominion  medical  registration  is  of  more  import- 
ance than  probably  some  men  may  think  ;  it  is  going  to  affect  a  great  many  vested  interests, 
and  to  my  mind  it  is  going  to  change  things  very  materially  :  it  is  going  to  affect  people  that 
probably  at  first  sight  we  do  not  think  it  would  affect  ;  and  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  push 
this  thing  through  to-night,  or  to-morrow  night,  or  the  next  night,  but  let  it  ripen  in  our 
minds  until  such  time  as  we  meet  at  the  Dominion  Medical  Association  next  September  ;  do 
not  hurry  it,  but  let  each  man  act  slowly,  and  keep  his  eyes  and  ears  open  so  that  he  may  be 
able  to  take  in  the  wiser  counsel  and  use  his  own  intellect  to  the  best  advantage.  Remem- 
ber  that  this  means  a  great  deal  to  us,  more  to  us  than  probably  to  any  other  province  in 
this  great  Dominion  of  which  we  are  so  proud,  because  we  are  in  advance  to-day  of  all  in  our 
curriculum,  and  we  have  either  to  stay  where  we  are  or,  if  not,  to  come  down.  If  it  is  for 
the  betterment  of  the  profession  and  of  the  public  that  we  should  lower  one  peg,  maybe  we 
would  lower  it.  I  am  willing  to  go  slowly,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  go  backwards  unless  it  is 
a  necessity.  As  Dr.  Williams  has  said,  I  do  not  wish  this  committee  to  decide  to-night  or 
to-morrow  ;  we  can  listen  to  Dr.  Roddick,  and  to  the  able  eloquence  and  the  intelligence  of 
all  the  profession  and  the  able  men  of  this  country ;  so,  I  say,  let  us  take  our  time,  and  when 
we  do  decide  let  us  decide  wisely  and  well,  because  it  is  of  great  importance  that  we  should 
•do  the  thing  and  do  it  properly,  and  do  it  legitimately — do  it  well  and  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  profession  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  public. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  only  point  of  doubt  I  have  is  whether  we  should  hear  Dr.  Roddick 
in  committee  first,  discuss  the  matter  with  him  in  committee  ;  and  then  present  the 
committee's  report  to  the  Council  and  have  Dr.  Roddick  speak  here,  because  nobody  wishes 
to  debar  him  from  speaking  ;  it  is  a  matter  on  which  he  is  better  qualified  to  speak  than 
the  majority  of  men  in  the  Dominion,  and  we  all  want  to  hear  him. 

Dr.  Sullivan — What  objection  is  there  to  his  addressing  the  full  Council  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — None  at  all.  The  point  was  whether  the  matter  should  be  discussed  first 
in  committee  with  Dr.  Roddick,  and  then  on  the  committee's  report  to  the  Council  ask 
Dr.  Roddick  to  address  the  Council ;  or  whether  they  wanted  Dr.  Roddick  to  address  the 
Council  first ;  before  the  committee  discussed  it  at  all.  I  am  not  particular  which  way  it 
is  done. 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  not  prepared  to  say  positively ;  but  I  believe  it  will  be  quite  possi- 
ble to  make  an  appointment  with  Dr.  Roddick  to  meet  the  committee  about  9  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  talk  it  over  for  an  hour  before  the  Council  would  meet  ;  I  will  not  say  positively, 
but  I  think  that  could  be  done. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  would  not  preclude  Dr.  Roddick  meeting  the  Council  ? 

Dr.   Williams — No. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  might  read  to  you  Dr.  Roddick's  telegram,  from  Montreal,  which  I 
received  at  mid-day  in  reply  to  mine,  "Left  Ottawa  last  night;  telegram  forwarded  here 
this  morning  ;  too  late  for  day  train,  could  meet  committee  to-morrow  morning."  I  take  it 
then  that  if  I  telegraph  to  him  now  he  will  come  up  by  the  night  train,  which  arrives  some- 
time about  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  that  will  doubtless  give  him  time  to  meet  the  com- 
mittee at  9  o'clock.  I  do  think  it  would  be  well  that  he  should  meet  the  members  of  the 
•committee  and  interchange  a  few  words  with  them  before  addressing  the  Council.  I  feel  also 
that  it  is  very  important  that  he  should  address  the  Council.  Whilst,  as  Dr.  Moore  says, 
we  want  to  go  very  cautiously,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  a  very  opportune  time  to 
carry  such  a  movement  forward.  Dr.  Roddick  is  better  posted  than  any  of  us  ;  we  have 
an  intelligent  committee,  and  I  think  it  would  be  important  that  Dr.  Roddick  should  meet 
that  committee  first,  and  hear  what  the  members  of  it  have  to  say,  and  then  perhaps  address 
the  Council  afterwards.  If  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  that  that  should  be  done  I  would 
be  happy  to  telegraph  to  him. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  would  be  the  better  way.  I  thoroughly  agree  with  Dr. 
Williams  that  the  committee  should  not  come  to  any  definite  report,  nor  crystallize  their 
ideas  until  their  ideas  have  been  collected  from  all  available  sources,  and  especially  from  Dr. 
Roddick's  discussion.  While  I  think  it  would  fee  proper  to  meet  Dr.  Roddick  with  the 
•committee  beforehand,  I  think  the  committee  should  not  make  a  report  or  arrive  at  any 
conclusion  until  after  Dr.  Roddick  speaks  in  Council. 

The  President — Would  it  be  possible  to  put  a  copy  of  the  Bill  into  the  hands  of  each 
member  present,  and  give  an  opportunity  to  the  members  to  consider  the  Bill  during  the 
night  ? 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  think  that  would  be  possible.  I  have  a  copy  of  the  Bill  myself,  and 
I  think  there  are  copies  enough  in  town  to  go  around.     If  it  is  possible,  I  will  do  that. 
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Dr.  Moore — Mr.  President,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  Dr.  Roddick  here  in  the 
morning,  because,  as  I  said  before,  we  want  the  fullest  and  the  greatest  amount  of  information 
we  can  get.  I  know  Dr.  Roddick  personally,  and  I  would  like  him  to  meet  the  committee, 
and  I  would  be  very  glad  to  meet  him  ;  and  I  would  like  to  have  him  address  the  Council 
after  that.  But  I  probably,  as  one  of  the  committee,  might  not  be  willing  even  then  to^ 
decide,  because  I  would  like  to  hear  more  opinions  than  even  his.  I  would  like  to  hear  the 
opinions  of  the  men  at  this  Council,  and  others.  This  is  a  serious  step,  and  let  us  take  it  in 
the  right  way. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  can  be  only  one  opinion  about  the  importance  of  what  we  are 
doing  ;  but  I  cannot  see  any  reason  why  this  committee  should  not  still  further  meet  and 
discuss  their  points,  and  let  the  Council  know  their  opinion  ;  let  the  Council  know  what 
they  have  done  ;  more  than  that,  the  committee  wants  to  understand  this  matter.  I  am  not 
on  that  committee,  but  I  want  to  know  every  in  and  out  about  it ;  and  I  think  every  member 
of  this  Council  should  possess  himself  of  all  the  knowledge,  and  should  know  everything  that 
can  be  learned  about  the  proposition,  pro  and  con,  in  regard  to  this  matter,  so  that  when 
Dr.  Roddick  discusses  it  before  us  we  will  be  the  better  able  to  understand,  and  know 
exactly  what  he  means  and  what  he  intends  by  any  suggestions  or  propositions  he  has  to 
make.  Of  course,  if  the  committee  has  not  time  to  do  this,  and  their  work  is  pressing,  it 
cannot  be  done  ;  but  I  do  think  we  should  possess  ourselves  of  all  the  knowledge  we  can 
possibly  get  before  we  hear  Dr.  Roddick,  and  then,  ultimately,  as  Dr.  Moore  and  Dr. 
Williams  have  said,  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  crystallize  our  thoughts  into  something  like 
a  form  that  will  be  intelligible  to  the  profession  when  it  goes  out.  Of  course,  Mr.  President, 
I  am  not  suggesting  for  a  moment  that  we  should  fix  on  anything  as  a  committee,  or  as  a- 
Council,  until  we  hear  Dr.  Roddick.  We  simply  want  to  be  possessed  of  knowledge  and 
information  ;  every  member  of  the  Council  wants  to  have  that  knowledge  and  information, 
and  if  the  committee  could  meet  and  get  their  thoughts  into  a  certain  form,  and  submit- 
them  to  us,  and  we  understand  exactly  where  they  are,  we  will  be  in  a  much  better  position 
to  understand  Dr.  Roddick  when  he  comes  to  discuss  the  matter  before  us. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  hardly  think  there  is  anything  in  the  mind  of  the  committee,  so  far  as 
I  understand  it,  other  than  what  has  been  put  in  the  report  read  by  Dr.  Williams.  The 
Interprovincial  Registration  Committee  have  met  three  times  since  they  were  appointed, 
but  practically  nothing  has  been  done  except  an  informal  discussion  ;  there  has  been  no 
resolution  passed,  and  I  think  what  is  chiefly  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  is  in  the  direc- 
tion of  what  has  been  read  in  that  report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  be  possible,  Mr.  President,  to  have  handed  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  a  copy  of  this  report  which  is  submitted  ? 

Dr.  Williams — It  would  not  be  possible  at  present. 

The  President — Excuse  me,  gentlemen  ;  I  am  allowing  you,  to  some  extent,  to  diverge 
from  the  rule  of  order  ;  but  I  am  purposely  doing  so,  because  this  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
general  conversation,  in  a  sense,  and  it  is  perhaps  the  easiest  way  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  ; 
I  refer  now  to  some  of  the  gentlemen  speaking  two  or  three  times,  but  I  take  no  exception 
to  that,  if  the  Council  is  willing. 

Dr.  Williams — While  the  typewriter  was  making  the  copy  for  me  I  asked  her  to  make 
as  many  copies  as  she  could  with  her  machine,  and  she  made  four  copies  ;  we  have  four 
copies  ;  one  has  been  handed  in,  and  there  are  three  copies  left,  and  as  far  as  those  three 
will  go,  the  members  of  the  Council  are  at  liberty  to  have  them. 

Dr.  RooME — These  resolutions  were  not  brought  before  the  committee,  and  the  members 
of  the  committee  first  heard  them  when  they  were  read  here  in  Council  ;  nothing  is  before 
the  committee  except  a  notice  of  motion  by  Dr.  Campbell,  and  that  is  another  report 
altogether. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  did  not  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  that  was  before  the  committee, 
but  I  think  the  information  available  is  what  we  have  already  had  ;  we  have  nothing  to 
offer. 

Dr.  Williams — In  reading  the  report,  I  said  I  would  attach  a  copy  of  the  Bill  to  the 
report,  but  I  forgot  to  do  so.  I  have  here  the  bill  that  I  proposed  attaching  to  the  report, 
so  that  anybody  can  examine  it ;  this  Bill  represents  the  last  remodelling  of  the  Bill  that 
has  been  done,  so  far  as  1  know. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  one  marked  "confidential"? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes  ;  the  one  marked  ''confidential." 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  that  dated  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  do  not  see  any  date  on  it. 

Dr.  Brock — There  was  a  Bill  withdrawn  from  the  Dominion  Parliament. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  this  is  the  last  revision. 

Dr.  Powell — In  speaking  to  this  resolution,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  minutes  miglit  be 
read  to-morrow  morning,  and  on  account  of  this  resolution  we  would  then  have  to  wait  until 
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this  committee  .was  ready  with  its  report,  inasmuch  as  this  would  now  be  the  first  order  of 
business  after  reading  the  minutes.  It  seems  to  me  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Macdonald  could 
arrive  at  the  same  result  by  moving  an  amendment  that  this  Council  should  hear  the  report 
of  that  committee  to-morrow  morning  when  they  are  ready  to  report,  notwithstanding  the 
order  of  business  ;  that  as  soon  as  you  are  informed  that  they  are  ready  to  report,  the  order 
of  business  will  be,  or  could  be,  varied  for  the  reception  of  the  report.  We  might  lose  a 
long  time  to-morrow  morning  ;  we  might  have  to  wait  here  an  hour,  and  do  nothing  at  all, 
under  that  resolution  ;  we  could  not  go  on  if  that  committee  were  not  ready  to  report,  and 
they  might  not  be  ready  at  a  quarter  past  ten.  I  hope  you  gather  my  meaning  ;  we  might 
sit  here  from  ten  till  half-past  eleven  doing  nothing. 

Dr.  Henry — As  I  understand  it,  we  are  to  hear  Dr.  Roddick  first. 

The  President — There  is  but  one  resolution,  and  I  must  put  this  resolution  unless 
there  be  a  formal  amendment  to  it. 

Dr.  Emory — According  to  the  rules  of  procedure,  the  ordinary  order  of  business  can  be 
dispensed  with  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  the  Council  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  when  the  exigency 
arises  is  the  time  to  act,  and  if  in  the  morning  the  committee  reports  that  Dr.  Roddick  is 
ready  to  address  us,  the  Council  will  lay  aside  the  order  of  business.  I  think  neither  Dr. 
Macdonald's  motion  nor  Dr.  Powell's  amendment  will  be  necessary. 

Dr.  Macdonald — If  I  am  to  be  allowed  to  explain,  I  merely  wrote  that  motion  because 
I  want  some  authority  upon  which  I  may  telegraph  to  Dr.  Roddick  ;  I  do  not  want  to  tele- 
graph to  him  unless  you  are  all  thoroughly  conversant  with  what  I  want  to  do  when  he 
comes. 

Dr.  Emory — The  discussion  shows  that  we  are. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Yes  ;  the  discussion  has  shown  that  completely,  so  that  I  will  with- 
draw the  motion,  if  you  wish.  I  have  perfect  confidence  that  the  report  will  be  received  as 
soon  as  it  is  ready,  and  that  Dr.  Roddick  will  be  received. 

The  President — Is  the  seconder  willing  that  it  should  be  withdrawn  ? 

Dr.  Henry — I  am  quite  willing. 

The  President — Is  the  Council  willing  that  this  motion  be  withdrawn  ? 

The  Council  consented  to  the  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Macdonald's  motion. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  will  withdraw  it  on  the  understanding  that  it  will  be  taken  up  when 
we  are  ready. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  it  would  be  well,  Dr.  Macdonald,  to  indicate  to  Dr.  Roddick  that 
we  desire  to  have  him  at  the  committee  at  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned,  to  meet  at  8  o'clock  p.m. 


EVENING    SESSION. 

Friday,  15th  June,  1900,  8  o'clock  p.m. 

The  Council  met  at  8  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie,  Glasgow,  Griffin, 
Hanly,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Moore,  McLaughlin,  Robertson,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart, 
Sullivan,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams. 

Shortly  afterwards,  Drs.  Campbell,  Henderson,  Macdonald,  Moorhouse,  Powell  and 
Vernon  took  their  seats. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes,  which,  on  motion,  were  confirmed  as  read  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

The  President — In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  this  morning,  it  is  now  in 
order  to  present  the  report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee. 

Dr.  Williams  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  appointed  at  the 
session  of  1899-1900. 

The  President — I  would  suggest  that  the  report  be  received  and  then  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  and  in  order  to  save  time,  that  it  be  now  taken  as  read. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  taken  as  read. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  and  take  up  the  report  clause  by  clause.    Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Glasgow  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  section  1,  clauses  1,  2,  3  and  4,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted 
as  read. 
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Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  2,  clause  1. 

Dr.  Britton — Might  I  call  attention  to  what  I  think  is  a  clerical  error  ;  detailing  the 
different  subjects  in  which  students  have  to  take  clinics,  this  clause  speaks  of  "  Obstetrical 
or  Gynecological,"  I  think  the  intention  was  it  should  read  "  Obstetrical  and  Gynecological." 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Yes,  that  was  it  ;   it  was  to  include  both. 

Dr.  RooME — I  must  object  to  that  clause,  as  it  was  not  what  we  agreed  on  in  committee  ; 
instead  of  being  four  sessions  it  should  be  five  sessions,  limiting  the  first  four  sessions  to 
eight  months  and  the  next  session  to  six  months.  The  fifth-year  student  should  be  put 
on  the  same  footing  as  the  others.  He  is  now  put  behind  the  fourth-year  students  and  he 
should  be  placed  on  an  equality  with  them  ;  both  in  his  medical  course  in  college  and  in 
hospital  he  should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  the  fourth-year  student  ;  that  was  the 
understanding  in  the  committee. 

Dr.  Williams — I  cannot  agree  with  Dr.  Roome  on  that  subject.  According  to  my 
understanding  that  was  never  agreed  on  in  committee  ;  it  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Roome,  but 
I  do  not  think  any  person  ever  seconded  it  at  all,  if  so,  I  failed  to  hear  it. 

Dr.  Roome — I  understood  the  chairman  was  putting  it  into  shape,  and  we  were  to  hear  it 
again  before  it  was  submitted  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Williams — Perhaps  some  of  the  other  members  heard  it.  I  did  not  certainly  take 
that  understanding.    I  took  the  notes  down,  and  I  have  no  such  understanding. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Williams  ;  Dr.  Williams  was  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  and  I  understood  it  exactly  as  Dr.  Williams  does.  I  know  Dr.  Roome  expressed 
an  opinion,  but  I  did  not  understand  the  committee  endorsed  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — That  is  the  view  I  took  of  it,  that  while  Dr.  Roome  held  that  opinion  I 
did  not  know  that  the  committee  endorsed  it. 

Dr.  Roome — They  gave  me  to  understand  they  did,  and  agreed  to  have  it  read  ov^r 
before  it  came  up  here. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Is  the  last  year's  examination  to  be  passed  after  the  termination  of 
the  fifth  year  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Yes  ;  hitherto  it  has  been  a  fifth-year  added,  six  months  of  which 
may  be  spent  with  a  medical  practitioner  in  an  oflice  and  the  other  six  months  in  some 
recognized  hospital,  and  that  is  all.  We  know  it  is  very  easy  sometimes  to  get  certificates 
from  hospitals  for  attendance,  so  your  committee  thought  better  to  make  this  more  explicit, 
and  require  them  to  attend  at  least  one  hundred  clinical  lectures,  and  also  at  the  same  time  • 
specify  upon  which  subjects  the  lectures  should  be,  and  the  percentage  of  lectures  attended 
on  the  different  subjects  ;  so  we  concluded  to  divide  equally  on  four  subjects,  twenty-five 
medical,  twenty-five  surgical,  twenty-five  obstetrical  and  twenty-five  gynecological ;  that  word 
"  or  "  is  a  mistake  of  the  typewriter,  and  twenty-five  pathological,  certificates  for  which  must 
be  presented  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council,  signed  by  teachers  of  schools  or  colleges, 
together  with  a  certificate  of  six  months  hospital  attendance  in  the  fifth  year.  The  object 
of  this  is  to  prevent  students  from  going  to  small  hospitals  and  placing  themselves  under  the 
teaching  of  men  who  are  not  properly  qualified  to  give  what  we  might  call  post-graduate 
instruction. 

Dr.  Geikie — There  is  an  error  I  would  like  to  point  out.  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  an 
error,  but  if  it  is  it  is  a  clerical  one — ' '  a  certificate'  for  six  months  hospital  attendance  in 
the  fifth  year  "  ;  many  students  take  a  perpetual  ticket,  that  should  be  "during  the  fifth 
year." 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Yes  ;    the  intention  was,  "  during  the  fifth  year." 

Dr.  Roome — Of  course  the  committee  seemed  to  have  looked  at  it  in  a  different  light  to 
what  I  did,  although  I  am  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  in  reference  to  it  that  we  were  to  see  it 
before  it  came  before  the  Council.  Those  fifth-year  students  were  placed  in  the  same 
position  they  are  to-day  ;  if  a  fifth-year  student  goes  to  the  hospital  he  has  to  stand  back 
and  look  on  ;  he  is  not  entitled  to  come  forward,  if  it  is  the  fourth-year  men  whom  the 
professors  are  teaching.  It  should  be  part  of  the  college  course  ;  but,  as  it  is,  the  fif tli-year 
have  to  take  back  seats.  If  you  want  to  make  the  fifth  year  beneficial  and  of  any  use  to  the 
student  you  must  make  it  part  of  the  college  course  ;  and  if  you  do  not  wish  to  then  wipe 
it  off  altogether  rather  than  have  it  go  as  it  is  to-night.  .,.oix,^y 

Dr.  Geikie — There  is  no  such  intention.  ^  sn%. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  Dr.  Rooms  is  taking  a  wrong  view  of  this  matter  altogether.       ^i^f^^ 
a  fifth-year  student  goes  up  to  the  hospital  and  takes  his  ticket  and  pays  for  it,  the  same  i  |)er- 
any  other  student,  1  do  not  see  why  he  is  to  be  put  in  the  back-ground  different  to  anothe.y^.t;li 
student  ;  and  if  they  allow  it  they  are  different  students  to  what  I  would  expect  them  to  be  ; 
I  would  not  expect  them  to  be  shoved  back  and  out  of  tlieir  just  rights.     If  they  go  to  their 
college  and  take  their  clinical  course  and  pay  for  it,  they  will  be  less  than  men  if  they  allow 
themselves  to  be  shoved  out  of  place.     They  are  there,  and  it  is  their    fifth  year,  and   it  is 
the  only  thing  they  are  getting  for  that  year,  and  I  venture  the  opinion  that  those  fifth-year 
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men  will  not  be  shoved  into  the  background  even  at  the  will  of  the  professors  ;  if  it  be  done 
there  will  be  a  row  about  it  or  else  I  am  very  much  mistaken  in  the  kind  of  men  we  send  to 
the  public  schools  in  Canada  ;  and  I  venture  to  say  the  professors  will  not  attempt  to  make 
them  take  a  back  seat.  They  know  the  standing  they  are  to  have  at  the  end  of  the  fifth 
year,  and  they  will  see  they  get  it. 

Dr.  Geikie — Another  thing  is,  pathology  is  one  of  the  requirements  and  they  will  have 
to  attend  at  the  college  and  they  will  not  be  put  in  a  position  that  is  awkward  or  diiferent 
in  any  way  from  the  fourth  year  ;  they  will  be  higher  rather  than  taking  a  back  seat.  There 
is  no  idea  of  anything  like  giving  them  a  subordinate  position — not  the  slightest.         , 

Dr.  Moore — I  would  just  ask  for  information,  if  it  is  the  fact  that  the  fifth-year  students 
have  to  pay  an  extra  fee  for  hospital  attendance,  and  if  they  have  to  pay  an  extra  fee  have 
they  to  take  a  back  seat  simply  because  they  do  not  receive  anything  but  clinical  instruction  ? 
I  ask  this  simply  for  information.  Dr.  Geikie  is  here  as  a  teacher,  and  I  presume  we  have 
others  here  also  who  might  answer  that. 

Dr.  Geikie— I  can  answer  that,  although  I  am  not  obliged  to  do  so  ;  if  a  student  has 
only  taken  four  six-months'  tickets  he  would  have  to  take  another  six-months'  ticket,  and  the 
price  of  that  would  go  to  the  hospital.  If  the  attendance  on  clinics  be  made  compulsory,  as 
it  has  to  be  in  order  to  secure  a  bona  fide  amount  of  work,  making  the  fifth  year  an  actual 
benefit,  then,  of  course,  he  will  pay  the  college  he  may  be  attending  for  whatever  work  he 
has  to  do. 

Dr.  Moore — A  stated  fee. 

Dr.  Geikie — Yes  ;  a  stated  fee. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  would  like  to  say  this  much,  that  it  is  not  very  often  when  students 
pay  a  fee  for  anything  that  they  will  be  willing  to  be  passed  over.  I  will  remind  Dr.  Roome 
of  that. 

Dr.  Roome — How  have  fifth-year  men  in  hospitals  been  doing  for  the  last  few  years. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — They  do  not  pay  any  fee. 

Dr.  RooME — It  says  in  the  old  curriculum  that  they  shall  have  the  six  months'  practice  :, 
do  they  get  it  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Here  is  a  set  of  four  courses  of  lectures  and  demonstrations,  and 
you  cannot  'get  those  demonstrations  signed  without  paying  for  them. 

Dr.  RooME — How  did  they  do  it  before  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — They  did  not  do  it  before  ;  they  only  got  a  certificate  from  the  hospital- 
There  is  also  a  clause  to  the  same  section,  "  A  certificate  of  having  been  house  surgeon  in  a 
recognized  hospital  for  one  year  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures  and  hospital 
attendance."  That  is,  where  a  student  has  received  an  appointment  as  house  surgeon  or 
.  house  physician  for  one  year  in  any  recognized  hospital.  This  provides  that  we  will  not  ask 
or  exact  the  six  months'  hospital  attendance  separate,  or  the  attendance  on  the  difierent 
clinical  lectures  mentioned  above. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Before  that  goes  I  would  like  to  say  one  word  with  regard  to  fifth-year 
students  occupying  positions  as  house  surgeons  ;  it  seems  to  me  they  are  still  unqualified 
men  and  therefore  incompetent  to  administer  anesthetics  and  take  on  the  responsibility  of 
house  surgeon.  I  do  not  see  exactly  what  their  use  would  be  more  than  the  use  of  students. 
Those  of  us  who  have  to  do  with  hospitals  want  to  have  house  surgeons  who  are  qualified 
men,  who  are  capable  and  who  are  protected  by  law  ;  men  who  are  capable  of  doing  the 
dressings,  administering  anesthetics,  and  taking  charge  of  the-  cases  during  the  time  the 
staff  proper  is  not  able  to  attend. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Do  you  mean  to  say  the  advantages  of  being  house  surgeons  are  not 
of  a  great  deal  of  importance  to  him  ;  and  that  he  does  not  see  a  great  deal  of  work  in  the 
hospital  that  will  qualify  him  in  the  future  far  better  than  those  who  have  not  been  house 
surgeons  ? 

Dr.  Macdonald — Yes,  I  think  the  advantages  are  very  great ;  but  a  fifth-year 
student  should  not  assume  the  position  of  a  qualified  practitioner.  I  hold  that  every  one  of 
the  house  staff"  should  be  qualified. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  is  not  one  of  the  house  staff". 

Dr.  Macdonald — One  of  the  internes, 
i-  Dr.  McLaughlin — Still  he  is  a  student, 
sessi'  Dr.  Macdonald — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Are  not  all  the  house  surgeons  undergraduates  ? 
Co'      Dr.  Thorburn — In  Toronto  Hospital  they  are  all  graduates. 

Dr.   MooRHOUSE — In  reply  to  Dr.  Macdonald   I  would   say  this,   for  instance,  in  the 
Western  Hospital  we  have  three  assistants,  one  of  whom  is  a  qualified  practitioner,  and  the 
'  other  two  are  not.     This  clause  is  to  cover  that. 

Dr.  Emory — In  Toronto  some  of  the  hospitals  do  not  require  a  registered  practitioner 
as  house  surgeon  ;  in  St.  Michael's  Hospital  they  accept  a  fifth-year  student  as  house 
surgeon.     It  was  to  provide  for  cases  like  that. 
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Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Yes  ;   it  was  for  that. 

Dr.  Robertson — In  case  a  man  who  was  not  qualified  gave  chloroform  and  a  fatality- 
occurred,  who  would  be  responsible. 

Dr.  MooRHousE — In  that  case  the  unqualified  man  is  never  allowed  to  give  chloroform 
or  to  do  anything  of  that  kind  without  being  under  the  direct  superintendency  of  a  perfectly 
qualified  man. 

Dr.  Robertson— As  I  understand  from  Dr.  Emory,  if  an  undergraduate,  a  man  who 
has  not  received  his  fifth -year  diploma,  and  is  not  a  complete  graduate,  was  allowed  to  give 
chloroform,  would  there  be  a  practitioner  there  to  watch  him  give  that  chloroform  and  be 
responsible  for  a  fatality  in  case  an  accident  occurred  '? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE— Most  certainly,  in  all  cases  that  I  know  of. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  conceive  that  there  is  no  intention  on  the  part  of  this  committee  to 
dictate  to  hospitals  whether  they  shall  employ  fifth-year  students  as  house  surgeons  or  not  ; 
this  clause  merely  covers  the  case  where  they  do  employ  them,  for  which  the  Council  is  in 
no  way  responsible.  We  simply  say  we  will  take  a  year's  occupancy  of  that  position  as  equi- 
valent to  the  fifth  year.     That  is,  I  think,  the  position. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — That  is  exactly  the  position  ;  Dr.  Sangster  has  stated  our  views 
exactly. 

Dr.  Moore — As  Dr.  Robertson  has  said,  providing  a  fifth-year  student,  who  has  not  yet 
received  his  license,  gave  chloroform,  and  you  were  standing  beside  him,  and  the  patient  died, 
who  would  be  responsible,  he  or  you  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  am  responsible. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  not  ;  I  think  the  man  who  gives  the  chloroform  that  kills  the 
patient  would  be. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Who  is  responsible  when  a  qualified  man  gives  chloroform  and  the 
patient  dies  ? 

Dr.  Moore — The  practitioner. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — When  Dr.  Moore  is  out  in  the  country  and  he  asks  some  old  woman 
to  help  by  giving  chloroform,  and  the  patient  dies 

Dr.  Moore — I  never  do  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  often  done  it,  and  will  do  it  again  where  I  have  to.  Scores 
of  times  I  am  with  obstetrical  cases,  and  I  give  the  towel  to  a  lady  present  and  she  goes  on 
and  administers  the  chloroform. 

Dr.  Dickson — Under  your  close  supervision. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Certainly.  Is  there  any  hospital  operation  that  the  surgeon  has  not 
close  supervision  over  ?  There  is  no  law  in  the  world  that  will  prevent  a  practitioner  from 
using  any  help  he  can. 

Dr.  Moore — This  may  be  good  logic,  and  it  is  very  nice  for  the  physician  ;  but  it  is  ho 
or  she  who  kills  must  be  responsible. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  afraid  the  profession  as  a  whole  has  a  great  deal  to  account  for, 
and  to  be  responsible  for. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  know  that  we  should  step  outside  of  our  duty  in  dictating  to 
hospitals  as  to  what  class  of  men  they  shall  employ  as  house  surgeons.  Some  hospitals  insist 
on  having  none  but  licentiates,  and  others  are  ready  to  accept  the  fifth-year  men.  We  may 
have  our  own  individual  opinion,  but  it  is  not  for  this  Council  to  express  its  opinion  in 
relation  to  either  one  way  or  the  other.  We  must  bear  in  mind  this  fact,  that  our  regula- 
tions demand  that  every  student  before  he  gets  his  license  must  have  administered,  so  many 
times,  an  anesthetic.  However,  I  think  we  should  not  interfere  with  the  hospitals,  because 
they  would  only  laugh  at  us  if  we  should  attempt  to  do  so.  The  important  matter  is  this, 
let  us  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  students  will  be  well  qualified  before  they  come  before  us, 
and  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  year  in  the  hospital  is  equivalent  to  what  it  is  substituted  for 
there* 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  is  exactly  what  we  thought  ;  we  thought  it  would  be  harsh  if  a 
young  man  was  attending  a  year  in  the  hospital  that  we  should  ask  him  for  a  certificate  of 
having  attended^  thpse  lectures.

Dr.  Moo^.jUfiK  read  section  2,  clause  2.  •  ^  sub- 

Dr.  Roome — They  have  the  privilege  of  taking  the  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  thii  that 
or  fourth  year  ;  and  those  who  do  not  choose  to  take  it  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  have  tc^^®''" 
put  in  the  same  amount  of  studies  as  fifth-year  uien  ;  if  they  take  it  at  the  end  of  the  thii'd'^^" 
year  they  could  put  it  in  during  the  fourth  year.  '' 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  a  graduate  in  Arts  to  accept  the  option 
of  taking  his  intermediate  at  the  end  of  his  third  year  or  at  the  end  of  hisfourtli  year,  and  in 
case  he  takes  his  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  he  will  be  compelled  to  put  in 
another  year  of  clinical  work  before  we  give  him  his  final  examination  and  grant  him  a

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license.  He  has  really  no  option  in  the  matter,  and  if  the  clause  stand  he  will  be  compelled 
to  take  his  intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  tlie  fourth  year.  I  know  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  discussion  in  the  committee  over  this  matter,  and,  if  I  may  mention  the  name, 
1  might  say  that  Dr.  Geikie  looked  upon  it  as  practically  impossible  for  the  student  to  take 
his  intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  ;  and  I  looked  over  the  time  tables 
of  the  different  universities,  and  looked  over  our  Announcement,  and  the  requirements  of 
the  intermediate  examination  as  expressed  in  our  Announcement,  and  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  is  an  absolute  impossibility  for  a  student  to  properly  qualify  himself  for  the  in- 
termediate examination  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  We  cannot  expect  him  to  pass  the  primary 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  because  he  has  taken  only  one  course  in  most  of  the 
important  subjects,  and  we  demand  two  ;  that  would  mean  then,  when  he  gets  through  with  his 
primary  subjects,  he  has  simply  one  year  left  to  him  in  which  to  prepare  all  the  theory  and 
practice  of  medicine,  midwifery,  jurisprudence,  and  Heaven  knows  hovf  much  more  ;  that 
would  have  all  to  be  done  in  one  year.  He  would  be  a  phenomenon,  he  would  be  more  than 
a  Solon  if  he  did  it.  I  know  that  Dr.  Geikie  will  say  he  is  able,  on  account  of  the  excep- 
tional ability  he  has,  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  and  that  he  has  already 
taken  some  of  the  minor — 

Dr.  Geikie — Will  you  let  Dr.  Geikie  say  what  he  will  say. 

Dr.  Britton — I  may  anticipate  and  indulge  in  as  much  speculation  as  I  please. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  are  only  four  subjects  in  the  primary. 

Dr.  Britton — When  I  spoke  of  the  immense  number  of  subjects  I  referred  to  the  sub- 
jects that  occurred  in  the  intermediate  examination. 

Dr.  Williams — If  a  student  in  his  primary  examination  only  has  four  subjects,  would  it 
not  be  possible  for  him  to  spend  quite  a  part  of  his  time  on  the  intermediate  subjects  ? 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  the  argument  that  I  was  anticipating  or  conjecturing  ;  1  am 
*' guessing,"  as  an  American  might  say.  I  fancied  that  Dr.  Geikie  might  reply  by  saying 
the  graduate  in  Arts  is  better  qualified  for  the  study  of  the  special  science  of  medicine  than 
though  he  were  not  a  graduate — perfectly  right.  He  should  be  able  to  acquire  more  know- 
ledge in  the  same  space  of  time  than  one  who  is  a  nongraduate,  unless  the  latter  has-  had 
extraordinary  training  in  some  other  way  ;  but  there  are  certain  limits  to  that.  Dr.  Geikie 
may  further  say  that  on  that  very  account  the  graduate  in  Arts  may,  in  his  second  year,  take 
some  of  the  intermediate  subjects  and  devote  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  the  subject  of  the 
practice  of  medicine  proper,  and  to  surgery  and  so  on,  and  therefore  be  in  a  position  to  pre- 
pare himself  in  one  year,  that  is,  at  the  end  of  his  third  year,  to  pass  the  intermediate  exam- 
ination. We  require,  and  rightly,  that  the  foundation,  the  ground  work,  of  the  study  of  medi- 
cine be  as  perfect  as  possible.  If  a  student  is  conscientious,  and  has  any  ambition,  he  will  strive 
to  lay  down  a  thorough  foundation  by  acquiring  ample  knowledge  of  the  special  subjects  that 
underlie  the  study  of  medicine.  He  will  esteem  the  four  subjects  embraced  in  the  primary 
examination  as  of  supreme  importance  and  there  is  very  little  doubt  that  he  will  pay  careful 
attention  to  the  special  studies  that  pertain  to  medicine  proper  afterwards.  We  are  right 
then  in  exacting  that  he  shall  devote  all  his  attention  during  his  first  two  years  to  the  work 
which  is  necessary  to  pass  the  primary  examination  ;  and  then  we  should  not  enact  that 
such  work  be  interfered  with  by  intermediate  subjects.  I  say,  give  him  the  opportunity  of 
devoting  the  two  years — and  he  can't  do  it  in  less  time — to  preparation  for  the  primary. 
Give  the  graduate  in  Arts  something  for  what  he  has  acquired  in  his  university  course  ;  en- 
courage young  men  to  graduate  in  Arts  by  exempting  them  from  'the  fifth  year,  and  let  us 
continue  to  permit  them  to  take  both  intermediate  and  final  at  the  end  of  the  fourth.  We 
did  it  formerly  without  a  definite  statement  being  laid  down  in  the  Announcement  because 
it  seemed  reasonable  so  to  do,  and  last  year  we  inserted  in  the  regulations  a  clause  to  cover 
such  cases  for  all  time  to  come.  Then,  having  enacted  last  year  the  very  clause  that  is 
being  amended  now,  and  following  in  the  line  which  we  had  formerly  taken,  forsooth,  this 
year  we  want  to  upset  the  whole  affair  and  ask  the  graduate  to  do  what  is  an  absolute  im- 
possibility. I  hope  the  change  will  not  be  made  and  that  he  will  still  have  the  privilege  of 
taking  his  intermediate  and  final  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Dr.  Geikie—  What  I  said  was  this,  I  would  like  very  much  to  have-  as  many  graduates 

*■    -^rts  take  the  course  in  medicine  as  possible,  to  encourage  it  in  every  way  in  our  power,  and 

sess' '"^tlemen  who  are  graduates  in  Arts  say  to  us,  we  find  the  first  two  years  in  medicine  will 

uire  two  full  sessions  and  that  the  second  year  in  medicine  will  require  two  full  sessions, 

Cc 'thing  delays  us  so  much  ;  but  all  universities  require,  and  I  believe  this  Council  requires — 

osolutely  requires,  I  mean — three  sessions  attendance  only  in  the  case  of  graduates  in  Arts, 

Ttnd  some  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  that  have  come  to  me — and  have  been  in  the  habit 

of  doing  so  for  many  years— and  to  others,  and  say,  is  there  no  way  in  which  it  could  be 

done  ?     There  is  only  one  way.     How  is  that  ?     You  have  taken  chemistry  and  physiology 

in  your  course  before,  thjat  is  a  great  advantage  to  you,  so  that  in  your  first  year,  for  example, 

you  will  not  need  to  devote  attention  to  chemistry,  as  a  person  would  who  had  not  had  two 
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years  already  in  it  in  an  Arts  course,  and  therefore  you  will  have  that  much  more  time  ; 
then  your  physiology  is  the  same.  That  being  so  we  say  to  them,  devote  your  attention  to 
your  primary  work — the  bulk,  of  your  attention,  eight-tenths  of  it — and  take  a  few  hours  lec- 
tures on  the  third  year,  but  do  not  read  on  that  ;  attend  the  lectures,  take  notes,  gather  all 
you  can,  make  a  sort  of  first  harrowing  of  the  ground  just  to  give  you  a  fair  idea  ;  and  at  the 
second  session  drop  all  your  final  work  and  devote  yourself  exclusively  to  your  primary 
work,  and  pass  your  primary  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  ;  come  up  for  your  third  session, 
and  take  nothing  but  final  work.  But  how  will  that  answer  ?  At  the  hospital  he  has  been 
attending  a  great  many  clinics,  because  a  great  many  students  do  from  a  very  early  stage  ; 
he  has  taken  this  plan,  he  has  had  his  medicine,  his  surgery  and  his  midwifery,  a  first  course 
of  lectures,  and  knows  a  good  deal  about  the  subject  ;  and  after  he  passes  the  primary  and 
before  he  goes  in  on  the  third  year,  he  has  read  the  subjects  pretty  well  over  again  and  he  is 
stimulated  to  do  so  by  what  he  has  seen  in  the  hospital.  Then,  the  third  session  devoted 
to  final  work,  he  is  of  course  able  to  pass  on  these  subjects.  Then,  the  fifth  year  of  an 
ordinary  man  is  his  fourth  year,  and  he  does  what  the  Council  tells  him  ;  if  he  does  not  feel 
competent  to  come  up  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  he  takes  another  year. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  think  Dr.  Geikie  is  running  away  ahead  of  his  time  altogether,  he 
is  three  or  four  years  ahead  of  his  time.  Speaking  of  graduates  in  Arts  or  science  that  have 
taken  two  courses  in  any  recognized  college,  of  physics,  chemistry,  pathology  and  physiology, 
there  is  no  course  in  the  universities  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  that  blends  itself  into  medicine, 
■apart  from  the  science  course;  any  student  who  takes  a  natural  science  course  completes  a 
year  in  medicine,  so  far  as  I  understand  it,  with  the  exception  of  anatomy.  If  he  takes  a 
•course  in  classics  or  anything  else  it  does  not  at  all  blend  with  medicine;  you  must  have 
something  that  blends  in  with  a  medical  course,  and  a  medical  student  who  takes  a  natural 
science  course  includes  all  those  branches  that  have  been  enumerated.  I  cannot  see  how  you 
can  do  any  other  way  than  to  say  that  a  medical  student  who  graduates  in  natural  science  is 
eligible  to  complete  his  first  year's  course  in  medicine  with  the  exception  of  anatomy;  he 
takes  his  physiology,  he  takes  his  chemistry,  he  takes  his  pathology,  he  takes  his  gyne- 
cology; and  all  that  is  required  is  to  take  his  first  year's  course  in  lectures  on  anatomy.  And 
I  think  that  any  student,  who  passes  in  a  two  years'  course  or  a  graduating  course  in  natural 
science  in  a  university,  and  gets  his  degree  in  natural  science,  and  then  completes  his  course 
in  anatomy,  is  eligible  to  the  second-year  course  in  medicine.  That  is  the  way  I  understand 
it;  if  I  am  wrong  correct  me. 

Dr.  RooME — The  reason  I  raised  that  point  is  that  if  clinical  instruction,    hospital 
practice,  is  necessary  to  qualify  students  to  practise  and  if  this  instruction  and  practice  is   . 
going  to  be  of  assistance  to  qualify  them  it  is  just  as  necessary  that  Arts  graduates  should 
have  those  teachings,  those  clinical  instructions  and  that  hospital  practice,  as  any  others;  if 
it  is  good  for  one  it  must  be  good  for  the  other. 

Dr.  Sangster — Before  that  motion  is  put,  I  want  to  ask  a  question;  I  think  there  is  a 
little  ambiguity  in  one  or  two  words,  and  if  that  ambiguity  exists  in  the  opinion  of  others  it 
may  be  rectified;  the  words  I  refer  to  are,  "Who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in  the  course  of 
physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physiology,  and  shall  have  passed  examinations  in  their 
university  course  in  the  said  subjects."  I  think  the  expression,  "Shall  have  passed 
examinations  in  their  university  course"  is  ambiguous,  and  I  think  it  should  be,  "Who 
have  passed  their  university  course  in  the  said  subjects  in  the  said  years." 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — The  words,  "Graduates  in  Arts"  covers  that.  "Graduates  in  Arts  or 
science  "  will  cover  that  without  inserting  the  words  "  Who  have  passed  the  e:^amination." 

Dr.  Sangstek — No;  they  may  be  graduates  in  Arts  without  necessarily  having  passed 
these  examinations  in  science. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — "And  shall  have  passed  in  their  university  course  in  the  said 
subjects?" 

Dr.  MooRHousE— Yes. 

Dr.  Sangster — You  mean  in  their  two  years  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — Yes  ;  I  might  mention  to  the  Council  that  I  had  four  copies  of  this 
struck  ofi",  and  I  handed  the  copies  around  to  different  members  to  make  corrections,   butsli^ 
have  not  heard  a  word  from  these  members.     I  have  not  had  time  to  read  this  all  throiology 
and  I  expected  Dr.  Williams  and  some  other  gentlemen  would  have  looked  at  this  ^  sub- 
pointed  it  out.  that 

Dr.  RooME — I  think  each  member  should  have  one.  oer- 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — Yes;  I  gave  one  to  Dr.  Geikie  and  one  to  Dr.    Williams,  and  Dirtli 
McLaughlin  has  one. 

Dr.  RooME  — I  did  not  get  one,  I  know. 

Dr.  MooRHOtsE  read  section  2,  clause  2,  as  proposed  to  be  amended,  as  follows: 
""Graduates  in  Arts  or  science  of  any  college  or  university  recognized  by  this  Council,  who 
shall  have  sjjent  two  years  in  the  course  of  physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  i)hyHiology,  and

shall  have  passed  their  examinations  in  the  said  university  while  taking  their  degrees,  shall" 
be  required  to  spend  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and  on  condition  that  prior  to  the 
fourth  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary  examination,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take 
both  the  intermediate  and  the  final  examination  on  completion  of  the  fourth  year,  but  shall 
have  no  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical  lectures. 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  right. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — "Prior  to  the  fourth  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary 
examination."  Wouldn't  it  be  better  to  insert  "Prior  to  the  third  year  they  shall  have 
passed  the  primary  ?" 

Dr.  RooME — Wasn't  that  the  understanding  in  the  committee,  that  they  should  have 
the  privilege  of  taking  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  and  if  they  went  to  the 
fourth  year  they  had  to  put  in  the  fifth  year. 

Dr.  Geikie — Tf  they  were  clever  enough  to  pass  the  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  third 
session — and  if  they  were  not  they  could  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year — 

Dr.  Britton — Was  it  Dr.  Geikie's  understanding  that  if  they  were  able  to  pass  the 
intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  all  right:  they  could  take  the  final  at 
the  end  of  the  fourth  year;  but  if  they  were  not  able  to  do  that,  and  put  it  off  to  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year,  then  they  pass  another  year  in  clinical  work  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  not  care  if  you  required  the  same  from  every  man,  whether  Arts- 
or  not;  but  the  universities  object  to  it. 

Dr.  Britton — I  did  not  think  it  to  be  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that  under  any 
circumstances  the  Arts  men  were  compelled  to  put  in  a  fifth  year. 

Dr.  Geikie — Oh,  no. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — No. 

Dr.  Roome — I  would  like  to  hear  from  Dr.  Williams  on  that. 

Dr.  Williams — As  I  understand  it,  the  Arts  men  are  to  have  the  option  of  passing  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year,  and  if  not  then  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  and  take  both  exam- 
inations; there  was  to  be  no  deductions  made  of  the  number  of  clinical  lectures;  he  was  ta 
take  the  full  clinical  lectures. 

Dr.  Geikie — Not  only  clinical,  but  other  lectures  and  hospital  attendance. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  way  this  reads  it  would  almost  seem  to  be  he  was  obliged  to 
take  both  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year.  It  says,  "  They  shall  be  permitted  tO' 
take  both  intermediate  and  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year."  Would  it  not 
be  better  to  word  it,  "They  shalL  be  permitted  to  take  the  intermediate  and  final  exam- 
inations on  or  before  the  completion  of  the  fourth  year  "  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — A  man  cannot  take  his  primary  examination  until  the  completion  of 
the  second  year,  and  then  he  will  not  be  able  to  take  the  intermediate  until  the  completion 
of  the  fourth  year,  because  he  has  to  have  two  courses  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures  in 
medicine,  and  the  same  in  other  subjects,  so  he  is  not  able  to  go  up  for  the  intermediate 
until  the  end  of  the  fourth  year.  The  point  I  had  in  view  was,  "  On  condition  that  prior  to 
the  fourth  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary  examination."  I  think  it  would  be  better 
to  have  that  "  Prior  to  the  end  of  the  third  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary." 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  in  another  section  they  have  permission  to  pass  the  primary 
examination  at  the  end  of  either  the  second  or  third  year. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  know  they  have  permission,  but  it  would  be  better  almost  to  do  it 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  and  then  they  would  have  the  entire  two  years  for  the  next. 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  no  objection  to  that  in  the  case  of  graduates.  I  would  suggest  it 
be  put  in  this  way,  that  at  least  two  years  must  intervene  between  the  passing  of  the  primary 
and  the  taking  of  the  final. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  is  exactly  what  I  want  to  cover. 

Dr.  Robertson — Suppose  I  was  a  student  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  in  a  natural 
science  course,  and  during  my  fourth  year,  apart  from  my  natural  science  course,  I  took  up 
the  study  of  medicine  for  the  first  year — so  far  as  I  can  understand  the  natural  science 
course  of  the  University  of  Toronto  embraces  those  subjects  mentioned  here,  with  the 
'■'  eption  of  anatomy — provided  I  had  ambition  enough  to  take  up  the  anatomy  course  in 
'"  ^ron  to  those  subjects,  would  that  entitle  me  to  the  first  year  of  medicine?  And  then 
sessvjsing  1  went  to  Trinity  or  Toronto  School  of  Medicine  next  year,  the  first  year  after  my 

mating  course  in  the  university,  and  passed  my  primary  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
Cobnd  year — 
(     Dr.  Moorhouse — I  might  remind  you  you  have  taken  no  anatomy. 

Dr.  RoBERTSOn — If  I  take  anatomy  with  my  last  year's  natural  science  course  and  the 
next  year  I  enter  the  Trinity  or  Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  and  go  up  for  my  primary, 
would  that  give  me  my  primary  examination  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse     Certainly  you  could  then. 

Dr.  Robertson — Then  the  next  year  there  is  no  examination  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — No. 
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Dr.  Robertson — Then  the  next  year  I  complete  my  examination,  as  far  as  medicine  is 
♦concerned.  I  complete  ray  fourth  year's  course;  and  then  am  I  entitled  to  get  my  degree 
from  the  college  I  graduate  at  with  the  exception  of  the  fifth  year  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — Yes. 

Dr.  Robertson — That  is  what  I  want  to  get  at.  We  want  to  have  it  expressly  stated 
that  there  is  no  drag  in  that  way,  that  we  complete  our  medical  course  with  the  exception  of 
the  fifth  year — complete  our  third-year  course  in  medicine  after  completing  our  first  year  in 
the  Arts  course. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  listened  to  this  discussion,  and  I  must  confess 
that  it  seems  to  me  the  door  is  being  opened  for  students  to  take  their  final  work  before 
they  have  read  their  ABC.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  utterly  impossible  for  a  man  to  under- 
stand a  clinical  lecture  on  surgery,  on  a  surgical  case,  before  he  knows  his  anatomy  or 
physiology.  How  can  he  understand  his  final  subjects  before  he  understands  his  primary 
'Ones  ?  It  is  quite  true,  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken  have  shown  us  how  it  could 
be  possible  for  a  clever  graduate  in  Arts  to  scramble  through  and  get  his  degree  a  little 
sooner  than  another,  but  that  is  not  what  we  want.  We  do  not  want  men  merely  to  have 
their  degrees,  but  to  have  them  take  their  work  from  the  very  beginning  up;  we  want  them 
to  learn  their  ABC  and  learn  their  anatomy.  I  would  not  like  to  consent  to  anything 
which  would  allow  the  students  to  go  on  and  take  their  final  subjects  before  they  were 
-grounded  in  their  primary  ones. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  was  going  to  remark  that  it  does  not  seem  to  me  this  section  as  it 
:goes  at  the  present  time  puts  the  view  of  the  committee  clearly  and  distinctly.  Would  it 
not  be  better  for  us  to  pass  over  that  clause  to  the  next,  and  let  Dr.  Moorhouse  and  one  or 
two  others  recast  it  and  put  it  into  a  form  that  we  may  pass  it  without  so  much  discussion 
^nd  trouble  ? 

Dr.  Britton — If  the  clause  itself  represents  fairly  and  properly  the  views  of  this  Council 
it  still  might  be  worded  a  little  differently  to  carry  out  the  ideas  contained  in  the  clause  ; 
we  might  pass  it  and  give  instructions  that  these  clerical  changes  should  be  made. 

Dr.  Geikie — Might  I,  before  we  pass  over  this,  suggest  it  may  be  made  quite  clear  in 
the  case  of  Arts  men  that  they  shall  have  no  remission  in  regard  to  clinical  and  other  lectures, 
^nd  hospital  attendance  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  is  it. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  would  like  to  ask  of  some  of  those  who  are  better  posted  than  I  am, 
whether  any  graduates  in  Arts,  or  in  anything  but  natural  science,  have  to  spend  two  years 
in  physics,  chemistry,  biology  or  physiology  ? 

Dr.  Britton — No. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  think  it  is  kind  of  out  of  place  there  to  put  in  "Graduates  in  Arts  or 
•science;"  I  think  it  should  be,  "Any  graduates  in  natural  science  of  any  university," 
because,  as  I  understand  it,  every  graduate  in  natural  science  has  to  take  up  those  subjects, 
that  is,  physics,  chemistry,  biology,  and  physiology  ;  and  when  he  completes  his  course  as  a 
B.A.  at  any  university  in  this  province,  if  he  wishes  to  complete  his  first  year  in  medicine, 
lie  has  got  to  have  a  course  in  anatomy  apart  from  these  four  subjects  I  have  mentioned  ;  and 
if  he  has  not  certificates  to  show  that  he  has  completed  dissections  and  a  course  in  anatomy 
in  addition  to  those  subjects  mentioned,  he  cannot  complete  his  first  year  in  medicine.  As 
far  as  I  understand  that  is  correct.  A  graduate  in  Arts,  in  modern  science,  or  anything  else 
that  you  have  in  a  university,  has  no  claim  whatever  on  medicine.  It  has  got  to  be  blended 
in  with  the  medical  profession  ;  and  the  only  course  that  is  set  apart,  and  that  is  blended  in 
with  the  medical  profession,  is  natural  science  ;  and  if  a  student  takes  the  natural  science 
course,  and  his  ability  is  sufticient  to  carry  him  through  with  the  medical  science  course,  and 
takes  an  anatomical  course  in  addition,  that  completes  his  first  year  in  medicine,  as  I  under- 
stand it  ;  if  he  does  that,  and  completes  his  third  year  afterwards  in  the  study  of  medicine, 
lie  is  entitled  to  the  registration  called  for  by  his  degree. 

Dr.  RooME — I  think  that  clause  should  be  left  over,  and  let  the  committee  meet  and 
•decide  what  they  intended  it  to  be. 

Dr.  Williams — Let  me  read  this,  "Graduates  in  arts  or  science,  in  any  university 
recognized  by  the  Council,  who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in  chemistry,  physics,  biology 
and  physiology,  and  shall  have  passed  examinations  in  their  university  course  on  these  sub- 
jects will  be  required  to  spend  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and  on  condition  that 
prior  to  their  third  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary  examination,  they  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  take  both  the  intermediate  and  final  examinations  at  the  completion  of  the  fourth 
year,  but  shall  have  no  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical  lectures." 

Dr.  Geikie — And  hospital  attendance. 

Dr.  Williams — No. 

Dr.  Britton — They  could  not  put  in  the  hospital  attendance.  I  think  the  clause  as 
read  by  Dr.  Williams  covers  everything.  There  arc  no  lectures  outside  of  clinical 
lectures. 
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On  motion  clause  2,  section  2,  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  MooKHOUSE  read  section  2,  clause  3. 

Dr.  Emory — As  you  read  it,  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  these  lectures  should 
extend  over  75  per  cent,  of  the  term  ;  that  should  read  "over  the  whole  term." 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — That  was  under  the  old  wording,  and  we  considered  that  was  a  little 
greater  than  it  need  be  ;  but  that  was  inserted  by  mistake  of  the  typewriter. 

Dr.  Britton — That  might  bear  heavily  on  some  individual  case.  That  must  extend 
over  the  whole  time  devoted  to  the  course  of  lectures.  A  student  might  perhaps  take  ill  in 
the  last  week,  or  next  to  the  last  week,  in  the  winter  session,  and  in  that  case  his  teacher 
might,  no  matter  how  able  the  student  and  notwithstanding  he  attended  every  lecture  in  the 
session  except  those  in  the  last  two  weeks,  not  certify.  I  can  see  the  difficulty  arising 
there. 

Dr.  Geikie — "  Extending  over  the  entire  course." 

Dr.  Moorhouse — We  state  later  on  that  these  courses  extend  all  over  the  period  of  eight, 
months. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  feeling  of  the  committee  was  he  could  get  75  per  cent,  of  his- 
lectures  in  any  six  months  instead  of  eight  months,  unless  it  was  specifically  stated  it  had  ta 
extend  over  the  entire  course. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — It  must  extend  over  the  course  of  lectures  ;  it  must  be  extended  over- 
eight  months;  and  if  you  state  the  student  must  have  75  per  cent,  of  the  eighty  lectures — 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  could  be  no  harm  to  leave  this  in,  because  I  know  of  students 
who  have  gone  up  to  educational  institutions  in  this  province  right  after  New  Year's  and 
have  got  their  certificates  all  right. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — They  could  not  get  75  per  cent. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  know.  They  got  their  certificates  ;  and  I  always  had  a 
doubt  that  there  must  have  been  some  slip  in  the  memory  of  the  lecturer  or  something  of 
that  kind.    I  think  it  would  be  well  to  leave  the  clause  in. 

Dr.  Williams — A  member  says  that  while  we  set  up  for  an  eight  months'  session  we 
actually  take  75  per  cent. ,  which  makes  it  a  six  months'  session.  We  mean  an  eight  months" 
session,  and  therefore  the  last  couple  of  lines  must  go  out,  because,  if  you  take  75  per  cent, 
out  of  an  eight  months'  session,  that  leaves  the  student  to  discount  two  months,  and  come  in  and 
take  six  months,  and  then  he  has  completed  the  course.  We  never  intended  that ;  and  I  do>^ 
not  think  we  should  be  consenting  parties  to  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  strongest  complaint  made  in  the  Education  Committee  was 
that  students  were  found  at  home  in  our  country  towns  several  weeks  before  the  session 
ended  ;  and  it  was  to  insist  that  these  students  should  remain  at  work  in  their  respective 
colleges  to  the  end  of  the  term  that  we  decided  to  require  an  eight  months'  session  to  consist 
of  an  eight  months'  session  and  not  a  six  months'  session. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  that  was  the  intention.  For  instance,  a  young  man  who  was 
taken  ill  might  have  to  quit  before  he  finished,  and  we  put  the  clause  that  he  must  have 
attended  75  per  cent,  of  the  course—  it  might  be  the  first,  the  last,  or  the  middle.  I  think 
those  last  few  lines  are  needless. 

Dr.  Williams — They  are  words  that  are  very  harmful. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  told  the  typewriter  to  strike  them  out ;  but  she  left  them  in,  and  I 
read  them. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  all  after  the  word  "  course  "  in  the  third  line  from  the  bottom 
be  stricken  out. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  think  it  should  be  out,  because  I  think  it  is  a  repetition. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  so  ;  it  was  inadvertently  put  in  here. 

Dr.  Emory — Does  that  amendment  eliminate  all  reference  to  the  75  per  cent. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — No  ;  the  clause  will  now  read,  "No  tickets  for  lectures  will  hence- 
forward be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon,  as  shown  by  the  teacher's 
roll,  that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  75  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each 
course."     It  stops  short  there. 

Dr.  Emory — That  leaves  them  with  a  six  months'  course  instead  of  eight. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  distinctly  leaves  them  with  a  six  months'  course. 

Dr.  Macdonald — It  is  distinctly  pointed  out  at  the  commencement  of  section  1  that 
the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter  sessions  of  eight  months  each,  there- 
fore I  agree  with  Dr.  Williams  that  the  part  on  the  end  is  superfluous.  We  must  have  75> 
per  cent,  of  an  eight  months'  course. 

Dr.  Henry — How  does  that  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — It  reads  all  right. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  think  that  ought  to  be  carried  without  that  clause.  I  know- 
of  more  than  one  case,  of  students  who  were  at  school  up  till  New  Year's,  and  who  then  came 
up  and  took  lectures  and  got  the  certificate. 
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Dr.  Williams — That  is  under  censure,  and  we  should  not  fix  the  thing  to  allow  them 
to  do  that  on  purpose. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  ought  to  hedge  ujj  our  law  so  that  that  would  be  impossible.  If 
it  is  left  there  that  "  such  attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  an  eight  months'  course,"  I 
think  that  would  make  it  so  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  take  a  six  months'  course. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  cannot  see  any  force  in  that  ;  if  the  first  part  plainly  says  that  no 
tickets  for  lectures  will  be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  as  shown 
by  the  teacher's  roll,  that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  75  per  cent.,  what  is  the  use  of  the 
extra  wheel  being  put  on  the  wagon  ?  Not  a  particle  of  use.  _It  distinctly  says,  no  certificate 
will  be  accepted  unless  the  teacher  says  this  pupil  has  attended  75  per  cent.  I  cannot  see 
any  use  of  those  extra  words. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  you  leave  it  as  it  is  there  a  student  can  take  three-quarters  of  a 
session,  and  only  be  there  for  three-quarters  and  be  away  an  entire  quarter  of  a  session,  and 
still  get  his  certificate  for  the  course  ;  but  if  you  say  these  lectures  shall  extend  over  the 
entire  course — 

Dr.  Robertson — We  must  have  eight  months. 

Dr.  Henry — I  was  under  the  impression  it  extended  over  the  entire  course. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  what  we  intended,  but  it  does  not  do  it. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Williams'  amendment,  striking  out  the  following  words,  "And 
it  is  enacted  that  said  certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance  extended  over 
a  period  of  at  least  eight  months." 

Cries  of  "Carried." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  know  that  it  is  carried. 

The  Chairman — It  is  a  serious  question.  Would  you  like  to  have  the  clause  as  amended 
read  again. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — 1  will  read  it  over  again :  "  No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  roll,  that 
the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  75  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course. " 
The  words  that  Dr.  Williams'  amendment  would  strike  out  were  inadvertently  put  in  by  the 
typewriter,  although  she  was  instructed  not  to  put  them  in,  and  I  did  not  notice  it  until  I 
came  to  read  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  should  be,  "  and  it  is  enacted  that  said  certificate  shall  specifically 
state  that  such  attendance  extended  over  the  whole  eight  months'  course,"  not  75  per  cent, 
of  it. 

Dr.  Griffin — In  other  words.  Dr.  McLaughlin  wants  put  in  that  75  per  cent,  of  the 
lectures  must  be  attended,  and  that  the  first  shall  be  at  the  beginning  of  the  eight  months' 
course,  and  the  last  at  the  end  of  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  want  them  all  the  way  through.  If  you  take  that  75  per  cent,  of 
the  course  a  student  may  start  in  after  one-quarter  of  a  session  is  gone,  and  go  to  the  end, 
and  qualify  under  that ;  or  he  can  begin  at  the  beginning  and  stop  a  quarter  of  the  time 
before  the  course  stops,  namely,  two  months  before  it  is  up,  and  return  to  his  home  and 
study  no  more,  and  yet  comply  with  it;  but  if  you  put  in  that  these  lectures  must  extend 
over  the  whole  course  he  cannot  do  that.  It  amounts  to  this — we  want  a  little  more  than 
75  per  cent,  of  the  attendance  and  we  should  have  it. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  might  be  a  hardship  :  a  man  might  be  sick  for  two  months  and 
not  be  able  to  attend,  and  then  he  may  attend  punctually  and  regularly  and  make  up  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  course. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  surprised  in  one  respect.  I  thought  Dr.  Williams  was  the  main 
contestant  for  the  adoption  of  a  stringent  regulation. 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  exactly  what  I  want  to-day. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Are  you  along  with  me  ? 

Dr.  Williams — If  I  understand  this  I  take  it  that  putting  the  last  clause  in  allows  to  be 
done  exactly  what  Dr.  McLaughlin  says  he  does  not  want  done.  I  think  we  are  both  a  little 
wrong,  and  both  partially  right.  I  think  that  clause  left  in,  but  modified,  is  really  what  we 
want;  that  if  it  read,  "  And  it  shall  be  specifically  stated  that  such  attendance  extended 
over  a  period  of  at  least  eight  months  "  it  would  give  us  what  we  want. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  what  I  want. 

Dr.  Moore — Dr.  McLaughlin  wants  them  to  attend  75  per  cent,  of  the  lectures  of  the 
eight  months'  course. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes. 

Dr.  Moore — And  that  they  shall  do  that  within  the  eight  months'  course.  You  are 
making  a  little  allowance  for  a  poor  fellow  who  might  happen  to  be  sick  a  week  or  two  and 
should  come  in  and  finish  his  75  per  cent,  in  the  eight  months. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No. 

Dr.  Moore — If  he  was  taken  sick  he  might,  although  he  was  off  two  weeks,  still  get  in 
75  per  cent  of  the  eight  months. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes  ;  adopt  what  plan  you  will,  you  may  have  hardships.  A  man 
may  be  sick  and  there  may  be  hardships,  but  what  I  want  is  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  lectures 
shall  be  scattered  over  the  whole  course  of  eight  months,  from  beginning  to  end. 

Dr.  Moore — That  is  exactly  what  I  say. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — And  that  a  man  shall  not  begin  at  the  beginning  and  stop  two  months 
before  the  end,  or  begin  two  months  after  the  commencement. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  what  Dr.  McLaughlin  intends  to  convey  is  that  the  man  shall 
attend  the  full  eight  months,  and  if  he  should  happen  to  be  sick  a  couple  of  weeks  in  the 
meantime,  he  still  has  the  opportunity  to  make  up  the  75  per  cent.     Am  I  right  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — "No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted  by  the  Council 
unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  roll  that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended 
75  per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course,  and  it  is  enacted  that  said 
certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  at  least  eight 
months. " 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes  ;   that  is  all  right. 

Dr.  Geikie — The  better  way  was  the  way  the  committee  had  it  before. 

On  motion  section  2,  clause  3,  was  adopted  as  amended. 

On  motion  section  2,  clause  4,  was  adopted  ag  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  3,  sub-section  a. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — "  Practical  anatomy,  two  courses  of  not  less  than  280  demonstra- 
tions "  ;  does  that  mean  a  demonstration  with  a  professor,  or  does  it  include  his  own  demon- 
strations and  dissections  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Dissections  and  demonstrations  under  the  care  of  a  professor  in  the 
dissecting  room. 

Dr.  Macdonald — Before  that  is  carried  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  upon  it.  Anat- 
omy is  the  one  subject  that  can  be  better  taught  by  practical  work  than  any  other,  and  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  eighty  lectures  are  too  many,  and  that  the  time  occupied  in  listening  to 
the  lecturer  would  be  much  better  spent  in  the  dissecting  room  or  in  actual  practical  work. 
It  seems  to  me  that  fifty  lectures  would  be  ample.  I  do  not  like  to  criticise  the  work  that 
has  been  so  carefully  done  by  this  committee,  but  at  the  same  time  I  think  the  great  practical 
utility  of  it  is  the  question  we  have  to  consider,  and  therefore  I  would  say  that  if  fifty  lec- 
tures were  inserted  instead  of  eighty  it  would  answer  that  purpose. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — This  is  "Descriptive  Anatomy"  as  distinguished  from  "Practical 
Anatomy." 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  tendency  of  the  schools  in  Europe  and  everywhere,  except  here, 
is  to  diminish  the  number  of  didactic  lectures,  and  I  think  I  can  say,  without  fear  of  contra- 
diction, that  two  or  three  demonstrations  are  worth  half  a  dozen  didactic  lectures.  I  often 
think  of  the  number  of  lectures  we  used  to  have  to  attend,  commencing  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  not  stopping  till  eight  at  night ;  and  we  were  supposed  to  have  some  practical 
knowledge  as  well.  We  did  worry  through  some  way  or  other,  but  I  always  thought  it  was 
a  thing  that  could  not  be  defended.  I  know  in  Europe,  especially  in  England,  they  have 
diminished  the  number  of  didactic  lectures  very  much.  I  had  an  opportunity  of  coming  in 
contact  with  some  eminent  physicians  when  the  British  Medical  Association  was  here  two 
years  ago,  and  Dr.  Burns,  who  is  an  ex-President,  and  Sir  William  Turner  and  Lord  Lister 
I  noticed  were  all  Edinburgh  men.  I  made  some  remark  to  the  effect  I  was  glad  to  see 
Edinburgh  was  still  to  the  fore  ;  but  they  said,  "  No,  Doctor,  I  think  you  will  have  to  qualify 
that  a  little  ;  she  is  not  holding  her  own."  I  said,  "  What  do  you  mean  f  The  answer  I 
got  was  that  Cambridge  is  taking  the  men  now.  The  men  go  through  and  they  study  phy- 
siology, chemistry,  physics  and  biology,  with  some  anatomy,  and  they  stay  there  for  three 
years  and  get  a  degree  called  the  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  then  go  for  the  last  two  years  to 
Edinburgh  and  London  for  practical  information  ;  and  these  men  go  to  the  front.  They 
were  discussing  some  plan  whereby  the  Edinburgh  School  should  regain  its  former  glory.  I 
think  it  does  not  require  any  great  thought  to  know  that  a  subject  before  you,  that  you  are 
handling  and  watching,  is  of  very  great  importance  and  assistance,  very  much  more  so  than 
to  have  somebody  talking  to  you.  I  would  rather  diminish  the  number  of  all  those  lectures 
that  have  been  fixed  at  eighty  to  fifty,  and  give  the  physician  and  surgeon  more  clinical 
instruction  ;  in  the  same  way  more  would  be  given  to  the  anatomist.  Times  have  changed 
very  much.  In  the  old  times  when  we  had  no  books,  when  books  were  very  dear,  we 
rerjuired  a  hundred  lectures  on  those  subjects,  because  that  was  the  only  opportunity  we  had 
of  obtaining  medical  information  ;  but  surgery  and  medicine  and  anatomy,  like  every  other 
thing,  are  making  vast  strides,  and  the  practical  knowledge  of  the  study  of  anatomy  is  of 
the  utmost  importance,  far  more  important  than  listening  to  didactic  lectures.  I  should  very 
much  prefer  to  see  the  number  in  any  and  all  of  our  lectures  reduced  from  eighty  to  fifty, 
d  especially  so  in  anatomy.     You  cannot  spend  too  much  time   on  anatomy.      I  would 
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■almost  put  the  whole  first  year,  if  possible,  in  the  dissecting  room.  Lectures  are  all  very 
well  for  guidance,  but  there  is  far  more  benefit  to  the  student  and  the  future  practitioner  in 
giving  him  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  subject.  Our  students  do  not  need  the  theoretical 
knowledge  but  the  practical  knowledge,  and  without  that  practical  knowledge  a  student  is 
not  likely  to  be  a  successful  practitioner.  Therefore,  I  would  suggest  that  the  number  of 
lectures,  especially  in  anatomy,  be  reduced  to  fifty,  and  at  the  same  time,  if  possible,  increase 
the  number  of  practical  demonstrations  on  the  same  subject. 

Dr.  Griffin — The  clause  reads  :  "  Two  courses  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures."  That, 
I  suppose,  means  that  each  course  shall  consist  of  forty  lectures. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  eighty  each  course. 

Dr.  Griffin — I  was  in  favor  of  the  clause  as  I  understood  it,  that  is  to  say,  two  courses 
of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures,  divided  up  into  two  courses  of  forty  lectures  each.  As  it 
stands,  eighty  lectures  each,  I  think  it  is  far  too  many.  Anatomy  is  not  learned  in  the  lecture 
Toom.  Dr.  Moorhouse  did  not  learn  his  anatomy  in  the  lecture  room,  but  in  the  dissecting 
room  ;  and  the  time  taken  up  by  giving  these  thirty  extra  lectures  might,  in  my  opinion,  be 
very  much  more  profitably  spent  in  the  dissecting  room.  I  am  against  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  lectures. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Mr.  Chairman,  I  beg  to  say  a  few  words  on  this  subject,  as  I  have  had  a 
very  large  experience  in  teaching  both  descriptive  and  practical  anatomy.  I  recollect  very 
^vvell  when  I  came  up  here  first  as  an  examiner — I  think  it  was  about  the  second  year—  Dr. 
Malloch,  of  Hamilton,  told  me  that  one  of  the  colleges  here  had  one  subject  for  the  whole 
section  and  the  other  had  two.  I  said  I  would  try  and  change  that.  Formerly,  in  descriptive 
anatomy,  most  of  them  were  able  to  pass  without  any  trouble,  because  they  taught  it  out  of 
the  book  ;  but  when  you  came  to  take  up  the  part  you  had  to  know  exactly  what  it  was  ; 
«,nd  many  men  who  could  give  it  to  you  according  to  the  descriptive  method  could  not  answer 
^t  all  on  the  subject.  I  then  got  a  subject — in  connection  with  which  I  got  into  a  great  deal 
of  odium  with  the  students  ;  they  were  going  to  kill  me — that  was  the  first  subject  brought 
into  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  and  it  was  the  means  of  giving  practical  anatomy  an 
impetus  that  it  would  not  otherwise  have  had.  I  would  throw  out  descriptive  anatomy 
altogether,  because  I  think  it  lumbers  a  man's  mind  and  he  may  have  some  better  knowledge 
instead  of  it.  The  only  way  is  to  give  him  practical  anatomy.  Let  him  dissect,  and,  although 
he  may  not  answer  so  glibly  at  an  examination,  he  will  have  that  knowledge  implanted  in  his 
memory,  and  he  will  be  able  to  use  it  when  he  comes  to  practise.  We  all  know  that  the  basis 
of  the  science  of  medicine  is  that  it  of  all  other  subjects  should  be  carefully  looked  into.  I 
never  saw  a  good  student  in  anatomy  that  was  not  good  in  every  other  branch  ;  and  I  think, 
therefore,  every  means  ought  to  be  taken  by  this  Council  to  put  practical  anatomy  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  subjects,  and  to  put  down  descriptive  anatomy  as  low  as  you  can  possibly  go.  With 
books,  such  as  Grey's  Anatomy,  which  has  such  beautiful  and  numerous  plates  in  it,  the  stu- 
dent is  able  to  go  home  and  read  it  up,  and  answer  far  better  than  the  poor  fellow  who  has 
spent  hours  over  the  dissecting  table  ;  but  he  will  not  know  as  much  practically.  I  hope 
this  Council  will  reduce  the  number  of  lectures  on  descriptive  anatomy  and  let  the  students 
practise  as  much  as  they  like  and  can. 

Dr.  Geikie  —  I  believe  in  a  great  deal  of  what  Dr.  Thorburn  has  said,  and  a  greal  deal  in 
what  the  honorable  Dr.  Sullivan  has  said  in  regard  to  anatomy.  With  regard  to  the  import- 
•ance  of  anatomy  I  yield  to  nobody,  but  I  must  confess,  from  my  own  experience  as  a  student 
first — long  ago,  it  is  true — and  as  a  teacher  of  anatomy  next ;  and  as  having  an  oversight  of  anat- 
omical students  I  may  say  all  my  life,  that  it  is  impossible  to  do  justice  to  your  practical  anatomy 
unless  you  have  had  a  good  initiation  into  it  by  a  thoroughly  good  practical  anatomical  teacher. 
That  is  the  value  of  descriptive  anatomy  ;  it  does  not  do  away  with  the  use  of  your  books,  nor 
•does  it  do  away  with,  but  it  rather  increases,  the  appetite  for  and  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
the  dissecting  room.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  this  very  early  impressed  on  me.  I 
am  not  going  to  take  up  time  telling  you  about  that,  but  I  had  Dr.  Rolph  as  a  teacher,  and  his 
course  was  a  hundred  lectures  ;  and  I  must  say  I  went  into  the  dissecting  room  and  stayed 
the  whole  year,  or  the  most  of  it — nine  months,  at  any  rate — with  the  greatest  gusto,  simply 
because  of  the  desire  that  had  been  implanted  by  the  lectures  on  descriptive  anatomy,  which 
were  intensely  interesting.  We  had  before  our  committee  one  of  the  ablest  surgeons  the 
other  day,  one  who  teaches  anatomy,  and  he  distinctly  stated  he  could  not,  unless  the  stu- 
dents had  been  carefully  and  well  taught  in  the  class  room,  do  justice  in  the  dissecting  room, 
^'e  always  used  to  demand  a  hundred  lectures  ;  and  no  teacher,  if  he  was  a  good  painstaking 
one,  could  get  over  the  entire  body  in  a  hundred  lectures  ;  and  no  teacher  that  is  not  a  good 
teacher  is  fit  to  teach,  of  all  subjects  in  the  world,  on  anatomv.  We  have,  as  a  sort  of  com- 
promise, come  down  to  eighty  lectures.  I  feel  very  strongly  in  regard  to  the  matter.  I  feel 
that  the  honor  of  the  Council  is  at  stake  in  it,  and  to  have  it  go  abroad  that  we  only  recjuire 
fifty  lectiH'es  on  descriptive  anatomy  would  not  tell  in  our  favor.  I  feel  that  the  interests  of 
the  profession  are  at  stake,  and  that  to  send  out  students  who  have  ♦►nly  liad  a  course  of  fifty 
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lectures  in  anatomy  would,  I  am  quite  certain,  prove  in  the  end  that  the  practical  anatomy 
that  we  very  properly  laid  down  in  such  good  measure  had  not  taken  the  place — remember, 
I  do  not  say  decrease  the  practical  anatomy,  but  increase  it  if  you  like — of  descriptive  anat- 
omy to  such  an  extent  as  is  required  to  stimulate  the  students  to  the  study  of  practical 
anatomy.  Make  him  hunger  for  the  dissecting  room  by  having  a  good  teacher  of  descriptive 
anatomy.  We  heard  from  a  teacher  the  other  day  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  anything 
like  justice  to  the  subject  in  fewer  than  eighty  lectures.  I  know  when  I  was  professor  of  anat- 
omy that  I  made  the  lectures  as  interesting  as  I  could — a  hundred  was  the  number — and  the 
men  who  attended  the  most  of  these  lectures  were  the  men  that  dissected  most  and  were  the 
best  anatomists.  That  was  the  experience  when  I  was  a  student,  and  it  has  been  my  life's 
experience  ;  and  I  should  be  sorry  for  the  reputation  of  the  Council,  for  the  profession,  and 
sorry  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  to  see  the  eighty  cut  down  to  what  I  would,  without  the 
slightest  disrespect,  consider  in  my  heart  a  paltry  fifty.  I  could  not  conscientiously  do  it, 
and  if  I  did  not  put  myself  strongly  on  record  the  finger  of  scorn  would  be  pointed  at  me  by 
a  great  many  who  know  the  value  of  descrijDtive  anatomy  well  taught — not  to  take  the  place 
of  the  dissecting  room  anatomy,  but  to  stimulate  the  students  who  require  stimulating.  If 
you  do  not  do  that  they  go  in  and  s'ash  right  and  left,  and  I  have  known  a  good  deal  of 
slashing  under  certain  supervision  ;  but  teaching  them  as  you  should  in  your  descriptive 
lectures,  you  will  find  the  dissecting  room  has  a  fascination  for  them  that  nothing  else  can 
give.     I  would  not,  under  any  consideration,  like  to  see  the  number  reduced  below  eighty. 

Dr.  Macdonald — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Geikie  first,  whether  the  gentleman  to  whom 
he  refers  confines  his  lectures  to  descriptive  anatomy;  and  also,  whilst  1  am  on  my  feet,  I 
would  remind  Dr.  Geikie  that  what  is  required  by  the  British  Medical  Council  is  two  courses 
of  fifty  lectures  ;  they,  at  least,  do  not  consider  that  is  paltry. 

Dr.  Geikie — In  answer  to  Dr.  Macdonald  I  would  just  say,  unless  it  is  very  recently, 
that  one  hundred  used  to  be  the  requirement  in  Edinburgh;  and  another  thing  is  this,  that 
it  does  not  make  any  difierence  what  they  require  anywhere  else.  English  students,  and 
Scottish  ones,  too,  so  far  as  I  have  seen  them,  have  told  me  that  they  are  not  equal  to  the 
Canadians  as  thorough  anatomists.  I  have  been  told  in  Eilinburgh,  over  and  over  again, 
that  the  Canadians  are  ahead  of  them,  and  I  have  been  told  it  recently;  and  I  have  been  told 
it  in  London,  over  and  over  again;  and  I  say,  no  matter  what  anyone  may  urge  to  the 
contrary,  from  my  own  experience  of  not  far  from  fifty  years  I  would  be  sinning  against  my 
own  conscience  and  against  the  public  if  I  supported  anything  less  than  two  courses  of  eighty 
lectures  each. 

Dr.  Macdonald — In  Edinburgh  it  is  one  course  of  one  hundred  lectures. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  do  not  wonder  that  Edinburgh  is  going  behind,  if  that  is  so. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Geikie  as  to  the  reduction  of  the  lectures  from 
eighty  to  fifty,  because  I  do  not  think  as  a  student  myself  I  could  cover  the  ground  of 
anatomy  in  fifty  lectures,  or  that  any  of  us  here,  taking  the  bones  and  arteries  and  viscera — 
I  do  not  think  any  one  could  cover  that.  If  you  make  it  fifty,  make  it  fifty  for  the  first 
year,  and  make,  it  fifty  next  year  additional  lectures;  don't  have  a  repetition  of  the  same 
lectures  next  year,  but  confine  your  lectures  in  the  first  year  to  one  class  of  anatomy  and  in 
the  second  year  give  fifty  lectures  on  more  advanced  anatomy;  then  you  might  cover  the 
ground.  But  to  think  you  can  go  over  the  whole  course  of  anatomy  in  fifty  lectures  is- 
absurd;  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  man  in  this  room  who  will  say  he  can  take  in  the  whole 
course  of  anatomy  in  fifty  lectures.  In  justice  to  the  student  you  have  got  to  have  fifty 
lectures  to  be  spent  on  a  certain  line  and  again  another  fifty  lectures  on  more  advanced 
anatomy,  that  is  the  one  hundred.  You  cannot  cover  the  ground  of  descriptive  anatomy 
with  fifty  lectures,  no  matter  how  you  work  it,  and  do  justice  to  your  students.  If  you  try 
it,  you  will  run  it  over,  and  slide  it  over,  and  the  student  knows  no  more  about  it.  Taking 
the  bones,  or  the  muscles,  or  the  arteries  and  nerves,  and  all  the  viscera,  how  can  any  pro- 
fessor cover  that  in  fifty  lectures  and  have  the  students  know  anything  about  it?  However, 
if  you  divide  it  into  two  courses  of  fifty  lectures  each,  one  course  for  the  first  year  and 
another  course  of  fifty  lectures  for  the  next  year,  you  cover  the  ground.  Take  the  arm,  for 
instance,  the  professor  lectures  on  the  skin,  the  muscles,  the  veins,  the  arteries  and  so  on. 
In  order  to  do  justice  to  the  whole  body  in  that  way  you  could  not  possibly  get  over  the 
ground  in  fifty  lectures,  and  I  certainly  agree  with  Dr.  Geikie  that  fifty  lectures  is  not 
surticient  to  cover  the  ground  of  anatomy  for  the  first  year. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  want  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Council  on  this  subject, 
because  there  are  those  present  who  have  evidently  more  experience  than  I  have,  but  I 
simply  want  to  ask  whether  the  terms  "descriptive  anatomy"  and  "practical  anatomy"  are 
not  rather  misleading — whether  descriptive  anatomy  is  taught  now  as  it  used  to  be  in  the 
days  long  ago  when  I  studied  ?  In  those  days  the  professor  on  anatomy  had  a  subject 
prepared  by  his  prosectors  and  placed  before  the  students,  and  he  lectured  from  that 
prepared   subject   so   that   every  lecture  upon  descriptive  anatomy  was  a  demonstration 
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lecture  and  to  that  extent  it  "was  a  practical  lecture.  If  that  plan  is  continued  to  the  present 
day  I  think  descriptive  anatomy  should  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  far  higher  place  than  is. 
assigned  to  it  by  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken  upon  the  subject.  At  the  same 
time  I  agree  that  the  actual  dissections  of  the  individual  students  in  the  dissecting  room 
should  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  still  higher  place;  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  assign  so  entirely 
a  subordinate  position  to  what  is  called  descriptive  anatomy  as  some  would  be  inclined  to  do. 

Dr.  Britton — We  had  a  long  discussion  over  this  matter  in  the  Curriculum  Committee. 
Last  year  it  was  known,  I  think,  to  the  Council  what  my  views  were  in  relation  to  the 
matter,  and  those  views  have  been  endorsed  by  Dr.  Macdonald  and  some  others,  showing, 
that  a  not  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  Council  is  with  me  in  the  matter,  that  is,  that 
anatomy  should  be  made  essentially  a  practical  subject  from  the  teacher's  standpoint.  I 
think  that  Dr.  Sangster  has  been  led  into  a  little  error  when  he  comes  to  the  conclusion,, 
that  a  lecture  on  descriptive  anatomy  is  essentially  a  demonstration.  It  is  to  a  certain. 
degree,  but  it  is  not  so  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term.  When  I  was  a  student  I  took  mjr 
descriptive  anatomy  lecture  from  Dr.  James  H.  Richardson,  of  Toronto,  one  of  the  ablest 
anatomists,  I  think,  that  ever  stood  in  this  country,  and  one  of  the  most  capable  teachers;, 
but  what  did  it  mean  ?  It  meant  the  same  as  it  does  to-day.  The  subject  was  there,, 
prepared  by  the  prosectors,  of  whom  my  friend  to  the  left  was  one,  and  so  the  subject  was 
well  dissected;  it  lay  on  the  table,  and  if  I  were  fortunate  enough  to  get  on  the  front  bench, 
and  close  to  the  subject,  I  could  see  the  minute  structures  that  were  being  described,  but  if 
I  chanced  to  be  away  in  the  back  seat  of  the  amphitheatre  I  knew  just  as  much  about  the 
individual  portions  of  the  subjects,  so  far  as  sight  was  concerned,  as  if  I  were  a  mile 
distant.  That  is  the  strong  reason  why  the  descriptive  is  not  the  most  important  side  of 
the  teaching  of  anatomy.  Dr.  Geikie  has  said  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  an 
eminent  surgeon  was  present  and  said  that  eighty  lectures  on  descriptive  anatomy  were 
necessary,  and  that  he  gave  strong  reasons  therefor.  I  think  Dr.  Geikie  might  have  gone  a 
little  further;  he  might  have  said  that  another  gentleman,  just  as  eminent  a  surgeon,  was 
also  present,  one  who  is  also  a  professor  of  anatomy,  and  that  he  took  the  same  ground  that 
I  take  now,  that  two  courses  of  fifty  lectures  each  in  descriptive  anatomy  would  be  sufiicient, 
provided  the  practical  anatomy  could  be  increased.  I  do  not  want  to  say  too  much,  but  I 
can  hardly  discuss  the  question  of  descriptive  anatomy  without  referring  to  practical 
anatomy  at  the  same  time;  my  suggestion  in  the  committee,  and  it  was  acted  upon,  was  that 
instead  of  us  exacting  tickets  certifying  to  the  fact  that  a  student  had  spent  eighty  hours  in 
the  dissecting  room  during  the  session,  that  he  should  present  credentials  of  having  attended 
for  two  hundred  hours,  thus  increasing  the  practical  work  by  two  and  a  half  times.  This 
appears  to  be  a  fair  proposition.  The  question  is,  which  is  the  more  valuable  of  the  two,, 
descriptive  or  practical  work;  and  I  simply  submit,  'that  aViatomy  cannot  be  taught,  nor  can 
it  be  learned,  excepting  in  a  practical  way.  Who  will  deny  that  practical  work  supervised 
by  experienced  men,  and  over  which  the  dissector  is  examined  carefully,  month  after  month,, 
and  week  after  week,  is  the  best  kind  of  work  to  be  done  in  studying  anatomy.  With  the 
permission  of  the  Council  I  would  like  to  read  a  letter  which  I  received  from  Professor 
Primrose,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  He 
was  present,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  committee,  and  presented  his  views  on  this-, 
matter  : 

"  My  Dear  Dr.  Britton, — I  made  a  frank  and  candid  statement  before  the  Education- 
Committee  of  the  Council  yesterday  regarding  the  proposed  increase  in  the  number  of 
lectures  in  anatomy.  I  stated  that  it  would  without  any  doubt  handicap  me  very  materially 
in  my  efforts  to  give  an  efficient  course  in  anatomy  in  the  University  of  Toronto  if  I  were 
compelled  to  give  80  lectures  instead  of  50.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  the  useful- 
ness of  my  course  would  be  injured  if  the  larger  number  of  lectures  were  insisted  upon. 
I  have  taught  anatomy  now  for  fifteen  years  and  it  has  given  me  no  little  pleasure  to  work 
out  and  develop  the  present  method  ©f  teaching  anatomy  which  is  in  force  in  the  ITniversity 
of  Toronto.  It  would  certainly  tend  to  dampen  my  enthusiasm  and  to  greatly  discourage 
me  in  my  work  if  a  body,  such  as  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  should  endeavor  to  coerce 
me  into  departing  from  my  present  methods,  in  what  I  consider  to  be  a  vital  point.  In 
1897  I  was  asked,  as  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Section  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology 
of  the  British  Medical  Association,  to  take  part  in  a  discussion  on  the  teaching  of  anatomy. 
My  remarks  at  that  time  were  chiefly  regarding  the  "lecture"  and  I  demonstrated  the  use 
of  frozen  sections,  as  utilized  by  me  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  instruction  in  the  lecture 
room  more  practical.  The  s{)eakers  on  that  occasion  expressed  only  one  view  regarding  the 
comparative  value  of  anatomical  lectures.  Professor  Macalister,  of  Oim bridge,  stated  that 
'anatomy  being  a  practical  subject  could  be  learned  <mly  in  the  dissecting  room.  .  .  . 
Lectures  were  of  secondary  importance.'  Professor  She])herd,  of  Montreal,  stated  that 
'  the  student  should  learn  his  anatomy  in  the  dissecting  room,  and  that  lectures  should  only 
be  used  as  a  guide  to  the  student  etc'      Professor  J.   Playfair  McMurrich,  Professor  of 
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Anatomy  in  the  l;niversity  of  Michigan,  stated  that  '  he  recalled  with  sadness  his  experience 
as  a  student  when  he  sat  on  hard  benches  listening  to  lectures  on  descriptive  anatomy, 
feeling  all  the  while  how  much  more  profitable  he  would  be  occupying  his  time  in  the 
laboratory.'  I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  for  your  perusal  a  copy  of  a  pamphlet  issued  by 
me  with  the  regulations  in  force  in  the  Anatomical  Department  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
I  also  enclose  a  series  of  examination  cards  which  explain  themselves.  I  am  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  are  unaware,  necessarily,  of  the 
methods  in  force  in  the  University  of  Toronto  in  the  teaching  of  anatomy.  I  thought  that 
probably  they  would  accept  my  statement  that  the  increased  number  of  lectures  would 
destroy  the  efficiency  of  my  course.  The  reason  I  ventured  to  think  this  was  that  it  did  not 
seem  vital  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Council  whether  the  number  of  lectures  be  fifty  or 
eighty,  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  vital  point  with  me  in  my  effort  to  maintain  efficiency. 
I  would  therefore  suggest  that  if  the  Council  is  still  anxious  to  increase  the  lectures  in 
anatomy  that  they  would,  first  of  all,  appoint  a  committee  to  meet  me  in  the  Anatomy 
Department  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  when  I  feel  confident  I  can  demonstrate  to  their 
satisfaction  the  fact  that  if  I  am  compelled  to  increase  my  lectures  the  efficiency  of  my 
course  is  impaired.  I  feel  so  sure  that  I  could  convince  such  a  committee  that  I  think  in  all 
fairness  the  Council  should  give  me  the  committee  if  they  refuse  to  accept  my  word  for  the 
statement  that  the  increased  lectures  would  greatly  hamper  me  in  my  work,  I  am  sorry  to 
appear  so  persistent  in  the  matter,  but  I  have  worked  hard  as  a  teacher  of  anatomy  and  it  is 
to  such  bodies  as  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  that  one  would  naturally  look  for  support  and 
sympathy  in  the  endeavor  to  improve  the  methods  of  teaching  the  all-important  subject  of 
anatomy  in  the  provincial  university.  I  may  state  further  that  the  requirements  at  present 
meet  the  demands  of  the  British  Registration  Act  and  one  naturally  wonders  why  greater 
demands  are  made  here  than  are  required  elsewhere,  particularly  when  the  Council  has  the 
assurance  of  a  teacher  that  he  will  be  crippled  in  his  efforts  to  teach  efficiently  if  the 
increased  requirements  are  insisted  upon.  Yours  faithfully,  A.  Primrose,  Professor  of 
Anatomy  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  P.  S. — I  may  state  further  that  my  old 
preceptor.  Prof.  Sir  William  Turner,  visited  my  department  in  1897  and  highly 
approved  of  my  methods.  He  further  took  the  trouble  to  make  a  request  of  Professor 
Macalister,  of  Cambridge,  that  he  should  visit  my  department  of  anatomy  and 
inquire  into  my  methods  of  instruction  before  opening  the  discussion  on  the  '  Teach- 
ing of  Anatomy'  at  the  British  Medical  Association.  I  am  confident  that  I  could 
refer  the  question  to  those  teachers  of  anatomy  of  the  day  who  have  become  famous 
as  remarkaoly  successful  teachers  and  would  get  only  one  reply.  Such  men  as 
Professor  Turner,  of  Edinburgh ;  Professor  Macalister,  of  Cambridge,  and  Professor 
Cunningham,  of  Dublin.  Th^se  three  gentlemen  are  probably  the  best  known 
and  most  successful  modern  British  teachers  of  anatomy.  They  have  all  visited 
my  department  and  have  expressed  approval  regarding  it. — A.  P."  The  efficiency 
of  the  work  done  in  this  line  in  the  University  of  Toronto  I  think  no  one  will  question. 
I  may  say  that  Dr.  Primrose  is  present  in  the  dissecting  room  during  the  whole 
time  allotted  to  each  day's  work — from  three  to  five  hours — in  addition  to  a  staft  of 
assistants  directing  and  examining  the  student  individually  in  the  work  done.  The  cards, 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  letter,  are  placed  in  their  hands  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session  and,  by  the  marks  entered  thereon,  at  short  intervals,  it  is  determined  whether 
or  not  they  have  gained  the  requisite  knowledge  from  their  dissecting. 

Dr.  Geikie — The  Doctor  is  talking  about  practical  anatomy.  We  all  agree  as  to  that. 
What  we  are  discussing  is  descriptive  anatomy. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  I  have  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  discuss  the  two  together, 
because  they  are  so  allied  that  the  one  is  the  complement  of  the  other.  I  might  further  say 
that,  in  the  University  of  Toronto  (and  I  hope  the  same  practice  may  exist  in  every  other 
teaching  institution),  the  human  body  is  divided  up  into  so  many  portions,  and  we  will  say 
the  student  is  dissecting  and  leg  and  thigh;  his  card  is  divided  up  into  so  many  sections  and 
so  many  marks  are  assigned  for  one  part  and  so  many  marks  assigned  for  the  next,  and  so 
on,  until  all  portions  of  the  leg,  the  thigh  and  the  feet  are  taken  out.  If  the  student  does 
not  attain  a  percentage  of  at  least  40  on  each  examination  by  the  professor  of  anatomy,  he 
is  not  given  his  certificate  of  having  completed  his  practical  course  in  anatomy,  and  he  is 
precluded  from  going  up  before  the  university  for  examination,  and  precluded  as  well  by  the 
university  from  coming  to  this  Council  for  examination.  I  mention  it  as  evidence  that,  so 
far  as  the  University  of  Toronto  is  concerned — and  I  think  it  would  be  wise  if  all  would 
adopt  a  similar  plan — it  is  a  guarantee  to  us  of  good  faith,  that  the  candidate  has  done  his 
work  well.  Gentlemen,  I  do  not  desire  to  lower  the  standard,  or  to  say  that  any  institution 
teaching  anatomy  shall  have  less  work  to  do  than  at  present  ;  if  anything,  I  would  like  to  see 
them  have  more  work  to  do  ;  but  I  want  it  insured  that  the  work  that  is  done  is  in  the  best 
fashion  possible  to  prepare  students  to  come  here  and  pass  their  examinations  in  an  intelli- 
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gent  way,  and  prepare  them  for  the  further  study  of  medicine.  This  letter  I  have  given  you 
is  simply  a  personal  letter  from  Professor  Primrose  to  myself.  The  other  evening,  in  order 
that  I  might  know  on  what  ground  I  was  standing— although  I  have  known  Dr.  Primrose 
for  years,  and  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  his  ability  and  his  truthfulness — and  in  order 
that  I  might  be  in  a  position  to  state  to  you  that  somebody  else,  in  the  proper  position  to  do 
so,  had  corroborated  his  statement,  I  went  to  Sir  William  Meredith,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  while  I  speak  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  I  am  not  speaking 
specially  in  its  interest,  but  I  am  seeking  to  point  out  the  way  in  which  anatomy  can  best  be 
taught  ;  and  I  believe  that  the  representative  from  one  other  institution  already  has  expressed 
the  same  views  as  I  have  ;  and  I  am  confident  that  the  faculties  of  the  other  universities 
believe  much  as  I  do — 

Dr.  Williams — Might  we  inquire,  does  Sir  William  Meredith  send  us  a  certificate 
of  how  to  teach  anatomy  ? 

Dr.  Britton — Dr.  Williams,  I  think  just  now  you  are  interrupting  me  rather  without 
sufficient  reason  ;  I  have  not  concluded  my  sentence  yet.  I  went  to  Sir  William  Meredith, 
and  told  him  what  the  difliculty  was,  that  is,  that  there  was  a  contention  being  made  that 
anatomy  should  not  be  made  more  practical  than  it  is  at  present.  I  did  not  look  upon  Sir 
William  Meredith  as  an  authority  on  the  matter — he  knows  all  about  law — but  I  interviewed 
him  as  to  what  he  and  the  University  thought  of  the  gentlemen  who  wrote  me  this  personal 
letter.  Dr.  Williams,  if  you  had  waited  for  a  moment  you  would  have  seen  that  that  was 
what  I  was  going  to  say.  I  would  not  be  foolish  enough  to  go  to  Sir  William  Meredith  to 
ask  him  how  the  teaching  of  anatomy  shou^ld  be  done.  Sir  William  Meredith's  reply  was 
this  :  "The  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  Professor 
Primrose,  otherwise  he  would  not  occupy  the  high  position  that  he  does  ;  and  any  view 
expressed  by  Professor  Primrose  to  you  concerning  the  Anatomical  Department  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  I  think  I  may  feel  safe  in  saying  the  University  Senate  would 
subscribe  to,  because  they  have  that  much  confidence  in  him."  I  went  still  further,  seeing 
that  this  letter  I  have  just  read  to  you  was  not  an  ofiicial  letter,  nor  one  in  any  way  express- 
ing the  views  of  the  medical  faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  I  telephoned  to  Dr.  Reeve, 
and  in  response  to  my  telephonic  message  Dr.  Reeve  sent  to  me  the  letter  which,  with  your 
permission,  I  would  like  to  read.  I  think  you  all  know  Dr.  Reeve,  the  Dean  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  and  I  venture  the  assertion  that  every  gentleman  in  Ontario  who  knows  him  will 
say  that  Dr.  Reeve  is  a  scientific  man  ;  and  all  know  him  to  be  an  honorable,  straightfor- 
ward man,  who  would  never  lend  himself  to  anything  untruthful  or  unfair,  but  will  always 
say  exactly  what  he  means.  I  will  now  read  his  letter  to  you,  and  I  think  it  is' a  very  fair 
letter  :  "  Dear  Dr.  Britton,  In  view  of  the  proposed  changes  by  the  Council  in  the  courses  of 
lectures  in  certain  departments,  let  me  again  remind  you  that  the  medical  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  has  strongly  held  that  the  lengthening  of  the  sessions  should  not 
mean  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  didactic  lectures,  but  should  rather  be  util- 
ized as  far  as  possible  in  facilitating  a  much  needed  increase  in  clinical  and  practical  work 
generally.  This  attitude  is,  as  you  know,  in  line  with  the  views  of  leading  instructors,  and 
it  applies  with  force  to  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  physiology  and  chemistry,  in  which  work  in 
the  dissecting  room  and  the  laboratory  plays  so  important  a  role.  The  faculty  does  not 
venture  to  question  the  prerogative  of  the  Council  in  the  matter,  but  would  certainly  be 
much  gratified  if  its  action  should  prove  tr>  accord  in  the  main  \\i'h  t  le  views  of  the  faculty, 
which  it  believes  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  profession.  Yours  truly,  R.  A.  Reeve, 
Dean."  I  do  not  know  that  I  have  much  more  to  say,  and  perhaps  I  have  tired  you  already  ; 
but  to  me  it  is  a  very  important  subject,  it  is  a  vital  matter,  and  strong  ground  has  been 
taken  against  the  views  I  uttered  last  year  ;  and  therefore  I  felt  it  necessary  to  reiterate 
them  now,  and  perhaps  say  something  in  addition.  I  was  going  to  touch  upon  the  reasons 
why  the  increase  was  made  from  fifty  lectures  last  year  to  eighty,  but  I  shall  not  do  so  at 
present,  because  I  think  I  have  spoken  long  enough.  I  move  that  section  3,  clause  a, 
which  states  that  the  course  of  descriptive  anatomy  shall  be  a  course  of  eight  months  con- 
sisting of  eighty  lectures  each,  be  struck  out  and  that  there  be  substituted  therefor,  "one 
course  of  eight  months  of  fifty  lectures  each  in  each  year. 

Dr.  Robertson — Does  Dr.  Britton  mean  the  fifty  lectures  to  be  the  same  each  year  or 
to  be  different  each  year  ?  That  is,  would  the  fifty  lectures  to  be  given  to  the  first  year 
students  ]^e  repeated  to  the  second  year  students  ?  I  certainly  go  with  Dr.  Britton  so  far  as 
clinical  and  practical  work  are  concerned;  but  to  have  fifty  lectures  given  on  anatomy  the  first 
year,  to  be  repeated  the  next  year,  I  could  not  agree  with  at  all.  I  think  there  is  not  a  man 
in  this  house  who  will  say  that  fifty  lectures  will  cover  the  entire  ground  of  Grey's 
Anatomy. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — If  Dr.  Robertson  will  allow  me,  I  will  explain  exactly  what  Dr. 
Britton  means  ;  he  means  two  courses  of  eight  months,  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures — a 
course  of  fifty  lectures  for  the  first  year  and  a  course  of  fifty  lectures  for  the  second  year. 
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Dr.  Robertson — If  that  is  defined  properly  I  will  agree  to  that  ;  if  fifty  lectuies  will  be 
given  to  the  first  year  man  and  fifty  additional  jectures  to  the  second  year  men  I  will  agree 
with  Dr.  Britten's  views. 

Dr.  Sullivan — You  have  to  leave  that  to  the  teacher. 

Dr.  Robertson — You  cannot  leave  that  to  the  teacher. 

Dr.  Britton — 1  am  in  a  position  to  answer  the  question  immediately.  Dr.  Primrose 
informs  me  that  he  gives  a  cour-e  of  fifty  lectures  to  the  first  year  men,  and  a  course  of  fifty 
lectures  to  the  second  year  men  in  one  session. 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  one  hundred  lectures. 

Dr.  Britton — Yes. 

Dr.  Williams — Fifty  to  the  first  year  men  and  fifty  to  the  second  year  men — that  is 
•one  hundred. 

Dr.  Robertson — I  think  we  misunderstand  each  other.  You  say  two  courses  of  fifty 
lectures  each  ;  now  if  the  Council  would  define  that  fifty  lectures  should  be  given  to  the  first 
year  course  and  fifty  additional  advanced  lectures  to  the  second  year  course,  that  would 
-embrace  the  whole  thing. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — When  we  say  two  courses  of  eight  months,  consisting  of  eighty 
lectures,  we  mean  that  the  primary  man,  the  man  in  his  first  year,  and  in  the  second  year 
must  both  come  in  and  take  the  same  lectures  all  the  way  through,  from  beginning  to  end. 
If  we  on  the  other  hand  say  that  each  student  shall  present  tickets  of  anatomy  of  two  courses 
of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures  in  each  year  that  is  another  thing  entirely,  that  means  that  the 
student  takes  a  course  of  fifty  lectures  this  year,  and  fifty  lectures  next  year.  Then  your 
student  has  only  one  hundred  lectures  ;  but  if  he  takes  eighty  each  year  he  has  to  have  one 
hundred  and  sixty  lectures. 

Dr.  Robertson — But  you  might  give  the  second  year  students  the  same  lectures  as  the 
first  year  students  ;  and  you  have  practically  to  admit  that  the  teacher  or  professor  of 
anatomy  can  go  over  the  whole  of  Grey's  Anatomy  in  fifty  lectures ;  and  I  do  not  think 
there  is  a  man  in  this  room  will  understand  that.  You  have  got  to  state  what  lectures  are 
to  be  given  the  first  year,  and  what  the  next  year.  Take  a  professor  going  over  the  bones, 
the  ligaments,  the  veins  and  the  arteries,  and  he  stops  there — he  gets  fifty  lectures  ;  then  he 
goes  over  the  same  fifty  lectures  next  year.  He  never  touches  on  the  nervous 
system  or  on  the  viscera  at  all,  and  that  is  left  blank  unless  you  state  emphatically  what 
those  advanced  lectures  will  be  and  what  the  primary  lectures  will  be.  You  have  it  all 
muddled  up.  It  is  all  nonsense  to  think  a  man  should  go  over  the  whole  of  Grey's  Anatomy 
in  fifty  lectures  ;  you  cannot  read  the  anatomy  in  that  time. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  wish  to  point  out  that  this  is  a  very  unprofitable  discussion  to  the 
"Council ;  the  Council,  I  imagine,  if  the  educational  bodies  were  at  one  upon  the  matter 
would  gladly  listen  to  them  ;  but  they  are  at  sixes  and  sevens.  The  other  day  we  had  the 
Professor  of  Anatomy  of  one  school — Dr.  Primrose — and  he  explained  his  system  so 
beautifully  and  so  clearly  that  I  thought  he  was  right,  and  I  did  not  wonder  at  his  having 
attained  to  the  brilliant  reputation  that  he  has  reached  as  a  teacher  of  anatomy.  He  was 
followed  almost  immediately  by  Dr.  Teskey,  the  teacher  of  another  medical  school,  who 
presented  his  side,  directly  opposite  to  that  taken  by  Dr.  Primrose,  also  so  clearly  and  so 
beautifully  that  I  had  not  any  hesitation  in  saying  that  he  was  right.  And  as  the  schools 
•are  at  variance  as  to  their  methods,  and  we  can  never  satisfy  all  or  one  of  them — I  think 
practically  I  learned  that  there  was  one  school  on  one  side  and  the  other  three  on  the  other 
— it  strikes  me  that  this  Council  must  do  what  it  thinks  is  right  in  the  matter  of  anatomy, 
and  leave  the  schools  to  reach  the  result  of  qualifying  their  pupils  to  pass  the  examination 
successfully,  as  they  may  think  best. 

Dr,  Emory  -Dr.  Sangster  has  just  said  a  good  deal  that  I  had  in  my  mind  to  say,  so 
I  will  not  have  to  say  it.  I  think  that  this  Council  is  quite  prepared  to  accept,  as  a  fact, 
that  all  the  teaching  bodies  in  Ontario  are  sincerely  endeavoring  to  make  their  course  in 
anatomy  the  most  practical  they  possibly  can,  and  to  send  out  their  students  the  most 
complete  anatomists,  from  a  practical  standpoint,  they  can  ;  any  other  thought  is  unthink- 
able. But  it  was  evident  to  us  in  committee,  as  Dr.  Sangster  told  you,  that  they  might  teach 
in  a  very  indifferent  way  indeed.  ,  Dr.  Primrose,  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  gives  a  course 
of  fifty  lectures  to  first  year  students,  and  a  different  course  of  lectures  to  second  year  students. 
These  courses  are  not  repeated  so  that  each  student  in  this  university  gets  a  course  of  one 
hundred  lectures.  In  the  other  schools  we  had  Dr.  Teskey  present,  and  he  gives^a  course 
•of  eighty  or  one  hundred  lectures,  to  the  two  classes  combined.  One  separates  the  first  and 
second  year  men  ;  and  the  other  combines  them  and  repeats  the  lectures.  I  do  not  know 
that  we  should  say  they  should  deliver  a  certain  number  of  lectures,  from  a  didactic  stand- 
point, and  then  stop  and  go  to  the  dissecting  room,  and  deliver  a  number  of  lectures  or 
demonstrations  ;  1  think  we  are  willing  to  leave  it  to  the  various  bodies  to  work  out  their 
own  plans.     I  do   not  wish  to  hamper  anybody,  and  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  provide  for 
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them  in  any  resolution  which  is  before  us  at  the  present  time.  The  report  of  the 
committee  says  that  there  shall  be  two  courses  of  eighty  lectures  in  descriptive  anatomy. 
What  suits  one  school  does  not  suit  the  others.  If  we  reduce  that  and  say  that  there  shall 
be  fifty  lectures  in  descriptive  anatomy  that  suits  the  Toronto  school,  but  it  does  not  suit  the 
others  ;  but  there  is  nothing  to  hinder  them  giving  more.  I  would  move  in  amendment 
that  this  be  inserted,  ' '  That  there  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptiv-e 
and  practical  anatomy,  consisting  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  lectures  and  demon- 
strations of  an  hour  each,"  And  then  leave  it  to  each  school  to  work  out  its  own  plans 
and  say  how  many  lectures  they  deem  best  to  give  on  the  rostrum  of  the  theatre,  and  how 
many  hours  they  spend  in  the  dissecting  room.  I  think  that  is  practical  and  common  sense, 
and  ought  to  meet  the  views  of  everybody.  It  will  not  interfere  with  the  fifty  lectures  on 
applied  anatomy.  I  think  you  will  be  perfectly  safe  in  adopting  that  course,  and  leave  the 
schools  to  work  out  the  plan  they  think  best.  I  think  that  will  meet  the  views  of  all 
probably,  and  save  keeping  us  here  discussing  the  matter  until  midnight,  or  one  or  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Dr.  Brock — I  do  not  want  to  repeat  what  Drs.  Sangster  and  Emory  have  so  well  said. 
The  question  is.  What  are  the  results  of  the  teaching  we  have  in  our  schools  ?  Are  they 
satisfactory  ?  I  think  the  examinations  held  by  this  Council  prove  that  they  are  satisfactory, 
that  we  have  as  good  a  class  of  students  turned  out  from  our  medical  schools  as  they  have 
anywhere  else  in  the  world  ;  therefore  the  point  for  us  is  to  appoint  such  examiners  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  those  students  shall  be  trained  in  a  way  to  satisfy  ourselves  and 
the  public.  If  we  have  done  so  in  the  past  let  us  do  so  in  the  future  ;  let  us  appoint  such 
examiners  as  to  make  sure  our  examinations  are  equal  to  any  examinations  held  anywhere, 
and  the  results  will  prove  we  are  going  on  the  right  course. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  listened  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  the  discussion  to- 
night, and  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  what  Dr.  Britton  has  said  ;  and  I  must  confess 
that  both  theoretically  and  practically  what  he  said  appealed  very  much  to  my  judgment. 
If  we  had  a  guarantee  that  anatomy  could  be  taught  all  over  this  province,  or  all  over 
wherever  we  may  have  students  to  come  from,  in  that  way  I  would  be  content  with  it ;  bu 
we  have  no  guarantee  that  that  can  be  done.  I  am  not  saying  by  that,  nor  suggesting  by  that, 
that  anatomy  was  not  taught  as  well  years  ago  as  it  is  taught  there  ;  but  I  say  this,  that  the 
old  historical  distinction  between  descriptive  and  practical  anatomy  is"  a  distinction  that 
does  not  exist.  The  anatomist  or  the  lecturer  that  will  stand  up  in  his  room  and  take  bones 
and  distribute  the  bone  around  among  the  students,  and  describe  that  bone,  is  going  on 
with  practical  anatomy  just  as  thoroughly  as  if  it  was  a  dissected  subject  with  the  students 
around  him,  and  he  pointing  out  on  that  subject.  I  think  the  distinction  is  one  that  should 
not  exist ;  it  seems  to  me,  thus  far,  that  we  can  adopt  this  as  it  is.  If  I  were  a  lecturer  and 
I  have  a  dozen  students  standing  at  a  table  and  where  there  was  a  dissection,  and  I  asked 
one  of  them.  What  is  this,  that  and  the  other,  and  I  talked  the  matter  over  with  them,  and 
they  described  to  me  ;  and  they  made  their  mistakes  and  I  corrected  their  mistakes  at  the 
end,  I  would  say  that  was  a  lecture  that  I  gave  to  those  stildents  that  stood  around  that 
table  ;'  and  I  would  have  no  hesitation  in  certifying  to  that  effect.  I  say  then,  if  we  adopt 
what  we  have  here  I  do  not  think  the  lecturers  can  be  doing  a  wrong  thing  to  sign  a  certifi- 
cate that  they  have  given  one  hundred  lectures  or  eighty  lectures  to  the  students  ;  if 
they  give  fifty  in  the  class  room  where  they  are  all  gathered  together  a  man  cannot  learn 
very  much  because  when  you  have  the  subject  before  you  dissected  off,  and  here  is  a  little 
nerve,  and  a  man  has  to  strain  his  eyes  to  look  close  at  it,  what  can  a  student  in  the  back 
seat  see  of  it  ?  I  say  while  fifty  lectures  may  be  delivered  if  I  can  get  a  guarantee  that  our 
lecturer  will  take  the  students  around  the  table  and  give  them  practical  demonstrations 
there,  which  is  descriptive  anatomy,  and  it  is  nothing  else — you  cannot  make  practical 
anatomy,  so  called,  anything  else  than  descriptive  anatomy — I  will  never  grumble  at  them 
signing  a  ticket  that  the  requisite  number  of  lectures  has  been  delivered.  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  we  will  be  perfectly  safe  to  adopt  this  course.  As  has  been  stated  in  the 
past,  we  have  had  ample  demonstration  that  our  schools  have  given  splendid  instruction  in 
anatomy  ;  the  results  of  the  examinations  prove  thai.  And  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt 
in  the  future  that  they  will  give  the  same  attention,  and  be  as  painstaking — perhaps  more 
so — in  the  future  as  in  the  past ;  and  I  believe  that  this  Council  will  be  doing  a  wise  thing 
if  it  will  more  and  more  demand  the  practic  d,  the  immediate  and  not  the  remote,  on  the 
the  instructions  such  as  they  get  in  the  lecture  room.  I  believe  that  we  will  be  doing  a  good 
deal  for  our  profession  if  we  will  endeavor  so  to  enact  that  we  will  get  the  students  in  close 
contact  with  all  the  anatomy  and  all  the  teaching,  and  make  them  in  that  way  far  more 
practical.  I  think  my  friend.  Dr.  Britton,  if  he  sees  this  matter  as  I  see  it,  and  the 
gentlemen  of  the  Toronto  School,  they  would  not  hesitate  to  accept  a  ccHificate  so  signed  as  to 
anatomy.  If  they  will  do  that  I  think  there  will  be  no  difficulty  but  to  bring  your  tickets 
here  and  they  will  be  accepted. 
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Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  quite  agree  with  what  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  said  in  this  respect  ;  and 
I  think  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  smoke,  but  very  little  fire,  in  all  this  discussion.  I 
do  not  think  any  teacher  need  hesitate  for  a  moment  in  signing  a  certificate.  I  do  not  think 
Dr.  Primrose,  with  his  improved  methods  of  teaching,  need  hesitate  one  minute  in  signing  a 
ticket  for  eighty  didactic  lectures,  or  whatever  he  likes  to  call  them,  because  Dr.  McLaughlin 
has  properly  stated  that  even  to  teach  in  a  dissecting  room  is  descriptive.  Dr.  Primrose 
does  not  take  his  scalpel  and  dissect  off  the  integument,  but  he  has  it  done  ;  and  he 
demonstrates  to  a  limited  number  how  the  muscles,  and  nerves,  and  arteries  are  arranged 
and  distributed  ;  and  what  is  that  but  descriptive  anatomy  ?  It  is  descriptive  anatomy  of 
the  most  approved  and  best  form  ;  therefore  I  think  we  might  leave  it  alone,  and  leave  it  to 
the  good  judgment  of  our  anatomical  teachers.  I  think  that,  like  the  old  school  men  of  the- 
middle  ages,  who  indulged  in  long  hair-splitting  distinctions,  we  have  been  doing  the  same 
all  this  evening  ;  and  I  cannot  see  where  profit  comes  out  of  this  ;  and  I  would  urge  upon 
you  to  put  the  motion,  for  I  want  to  get  home. 

Dr.  Britton — That  might  suit  Dr.  McLaughlin  all  right ;  we  might  be  all  willing  to- 
accept  such  tickets  from  the  various  teachers  ;  but  others  will  follow  us,  and  they  may  not 
think  as  we  do.  Further  than  that,  I  think  it  is  better  to  have  in  our  Announcement  exactly 
what  we  mean  ;  do  not  say  "eighty"  if  we  accept  fifty;  and  do  not  draw  a  distinction 
between  practical  and  descriptive  anatomy  if  there  is  none.  I  would  be  willing  to  accept  the^ 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Emory. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — It  must  be  didactic. 

Dr.  Britton — Include  both,  250  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each,  that  is 
the  solution  of  the  whole  matter. 

Dr.  Sullivan — You  will  have  to  define  how  many  shall  be  of  one  kind  and  how  many 
of  the  other.     One  man  might  deliver  the  whole  of  them  of  one  kind. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — They  cannot  deliver  them  all,  they  must  mix  them. 

Dr.  Emory — With  the  consent  of  the  chair  I  would  read  the  amendment  we  are  about 
to  vote  on,  as  it  is  in  my  writing  ;  instead  of  two  courses  of  descriptive  anatomy  of  eighty 
lectures  each,  and  two  courses  of  practical  anatomy,  consisting  of  two  hundred  hours,  I  propose 
to  abolish  the  distinction,  as  everyone  seems  to  be  in  favor  of  it,  and  as  there  is  really  no- 
clear  line  of  demarcation,  and  substitute  "  Two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptive 
and  practical  anatomy,  consisting  of  not  less  than  280  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  an 
hour  each,  each  year." 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  decJared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Moore  moved  that  the  committee  now  arise  and  report  progress  and  ask  leave  to 
sit  again. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  committee  arose  ;  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emory,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn  to  meet 
at  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.     Carried, 
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KiKTM      DAY. 

Saturday,  16th  June. 

The  Council  met  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Dr.  Roddick,  M.P.,  of  Montreal,  occupied  a  seat  to  the  right  of  the  President. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Geikie,  Glasgow, 
Grifl&n,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Lane,  Luton,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaugh- 
lin, Powell,  Robertson,  Roome,  Sangster,  Stuart,  Sullivan,  Thorbuin,  Thornton,  Vernon 
and  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  which  were  adopted  as  read 
and  signed  by  the  President. 

The  President — You  will  remember  that  yesterday  evening  the  understanding  was 
that  this  morning,  first  of  all,  we  would  give  an  opportunity  to  Dr.  Roddick  to  address  the 
Council  on  Dominion  Registration.  I  need  not  say  to  you  that  I  have  been  in  favor  of  the 
Bill  as  far  as  it  has  gone.  '  I  have  very  great  pleasure  now  in  introducing  to  you  Dr. 
Roddick. 

Dr.  Roddick  was  received  enthusiastically,  the  members  of  the  Council  standing. 

Dr.  Roddick — Mr,  President  and  Gentlemen,  I  assure  you  it  is  one  of  the  proudest 
moments  of  my  life  to  be  allowed  to  address  a  body  for  whom  I  have  always  had  the  very 
greatest  of  respect,  the  Ontario  Medical  Council.  Although  we  have  good  representatives  in 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  have  good  meetings  on  some  occasions,  at  the  same  time  we 
have  always  felt  that  you  in  Ontario  have  been  endeavoring  to  raise  the  standard  of  medical 
education  ;  and  that  is  a  matter  which  we,  at  any  rate  some  of  us,  would  like  to  keep  in 
touch  with  you  on  ;  but  we  have  been  unable  practically  from  the  fact  of  the  different  races 
and  universities  and  the  great  powers  which  were  originally  given  to  the  universities  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  I  feel  very  much  gratified  that  you  have  given  me  an  opportunity  of 
saying  a  word  or  two  to  you  on  this  subject  of  Dominion  Registration.  I  would,  first  of  all, 
wish  to  explain,  as  I  invariably  do  when  I  begin  to  talk  on  this  subject,  and  to  try  to  show 
you  the  difference  between  Interprovincial  Registration  and  Dominion  Registration.  Inter- 
provincial  registration  is  a  term  which  is  employed  constantly  to  explain  what  I  have  always 
lately — the  last  year  or  two — endeavored  to  make  people  understand  should  be  called 
Dominion  registration.  There  is  a  very  great  difference  between  the  two,  and  it  is  this  : 
provincial  registration  would  mean  simply  an  understanding  between  various  provinces 
for  allowing  the  graduates  of  the  universities,  or  licensed  men  to  go  to  and  fro  to  practise 
in  the  provinces  where  that  understanding  existed  ;  that  of  course  could  be  carried  out 
throughout  the  whole  Dominion  ;  but  when  I  went  into  this  question  two  years  ago  with 
a  law  officer  of  the  Crown  I  discovered  that  this  would  be  probablj^  ultra  vires,  for  while, 
according  to  the  British  North  America  Act,  the  question  of  education  is  entirely  left 
with  the  provinces,  the  provinces  have  no  right  whatever  to  make  any  arrangement 
whatever  between  themselves  on  the  question  of  education  ;  they  have  no  right  to  dicker 
on  this  subject  between  themselves  and  make  any  arrangement  of  any  kind.  That  was 
the  off-hand  opinion.  So  that  in  all  probability  interprovincial  registration,  if  you  had 
carried  it  out,  would  have  proved  to  be  ultra  vires.  And,  besides  that,  it  is  a  trunk  without 
a  head,  and  it  would  have  to  be  limited  entirely  to  Canada  ;  you  could  not  make  any 
reciprocal  arrangement  with  Great  Britain  with  such  an  understanding  as  that,  because 
according  to  the  British  Act  the  British  Medical  Council  will  have  nothing  to  do  with 
portions  of  a  confederation,  but  will  deal  exclusively  with  the  head.  I  would  like  to  read 
to  you  that  part  of  the  British  Act;  it  says:  "  Oti  and  after  the  prescribed  day  where 
a  person  shows  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Registrar  of  the  General  Council  that  he  holds 
some  recognized  colonial  medical  di[»loma  or  diplomas  as  hereinafter  defined,  granted  to 
him  in  a  British  possession  to  which  this  Act  applies,  and  that  he  is  of  good  character 
and  that  he  is  by  law  entitled  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  in  such  a  British 
possession,  he  shall  on  application  to  said  Registrar,  and  on  payment  of  such  fee,  not  exceed- 
ing five  pounds,  as  the  General  Council  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  be  entitled,  with- 
out examination  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  be  registered  as  a  colonial  practitioner  in  the 
Medical  Rej^ister."  The  definition  of  the  term  "British  possession,"  of  course  will  be  found 
to  alter  the  aspect  of  that  part.  The  expression,  "British  possession"  moans,  "  Any  part 
of  her  Majesty's  dominions  exclusive  of  the  United  Kitigdom,  but  inclusive  of  the  Isle  of 
Man  and  the  Channel  Islands  ;  and  where  parts  of  such  dominions  are  under  both  a  central 
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and  a  local  legislature,  all  parts  under  one  central  legislature,  are  for  the  purposes  of  this 
definition  deemed  to  be  one  British  possession."  The  consequence  of  this  has  been  of 
course  that  Australians,  as  you  are  aware,  the  provinces  being  autonomous,  were  able  to 
practise  in  London  by  simply  making  application  to  the  Registrar  of  the  British  Medical 
Council.  It  is  true  they  are  registered  in  a  colonial  book,  but  we  have  been  promised  that 
that  shall  be  done  away  with.  Now,  interprovincial  registration  would  not  be  sufficient  ; 
it  is  necessary  possibly  to  arrange  for  a  Dominion  Act  which  will  meet  this  and  other  con- 
ditions and  will  be  given  certain  powers  by  the  various  provinces,  so  that  I  think  we  should 
cease  to  use  the  term  (if  we  intend  to  go  on  to  Dominion  registration)  of  interprovincial 
registration,  as  impossible  or  impracticable.  Gentlemen,  I  may  tell  you  that  my  idea  is  to 
get'  a  Bill,  if  possible,  which  shall  be  elastic.  I  want  to  get  a  Bill  which  cannot  be 
objected  to  by  the  members  of  the  profession  in  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  ; 
and,  as  it  is  quite  natural  that  I  should  have  looked  to  you  as  the  strongest  body  in  the 
Dominion  for  assistance  and  co-operation  in  this  matter.  In  fact,  I  long  ago  made  up  my 
mind  that  I  would  not  move  until  the  Council  of  this  province  was  perfectly  satisfied  on  all 
points  in  connection  with  the  Dominion  Bill ;  and  while  five  out  of  the  eight  provinces  have 
already  concurred  and  are  apparently  perfectly  satisfied,  so  long  as  Ontario  stands  out  I  say 
that  we  should  not  proceed  any  further  ;  and  I  want  Ontario — I  am  talking  now  away  from 
home — to  act  so  as  to  oblige  the  Province  of  Quebec  to  act  ;  and  I  want  the  Province  of 
Ontario  to  be  satisfied  on  several  points  about  which  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion, 
because  the  Province  of  Quebec  Council  is  simply  waiting  to  be  able  to  say,  "  The  Province 
of  Ontario  wouldn't  grant  you  so-and-so,  and  how  can  you  expect  it  from  us  ? "  On  the 
question  of  the  composition  of  the  Council,  you  are  all  familiar  with  the  Bill,  that  is,  that 
each  province  should  be  represented  by  three  men.  One  reason  for  making  this  three 
and  making  the  number  uniform  through  the  provinces  was  to  make  it  impossible  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  with  its  large  French  representation,  to  come  forward  and 
say  :  Now,  you  are  opening  the  door  and  we  will  insist  upon  a  special  French  repre- 
sentation ;  and  that  is  really  what  the  profession  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  is  looking 
for  to-day.  They  say,  if  Ontario  insists  upon  a  representation  by  population  we  will 
have  representation  by  population  too.  We  will  have  eight  French-Canadian  members 
of  that  Council,  and  give  the  English  two  ;  Quebec  will  have  ten  representatives  and 
Ontario  may  have  as  many  then  as  she  likes.  I  hope  then  that  this  question  will  be 
'approached  with  very  great  thought.  We  have,  we  think,  wisely  arranged  for  three  men 
from  each  province— and  after  all  it  is  a  representation  by  numbers,  not  by  population  ; 
for  when  you  come  to  understand  the  Act  you  will  understand  this,  that  three  could  do 
the  work  just  as  well  as  a  larger  number,  because,  as  was  just  said  before  the  com- 
mittee, they  are  expected  to  do  police  duty.  The  three  men  from  the  Province  of  Ontario 
are  to  see  that  this  Act  isx^arried  out  to  the  letter,  and  to  see  that  no  examination  is  held  of 
men  who  are  going  to  practise  in  your  province  afterwards  which  is  of  a  lower  standard  than 
that  which  you  are  in  fact  having  here  to-day,  either  professional  or  matriculation  ;  so  that 
really  it  does  not  need  such  a  number  of  men.  And  when  you  think  that  there  will  always 
be  three  at  the  Board  from  this  province,  because  the  Board  meetings  will  have  to  be  held 
in  the  City  of  Toronto,  you  will  always  be  represented  by  your  three  men,  and  there  will 
seldom  be  more  than  eight  or  ten  members  of  the  Council  present,  because  they  have  to  come 
such  long  distances — they  will  not  always  be  present,  though  they  may  now  and  then — but 
there  will  always  be  three  men  from  Ontario,  and  it  is  largely  from  Quebec  that  difficulty 
may  be  looked  for ;  but  there  will  be  no  difficulty  whatever  I  am  sure  if  this  matter  is  decided 
upon.  One  of  the  points  which  came  up  to-day,  and  which  I  am  glad  to  find  there  is  general 
concensus  of  opinion  regarding,  is  the  question  of  representation  of  the  homeopaths  on  the 
Council.  Dr.  Campbell  was  present  and  laid  his  case  very  fairly  and  well  before  the  meeting 
and  said  they  would  be  satisfied  with  a  clause  in  addition  to  the  clause  which  now  refers  to 
them  and  which  is  on  page  three  of  the  Act,  as  follows,  "  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  interfere  with  or  derogate  from  any  rights  or  privileges  possessed  by  practitioners 
who  under  the  laws  of  any  province  are  recognized  as  forming  a  particular  school  of  practice 
of  medicine,"  and  that  they  shall  have  the  same  rights  which  they  now  enjoy  in  any 
province. 

Dr.  Bray — That  was  added. 

Dr.  Roddick — Yes  ;  that  was  added.  "  And  that  they  shall  have  the  same  rights  which 
they  now  enjoy  in  any  province."  While  Dr.  Campbell  was  very  frank  with  us,  I  was  very 
frank  with  him,  and  I  said  this  :  That  the  reason  we  were  so  anxious  not  to  mention  any 
*'pathy" — allopathy,  homeopathy,  or  any  other  "pathy" — is  that  the  British  Medical 
Council  has  so  far  refused,  and  probably  will  refuse,  to  recognize  any  sect  in  our  pro- 
fession, and  if  we  name  homeopaths  in  this  Act,  no  doubt  the  British  Medical  Council 
will  object — not  that  they  object  to  homeopaths  so  much,  because  those  who  have  read  the 
recent  addresses  of  the  President  of  the  British  Medical  Association  will  remember  that 
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both  Jonathan  Hutchinson  and  Dyce  Dupper  made  statements  to  the  effect  that  they  took 
no  exception,  but  saw  every  reason  why  the  regular  profession,  so-called,  should  consult 
with  homeopaths,  and  that  is  done  every  day  ;  but  the  British  Medical  Council  is  a  very  old 
conservative  body,  and  they  will  not  understand  any  "  pathy  "  of  any  kind  in  our  profes- 
sion. If  we  went  with  a  Bill  with  the  word  "  homeopath  "  in  it,  I  am  credibly  informed 
by  the  authorities — in  fact,  one  gentleman  sits  on  that  Council — that  the  thing  would  be 
questioned  at  once,  and  misunderstood,  and  probably  rejected.  I  am  sure  that  Dr.  Camp- 
bell would  be  the  last  to  prevent  that  great  scheme  of  reciprocity  taking  place  simply 
because  of  a  name.  He  has  assisted  us  out  in  this  matter,  and  has  declared  that  for  his 
constituents  he  will  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  that  modification.  He  is  also  anxious  to 
have  three  representatives  of  his  body ;  and  I  think  that  can  be  also  accomplished  in  this 
Tvay,  providing  that  some  arrangement  could  be  made  by  which  the  homeopaths  in  the 
whole  Dominion  of  Canada  shall  be  represented  by  three.  That  might  be  thought  of,  at  any 
rate.  You  get  on  very  well  here  together,  and  we  feel  satisfied  that  members  of  that  Council 
would  get  on  ;  so  long  as  we  are  not  obliged  to  specify  these  three  persons  in  the  Bill, 
and  that,  I  think,  can  be  evercome  very  well,  so  that  a  plebiscite  of  the  whole  homeopathic 
body,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  shall  be  taken  at  certain  times,  and  by  which  three 
shall  be  selected  to  represent  that  body  on  this  Council.  That  is  the  suggestion  which  is 
made  by  Dr.  Campbell  now  ;  but,  of  course,  we  have  to  go  back  to  the  committee  to  work 
it  out.  I  hope  to  have  your  opinion  on  this  point.  Of  course,  the  proposed  Act  has  been 
•copied  very  much  from  your  own  Act  and  from  other  provincial  Acts.  Another  point 
brought  up,  which  is  of  very  great  importance,  is  this  :  if  a  representative  from  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario,  one  of  the  three  or  four,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  come  back  to  this 
Council  and  report  that  the  work  of  the  Dominion  Council  is  irregular  or  not  up  to  the 
standard  which  was  promised  ;  that  we  are  going  to  receive  men  into  this  province  who  are 
not  sufficiently  well  educated,  who  have  no^  passed  a  good  enough  examination,  what  will 
be  done  ?  What  can  be  done  is  this  :  this  province  may  at  once  withdraw — there  is  no  pro- 
vision against  it  so  far — from  the  compact,  and  cease  to  be  represented,  providing  the  report 
of  your  members  on  the  Dominion  Council  proves  to  be  correct.  A  mandamus  would  be 
issued,  and,  going  through  the  usual  form,  if  it  proved  to  be  correct,  then  you  may  with- 
draw. Then  comes  the  question,  Shall  you  be  allowed  to  withdraw?  and,  if  so,  under  what 
conditions  ?  I  would  like  to  get  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on  that  point.  It  would  be  a 
pity,  of  course,  if  the  thing  could  be  broken  up  in  five  minutes  by  any  province  standing 
out.  The  small  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  with  less  than  one  hundred  doctors, 
might  have  some  grievance,  and  they  might  stand  out  and  say,  We  won't  come  back  any 
more.  Then  comes  the  question,  Should  that  be  allowed  unless  some  legal  arrangements 
are  specified  ?  Another  point  is  the  admission  of  members  of  the  profession.  I  have  long 
felt  that  if  this  Bill  becomes  law  we  should  have  some  provision  on  this  score,  and  I  will 
read  you  clause  15  :  "Any  person  who,  at  or  before  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  was 
registered  in  any  province  in  Canada  as  a  medical  practitioner  shall,  after  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  such  registration,  if  during  those  ten  years  he  has  continued  to  be  so  registered, 
be  entitled  to  be  registered  under  this  Act  as  a  medical  practitioner,  without  examination, 
•upon  payment  of  the  fees  and  upon  compliance  with  the  other  conditions  and  regulations  for 
such  cases  prescribed  by  the  Council."  That  means,  of  course,  that  any  man  who  has  prac- 
tised his  profession  for  ten  years,  or  been  registered  for  that  length  of  time  in  this  country, 
shall  be  allowed  to  go  from  his  own  province  to  another  province,  without  passing  an  exam- 
ination, but  he  must  have  been  practising  for  ten  years  ;  so  that  a  man  who  is  only  two 
years  practising  will  have  to  wait  for  eight  years,  or  has  the  alternative  of  going  back  to  the 
Council  for  examination.  A  man  who  is  one  or  two  years  out  may  go  back  to  the  Council, 
or  perhaps  a  man  who  is  three  years  out,  if  he  feels  satisfied  he  can  pass  the  examination, 
and  get  the  license  ;  but  after  ten  years  a  man  is  pretty  well  anchored,  as  a  rule,  and  is  not 
likely  to  bother  the  British  Columbia  men  where  they  are  strong  on  this  point.  I  think 
.some  of  your  own  members  spoke  of  it,  saying  if  we  open  the  door  wide  by  passing  a 
Dominion  Act  there  will  be  a  stampede  at  once  from  certain  quarters  into  British  Columbia 
and  all  around.  This  clause  is  intended  to  prevent  that,  and  I  hope  it  is  sufficiently 
explicit  and  guards  the  situation.  If  during  ten  years  a  practitioner  has  continued  to  be 
.so  registered,  is  the  provision  ;  but,  of  course,  that  may  be  open  to  question.  We  might 
exclude  a  man  who  had  gone  to  the  United  States  and  practised  for  several  years  and 
then  wanted  to  return  to  his  native  country  ;  we  might  prevent  him  from  taking  Dominion 
registration.  I  put  this  in  as  a  safeguard  ;  but  it  might  be  modified  if  thought  desirable. 
It  was  with  reference  to  this  province,  more  than  any  other,  that  I  put  that  in,  because  I 
understand  you  have  about  six  hundred  memliers  of  the  profession  originally  registered  in 
this  province  and  now  ])ractising  in  the  United  States — several  hundred  at  all  events — and, 
of  course,  if  the  door  is  opened  these  may  come  back  ;  but  if  we  make  it  impossible  for 
them,  if  during  these  ten  years  they  have  not  continued  to  be  registered,  they  might  not 
.take  advantage  of  it. 
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Dr.  Powell — They  could  take  advantage  of  it  under  that  clause  if  they  continued  to 
be  registered. 

Dr.  Roddick — Yes  ;  but  how  many  of  them  would  continue  to  be  registered?  "Con- 
tinued to  be  registered  "  means  you  have  to  pay  your  registration  every  year. 

Dr.  Powell— Yes;  $2.00. 

Dr.  Bray — According  to  our  present  Act,  which  we  are  trying  to  get  a  by-law  framed  to 
overcome,  those  men  do  continue  to  be  registered  or  they  are  struck  off  the  register.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  words  be  added  "  that  continue  to  be  registered  and  resident  of  the 
province." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Wouldn't  it  be  well  to  allow  Dr.  Roddick  to  go  on,  and  take  up 
these  details  after  ? 

The  President — This  is  no  time  for  discussion,  and  I  would  suggest  that  you  not  only 
refrain  from  expressing  opinions,  but  also  from  asking  questions  until  after  Dr.  Roddick 
has  set  forth  his  case  (hear,  hear),  because  it  interrupts  very  much  and  disturbs  the  line 
of  thought.     I  think  Dr.  Roddick  will  be  quite  willing  to  answer  any  inquiries  afterwards. 

Dr.  Roddick — With  reference  to  the  place  of  examination,  I  understand  there  is  some 
difference  of  opinion.  Section  13  reads  :  "  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  examinations  to  be 
held  under  this  Act,  namely,  the  preliminary  or  matriculation  examination,  and  the  profes- 
sional examinations.  The  subjects  of  these  examinations  shall  be  decided  by  the  Council, 
and  candidates  for  examination  may  elect  to  be  examined  in  the  English  or  French  language" — 
that  is  necessary,  of  course.  2.  "All  practical  and  clinical  examinations  shall,  until  otherwise 
decided  by  the  Council,  be  held  in  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto."  That  was  intended 
simply  as  a  beginning  ;  as  you  see,  it  says:  "  Until  otherwise  decided  by  the  Council,"  and  it 
was  thought  at  the  discussion,  at  which  were  present  men  from  all  the  cities  in  the  Dominion, 
that  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  Montreal  and  Toronto  we  have  the  great  bulk  of  the  clinical 
material,  that  it  might  be  well  to  have  the  examinations  held  in  those  cities.  Of  course,  I 
quite  feel  that  other  cities,  where  there  are  teaching  bodies  especially,  may  object  to  this  ; 
and  it  will  be  in  order  for  them  to  show  cause  why  the  examinations  should  not  be  held  in 
their  cities.  I  quite  feel,  also,  that  it  would  be  rather  a  hardship  to  bring  men  from  Mani- 
toba University  and  from  Dalhousie  College  to  Montreal  and  Toronto  ;  but  we  must  remem- 
ber that  the  great  majority,  probably  75  per  cent,  of  all  the  students  going  up  for 
examination,  will  be  found  in  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto — I  think  75  per  cent.,  and 
I  have  looked  into  it  pretty  well — and  on  that  account  they  are  actually  on  the  spot.  How- 
ever, some  arrangement  might  be  probably  made  if  we  get  a  grant  large  enough  ;  and  it  is 
thought  desirable  to  pay  the  expenses  of  these  men  coming  up,  at  any  rate,  for  the  first  few 
years.  I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  Manitoba  University,  and  other  universities,  would 
be  prepared  to  hold  clinical  examinations  on  the  standard  we  want.  But  if  so,  I  see  no 
objection  why  the  number  of  centres  should  not  be  increased  by  adding  Halifax,  Kingston 
and  Winnipeg. 

Dr.  Sullivan — And  put  Ottawa  in,  too. 

Dr.  Roddick — Are  there  clinical  facilities  in  Ottawa  ? 

Dr.  Sullivan — There  are  two  hospitals  there  ;  one  new  one. 

Dr.  Roddick — Of  course,  the  examiners  could  go  ;  but  you  must  consider  that  you  have 
to  appoint  a  great  many  examiners.  The  chief  thing  is  to  concentrate  the  work  as  much  as 
possible  ;  that  was  the  idea.  I  would  be  very  glad  indeed  to  hear  suggestions  on  that 
point.  Of  course,  Mr.  President,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning,  nothing  can  be  done  with  this 
Bill  without  the  co-operation  of  the  provinces.  According  to  the  British  North  America 
Act,  the  whole  question  of  education  rests  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  provinces,  and  we  can 
do  nothing  unless  you  co-operate.  We  have  tried  to  meet  the  provinces  half  way  by  this 
clause — more  than  half  way.  On  page  2,  sub-section/,  you  will  see:  "The  enactment 
by  the  consent  and  at  the  instance  of  the  Medical  Councils  or  Boards  of  the  various 
provinces  of  Canada  of  such  provincial  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  supplant  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  effect  all  or  any  of  the  foregoing  purposes."  So  that  you 
see  it  would  be  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  that  this  scheme  should  be  carried  out,  that 
every  province  shall  tack  on  to  its  present  Medical  Act  a  short  clause  to  the  effect  that 
this  can  be  accomplished.'^'  That  clause  to  be  tacked  on  may  read  somewhat  as  follows  : 
"That  each  province  will  be  asked" — and  add  to  this  as  much  as  you  like — "when  there 
shall  have  been  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  a  Medical 
Register  for  Canada,  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada,  in  which  may  be 
registered,  subject  to  such  registration  and  the  lawful  requirements  of  such  Medical  Council  : 
"  (a)  The  names  of  medical  and  surgical  practitioners  who  hjtve  satisfied  the  requirements 
for  that  purpose  by  way  of  examination  or  otherwise  of  such  Medical  Council  ;  and 

"  (6)  The  names  of  students  who  have  passed  such  matriculation  .  .  .  and  complied  with 
such  other  conditions  as  may  be  required  or  established  by  such  Council  in  order  to  entitle 
students  to  registration  ;  and

"(c)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  of  the  Acts  hereby  amended,  any  person 
duly  registered  in  such  register  shall,  without  any  further  or  other  evidence  of  qualifica- 
tion, be  entitled  to  be  registered  in  the  Medical  Register  as  a  duly  qualified  medical  and 
surgical  practitioner,  or  as  a  duly  qualified  student  of  medicine  and  surgery,  as  the  case 
may  be,  upon  production  of  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  Registrar  of  the  said  Medical 
Council  for  Canada  certifying  that  such  person  is  so  duly  registered,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  identity  of  such  person,  and  payment  of  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  province  in  that  behalf."  In  this  modification  or  amendment  to  the 
provincial  Act  anything  can  be  done,  that  is,  to  safeguard  the  profession  as  a  whole,  or  to 
safeguard  anybody  in  the  profession  ;  and  it  will  be  competent  for  Dr.  Campbell,  then,  to 
see  that  his  constituents  are  thoroughly  safeguarded.  It  can  best  be  done  in  this  way, 
because  the  Dominion  really  can  do  very  little  ;  and  if  your  amendment  to  this  Act  satisfies 
Dr.  Campbell  and  his  constituents,  it  will  be  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the  Dominion  Council ; 
so  that  any  modifications  can  be  introduced  into  this  amendment  ;  and  this  Bill,  I  hope, 
will  be  pretty  well  threshed  out  in  the  next  session  of  Parliament,  and  I  trust  that  you  will 
be  pretty  well  satisfied.  Then  there  will  be  the  committee  work  to  go  through,  and  I  hope 
you  will  send  a  representative  committee  before  that  committee  in  the  House,  so  as  to  have 
the  matter  thoroughly  threshed  out.  I  may  tell  you  that  five  of  the  provinces  are 
already  anxious  to  get  into  line.  The  province  of  Manitoba,  I  think,  is  holding  out  to  see 
what  this  province  will  do  ;  and  so  is  Quebec.  In  the  short  time  which  I  know  you  have 
here  I  have  tried  to  lay  a  few  of  the  most  important  facts  before  you  ;  and  I  shall  be 
delighted  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  desire  to  ask.     (Applause.) 

The  President — I  am  sure  we  are  all  very  thankful  to  Dr.  Roddick  for  having  put  the 
case  before  us  in  so  intelligible  a  form  ;  it  is  now  quite  in  order,  as  he  has  expressed  his 
willingness,  for  any  of  you  to  ask  any  questions  you  wish  Dr.  Roddick  to  answer.  I  would 
suggest,  in  order  to  get  through  the  work  in  as  short  a  space  of  time  as  possible,  that  the 
questions  come  in  seriatim  first  and  that  they  be  not  answered  until  all  the  questions  are  in  ; 
a  list  of  these  questions  will  be  taken  down  by  the  Registrar,  and  Dr.  Roddick  then  can  give 
an  answer  to  all  at  the  same  time.  I  make  this  suggestion  as  our  time  is  short,  and  we 
want  to  get  through  as  soon  as  possible. 

Dr.  RooME — There  is  one  point  that  is  not  very  explicit.  How  do  you  propose  raising 
the  funds  to  carry  on  the  Dominion  Medical  Council  for  registration  ?  There  is  nothing  in 
the  Bill  whereby  there  is  any  mode  of  raising  money  to  carry  on  the  business  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Dr.  Roome's  question  refers,  I  imagine,  to  Article  5,  as  to  how  the 
funds  are  to  be  secured  ;  the  last  sentence  of  the  clause  is  that  *'the  annual  value  of  real 
estate  owned  by  the  Council  and  held  for  the  purposes  of  revenue  only  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  the  sum  of  $25,000."  Our  experience  here  has  not  been  a  happy  one  with  regard  to 
real  estate  ;  and  it  appears  to  me  a  revenue  of  f  25, 000,  by  the  rule  of  real  estate  agents  in 
computing  such  revenues,  would  require  the  holding  of  property  to  the  extent  of  a  million  and 
a  quarter  dollars  ;  they  count  some  at  2,  and  some  at  3  per  cent,  clear  revenue  after  taxes, 
insurance  and  other  things  have  been  deducted.  At  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  a  revenue  of 
^25,000  would  mean  real  estate  to  the  value  of  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  ;  calculated  at 
3  per  cent,  it  would  mean  real  estate  in  actual  value  of  between  eight  and  nine  hundred 
thousand  dollars.     I  would  like  a  little  explanation  on  that  point. 

Dr.  Brock — It  seems  to  me  one  of  the  most  important  points  raised  by  Dr.  Roddick  is 
on  the  question  of  the  withdrawal  of  any  of  the  provinces  after  we  have  formed  our  Domin- 
ion Council.  Could  not  a  clause  be  inserted  in  any  Act  giving  power  to  the  Supreme  Court 
to  settle  any  difference  which  might  arise  and  thus  prevent  the  withdrawal  of  any  province  ? 

Dr.  Dickson — Clause  13,  of  the  proposed  Bill,  provides  that  there  shall  be  two  classes  of 
•examinations  to  be  held  under  this  .4ct,  namely,  the  preliminary  or  matriculation  examina- 
tion, and  the  professional  examinations.  I  will  ask  Dr.  Roddick  if  he  does  not  think  that  a 
clause  in  the  Act  providing  that  the  Provincial  Councils  shall  control  the  preliminary  and 
the  primary  examinations,  and  that  the  Dominion  Council  should  only  control  the  interme- 
diate and  final,  would  not  be  suflicient  in  this  matter.  It  would  lessen  the  expense  very 
materially  if  the  latter  were  a  written  examination,  and  it  seems  to  me  would  so  completely 
guard  the  profession  that  I  think  it  would  be  sufficient. 

Dr.  Powell — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Roddick  to  explain  his  views  with  regard  to  a 
very  important  feature  that  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  a  great  many  people,  including  my 
own,  I  may  say,  since  my  attention  has  been  drawn  to  this  Bill,  and  that  is  as  to  the  necessity 
or  the  propriety  of  having  provincial  registration  a  requisite  precedent  to  Dominion  registra- 
tion. This  question  I  know  has  been  in  the  minds  of  a  great  many  men,  and  in  fact  it  came 
prominently  before  our  Council  yesterday  in  a  report  of  one  of  the  committees  ;  I  should 
like  to  hear  Dr.  Roddick's  explanation  of  that  feature. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Would  it  be  wise,  or  could  it  be  possible  to  let  the  examination  be  held 
in  each  town  which  had  a  school  of  medicine,  and  let  this  Council  appoint  censors  who  could 
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go  and  see  that  these  examinations  were  conducted  fairly  ?  I  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not 
see  that  they  were  fairly  conducted,  they  being  employees  of  the  Dominion  Council.  I  think 
it  would  save  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  remove  a  strong  opposition  to  the  Bill,  if  such  a 
change  v,  ere  made. 

The  President — I  think  these  are  all  the  questions  the  Council  desires  to  ask. 

Dr.  Roddick — With  reference  to  Dr.  Roome's  question,  I  may  say  I  have  it  on  good 
authority — of  course  I  am  not  in  the  counsels  of  the  Government,  but  I  am  friendly  with 
them,  and  I  may  tell  you  that  I  have  had  reason  to  be  friendly  with  them.  You  may  have 
seen  that  I  have  not  turned  out  to  be  that  rabid  partisan  that  was  expected  of  me,  and  the 
reason  was  I  did  not  want  to  do  anything  that  would  affect  the  future  of  this  Bill.  I  expected  i 
of  course  I  might  have  had  it  brought  up,  and  I  have  been  friendly  to  the  powers  that  be,, 
simply  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the  future  of  this  Bill  to  be  prejudiced  ;  and  on  that 
account  I  have  had  access  to  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown,  who  are  of  course  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Liberal  Government  ;  and  the  Solicitor-General  is  a  friend  of  mine,  and  the 
Minister  of  Justice  is  also  friendly,  and  so  are  one  or  tw^o  of  the  Supreme  Court  judges.  I 
have  lost  no  opportunity  to  get  information  on  this  point,  and  from  one  member  of  the 
Government  I  have  had  it  that  if  we  allow  the  Government  to  appoint  a  certain  number  of 
members  of  the  Council — it  need  not  be  one  from  each  province,  it  may  be  only  five  out  of 
the  whole  Dominion,  or  three  out  of  the  whole  Dominion,  we  at  once  get  a  grip  on  the 
Dominion  Government.  The  body  will  at  once  become  an  advisory  board  of  the  Dominion, 
just  as  the  British  Medical  Council  is  to-day,  and  on  that  account  something  in  the  shape  of 
money,  funds  and  subsidy,  may  reasonably  be  expected  ;  and  I  think  we  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  getting  a  considerable  sum,  for  at  any  rate  a  certain  number  of  years,  until  the 
thing  is  well  on  its  feet.     That  is  the  answer  to  Dr.  Roome. 

As  to  the  question?,  where  the  funds  are  to  come  from  for  the  carrying  on  of  this  work, 
Dr.  Sangster  refers  to  the  clause  having  reference  to  the  holding  of  property.  I  may  say, 
Dr.  Sangster,  that  the  original  amount  was  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  has  been 
reduced  at  the  suggestion,  chiefly,  of  your  late  President,  Dr.  Roome,  and  one  or  two  others 
with  whom  I  discussed  the  matter,  to  $25,000  ;  that  means  truly,  as  you  say,  revenue  ;  but 
it  is  not  likely  of  course  that  this  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  will  be  accumulated  in  fifty 
years.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  some  wealthy  friend  of  the  profession — we  have  a  few  in 
Montreal,  and  you  have  some  here — might  leave  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  Dominion 
Council,  might  leave  half  a  million  dollars  ;  we  have  got  men  who  would  leave  it  and  never 
miss  it  ;  and  if  we  h«ive  a  friend  who  would  work  the  matter  up  and  think  it  worth  while — that 
is  the  idea,  and  this  of  course  could  be  utilized  for  any  purposes  that  would  be  within  the 
Act.  I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  I  answer  you  sufficiently  clear,  but  it  was  thought  a 
pity  to  make  it  less,  and  of  course  it  can  be  always  made  more  by  Act  of  Parliament.  You 
may  have  had  experience  in  this  city  or  in  this  province  which  is  peculiar,  but  I  do  not 
think  that  if  it  is  properly  safeguarded  any  harm  can  come. 

Referring  to  Dr.  Brock's  suggestion  that  the  withdrawal  of  any  province  should  be 
made  as  difficult  as  possible,  we  were  discussing  that  question  in  the  committee  when  wfe 
arose,  and  there  was  a  general  feeling  that  it  should  be  done  exactly  as  Dr.  Brock  has  sug- 
gested, that  the  matter  should  be  heard  before  the  ordinary  court  and  then  that  the 
aggrieved  party  should  have  leave  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  but  not 
beyond  that.     Would  that  be  satisfactory  ? 

Dr.  Brock — That  would  be  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Roddick — With  reference  to  Dr.  Dickson's  question,  and  in  reply  to  his  question,"  I 
think  the  scheme  he  suggests  is  an  excellent  one,  and  I  understand  you  have  discussed  it 
here.  There  would  be  no  trouble  in  carrying  it  out,  in  fact  th6re  would  be  a  great  saving 
of  time  and  money  if  the  matriculation  examination  and  the  primary  examination  could  be 
left  with  the  provincial  boards  ;  the  only  difficulty  is  that  some  of  the  provinces  may  object 
to  taking  this  responsibility.  You  must  remember  you  have  teaching  bodies  here  ;  you 
have  men  prepared  to  examine  every  day,  and  ready  on  a  moment's  notice.  But  in  some  of 
the  provinces  where  they  have  no  teaching  body,  and  where  men  get  rusty,  they  really 
hesitate  about  undertaking  any  examination  work  at  all  ;  and  there  are  two  or  three  prov- 
inces which  have  already  declared  their  willingness  and  anxiety  to  have  a  board  of  this  kind 
behind  which  they  can  get — New  Brunswick  is  one.  I  cite  a  case  of  a  man  who  turned  up 
there — I  did  not  know  who  he  was  at  the  time  he  was  speaking — who  was  one  of  the  board,  and 
the  ablest  man  on  the  New  Brunswick  Board  of  Examiners,  who  put  it  in  this  way — if  you 
will  excuse  unparliamentary  language — "For  God's  sake  hurry  up  with  your  Dominion 
Board  ;  we  had  an  examination  in  St.  John  the  other  day,  and  the  man  who  came  from  your 
college  there,  in  answering  a  question,  made  a  suggestion  on  the  subject  of  bacteriology 
which  floored  the  whole  Board,  there  was  not  a  man  fit  to  meet  his  suggestion  ;  and  he  prac- 
tically left  the  room  the  cock  of  the  walk."  In  New  Brunswick  they  have  no  teaching  body, 
the  same  in  Prince  Edward  and  the  North- West  Territories,  and  they   often  have  difficulty 
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to  get  men  to  take  work  such  as  chemistry  and  bacteriology  ;  and  they  say  that  bacteriology 
and  pathology  should  come  under  examiners  who  should  be  appointed  or  selected  for  their 
special  qualifications  under  this  scheme.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied,  Dr.  Dickson,  that  your 
suggestion  would  meet  the  approval  of  every  one  who  has  had  to  do  with  this  Bill,  and  that 
there  would  be  no  possible  objection  to  it.  As  to  the  finals,  my  feeling  is  strongly  in 
favor  of  five  years  ;  I  think  we  ought  to  have,  and  we  will  have,  and,  if  we  expect  reciprocity 
with  Great  Britain  we  should  be  obliged  to  have,  five  years  ;  I  think  there  should  be  four 
years  ordinary  work,  and  at  the  end  of  four  years,  one  year  of  practical  clinical  work. 
There  are  two  brothers  whose  father  practises  in  the  heart  of  this  province  ;  one  of  whom  it 
has  been  arranged,  shall  follow  his  father  in  practice  ;  at  the  end  of  four  years,  when  they  have 
each  got  his  degree  and  are  ready  for  the  M.D.  or  M.B,,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  man  who 
is  going  to  follow  his  father  will  practically  have  no  use  for  the  Dominion  license  ;  he  cannot 
make  use  of  it,  for  he  is  not  likely  to  be  sent  for  a  great  distance  over  the  border  into 
another  province.  He  will  say,  I  am  going  to  follow  father,  and  I  shall  take  the  examination 
of  the  province,  and  shall  be  examined  by  the  Provincial  Board,  and  pass  my  examination, 
and  get  a  license  to  practise  in  this  province  only.  The  other  brother,  more  ambitious,  a 
fellow  who  perhaps  wants  to  get  into  the  army,  and  wants  to  travel  over  the  Empire,  says, 
I  am  going  up  for  the  other  ;  in  order  to  go  up  for  the  other  he  will  have  to  pass  another 
year  in  practical  work — no  fooling,  but  practical  work — so  as  to  be  able  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion on  the  practical  subjects  :  clinical  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  chemistry,  bacteri- 
ology, clinical  obstetrics,  and  gynecology.  He  will  have  to  pass  a  final  examination  ;  and, 
at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  pass  the  practical  examination. 

The  President—  Pardon  me  for  interrupting  you  for  a  moment;  when  you  speak  of  a  four 
year  course  in  one  case  and  five  years  in  the  other,  and  use  the  term  "this  province,"  you  did 
not  mean  that  that  referred  specially  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  because  ours  is  a  five-year 
course  ? 

Dr.  Roddick — No;  I  meant  any  province.  I  spoke  of  it  in  that  way  simply  to  bring  it 
home  to  the  members  of  this  province.  At  the  end  of  five  years  he  will  be  qualified  to 
register  in  Great  Britain,  because  he  must  have  five  eight-months'  sessions,  and  therefore, 
I  think,  in  answer  to  Dr.  Dickson,  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  suggestion  will  be  easily 
arranged. 

Dr.  Williams — I  presume  what  that  implies  is  that  any  province  for  its  own  purpose 
may  set  its  own  standard,  but  for  Dominion  purposes  it  would  have  to  be  the  five-year 
course. 

Dr.  Roddick — Yes,  certainly  ;  at  present  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  we  have  only  four 
years.  I  understand  Dr.  Powell's  suggestion  to  be  that  it  would  be  better  to  have  everyone 
first  of  all  fortified  with  a  provincial  license  before  he  goes  to  the  Dominion  Council. 

Dr.  Powell — That  was  my  question  ;  I  want  to  hear  your  views  on  it. 

Dr.  Roddick — That  would  be  all  very  well  and  I  can  see  no  objection  to  it  providing 
the  standards  are  uniform  throughout  the  Dominion  ;  but  you  know  they  are  not  uniform, 
and  that  was  the  reason  we  could  do  nothing  with  the  question  of  interprovincial  registra- 
tion, for  the  reason  that  Quebec  would  not  come  into  line,  not  because  the  profession  did 
not  want  them  to  get  into  line,  for  we  all  quarrelled  with  our  own  faculties  and  in  our  own 
universities  in  endeavoring  to  bring  about  a  central  examining  board  in  Quebec  so  that  we 
could  get  up  to  your  qualifications  and  your  conditions.  We  went  before  our  own  Legislature, 
and  the  late  Dr.  Howard,  the  late  Dr.  Ross  and  myself  were  delegates  from  McGill  University; 
we  went  there  and  fought  that  out  against  Principal  Dawson  and  the  i^overnors  of  our  own 
University,  simply  because  we  wanted  to  bring  about  a  uniform  standard  in  order  to  be  able  to 
co-operate  with  the  profession  in  Ontario.  But  they  said  no  ;  we  will  not  allow  our  Royal 
Charters  to  be  interfered  with,  we  will  not  relinquish  them  ;  you  must  pledge  your  word  to 
accept  our  diplomas  without  the  further  examination.  The  result  will  be  this,  that  of  course 
where  the  student  is  obliged  to  pass  only  one  examination — the  university  examination — and 
on  the  face  of  that  get  his  diploma,  that  province  which  allows  that  would  attract  men  natur- 
ally, because  when  you  oblige  men  to  pass  two  examinations,  the  provincial  as  well  as  the  other, 
they  would  say,  if  I  can  go  to  Quebec,  go  to  McGill  College,  or  Bishops'  College,  or  Laval 
College  I  shall  only  be  obliged  to  pass  one,  that  is,  the  university  examination,  because  that 
will  be  accepted.  Speaking  to  you  clearly  and  frankly,  in  this  province  you  will  be  at  a  great 
disadvantage,  and  I  think  you  will  find  that  the  students  themselves  would  cure  the  matter; 
at  the  same  time  it  is  a  matter  for  consideration.     Does  that  satisfy  you.  Dr.  Powell  ? 

Dr.  Powell — No,  that  is  not  my  point ;  it  is  not  that  the  provincial  examination  should 
be  precedent  to  provincial  registration,  but  it  was  the  necessity  or  advisability  of  having 
some  provision  in  this  Dominion  Bill  whereby  provincial  registration  must  be  a  necessary 
qualification  precedent  to  Dominion  registration,  not  that  the  man  who  would  go  to  McGill 
should  be  allowed  to  register  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  on  the  face  of  the  M.D.  degree,  or 
whether  a  man  coming  from  another  province  (Ontario,  for  instance)  should  have  provincial 
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registration  before  going  up  for  Dominion  registration.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  have 
made  myself  clear. 

Dr.  Roddick — Still  the  same  objection  exists,  that  there  would  be  only  one  examination 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  two  here. 

Dr.  Powell — Th  't  would  only  qualify  for  Quebec. 

Dr.  Roddick — That  would  reach  the  condition  you  made,  that  he  must  have  a  provincial 
license  first.     You  want  him  to  have  a  license  in  the  province  in  which  be  lives? 

Dr.  Powell — Yes,  or  in  which  he  studies.  I  want  just  to  know  your  views  as  to  provin- 
cial registration  being  a  necessary  precedent  to  Dominion  registration. 

Dr.  Roddick — I  do  not  see  myself,  when  the  provinces  have  still  all  the  powers  that 
they  ever  had  before  in  their  own  hands,  why  you  should  submit  a  student  here  to  two 
examinations  if  he  wanted  to  go  up  for  the  Dominion  one  ;  it  would  be  a  hardship  I  think, 
and  I  fancy  we  would  all  think  it  so,  if  we  were  there  ourselves.  In  answer  to  Dr.  Sulli- 
van's question,  I  might  say  that  the  appointing  of  censors  has  also  been  thought  of  ;  and  of 
course  one  has  to  think  of  your  university,  and  the  facilities  you  have  for  hospital  work,  and 
how  unfair  it  would  be  to  oblige  your  students  to  go  to  Toronto  or  Montreal.  I  am  satisfied  that 
this  will  have  to  be  done  in  any  case  if  you  carry  out  Dr.  Dickson's  suggestion,  that  there 
should  be  some  Dominion  control.  Dr.  Dickson,  when  you  spoke  did  you  mean  that  there 
should  be  Dominion  control  of  the  primary  and  matriculation  ? 

Dr.  Dickson — It  includes  that  point  ;  that  is  the  point  essential,  that  they  shall  be 
required  to  be  registered  in  their  own  province,  and  that  the  examination  in  the  preliminary 
and  primary  branches  shall  be  held  to  be  sufficient  by  the  Dominion  Council,  the  Dominion 
Council  examining  only  in  the  intermediate  and  final,  and  that  the  students  shall  be  first 
registered  in  their  own  province.  In  Quebec,  I  suppose,  some  more  strict  examination  or 
more  strict  censorship,  if  it  might  be  so  called,  might  be  required  by  the  Dominion  than 
exists  at  present  for  their  provincial  examinations. 

Dr.  Roddick — Yes  ;  they  would  have  to  have  censors  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
appointed  by  the  Dominion. 

Dr.  Dickson — Yes,  or  any  other  province  where  it  was  thought  desirable — that  is,  where 
there  is  not  a  Council  holding  its  own  examinations. 

Dr.  Roddick— The  Council  wouM  have  to  control,  I  think,  the  final  examinations  as 
much  as  possible,  either  directly,  or  indirectly,  by  censors.  Of  course  the  written  examina- 
tions can  be  held  anywhere  in  the  usual  way  by  sealed  papers  ;  but  the  practical  examinations 
should  be  thoroughly  safeguarded  ;  and  if  it  is  not  desirable  to  appoint  examiners  to  go  every- 
where over  the  five  or  six  university  towns  then  censors  will  have  to  be  appointed.  That 
was  your  idea,  Dr.  Sullivan  ? 

Dr.  Sullivan — Yes. 

Dr.  Roddick— For  myself  I  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  leave  the  question  of  matri- 
culation and  the  primary  in  the  hands  of  this  provincial  board  ;  but  as  I  said  before,  where 
they  have  no  examining  facilities  it  would  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  arrange.  Then,  I 
think  we  would  have  to  bring  the  men  to  the  universities  and  have  the  examinations  there. 
There  is  no  trouble  whatever  about  the  clinical  examinations  being  held  in  Kingston,  London, 
or  any  city  where  there  are  a  certain  number  of  beds  for  that  purpose,  but  then,  of  course, 
there  would  have  to  be  some  c  ^nsors  appointed  who  will  see  the  examinations  are  up  to  a 
certain  standard.     I  think  that  will  be  arranged  all  right. 

Dr.  Sullivan — It  is  a  better  plan  than  the  one  you  have  now*. 

Dr.  Roddick — Of  course  in  Quebec  the  censorship  exists  ;  and  when  a  man  signifies  his 
intention  to  look  for  a  Dominion  license  he  is  put  aside  and  then  the  censors  from  the 
Dominion  will  be  present  to  see  that  the  men  for  the  Dominion  license  pass  up  to  a  certain 
standard  in  their  matriculation  and  finals.  The  finals  of  course  will  be  looked  after  by  the 
Council. 

Dr.  Geikie— You  said,  Dr  Roddick,  that  in  Quebec  four  years  was  the  present  require- 
mant.  In  the  event  of  this  Bill  passing  I  suppose  the  universities  would  submit  to  five 
years  being  the  general  thing. 

Dr.  Roddick— Just  so.  Independently  of  this,  McGill  College  is  arranging  for  that 
now.  You  will  see  at  page  5  that  great  powers  are  left  with  the  Councils  ;  and  I  think  that 
will  be  very  thoroughly  safeguarded.  They  can  arrange  any  method  of  examining  ;  they 
appoint  examiners  and  fix  the  terms  upon  which  matriculation  and  other  certificates  and  so 
on  shall  be  received.  It  could  be  arranged  for  in  that  way  in  the  Council  ;  at  the  same  time 
I  would  have  it  specified  in  the  Bill. 

The  President — As  there  is  a  committee  working  on  the  question  of  Dominion  registra- 
tion, and  that  committee  is  not  yet  ready  to  report,  I  suppose  the  proper  time  for  the 
discussion  of  this  question  would  be  when  that  committee  has  brought  in  its  report.  Is  that 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  ?     This  appeared  to  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting. 

The  President — Personally,  Dr.  Roddick,  would  you  allow  me  to  express  to  you  my 
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thanks  also  on  behalf  of  this  Council  for  the  trouble  you  have  taken  in  coming  to  Toronto, 
not  only  at  this  time  but  on  previous  occasions,  to  seek  to  enlighten  the  profession  of 
Ontario  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  I  personally  have  realized  the  fact  that  you  are 
trying  to  secure  harmony,  and  have  no  desire  to  push  the  Bill  through  in  the  face  of  oppo- 
sition.    I  thank  you. 

Dr.  Bray — I  want  to  move  a  formal  resolution  from  this  Council.  I  move  that  the 
thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to  Dr.  Roddick  for  his  very  lucid  explanation  of  this  Bill, 
and  also  for  his  kindness  in  coming  here,  and  his  general  kindness  in  going  anywhere  to 
promote  this  cause  which  we  all  have  so  much  at  heart.  I  am  sure  the  members  of  the 
Council  here  have  been  very  much  enlightened  by  Dr.  Roddick's  explanation,  and  I  am 
further  sure  that  it  is  the  wish  of  every  member  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  that  some 
comprehensive,  broad  Bill,  such  as  the  one  introduced  by  Dr.  Roddick,  should  become  law 
for  this  Dominion.  Of  course  we  do  not  expect  this  Bill  to  be  perfect  at  first,  there  will 
have  to  be  amendments  ;  and  I  do  not  think  we  should  hurry  this  either,  but  should  con- 
sider it  and  accept  suggestions  from  anybody  or  everybody  who  can  give  them  ;  and  Dr. 
Roddick,  I  am  sure,  will  be  the  man  to  accept  those  suggestions  and  be  pleased  to  have 
them.  I  move  that  a  vote  of  thanks  of  this  Council  be  given  to  Dr.  Roddick  for  his  presence 
here  to-day,  and  for  his  explanation  of  this  Bill. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — 1  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  this  motion.  It  is  not  necessary 
that  I  should  speak  upon  it.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  medical  man  within  the  confines  of 
the  Dominion  who  does  not  know  that  Dr.  Roddick  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy 
in  order  to  accomplish  this  very  much  to  be  desired  scheme  that  we  have  in  view.  The  main 
feature  of  it  is,  as  I  understand  it,  Empire  registration;  and  under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  our  country  now  we  will  never  have  a  better  opportunity,  or  a  time  when  Britain  is  so 
warm  and  anxious  to  show  friendship  to  Canadians  and  Canadianism.  Any  scheme  of  this 
kind  will  be  received  by  the  British  people  I  think  with  pleasure,  and  we  will  be  able  to 
accomplish  more  at  the  present  time  than  any  other  time.  Our  gratitude,  as  well  as  our 
thanks,  are  due  to  our  good  friend.  Dr.  Roddick  ;  an^  I  am  satisfied  the  gratitude  of  the 
whole  medical  profession  of  Canada  is  also  due  to  him.  I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  second- 
ing Dr.  Bray's  resolution. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried  by  a  standing  vote,  amidst  great 
applause. 

The  President — In  this  more  formal  way,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  tendering  to 
you,  Dr.  Roddick,  the  vote  of  thanks,  passed  unanimously  by  this  Council,  for  the  trouble 
you  have  taken,  not  only  during  the  past  months,  but  for  years,  and  especially  for  your 
having  come  all  the  way  from  Montreal  to  address  this  association  on  this  occasion  on  the 
question  of  Dominion  registration. 

Dr.  Roddick — Thank  you,  Mr.  President ;  thank  you,  Mr.  Mover  and  Seconder,  and 
gentlemen.  I  might  say  that  medical  imperialism  is  one  great  object  implied  in  the  Bill  ; 
I  might  tell  you  that  our  men  in  South  Africa  to-day  who  are  attached  to  the  various  con- 
tingents are  not  placed  in  their  right  positions.  They  are  not  getting  fair  play,  in  fact,  so 
much  so  that  the  matter  was  brought  up  before  the  House  of  Commons  the  other  day  in 
England  to  ask  what  their  status  was  ;  and  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  said  he  was  really 
unable  to  answer  that  question,  and  did  not  know.  But  we  know  they  are  not  getting  what 
they  should  have,  simply  because  they  are  not  registered;  while  they  are  good  enough, 
personally,  to  attend  Canadian  soldiers,  they  are  not  good  enough  to  attend  British  soldiers. 
(Applause. )

Continuation  of  Report  of  Curriculum  Committee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  within  six  minutes  to  12  o'clock  ;  is  it  advisable  that  we  should 
begin  to  work  now,  or  should  we  adjourn  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — If  you  would  allow  us  to  continue  till  fifteen  minutes  after  12,  we 
can  possibly  finish  the  remainder  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  no  objection  at  all  ;  but  we  have  a  lot  of  work  before  us,  and 
I  doubt  very  much  that  we  will  get  out  of  here  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — ^I  think  we  would  be  in  much  greater  advantage  if  we  adjourned  now. 
If  we  go  on  with  the  supposition  that  we  continue  till  half -past  12,  and  it  is  completed  by 
that  time,    there  may  be  a  bare  quorum  present,  and  I  think  this  report  requires  a  full 
Council  for  consideration.     I  am  afraid  the  Council  Chamber  will  be  depleted. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  do  not  think  the  Council  Chamber  will  be  depleted  ;  it  is  too  inter- 
esting a  subject. 

Dr.  Campbell — Let  us  go  on. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — I  think  we  ought  to  continue  this  report  now  and  finish  it. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on   a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Emory  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  3,  clause  6,  as  follows  :  Topographical  anatomy  (medical 
and  surgical),  one  course  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures. 

On  motion,  section  3,  clause  h,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  3,  clause  c. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  propose  that  that  should  be  altered,  and  that  we  adopt  the  same 
course  as  we  did  last  evening  in  regard  to  anatomy,  and  provide  that  the  course  shall  consist 
of  say  eighty  lectures  and  demonstrations,  leaving  it  to  the  teachers  to  arrange  the  courses, 
as  they  see  fit.  I  would  not  put  that  in  the  motion,  but  would  just  merely  make  it  eighty 
lectures  and  demonstrations.     I  move  that. 

Dr.  Sangster — There  is  evidently  going  to  be  the  same  friction  on  that  subject  as  there 
was  last  night  on  anatomy  ;  and  I  wish  to  repeat  what  I  said  then,  that  this  Council  is  not 
concerned  about  lectures,  but  it  is  very  much  concerned  about  results.  We  have  two  insti- 
tutions that  have  been  pursuing  entirely  different  courses  of  teaching  ;  and  the  examinations 
have  shown  that  they  have  both  attained  to  good  results,  and  I  therefore  infer  that  each 
College's  method  is  the  best  method  for  that  College  to  follow,  and  that  we  should  give  them 
the  same  discretion  in  physiology,  and  the  same  discretion  in  chemistry,  when  we  come  to 
that  subject,  that  we  have  already  given  them  in  anatomy.  I  therefore  move  that  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  requires  two  courses  in  physiology  of,  say  110  or 
120  hours  each,  and  let  the  colleges  divide  their  time  between  physiology  proper  and  their 
histology,  as  they  see  proper.  It  seems  to  me  that  would  meet  the  case,  and  that  if  we  go 
into  the  matter  otherwise  we  shall  have  a  reduplication  of  the  contentions  that  we  had  last 
night. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  think  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  would  cover  it  if  he  would  put  it  in 
this  form  :  ''Physiology  and  physiological  histology." 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  told  there  is  no  such  thing  as  physiological  histology,  that  it  is  all 
physiology.  The  teacher  of  physiology  in  one  of  the  schools,  I  think  the  Toronto  School  of 
Medicine,  after  we  had  arranged  that  there  should  be  two  courses  of  fifty  lectures  on  physi- 
ology, and  certain  other  lectures  or  demonstrations  upon  physiological  histology,  suggested 
that  the  last  clause  should  be  "  physiology  and  histology."  I  think  it  will  be  right  if  you 
will  just  put  it  in  the  way  I  have  it :  that  there  should  be  two  courses  of  120  hours  in  lec- 
tures and  demonstrations  between  physiology  and  histology.  Your  regulation  is  sufficiently 
elastic  to  allow  the  individual  idiosyncrasies  of  each  school  to  come  into  efi"ect. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  quite  heartily  approve  of  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Sangster. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  to  adopt  section  3,  clause  c,  in  the  following 
form  :  "Physiology — There  shall  be  tw^o  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  physiology  and  his- 
tology, consisting  of  not  less  than  120  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each 
year,"  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  3,  clause  d. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  do  not  think  there  would  be  the  same  serious  objection  to  this  as 
there  was  to  physiology. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  there  would  be  exactly  the  same,  I  think  there  is  exactly  the 
same  friction  on  that  point  ;  and  although  I  was  a  party  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
put  in  our  report,  I  have  always  heard  that  the  more  practical  the  man  the  more  quickly 
he  changes  his  mind,  arui  the  more  asinine  he  is  the  more  he  will  stick.  As  has  been  said, 
the  diflFerence  between  a  man  and  an  ass  is  that  the  man  changes  his  mind.  Some  of  the 
teachers  feel  that  the  fifty  lectures  upon  theoretical  chemistry,  if  they  are  repeated,  is  too 
small  an  amount,  especially  in  these  days,  where  organic  chemistry  has  taken  a  place  of  such 
prominence  in  the  medical  curriculum.  If  you  put  it :  *' The  requirements  for  chemistry 
shall  be  two  courses  of  150  lectures  and  demonstrations,"  I  think  the  colleges  could  divide 
that  up  to  suit  themselves. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  do  away  with  what  is  called  practical  chemistry.  "Chem- 
istry "  embraces  the  two. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Yes  ;  the  same  as  anatomy. 

On  motion,  section  3,  clause  d,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  3,  clauses  e,  /,  g,  h,  i,  j,  k,  I,  m,  n  and  o,  which,  on 
motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  sections  4,  5,.  and  6,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  section  7  :   "  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  midwifery." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  always  contended,  and  I  contend  now,  that  there  is  something 
radically  wrong  in  our  curriculum  in  regard  to  the  attendance  on  patients  in  midwifery,  for  the 
reason  that  the  first  time  that  every  one  of  us  here,  and  every  student,  applies  the  forceps,  he 
has  got  to  do  so  back  in  some  place  of  his  own,  without  the  assistance,  the  guidance,  or  the 
direction  of  anybody.  I  do  not  know  how  we  are  going  to  get  over  this,  but  it  does  seem 
to  me  to  be  radically  wrong.  I  know  this,  that  a  few  years  ago  1  was  called  in  consultation 
with  a  man  who  had  been  ten  years  in  practice,  and  that  man  had  never  put  on  the  forceps  ; 
and  he  asked  me  to  do  it,  with  the  patient  all  uncovered,  in  order  that  he  might  see  how  it 
required  to  be  done.  This  is  discreditable,  and  something  should  be  done.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  that  a  physician  can  possibly  have,  the  correct  and  careful  appli- 
cation of  the  forceps,  so  as  to  neither  hurt  the  mother  or  the  child  ;  and  yet  this  man  had 
never  done  it  until  he  had  gone  out  among  his  own  patients  to  do  it. 

Dr.  Griffin — You  cannot  get  the  material. 

Dr.  Geikie — The  teachers  have  far  better  methods  than  they  used  to  have  years  ago, 
and  they  do  their  very  best  to  meet  that  difficulty  by  making  the  student  apply  the  forceps 
upon  those  figures  ;  they  have  splendid  manikins  to-day.  But  still  you  cannot  manufacture 
cases,  and  if  you  have  any  in  the  hospitals  they  will  not  allow  the  students  to  apply  the 
forceps. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  is  scarcely  a  woman  delivered  to-day  without  chloroform,  and 
it  seems  to  me,  among  the  poor  of  the  city,  that  more  of  this  should  be  done  ;  there  are 
surely  numbers  of  out-patients. 

Dr.  Geikie — We  are  doing  our  best  in  that  direction. 

Dr.  Barrick — It  seems  to  me  that  the  number  of  cases  is  a  very  small  one.  I  remem- 
ber going  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  London,  and  I  had  then  attended 
twenty  cases,  and  in  the  oral  examination  it  was  said  to  nie,  Are  you  going  into  practice, 
having  only  attended  twenty  cases  ?  And  we  all  know  what  the  attending  of  cases  is  with 
regard  to  the  students  in  the  hospital  ;  a  man  perhaps  gets  within  twenty  feet  of  a  patient. 
If  there  is  anything  in  the  course  of  medical  students  that  requires  careful  training  and 
experience  it  is  this  subject ;  students  go  out  less  equipped  in  it  than  in  any  other  part  of  the 
profession  because  the  six  cases  called  for,  attended  as  they  are,  amount  to  very  little.  I 
think  the  number  should  be  increased  at  least  to  ten. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  in  view  of  the  fact  that  reproduction  is  becoming  a  lost  art 
that  there  will  be  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in  getting  twenty  cases  for  each  student  in  the 
city  of  Toronto  in  both  schools. 

On  motion  section  7  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  sections  8,  9  and  10,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  section  11,  as  follows  :  "Section  3,  sub-section  11,  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  all  the  words  after  'medicine'  be  struck  out." 

Dr.  Moorhouse — To  make  the  matter  explicit  I  will  state  that  by  our  previous  curri- 
culum it  was  provided  that  homeopathic  candidates  who  took  their  primary  and  interme- 
diate in  the  regular  school  and  afterwards  changed  their  mind  and  wanted  to  take  homeo- 
pathy could  do  so. 

On  motion  section  11  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  section  12,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  as 
amended. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  are  a  great  many  alterations,  and  it  seems  to  me  we  should 
have  this  all  rewritten  carefully,  so  that  we  may  be  sure  we  are  passing  what  is  right.  It 
would  be  a  pity  if  this  goes  ipto  our  report  for  the  next  year  and  errors  should  be  in  it. 
There  are  some  errors  in  every  page  as  it  is  ;  and  I  think  it  should  be  all  rewritten. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried^ 
and  the  report  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  moved  that  the  committee  rise. 

The  committee  arose  ;  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  report  of  the  committee  as  adopted  in  Committee  of 
the  V/hole  be  rewritten  and  read  to  the  Council.     Carried. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  2  o'clock  p.m. 
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AFTERNOON    SESSION,- 

Saturday,  16th  June,  1900. 

The  Council  met  at  2  o'clock  p.m.  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Bray,   Britton,    Brock,   Emory,  Glasgow,    Griffin,   Hanly,  Henderson,    Lane,   Luton, 
McLaughlin,  Robertson,  Sangster,  Stuart  and  Vernon.      Shortly  afterwards  Drs.  Barrick, 
Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Geikie,  "Henry,  Macdonald,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Powell,  Roome, 
Sullivan,  Thorburn,   Thornton  and  Williams  took  their  seats. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes,  which,  on  motion,  were  confirmed  as  read  and  were 
signed  by  the  President.

Dr.  McLaughlin  gj^ve  notice  of  motion  to  introduce  a  by-law  to  alter  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

The  President — There  is  a  notice  of  motion  by  Dr.  Douglas  ;  but  while  we  are  waiting 
for  him  to  enter  the  chamber,  with  your  permission,  in  order  to  expedite  business,  I  would 
ask  that  the  Council  take  into  consideration  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee  which 
Dr.  Moorhouse  has  now  ready. 

The  Council  consented. 

Consideration  of  Report  of  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  moved  that  the  Council  rise  and  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for 
the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Griffin  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  clauses  1  to  31,  inclusive,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read  clause  32. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  might  explain  in  the  past  if  any  one  fails,  even  in  one  subject,  he 
has  always  been  charged  $20  ;  but  it  was  felt  it  was  hard  to  exact  $20  for  one  subject,  so  we 
have  recommended  you  to  reduce  the  fee  to  $10  for  one  subject  and  $20  for  two  subjects. 
If  a  student  fails  in  more  than  two  subjects  he  is  thrown  out  entirely.  Apart  from  the 
reduction  on  the  one  subject,  this  clause  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Is  the  money  received  from  those  examinations  sufficient  to  pay  the 
expenses  ?     Will  the  $20  and  $10  pay  the  whole  expenses  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  will  refer  that  to  the  Registrar. 

The  Registrar — Taking  it  as  a  whole  examination  it  pays  ;  there  was  a  surplus  of  about 
$700  on  fall  examinations  last  year. 

Dr.  Moorhouse  read,  "The  next  professional  examinations  thereafter  are  recom- 
mended to  be  held  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  1901."  It  was 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  this  year,  and  that  seemed  to  crowd  the  matter  a  little, 
coming  so  soon  after  the  schools  ;  there  was  talk  of  having  it  two  weeks  later,  and  it  was 
finally  decided  upon  at  one  week. 

Dr.  Douglas — Would  it  not  be  possible  to  make  that  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  instead 
of  the  third  Tuesday  ?  I  understand  that  the  oral  examinations  came  on  about  the  20th 
May,  so  that  we  had  three  of  the  examiners  detained  who  did  scarcely  any  work.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  Registrar  if  that  read  *'  The  first  Tuesday  in  May  "  whether  it  would  conflict 
in  any  way  with  the  school  examinations  in  the  city,  or  would  it  interfere  with  completing 
the  full  course  at  the  colleges  which  do  not  take  their  examinations  until  the  course  is  sup- 
posed to  be  complete  ?  Is  there  time,  if  this  were  amended,  to  make  this  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May  ? 
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The  Registrar — If  the  examination  is  put  off  a  week  further  you  will  have  to  make 
some  provision  for  the  Council  meeting,  because  some  of  the  examiners  said  this  year  they 
felt  like  quitting  on  account  of  the  short  time. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  proposed  to  put  the  Council  meeting  later. 

Dr.  Douglas — Could  it  be  brought  on  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  ? 

The  Registrar — Mr.  Brebner,  of  the  University,  stated  they  could  arrange  their  exam- 
inations earlier  because  they  could  have  the  Arts  course  examinations  when  our  examinations 
were  going  on  ;  so  that  I  do  not  think  it  would  make  any  difference  if  it  were  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  May. 

Dr.  Douglas — Is  there  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  the  first  Tuesday  in  May. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  think  the  schools  would  scarcely  be  through  their  examinations  in 
time.  There  was  quite  an  argument  upon  trying  to  enforce  on  the  schools  the  full  eight 
months  ;  and  we  would  defeat  the  eight  months'  project  very  much  if  we  brought  on  the 
examinations  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May.  We  thought  we  would  put  it  one  week  later,  so 
as  to  give  the  schools  time  to  get  through  their  examinations,  because  it  clashed  quite  a  bit 
here  in  Toronto  last  year,  interfered  with  the  examinations  of  the  schools. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  infer  from  what  the  Registrar  says  the  examinations  could  be  moved 
forward  a  week  and  be  put  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  without  interfering. 

Dr.  Sangster — Would  that  apply  to  the  other  schools  also  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — All  schools  throughout  the  province. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  thought  it  was  only  Mr.  Brebner's  opinion  that  it  would  not  interfere 
with  his  school. 

Dr.  Geikie — We  were  rather  short  of  time  ;  the  examinations  came  rather  rapidly. 
But  one  week  would  give  abundance  of  time. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  am  suggesting  one  week  earlier. 

Dr.  Geikie— rDr,  Moorhouse  proposed  a  postponement  of  one  week.  Last  year  it  was 
on  the  second  Tuesday,  and  we  recommended  it  to  be  on  the  third  Tuesday  next  year  ;  this 
proposed  amendment  to  the  report  would  put  it  the  first  Tuesday. 

Dr.  Douglas — This  would  conflict  with  the  24th  May,  and  we  would  have  to  pay  the 
examiners  for  a  day  on  which  no  work  is  done.  If  it  can  be  advantageously  put  forward 
one  week,  without  interfering  in  any  way  whatever,  and  in  that  way  save  holding  the  exam- 
ners  here  one  day  (a  holiday)  and  paying  them  for  that  day — 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Make  a  motion.  ^ 

Dr.  Douglas — I  will  move  that  the  clause  be  amended  by  substituting  the  words  '*  the 
first  Tuesday,"  for  "the  third  Tuesday." 

Dr.  Williams — I  will  have  to  do  what  I  can  to  oppose  that.  At  this  very  session  one 
of  the  principal  men  in  the  Toronto  University  stated  to  me  himself,  that  they  were  obliged 
to  shorten  their  session  a  week  because  of  the  time  of  holding  our  examinations.  We  have 
been  finding  fault  with  the  schools  because  they  did  not  legitimately  give  enough  length  of 
time  for  their  sessions  ;  and  if  our  examinations  are  made  to  encroach  upon  their  time,  and 
make  them  further  shorten  their  session,  the  fault  is  ours.  In  conversation  with  some 
teachers  this  year,  I  am  given  to  believe,  that  three  of  the  schools  have  undertaken  to  say 
their  schools  will  open  by  the  15th  September.  If  we  get  them  to  open  two  weeks  earlier, 
and  give  them  another  week  at  the  end,  that  will  lengthen  up  the  session  to  something  like  a 
reasonable  time  ;  but  if  we  cut  off  the  end  they  will  say  we  are  obliging  them  to  shorten  up 
the  session,  and  the  fault  is  ours.  Noth withstanding  what  the  convenience  may  be  to  the 
Council  we  have  no  right  to  compel  the  schools  to  shorten  the  session  to  an  unreasonable 
time.  It  has  been  decided  in  the  past  that  ten  days  was  sufiicient  time  for  an  examiner  to 
get  his  papers  up  and  get  them  in  ;  and  I  think  myself  it  is  sufiicient.  If  it  is  not  sufiicient 
they  can  get  help,  and  put  them  in.  If  we  give  them  to  understand  that  they  must  be  in 
they  will  be  in.  As  one  of  the  examiners  said  to  me  once  before,  we  simply  set  our 
papers  aside  until  we  are  obliged  to  do  them  ;  but  he  said,  we  are  paid  enough  that  we 
should  set  aside  other  business  and  do  the  Council  business.  They  will  get  their  papers  in. 
I  do  not  think  we  have  the  right  to  put  our  examinations  at  such  a  time  that  the  universities 
can  say  it  is  our  fault  that  they  close  a  week  earlier  than  they  should.  I  think  the  time 
fixed  by  the  committee  is  the  right  time. 

Dr.  Geikie — We  went  on  as  late  as  we  could  go  in  April,  and  we  did  not  feel  ourselves 
pressed  particularly  by  the  examinations  ;  they  were  hurried  some,  but  nothing  to  speak  of. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Ten  days  would  not  do  for  a  man  with  a  hundred  and  fifty  papers. 
That  would  mean  only  fifteen  days,  including  Sunday,  and  you  should  let  him  have  a  holi- 
day on  Sunday.  With  regard  to  taking  the  time  off  at  the  earlier  part  of  the  session  I  do 
not  think  that  would  be  any  inconvenience  to  any  one,  except  that  there  are  quite  a  large 
number  of  students  who  go  on  the  steamers,  and  in  other  occupations  whereby  they  raise 
enough  money  to  put  themselves  through,  and  they  would.be  interfered  with.  However,  I 
do  not  oppose  this. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — If  we  are  to  enact  eight  months  for  a  session,  and  they  open  on 
September  15th,  they  must  continue  to  May  15th  before  they  make  up  their  eight  months. 
I  think  we  must  demand  the  eight  months,  and  other  things  must  be  arranged  in  order  to 
suit  that  demand.  We  have  ah-eady  made  that  demand,  and  it  will  never  do  for  us,  if  the 
schools  cannot  open  any  earlier  than  the  15th  September,  to  put  the  examinations  on  the 
first  of  May,  because  if  we  do  that  W3  are  cutting  off  part  of  the  eight  months:  We  ought 
to  be  consistent,  and  we  must  insist  upon  the  schools  opening  earlier  than  the  15th  Septem- 
ber, or  else  put  our  examinations  oft'  till  the  15th  May. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  wanted  an  expression  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  feeling  that  was 
expressed  to  me  that  the  time  might  be  set  forward  a  week,  and  in  that  way  save  the  con- 
flict. After  the  expression  of  the  Council  I  would  ask  leave  of  the  Council  to  withdraw  my 
amendment. 

Leave  granted. 

On  motion  clause  32  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  read  clause  33. 

Dr.  Lane — I  wish  to  move  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Stewart,  of  Chesley,  be  struck  out  and 
the  name  of  R.  N.  Horton,  of  Brockville,  be  substituted.  I  intended  going  before  the  Edu- 
.  cation  Committee  to  recommend  the  name,  but  I  found  they  had  already  made  a  recommen- 
dation for  Dr.  Stewart,  and  it  was  understo.od  I  should  bring  the  name  up  now.  If  all  of 
you  knew  Dr."  Horton  as  well  as  I  know  him  you  would  know  he  is  a  man  thoroughly  cap- 
able of  performing  the  work  of  examiner  in  midwifery,  and  the  diseases  of  women  and 
children.  Dr.  Horton  is  a  gentleman  who  is  well  abreast  of  the  times.  We  have  two 
hospitals  in  Brockville,  and  Dr.  Horton  is  on  the  Boards  of  both  of  them,  and  he  has  been 
attending  to  this  work  there.  After  practising  nine  years  in  Brockville  he  took  a  course  at 
the  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh  ;  he  is  a  licentiate  of  both  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  ; 
and  he  has  always  kept  well  abreast  of  the  times  so  far  as  reading  is  concerned.  I  make 
this  motion  believing  that  every  one  who  is  acquainted  with  Dr.  Horton  will  verify  what  I 
say  of  him,  and  we  have  two  or  three  members  in  this  Council  that  are  probably  as  well 
acquainted  with  him  as  I  am. 

Dr.  Henry — The  name  of  the  gentleman  that  appears  in  that  report  was  placed  there 
-by  the  majority  of  the  Education  Committee  ;  I  did  not  make  any  endeavor  particularly 
to  get  his  name  on  there.  Dr.  Howitt's  time  having  expired,  and  he  having  resigned,  there 
was  a  vacancy  to  be  filled,  and  the  blank  was  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr.  Stewart,  of  Chesley. 
I  am  not  going  to  eulogize  Dr.  Stewart,  but  I  will  say  that  he  is  a  clever  young  man,  one 
who  has  made  a  specialty  of  gynecology.  He  has  been  nearly  twenty  years  in  practice,  and  I 
am  satisfied  he  would  make  a  very  fine  examiner  ;  but  I  am  under  the  impression  that  I  will 
not  get  him  appointed,  consequently  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  name  of  Dr.  Stewart,  of  Chesley, 
as  a  protest  against  the  principle  that  prevails  in  this  Council  of  over-riding  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Education  Committee.  I  think,  while  I  am  on  my  feet,  I  will  say  that  in 
future  we  will  have  to  devise  some  means  by  which  every  constituency  shall  get  justice  ;  and 
if  I  am  spared  till  next  year  I  will  see  that  something  is  done  to  that  end.  I  will  bring  it 
up  even  if  I  am  voted  out. 

The  Chairman — Will  the  name  be  struck  out  with  you  approval,  Dr.  Moorhouse  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  motion  is  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Stewart  be  dropped  and  the 
name  of  Dr.  Horton  be  substituted. 

The  Chairman — The  only  motion  we  have  is  that  Dr.  Horton  be  appointed. 

Dr.  Henry — I  move  that  Dr.  Stewart's  name  be  withdrawn. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  feel  with  Dr.  Henry,  who  made  a  motion  last  year  that  a  gentleman 
be  appointed  instead  of  Dr.  Howitt,  but  his  motion  was  defeated  ;  this  year  he  made  an- 
other nomination  ;  and  we  thought  he  ought  to  have  the  representative,  more  especially  as 
his  nominee,  Dr.  Stewart,  was  a  man  of  good  reputation. 

'"  Dr.  Henry — I  would  like  to  say  also  that  I  have  not  had  an  examiner  in  my  division 
for  a  long  time.  The  member  who  is  pressing  for  the  other  gentleman  may  also  say  he  did 
not  have  it,  but  I  know  his  predecessor,  Dr.  Rogers,  had  one  up  to  last  year  ;  and  the  late 
Dr.  Bergin  had  men  on  that  position.     The  constituency  was  largely  gerrymandered. 

Dr.  Moore — No  ;  Dr.  Bergin  never  had  any. 

Dr.  Campbell — There  is  no  need  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Stewart  should  appear  at  all.  It 
might  not  be  pleasant  to  see  his  name  appear  in  that  connection  and  withdrawn  formally  by 
motion,  or  defeated  even.  Could  it  not  be  arranged  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Horton  be  just 
put  in  the  report  by  the  Committee,  and  then  nothing  would  appear  in  relation  to  Dr. 
Stewart  at  all  ?     That  would  save  any  unpleasantness 

Dr.  Henry — That  is  what  I  want  ;  I  do  not  want  Dr.  Stewart's  name  to  appear  at  all. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— I  was  just  going  to  suggest  that  the  committee  quietly  drop  Dr. 
Stewart's  name  and  insert  the  name  of  Dr.  R.  N.  Horton,  of  Brockville. 
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Dr.  Sangster. — I  think  it  is  a  great  pity  that  a  course  of  this  kind  has  to  be  followed, 
because  the  inference  is  that  members  of  the  Council  who  would  like  to  propose  names  of 
their  constituents  on  the  Board  of  Examiners  hesitate  to  ask  that  the  offices  be  given  to  the 
best  men  in  their  constituency,  because  of  the  canvassing  that  is  going  on,  and  the  feeling 
that  unless  a  man  in  this  Council  is  willing  to  descend  to  canvass  the  members  on  behalf  of 
his  candidate,  that  candidate  cannot  be  appointed.  I  think  that  is  an  unfortunate  im- 
pression to  get  abroad. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  regret  exceedingly  that  any  such  feeling  as  this  should  exist.  I 
think  it  is  a  pity  that  Dr.  Henry,  having  proposed  a  gentleman  last  year,  and  having  him 
voted  out,  and  this  year  again  desiring  to  have  appointed  a  gentleman,  against  whom,  as  far 
as  I  know,  not  one  word  is  to  be  said,  a  gentleman  of  good  position  and  in  good  standing,  and 
one  who  would  be  an  honor  to  the  position,  should  be  obliged  to  ask  that  the  name  be  with- 
drawn, because  he  understands  some  plebiscite  has  been  taken  around  this  room,  and  as  a 
result  of  that  he  feels  his  friend  is  going  to  be  defeated,  in  order  to  save  him  this  unfortun- 
ate result.  1  am  not  going  to  interfere  with  Dr.  Henry's  action  ;  he  can  take  what  action  he 
pleases  ;  but  I  think  it  is  a  great  pity  when  a  gentleman  who  is  thoroughly  fitted  for  the 
position  is  proposed,  that  these  positions  of  honor  cannot  be  divided  around  amongst  the 
constituents  represented  in  this  Council. 

On  motion  clause  33  was  adopted  as  amended. 

On  motion  clause  34  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  moved  that  the  committee  do  now  rise  and  report  the  adoption  of  the 
report  as  amended.     Carried. 

The  committee  arose  ;  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 
■jpnil  Dr.  MooRHOUSE  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lane,  that  the  report  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  being  taken,  declared  it  carried.

Curriculum  Committee's  Report. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — We  have  now  got  the  Curriculum  Committee's  report  all  revised  as 
amended  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  rewritten,  ready  to  be  read  before  the  House, 
as  we  were  ordered  to  do  this  morning. 

The  report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  as  amended  and  rewritten  was  read. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE  moved  that  a  clause  be  added  to  the  report  that  there  be  two  courses 
of  twenty  lectures  each  on  diseases  of  children. 

Dr.  Geikie — With  the  consent  of  the  Council  I  would  move  that  a  clause  be  inserted 
providing  that  there  be  one  course  of  not  less  than  twenty-tive  lectures  on  diseases  of 
children. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Would  it  not  be  better  to  have  two  courses  ? 

Dr.  Geikie  —One  course  is  quite  enough  on  this  subject. 

Dr.  Roome — You  cannot  do  this  without  referring  back  to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Geikie — By  permission  of  the  House  we  can  suspend  the  rule. 

By  consent  of  the  Council  the  rule  was  suspended. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move  that  a  paragraph  be  introduced  that  there  be  one  course  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  lectures  on  diseases  of  children. 

Dr.  Sangster — How  was  it  before  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — Two  courses  of  twenty  lectures  each. 

Dr.  Williams — I  move  in  amendment  that  a  clause  be  inserted  that  ther^  be  two 
courses  of  twenty  lectures  each  on  diseases  of  children. 

Dr.  Roome — I  second  that. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Williams'  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  the  meaning  of  the  last  section  of  the  report  (section  11), 
"  that  all  the  words  after  '  medicine  '  be  struck  out  "  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — At  the  last  examination  a  difficulty  arose  where  a  candidate  presented 
himself  for  final  examination  in  homeopathy,  after  having  taken  his  primary  and  inter- 
mediate examinations  in  the  regular  profession.  This  was  a  suggestion  by  Dr.  Emory  as 
the  representative  of  the  homeopathic  Body  on  the  committee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  suppose  this  does  not  come  into  efi"ect  by  Act  of  Parliament  for  two 
or  three  years. 
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The  President — In  one  year  the  new  curriculum  comes  into  effect. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  not  be  well  to  add  that  on  ?  People  might  not  know  it. 
I  think  for  the  information  of  the  profession  and  students  it  would  be  well  to  add  the  date 
when  this  comes  into  effect. 

Dr.  Sangster — We  are  so  perpetually  and  everlastingly  tinkering  at  our  curriculum 
that  1  think  it  would  be  well  if  some  means  were  devised  to  revise  the  curriculum  once  dur- 
ing the  life-time  of  the  Council,  and  only  once,  say  at  the  beginning  or  at  the  close  of  the 
Council's  term  of  office,  and  not  to  make  any  changes  for  four  years.  My  experience  is,  we 
make  changes  every  year  ;  and  I  doubt  very  much,  unless  it  be  the  members  of  the  teaching 
bodies  who  are  connected  with  the  Council,  whether  any  of  us  can  keep  any  clear  notion  of 
what  the  curriculum  is,  or  how  it  has  been  changed  from  year  to  year  ;  and  if  we  cannot  do 
it,  it  is  pretty  hard  for  the  students  to  do  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  join  strongly  with  Dr.  Sangster's  remarks.  One  of  the  worst 
features  of  this  Council  is  that  we  change  the  curriculum  so  frequently.  I  think  we  ought 
not  to  do  it,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  the  chairman  to  add  that  this  curriculum  has 
been  adopted  under  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians  and  let  us  have  no  more  changing 
for  a  good  while. 

Dr.  Williams — Ever  since  I  have  been  in  this  Council — for  twenty  years — every  year 
since  the  first  year,  I  have  heard  everybody  say,  that  they  do  not  want  to  change  the  curri- 
culum ;  and  perhaps  the  very  man  who  says  this  year  that  he  does  not  want  it  changed  will 
next  year  be  pushing  for  a  change  ;  and  that  is  likely  the  way  it  will  go  on. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  never  asked  for  a  change  yet. 

The  President — ^This  clause  may  be  added:  "The  above  regulations  come  in  force 
for  the  sessions  of  1901-1902." 

Dr.  Powell — Would  it  not  be  possible  to  have  a  specific  date  for  this  regulation.  Some 
student  will  want  to  know  whether  he  is  under  the  old  curriculum  or  under  the  new  one. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  will  come  into  force  the  first  of  July,  1901. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  sorry  to  pester  you  with  questions.  I  suppose  students  beginning 
under  the  old  curriculum  go  through  under  the  old  curriculum  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Certainly. 

The  President — Will  this  satisfy  you,  "  This  curriculum  shall  come  into  effect  on  July 
1st,  1901  "  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  will  be  after  next  year's  examination  ? 

The  President — Yes. 

Dr.  Geikie — When  will  the  next  Announcement  come  out  ? 

The  President — That  can  only  be  answered  by  the  Printing  Committee. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  should  be  out  as  soon  as  possiljle. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  move  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  second  the  motion. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  RooME — Moved  by  myself,  and  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Senator  Sullivan,  that 
the  report  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  instructions  to  amend 
clause  1  of  section  2  by  striking  out  all  the  words  after  "  eight  months  each." 

The  President  stated  Dr.  Roome's  amendment. 

Dr.  RooME — I  am  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  a  student  will  not  know  where  he  is  to  take 
his  fifth  year  or  his  hospital  practice  as  it  is  set  out  in  this  curriculum.  Last  night  it  was 
decided  that  students  in  Arts  who  had  devoted  two  years  to  the  study  of  dead  languages 
should  not  have  to  take  the  fifth  year  ;  if  that  is  so,  I  think  the  fourth  year  men  should  not 
be  required  to  take  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  page  is  that  in  the  report. 

Dr.  RooME — It  is  in  the  last  year's  Announcement. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  Dr.  Roome  had  better  make  his  correction  according  to  the 
report  we  are  dealing  with. 

Dr.  RooME — I  have  not  had  the  report  and  I  did  not  know  anything  about  it  until  it 
was  read  here,  it  was  not  read  before  the  committee.  1  think  th^t  any  committee's  report 
should  be  read  before  the  committee  before  it  is  presented  to  this  house.  The  clause  I  want 
is  in  section  2,  clause  1.  My  motion  is  to  strike  out  all  after  the  words  "shall  include  four 
winter  sessions  of  eight  months  each." 

Dr.  Williams — If  I  understand  this  motion  aright,  it  comes  under  section  9,  sub- 
section 3,  of  our  rules  of  order,  which  says  :  *'  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  is  submitted  to  the  Council,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  it  shall  be  either 
adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  committee,  with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone 
to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Council."  The  only  course,  under 
this  rule,  is  to  take  a  vote  on  the  subject,  without  debate.

Dr,  McLaughlin — I  think  Dr.  Roome  ought  to  have  full  liberty  to  address  the  Council 
and  give  reasons  why  the  Council  should  go  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  it  is  an 
ordinary  motion,  and  is  subject  to  debate  in  the  ordinary  way. 

The  President — Dr.  Roome  has  permission  to  speak  to  the  motion. 

Dr.  Roome — I  have  said  all  I  want  to. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  this  is  the  time  to  deal  with  the  matter.  If  the  Council  is 
prepared  to  change  that  according  to  Dr.  Roome's  wishes,  then  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  ;  if  we  do  not  want  to  consider  it,  let  us  resist  his  motion  and  not  go  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole. 

The  President  stated  Dr.  Roome's  amendment. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  not  a  copy  of  the  report  before  me,  and  I  do  not  know  what  is 
intended  to  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  proposed  to  be  struck  out  is  :  "  The  fifth  or  final  year  shall 
be  devoted  to  clinical  work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner 
in  Ontario,  or  with  an  approved  practitioner  outside  of  Ontario,  and  six  months  must  be 
spent  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dispensaries  or  laboratories  devoted  to  physiological 
or  pathological  research — Canadian,  British  or  foreign — approved  by  the  Council  ;  and  must 
attend  at  least  100  clinical  lectures  or  demonstrations,  as  follows  :  25  on  medical  cases,  25 
on  surgical,  25  on  obstetrical  and  gynecological,  and  25  on  pathology,  certificates  for  which 
must  be  presented  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council,  signed  by  teachers  of  schools  or  colleges 
recognized  by  the  Council,  together  with  a  certificate  of  six  months'  hospital  attendance 
during  the  fifth  year.  A  certificate  of  having  been  house  surgeon  in  a  recognized  hospital 
for  one  year  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures  and  hospital  attendance."  All 
that  is  proposed  to  be  struck  out  by  Dr.  Roome's  motion. 

Dr.  Roome — I  might  say  the  reason  I  propose  that  is,  and  I  think  you  will  all  agree 
with  me,  that  there  is  very  little  use  in  the  plan  we  have  had  for  some  years  in  reference  to 
fifth-year  students.  Those  fifth-year  students  have  been  practising  in  some  corners  during 
that  year,  as  your  prosecutor's  report  will  show  ;  and  I  contend  that  if  for  every  student 
who  takes  a  degree  in  Arts  clinical  study  is  not  necessary,  those  who  have  not  the  degree  of 
Arts  are  j  ust  as  capable  of  going  out  to  practise  without  the  last  year.  Strike  olSf  the  fifth 
year. 

Dr.  Brock — Does  that  mean  that  we  are  to  get  rid  of  the  fifth  year  ? 

The  President — That  is  the  meaning  of  it. 

Dr.  Brock — I  do  not  see  how  we  are  to  do  it,  because  we  are  now  considering  Dominion 
registration  with  the  fifth  year. 

The  President  put  the  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  lost. 

Dr.  Roome  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sullivan,  that  the  report  be  referred  back  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  instructions  to  amend  clause  2  of  section  2  of  curriculum  by 
striking  out  the  words  "after  examination,"  and  inserting  the  following  :  "  They  shall  be 
permitted  to  take  their  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  having  put  in  three  full 
years  of  eight  months  each,  and  devoting  the  fourth  year  to  the  studies  laid  down  for  ordin- 
ary fifth-year  students.  The  Arts  student  failing  to  take  his  intermediate  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year   shall  continue  to  complete  his  studies  in  the  same  manner  as  other  fifth-year

The  President  put  the  original  motion,  to  adopt  the  report :  * '  Moved  by  Dr.  Moor- 
house,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  Curriculum  Committee's  report  be  adopted  "  ; 
and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Curriculum.  (Appointed  in  1899.) 

Jo  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  curriculum,  begs  leave 
to  report  as  follows  : 

REGULATIONS  FOR  1900-1901. 

Section  I. — Matriculation. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a  matriculated  student  in  the  Register  of  this 
C9llege,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $20.00,  and  to 
conform  to  the  following  regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he 
has  passed  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course  pre- 
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iScribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  including  Chemistry  and  Physics,  and  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  in  the  meaning  of  section  XIX.  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act. 

2.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  university  conducting  a  full  Arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof  has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such 
university,  or  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Arts  by  such  uni- 
versity, shall  entitle  such  holder  to  registration  as  a  matriculate. 

3.  Graduates  in  Arts  in  any  university  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  are  not  required  to 
pass  this  examination,  but  may  register  their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  identity,  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tions, and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  $20.00. 

4.  Every  medical  student,  after  matriculation,  shall  be  registered  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council,  and  this  shall  be  held  to  be  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies,  which 
will  not  be  considered  to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 

Section  II. — Medical  Curriculum. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter 
sessions  of  eight  months  each.  The  fifth  or  final  year  shall  be  devoted  to  clinical  work,  six 
months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner  in  Ontario,  or  with  an  approved 
practitioner  outside  of  Ontario,  and  six  months  must  be  spent  at  one  or  more  public  hos- 
pitals, dispensaries  or  laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or  pathological  research — Cana- 
dian, British  or  foreign — approved  by  the  Council ;  and  must  attend  at  least  100  clinical 
lectures  or  demonstrations,  as  follows  :  25  on  medical  cases,  25  on  surgical,  25  on  obstetrical 
and  gynecological,  and  25  on  pathology,  certificates  for  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Council,  signed  by  teachers  of  schools  or  colleges  recognized  by  the  Council, 
together  with  a  certificate  of  six  months'  hospital  attendance  during  the  fifth  year.  A  cer- 
tificate of  having  been  house  surgeon  in  a  recognized  hospital  for  one  year  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures  and  hospital  attendance. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  science  of  any  college  or  university  recognized  by  this  Council, 
who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in  the  course  of  physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physiology, 
and  shall  have  passed  examinations  in  their  university  course  in  the  said  subjects  while  tak- 
ing their  degrees,  will  be  required  to  spend  four  years  in  the  st^dy  of  medicine,  and  on  con- 
dition that  prior  to  the  third  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  primary  examination,  they 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  both  the  intermediate  and  final  examinations  on  completion  of 
the  fourth  year,  but  shall  have  no  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical  lectures.  Homeo- 
pathic students  who  attend  four  sessions  in  a  college  approved  of  by  the  homeopathic  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Council,  where  the  sessions  are  more  than  six  months,  shall  be  held  to  have 
fulfilled  the  requirements  of  this  College  in  that  regard. 

3.  No  tickets  for  lectures  will  be  henceforward  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is 
•endorsed  thereon,  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  roll,  that  the  pupil  has  attended  at  least  75 
■per  cent,  of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course  ;  and  it  is  enacted  that  said  certificate 
shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance  extended  over  a  period  of  at  least  eight  months. 

4.  Applications  for  every  professional  examination  must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  two  weeks  prior  to  the  examinations.  No 
application  will  be  received  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates, 
and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

Section  III. 

Every  student  must  attend  the  under-mentioned  courses  of  lectures  in  a  university, 
vcollege,  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of  by  the  Council,  viz.  : 

(a)  Anatomy. — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptive  and  practical  anatomy, 
•consisting  of  not  less  than  280  lectures  or  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

(6)  Topographical  Anatomy — Medical  and  Surgical. — One  «course  of  not  less  than  fifty 
lectures. 

(c)  Physiology. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  physiology  and 
histology,  consisting  of  not  less  than  120  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in 
•each  year. 

{(i)  Chemistry. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  chemistry,  theo- 
retical and  practical,  consisting  of  not  less  than  150  lectures  or  demonstrations  of  an  hour 
«aach  in  each  year. 

(e)  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures  each.

(/)  Medicine — Principles  and  Practice. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures 
each. 

(g)  Surgery — Principles  and  Practice. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures 
each. 

(h)  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women. — Two  courses  of  not  less  that  eighty  lectures 
each. 

(i)  Clinical  Medicine. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures  each. 

(j)  Clinical  Surgery. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures  each. 

(k)  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology. — One  course  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures. 

(I)  Pathology  (including  Bacteriology). — One  hundred  lectures  or  demonstrations. 

(m)  Sanitary  Science. — One  course  of  thirty  lectures. 

(n)  Therapeutics. — One  course  of  fifty  lectures. 

(o)  Mental  Diseases. — One  course  of  ten  lectures. 

(p)  Diseases  of  Children. — Two  courses  of  twenty  lectures  each. 

Note. — Each  lecture  or  demonstration  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  hour's  duration. 

Section  4. 

A  certificate  of  having  attended  five  lectures  and  five  demonstrations  upon  the  use  of 
anesthetics,  and  certificates  of  having  personally  administered  anesthetics  five  times  under 
the  supervision  of  a  legally  qualified  practitioner. 

Section  5. 

Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the  entire 
adult  human  body. 

Section  6. 

Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a  general  hospital  for  twenty-four  months 
during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

Section  7. 
Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  midwifery. 

Section  8. 

Also  must,  before  being  registered  as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the  examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Section  9. 

Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized  colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registration,  must  pass  the  matriculation  required  by  the 
Council,  and  must  attend  one  or  more  full  winter  course  of  lectures  in  one  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Schools  («)  and  must  complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  curriculum  required 
by  the  Council  after  the  fourth  year,  and  shall  pass  before  the  examihers  appointed  by  the 
Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  prescribed  so  as  to  fully  complete  the  curriculum. 

Note. — (a)  This  clause  does  not  apply  to  homeopathic  students,  requirements  for 
whom  are  fully  set  forth  in  section  3,  sub-sections  10  and  11. 

Section  10. 

British  registered  medical  practitioners,  on  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the  interme- 
diate and  final  examinations,  shall  be  registered,  provided  they  have  been  in  active  practice 
for  five  years  after  having  been  registered  therein  as  practitioners.  British  registered  medi- 
cal practitioners  who  have  not  been  in  practice  for  five  years,  will  be  registered  on  passing 
the  professional  examinatioills  and  paying  all  necessary  fees. 

Section  11. 

Section  3,  sub-section  11  of  curriculum  of  1899-1900,  your  Committee  would  recom- 
mend that  all  the  words  after  *'  medicine  "  be  struck  out,  and  that  the  section  should  read 
as  follows  : 

Until  a  homeopathic  medical  college  for  teaching"  purposes  is  established  in 
Ontario,  candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as  homeopathists  shall  pass  the  matriculation 
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examination  established  by  this  Act  as  the  preliminary  examination  for  all  students  in 
medicine. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied  with  the  full  curriculum  of  studies  prescribed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  for  ail  medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of  attendance 
upon  lectures  and  hospitals  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council  may  be  spent  in  such 
homeopathic  medical  colleges  in  the  United  States  or  Europe  as  may  be  recognized  by  a 
majority  of  the  homeopathic  members  of  the  Council ;  but  in  all  homeopathic  colleges 
where  the  winter  course  of  lectures  is  only  of  four  months'  duration,  certified  tickets  of 
attendance  on  one  such  course  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent  to  one-half  of  one  eight  months' 
course  as  required  by  the  Council ;  and  when  such  teaching  body  has  been  established  in 
Ontario,  it  shall  be  optional  for  such  candidates  to  pursue  in  part  or  in  full  the  required 
curriculum  in  Ontario.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Intekprovincial  and  Dominion  Registration. 

Dr.  Roome  presented  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Interprovincial  and 
Dominion  Registration. 

The  Pkesident — This  is  really  the  presentation  of  this  report,  as  the  order  of  business 
was  suspended.     It  is  now  in  order  to  move  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

Dr.  RooME  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  say  that  I  am  exactly  in  harmony  with  that 
report,  for  this  reason  :  the  report  on  Dominion  Registration,  brought  in  by  your  committee 
that  was  appointed  last  year,  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  Council  with  a  view  to 
getting  an  expression  of  opinion  on  those  recommendations,  so  that  the  committee  in  their 
work  would  have  some  basis  to  go  upon  as  to  what  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Council. 
This  sets  it  entirely  aside  without  taking  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on  any  of  these  recom- 
mendations at  all ;  and  in  order  to  get  that  before  the  Council  I  would  feel  it  necessary  to 
read  that  part  of  the  report  on  which  recommendations  are  made,  and  will  endeavor  to  get 
expressions  of  opinion  from  the  Council  on  these  recommendations.  Now,  it  is  known  that 
the  Dominion  Medical  Association  will  meet  in  Ottawa  next  fall,  and  there  will  be  members 
there  from  all  the  provinces,  and  it  will  be  a  very  opportune  time  to  get  this  matter  before 
them  and  to  have  consultation  upon  the  subject  with  a  view  to  making  progress  with  the 
measure.  There  have  been  no  expressions  of  opinion,  and  the  men  going  to  Ottawa  will 
practically  have  their  hands  tied,  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  know  what  the  wish  of  this 
Council  is  upon  the  questions,  for  which  reason  I  want  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  on 
these  cases  ;  and  I  will  read  that  portion  of  the  report  which  makes  recommendation,  with  a 
view  of  getting  an  opinion  from  the  Council  on  it.  Copies  of  this  report  were  placed  on  the 
desks  of,  I  think,  all  the  gentlemen  present.  I  will  commence  by  reading  section  11.  1  think 
the  part  before  that  is  really  historical:  "Your  committee  feel  obliged  to  reiterate  their 
statement  in  their  report  of  last  year,  viz.,  'The most  serious  objection  to  the  scheme  sug- 
gested by  Dr.  Roddick  is  the  largeness  of  the  Dominion  Council,  and  the  expense  necessarily 
involved  in  its  practical  working.'  "  That  needs  no  expression  from  the  Council  at  all.  We 
will  take  the  next  section  (section  12)  :  "With  a  view  to  lessening  the  expense,  and  at 
the  same  time  giving  satisfactory  proof  that  the  local  Council  would  not  be  interfered  with,, 
your  committee  recommended  that  it  be  a  requirement  of  the  Dominion  Act,  that  each* 
student  presenting  himself  for  examination  must  present  a  certificate  of  registration  from 
one  of  the  provinces,  together  with  a  certificate  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  study  of 
medicine  for  five  years  after  matriculation,  and  that  these  certificates  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the 
matriculation  and  primary  examination  ;  and  that  the  examinations  for  the  intermediate 
and  final  be  set  by  examiners  not  necessarily  in  the  Dominion,  who  would  examine  and! 
value,  and  the  standing  be  given  accordingly. "  This  recommendation  needs  an  expression 
of  opinion  from  the  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  something  in  that  line  would  meet  their 
views.  If  that  expression  be  given  then  the  committee  has  some  data  to  work  from  ;  if 
it  is  not  satisfactory  then  they  know  they  are  not  to  allow  anything  of  that  sort  to  be- 
approached.  I  do  not  know  just  how  to  go  to  work  in  this  matter  to  get  an  expression  of 
opinion.  I  do  not  know  any  other  way  than  to  move  the  Council  into  Committee  of  the- 
Whole. 

Dr.  Powell — Is  that  Dr.  Roome's  report  ?  ' 

Dr.  Williams — No. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  is  the  report  referred  to  in  Dr.  Roome's  report. 

Dr.  Williams — I  move  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  this. 

Dr.  Campbell — Couldn't  you  simply  move  your  amendment  right  here  ;  if  we  go  into> 
Committee  of  the  Whole  we  will  have  a  general  discussion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Do  I  understand  that  Dr.  Williams  wants  an  expression  of  opinion* 
on  section  12  of  the  committee's  report  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  move  that  we  approve  of  section  12. 

Dr.  Williams — I  move  that  section  12  be  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  Council.. 

Dr.  Powell — It  is  not  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sullivan — Read  it  again. 

Dr.  Williams  read  section  12  of  the  committee's  report. 

Dr.  Williams — The  idea  of  that  is  this,  there  are  some  persons  who  have  the  idea  that  all 
students  will  go  to  the  Dominion,  and  there  will  be  no  persons  attending  the  local  boards 
for  registration,  and  the  result  is  that  the  local  boards  will  be  destroyed.  That  clause  is 
"Giving  satisfactory  proof  that  the  local  Council  would  not  be  interfered  with,  your  com- 
mittee recommended  that  it  be  a  requirement  of  the  Dominion  Act  that  each  student  pre- 
senting himself  for  examination  must  present  a  certificate  of  registration  from  one  of  the 
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provinces,  together  with  a  certificate  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine  for 
five  years  stfter  matriculation."  As  that  part  is  separate  and  distinct  from  what  comes  after,. 
I  will  move  that  the  Council  express  an  opinion  in  accordance  with  that  part  I  have  read. 

The  President — That  is  not  the  report  of  the  special  committee  you  are  reading  from  ? 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  not. 

The  President — We  must  have  it  in  some  order.  You  might  move  that  such  and  suchi 
words  be  added  to  this  report. 

Dr.  Williams — Then  the  only  way  to  get  it  in  order  is  to  move  that  the  Council  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Campbell — No  ;  just  move  that  the  report  of  this  committee  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  that  this  Council  approves  of  so-and-so,  that  will  cover  it.  Say  that  the  Council 
approves  of  clause  12  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dominion  Hegistration. 

Dr.  Powell — That  report  of  Dr.  Roome's  simply  sets  aside  the  whole  matter  tempor- 
arily, and  no  date  given. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  position  we  are  in  now  is  that  the  report  has  been  presented 
and  is  now  ready  for  consideration. 

Dr.  Roome — This  report  has  been  presented,  and  referred  to  a  committee  ;  and  the 
committee  has  reported.  I  do  not  see  where  you  can  bring  it  in,  except  on  the  plan 
suggested  of  moving  an  amendment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  report  is  now  up  for  consideration  in  Council,  and  I  do  not  see 
why  Dr.  Williams  could  not  move  the  adoption  of  section  12  of  that  report.  He  can  move 
the  adoption  of  the  whole  report. 

Dr.  Campbell — This  is  not  before  us  ;  we  are  not  considering  this  report,  and  the 
report  of  Dr.  Roome  does  not  say  anything  about  this  at  all,  it  does  not  commit  the  Council 
to  any  expression  of  opinion,  and  now  Dr.  Williams  wants  to  amend  that  report  by  adding 
to  it  that  the  Council  expresses  certain  ideas.  This  report  that  he  wishes  to  amend  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  and  referred  to  a  committee. 

The  President — We  are  simply  considering  the  report  brought  in  by  Dr.  Roome. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  Dr.  Williams  can  move  that  the  report  brought  in  by  Dr. 
Roome  be  amended  by  adding  this  clause — that  will  be  in  order. 

The  President — That  is  what  I  suggested  to  him,  because  I  thought  he  was  out  of 
order. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Powell,  and  resolved,  that  the  report  be 
amended  by  the  adoption  of  clauses  12,  13,  14,  15,  IG,  and  17  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Dominion  Registration. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Powell — I  seconded  this  amendment  of  Dr.  Roome's  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
the  matter  before  the  Council,  and  I  would  like  to  understand  one  or  two  of  these  clauses  a 
little  more  definitely.  Section  13  says,  "Under  this  arrangement  the  Dominion  Council, 
would  necessarily  control  the  matriculation,  and  would  agree  upon  regularly  conducted 
examinations  in  several  provinces  as  nearly  equal  as  possible."  When  it  says  if  they  present 
registration  certificates  from  the  provincial  boards  that  those  would  be  taken  in  lieu  of 
matriculation  and  primary  examination,  I  do  not  understand  how  the  Dominion  Council 
would  necessarily  control  the  matriculation  ;  it  is  the  Provincial  Council  that  would  control  it. 

Dr.  Williams — The  suggestion  in  that  is  this,  that  preparatory  to  accepting  that, 
standard  from  the  provinces — that  is,  accepting  the  matriculation — that  the  Dominion  Council 
shall  decide  what  the  matriculation  will  be  in  each  of  the  provinces,  similar  to  what  was 
suggested  in  the  committee  to-day  ;  that  they  prepare  the  matriculation  for  all  the  provinces, 
and  that  it  be  a  written  examination,  and  that  this  be  sent  to  the  different  provinces  and  all 
the  students  pass  upon  the  same  matriculation.  The.  suggestion  here  is  that  if  the  matricu- 
lation of  the  provinces  be  accepted,  together  with  the  primary,  the  Dominion  shall, 
control  the  matriculation.  The  suggestion  I  speak  of  is  the  one  suggested  in  committee  ; 
this  was  written  out  before  that  plan,  but  was  on  the  same  lines. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — How  can  they  control  it. 

Dr.  Williams — The  provinces  will  agree,  if  they  go  into  Dominion  registration,  that 
they  will  have  the  same  matriculation,  and  the  Dominion  will  set  the  matriculation,  so  that, 
practically  they  will  have  the  same  matriculation  in  every  province. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— And  the  parties  that  examined  these  papers,  after  they  came  back, 
would  be  a  central  board. 

Dr.  Williams — Yes  ;  the  same  as  is  done  in  the  Education  Department. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  standard  they  set  is  to  be  as  high  as  the  highest  now  employed". 

Dr.  Powell — As  these  clauses  read  now  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  (]uite  clear, 
because  this  would  necessarily  make  the  Dominion  Council  accept  as  matriculants  men  who 
have  passed  the  primary  examination — any  person  who  comes  to  them  with  a  certificate  of 
that  kind  from  any  of  the  provinces-  -and  in  this  scheme  here  no  control  is  given.     I  think 
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that  would  not  be  quite  in  the  lines  of  what  is  in  the  mind  of  Dr.  Roddick,  or  in  the  mind 
of  some  of  the  rest  of  us  who  are  endeavoring  to  bring  about  some  fair  and  reasonable 
scheme  whereby  we  could  have  fair  and  reasonable  Dominion  registration.  While  part  of 
this  would  be  very  satisfactory,  in  order  that  the  Council  should  not  be  interfered  with, 
therefore  anybody  presenting  himself  for  Dominion  Registration  must  present  a  certificate 
of  having  been  registered  in  one  of  the  provinces  ;  but  as  these  provinces  are  not  obliged, 
under  this  present  scheme,  to  have  all  their  standards  equal  it  would  not  be  reasonable, 
to  my  mind  at  all  events,  that  they  should  carry  with  it  to  the  Dominion  Council  the  accept- 
ance of  either  matriculation  or  the  primary  subjects.  It  would  simply  mean  this,  that  it  would 
still  be  left  with  the  Dominion,  and  if  a  man  came  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  presenting 
himself  as  a  matriculated  student,  or  a  registered  man,  a  pra,ctitioner,  he  would  be  qualified 
to  present  himself  to  the  Dominion  Council  for  Dominion  Registration  ;  but  after  he  got 
that  far  it  would  be  competent  for  the  Dominion  Council  to  require  him  to  be  examined  in 
any  or  all  of  the  branches  they  saw  fit.  Of  course,  Dr.  Williams'  explanation  makes  it  a 
little  different,  if  he  says  the  Dominion  should  be  the  power  to  create  the  standard  ;  but 
they  have  not  that  power. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  confess  I  do  not  understand  these  clauses  ;  it  seems  to  me  they 
are  contradictory.  Clause  12,  if  read  by  itself,  says  that  a  student  who  passes  the  matricu- 
lation of  this  province,  and  passes  the  primary  examination  of  this  province  can  go,  thus 
lessening  the  expense,  and  present  a  certificate  he  has  so  done  to  the  Dominion  Council  ; 
and  then  you  say  by  clause  13  that  the  Dominion  Council  necessarily  controls  the  matricu- 
lation. Do  you  mean  that  in  order  to  save  expense  you  would  accept  the  matriculation  of 
the  provinces  all  over  the  Dominion,  and  accept  the  primary  examination,  and  then  issue 
your  certificates  ,  and  the  student  is  accepted  by  the  Dominion  Council  and  prepared  for  his 
final  examination  ? 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  like  to  explain  that.  It  means  that  ;  but  it  means  that  before 
that  is  carried  out  the  Dominion  Council  shall  decide  what  the  matriculation  is  to  be,  and 
having  decided  and  fixed  the  matriculation,  they  then  accept  the  matriculation.  That  is 
what  it  means. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  all  our  discussions  so  far  about  this  Interprovincial  Registration,  or 
what  I  would  rather  call  "Empire  Registration  "  (because  the  important  element  of  the 
registration,  it  seems  to  me,  is  being  registered  in  Great  Britain  and  other  parts  of  the 
Empire)  it  should  be  a  siyie  qua  non  of  anything  being  done  that  we  should  have  a  guarantee 
that  there  would  be  no  lowering  of  the  standard,  before  anything  is  done.  You  know  that 
the  fixing  of  a  uniform  curriculum  of  the  various  provinces  of  the  Dominion  may  mean 
nothing,  because  everything  depends  on  the  examination.  You  go  to  one  province  where 
they  demand  a  rigid  75  per  cent.,  and  then  go  to  another  and  you  find  it  is  only  GO  percent. 
Such  a  percentage  may  be  given  in  all  the  provinces,  yet  much  depends  on  the  examiners, 
and  there  will  be  very  little  guarantee  that  you  are  going  to  have  uniformity.  The  mere 
fact  that  the  subjects  are  put  down  for  the  matriculation  is  no  guarantee  you  are  going  to 
get  students  who  are  of  a  uniform  preliminary  education. 

The  President — I  might  just  give  you  information  that  I  received  from  Dr.  Roddick 
to-day  that  may  save  a  good  of  discussion.  That  matter  was  brought  up  in  the  committee, 
and  he  rather  approved  of  the  Dominion  Council  conducting  matriculation  examinations 
invariably,  the  papers  to  be  sent  out  from  the  central  board.  I  think  that  is  his  inclination  ; 
at  any  rate  it  was  suggested  to  him  and  he  approved  of  the  idea. 

Dr.  Bray — I  am  like  Dr.  McLaughlin,  I  do  not  understand  these  two  clauses.  We 
discussed  that  matter  in  committee  to-day,  and  it  was  thought,  in  the  first  place,that  it 
would  be  better  to  accept  the  matriculation  examination  and  the  primary  examination  of  the 
different  provinces  ;  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  these  were  not  all  alike,  that  in  some  of  the 
provinces  they  had  no  machinery  for  taking  these  examinations  at  all,  and  consequently  it 
would  not  do.  Then  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  Dominion 
Council  to  have  control  over  the  examinations,  both  matriculation  and  professional  ;  that 
one  set  of  examination  papers  would  be  sent  out  and  the  examinations  conducted  as  the 
Education  Department  examinations  are  conducted,  and  then  the  papers  would  be  sent  back 
and  the  answers  would  be  gone  over  by  the  men  who  set  the  papers.  To  my  mind  that  is 
the  only  way  you  can  have  a  uniform  standard  for  the  Dominion  ;  consequently  I  do  not  feel 
inclined  to  support  clause  12,  because  it  is  contradictory. 

Dr.  Williams— I  think  this  is  pretty  generally  the  opinion,  and  it  is  in  accordance  with 
my  own  opinion  at  the  same  time  ;  I  think  that  is  the  best  way  to  get  at  the  niatriculation. 
There  is  another  feature,  and  that  is  the  recommendation  that  all  persons  presenting  them- 
selves for  Dominion  degrees  shall  first  qualify  in  one  province,  so  that,  so  to  speak,  the 
introduction  to  the  Dominion  is  a  certificate  of  registration  from  the  provinces—let  it  be  the 
province  where  he  studied,  or  where  he  lives,  or  wherever  it  may  be  ;  only  he  must  come 
from  the  province  first.     Does  the  Council  decide  in  favor  of  that  ?

Dr.  Campbell — Yes. 

Dr.  Bray. — The  standards  are  not  the  same  in  all  the  provinces. 

Dr.  Williams — When  I  say,  "  a  province,"  that  is  only  putting  it  in  a  way.  You  may 
say  it  is  the  province  where  the  man  lives,  or  where  he  studied,  or  wherever  it  may  be.  He 
has  got  to  have  it  from  some  place  to  give  himself  a  standing.  I  do  not  say  whether  it  shall 
be  one  province  or  another  province,  only  we  want  him  to  register  in  some  place  before  he 
presents  himself  to  the  Dominion  ;  we  can  settle  where  it  shall  be  later. 

Dr.  Sangster — Do  I  understand  that  the  Council  is  pronouncing  finally  on  this 
matter  ? 

The  President — No;  only  expressing  an  opinion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  under  the  impression  in  this  matter  that  we  are  bound  to  proceed 
slowly,  and  with  extreme  caution,  or  we  may  find  ourselves  committing  the  profession  to 
something  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  profession  in  Ontario.  I 
think  the  matter  should  be  fully  discussed,  and  fully  Understood  before  we  are  asked  to 
express  finally  our  opinion  in  favor  of  what  it  is  as  a  whole,  or  in  favor  of  any  particular 
course.  If  it  is  merely  a  discussion  to  procure  a  certain  amount  of  enlightenment  into  what 
is  meant  by  this,  that  or  the  other  clause;  let  us  go  on.  But  so  far  as  getting  provincial 
qualification  and  qualification  in  a  province  before  Dominion  registration  is  concerned,  we 
cannot  attach  very  much  importance  to  that  after  the  statement  made  by  Dr.  Roddick  this 
morning  with  regard  to  the  status  of  the  profession  and  of  the  examinations  in  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick. 

Dr.  Bray — It  was  for  that  reason  that  I  thought  the  report,  as  drawn  up  by  the  chair- 
man was  a  better  way  to  bring  it  before  this  Council.  We  do  not  commit  ourselves  to  any- 
thing ;  but  in  that  report  he  recommends  that  it  be  still  further  considered  by  the  committee. 
I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Sangster  that  this  cannot  be  done  this  session,  or  perhaps  next  year, 
or  the  next  year  ;  we  have  to  take  time.  The  report  is  non-committal ;  it  was  just  a  partial 
report  to  go  back  to  the  committee  at  some  future  time.  I  do  not  think  it  is  well  to  decide 
on  any  of  these  clauses,  because  we  may  get  some  light  on  the  matter  that  would  make  us 
want  to  expunge  them  later. 

Dr.  Williams — If  you  are  going  to  have  a  committee  to  do  any  work  it  is  right  that 
that  committee  should  have  some  little  idea  what  would  be  satisfactory.  If  you  are  going  to 
have  people  meet  with  others  in  a  conference  and  you  are  not  prepared  to  let  the  other 
party  have  all  the  suggestions  you  must  have  some  suggestions  yourselves.  If  you  send  the 
committee  without  giving  them  any  inkling  at  all  of  what  you  would  like  what  are  they  to 
do  ?  Simply  sit  there  and  listen  to  the  other  party  making  suggestions  ?  I  take  it  it  is  not 
harming  this  Council  at  all,  and  not  committing  them  to  anything.  We  can  express  an 
opinion  on  that  subject,  whether  we  think  it  advisable  to  try  and  have  it  that  every  person 
shall  register  in  his  own  province  first.  There  are  some  people  who  think  that  if  you  have 
Dominion  registration  the  medical  councils  will  be  broken  up  entirely,  from  the  very 
reason  that  all  the  students  .will  go  to  the  Dominion  for  registration.  Supposing  you  insist 
that  every  student  must  have  some  registration  before  he  goes,  then  all  the  students  who 
study  in  your  own  province  will  have  some  qualification  before  they  go  out  of  it,  and  your 
Council  will  not  be  damaged  whatever.  The  only  thing  you  would  lose  would  be  some 
students  who  did  not  intend  to  practise  in  this  province,  who  went  and  took  the  Dominion 
examination  and  qualified,  and  would  come  back  and  pay  your  fee  and  you  would  not 
■examine  him,  I  suppose  he  must  be  qualified  in  some  place,  and  he  would  qualify  where  he 
studied  ;  and  all  the  students  who  study  in  Ontario  will  qualify  in  Ontario.  I  know  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  the  other  provinces  would  a  little  rather  that  you  do  not  qualify  them 
first,  but  go  to  the  Dominion  straight  ;  but  so  far  as  Ontario  ia  concerned,  so  far  as  I  know, 
the  opinion  of  the  members  has  been  that  they  should  qualify  in  their  own  province  first. 

The  President — A  few  minutes  ago  we  decided  that  this  should  be  discussed  in 
Council,  not  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  therefore  the  rules  of  order  apply,  and  the  rules  of 
the  Council  are  that  each  speaker  may  speak  once  to  the  resolution  and  the  mover  in  reply. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  President,  this  matter  of  Dominion  registration  has  been  dragging 
on  a  great  many  years.  I  would  like  to  see  a  step  taken — one  step.  I  thoroughly  agree 
with  what  Dr.  Bray  has  said.  Of  course,  in  looking  at  this  matter  each  one  may  look  at  it 
from  his  own  particular  standpoint,  whether  it  be  from  the  standpoint  of  a  medical  school,  or 
a  university,  or  a  practitioner  ;  but  we  want  to  look  at  this  matter  from  a  higher  standpoint 
than  any  of  those.  What  is  the  best  for  the  country  ?  What  is  the  best  for  the  people  of 
this  country  ?  What  is  the  best  for  the  public  ?  For  it  is  the  public  that  creates  all  these 
medical  councils.  So  far  as  the  matriculation  is  concerned,  looking  at  that  matter  from  a 
higher  standpoint,  it  seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  objection  to  have  the  matriculation  carried 
on  just  in  the  same  way  as  the  departmental  examinations  are  carried  on  in  the  Education 
Department.  The  Dominion  Council  prepares  these  papers,  and  these  papers  are  sent  to 
every  province,  where  they  can  be  examined  and  overlooked  by  people  appointed  by  the 
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Council.  These  papers  will  be  returned  then,  and  be  examined  by  one  body.  That  Council' 
then  fixes  the  standard  of  matriculation  ;  and  that  Council  then  examines  these  papers,  and 
we  have  one  uniform  standard  in  this  Dominion  for  the  matriculation.  Looking  at  this 
thing  I  say  from  a  high  standard,  apart  from  any  local  consideration,  I  do  not  see  that  there 
could  be  any  objection  so  far  as  matriculation  is  concerned. 

The  President  here  retired.     Dr.  Roome  took  the  chair. 

Dr.  Barrick — ^Secondly,  if  that  is  true  then  in  the  matriculation — that  fact  commends 
itself — can  we  go  a  step  further  ?  We  have  the  primary  examination  that  requires  no  oral 
examination — we  can  do  without  that  anyway — and  no  clinical  examination.  Can  we  not  go 
a  step  further  and  have  the  standard  of  the  primary  prepared  by  the  Dominion  Council  and 
have  the  papers  for  the  primary  examination  sent  in  the  same  way  ?  Can  we  not  have  these 
papers  examined  in  the  same  way  and  returned,  and  the  Council  decide  then  who  shall 
have  passed  a  primary  examination  1  Looking  at  the  matter  from  the  point  of  the  legisla- 
ture, from  a  point  higher  than  any  local  consideration,  it  seems  to  me  there  can  be  no- 
objection  to  that.  Then,  you  go  a  step  further,  and  there  there  seems  to  be  some  difficulty. 
There  is  this  difficulty,  if  that  is  carried  out  through  all  the  examinations,  that  in  provinces 
like  Ontario,  where  there  are  medical  councils,  the  fees  will  be  cut  off — the  fees  of  the 
matriculation,  and  the  fees  of  the  intermediate,  and  the  fees  of  the  final ;  it  means  then, 
that  these  councils  that  are  established  and  carried  on  at  considerable  expense  would  have 
their  supplies  cut  off.  Is  it  not  possible  then  with  regard  to  the  intermediate  and  final  to- 
adopt  some  course  that  has  been  suggested. 

The  President  here  returned,  and  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Barrick — When  these  students  go  up  for  their  final  examination,  and  eacb 
province  accepts  the  matriculation  and  primary,  and  demands  an  examination  in  the  inter- 
mediate and  final,  and  registers  these  people,  they  will  be  then  qualified  to  practise  in  the 
province  where  they  pass  this  final  examination,  and  they  may  not  wish  to  go  any  further  ;. 
if  they  do  wish  to  go  further  than  that  their  certificate  then  will  be  an  entree  into  the 
Dominion  Council  to  pass  such  further  examination  as  that  Council  may  determine.  Now, 
if  we  could  only  go  one  step  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  so  far  as  the  matriculation  and  primary 
are  concerned  there  should  be  no  difficulty  whatever.  With  regard  to  the  other  there  should 
be  some  change,  and  that  is  from  the  selfish  standpoint  of  the  province,  of  the  Medical 
Council,  whether  its  supplies  shall  be  cut  off  and  it  not  be  able  to  carry  out  its  work.  The 
Medical  Council  in  a  province  has  a  very  important  work  to  perform  ;  there  is  no  Dominion 
Council  going  to  look  after  the  quacks,  and  the  humbugs  and  the  irregular  practitioners  in 
any  province.  That  must  be  done,  and  that  is  almost  as  important  as  the  preparing  of  the 
examinations  ;  it  has  to  be  done,  and  to  do  it  certain  funds  would  have  to  be  forthcoming  ;. 
^nd  if  the  Councils  then  have  their  fees  so  reduced  that  they  cannot  do  this  work  we  will  be 
in  a  very  much  worse  position  in  that  respect  than  we  are  now  ;  but  if  you  wait  until  this 
Bill  is  in  a  form  which  satisfies  everybody  no  one  living  will  live  to  see  it  passed.  Had  we 
waited  in  the  forming  of  this  Medical  Council  until  everybody  was  satisfied  we  would  be  still 
going  on  in  the  same  old  way  with  a  half  dozen  bodies  licensing  our  practitioners.  At  that 
time  compromises  had  to  be  made  ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  everybody  who  has  watched  the 
course  is  satisfied  that  what  was  the  wisest  thing  to  do  was  done  ;  and  what  is  probably  about 
the  strongest  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  that  is  the  state  of  the  profession  in  the  province 
to-day.  In  the  same  way,  if  you  cannot  get  this  Bill  to  satisfy  all  the  people  in  Kingston 
and  Montreal,  and  all  the  universities,  and  if  you  wait  till  you  get  >  these  different  interests 
satisfied,  you  will  never  get  it  You  will  have  to  give  and  take,  and  get  as  near  as  you  can 
to  what  you  want.  And  I  think  the  time  has  arrived  now  when  action  should  be  taken. 
Let  us  take  a  step.  We  have  appointed  a  committee ;  we  have  power  to  discuss  this  matter;, 
and  we  are  able  to  express  any  opinion  in  this  Council  that  will  be  a  guide  to  that  com- 
mittee. I  do  not  think  we  should  pass  any  resolution  binding  us  ;  but  it  is  only  due  to  the 
committee  that  we  appoint  that  we  should  express  an  opinion  on  some  of  these  features  so- 
that  if  the  Bill  be  discussed,  as  it  will  be,  at  the  meeting  in  Ottawa  they  will  feel  that  they 
have  some  backing  in  support  of  their  propositions. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Mr.  President,  possibly  under  the  rigid  rule  of  order  I  would  be 
out  of  order  to  now  speak  on  this  subject  ;  but  I  purposely  did  not  express  my  views  upon, 
this  question  when  I  rose  to  ask  for  information.    I  stoDd  up  before  to  make  inquiries. 

The  President — Did  you  say  you  stood  up  before  to  make  inquiries  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes  ;  I  wish  now  to  express  my  opinion  if  I  may  speak. 

The  President — You  may  speak  ;  1  do  not  want  to  be  too  rigid. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  is  a  perfect  farce  ;  we  come  here  year  after  year  and  appoint 
committees  and  tell  them  to  do  this,  that  and  the  other  ;  and  yet  we  are  not  willing  to  make 
advances,  not  willing  to  do  something  ;  and  if  this  Council  is  not  willing  to  say  something, 
to  give  some  instructions,  and  some  encouragement  to  the  committee  we  have  appointed,  if  I 
were  one  of  that  committee  I  would  say,  Gentlemen,  you  can  appoint  somebody  else  ;  I  will 
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have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  If  we  are  anxious  to  get  interprovincial  registration,  if  we  are 
in  earnest  to  try  and  get  what,  as  I  said  before,  we  might  properly  call  Empire  registration, 
or  registration  with  Great  Britain,  if  we  are  really  in  earnest  that  our  sons  and  our  students 
will  have  an  opportunity  wherever  the  British  flag  may  fly  to  practise  their  profession,  then 
we  must  do  something  and  we  must  advance.  The  question  submitted  to  us  and  under 
consideration  at  the  present  moment  is  whether  it  is  advisable  to  adopt  the  examination 
which  still  does  not  seem  to  be  clear  ;  but  I  think  I  understand  it  to  be  whether  we  shall 
accept  the  matriculation  examination  of  the  various  provinces  or  whether  we  shall  not ;  that 
seems  to  be  the  point  at  issue. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  made  a  note  on  this  paper  to  this  effect :  The  Dominion  con- 
trolling the  examination,  that  the  papers  should  be  set  by  the  Dominion  and  the  examinations 
conducted  as  they  are  by  the  Education  Department.  I  think  that  is  the  feeling  of  the 
Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  that  is  the  case  we  have  no  provincial  certificate  at  all  for  matricu- 
lation ;  and  the  question  is,  will  we  be  content  to  hand  over  to  the  Dominion  Council  the 
preliminary  examination  of  the  students  ?  That  is  the  point.  I  must  confess  that  I  would 
rather  do  that  than  accept  the  matriculation  examination  of  the  various  provinces.  It  is 
environed  with  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  ;  and  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter,  as  you  may 
perhaps  know  from  your  contact  with  examinations,  to  print  papers  at  Montreal  and  Toronto, 
and  send  them  all  over  this  Dominion,  and  not  have  them  tampered  with  so  that  some 
people  would  find  out  what  is  in  them.  If  we  are  obliged  to  go  on  with  this  I  think  I  would 
be  prepared  to  say  this,  I  would  prefer  having  a  matriculation  set  by  the  Dominion  Council, 
and  having  a  good  set  of  men  appointed  to  set  the  questions  and  examine  the  candidates  on 
them,  great  care  being  exercised  ;  and  by  that  plan  I  believe  we  will  get  a  better  preliminary 
examination,  a  better  foundation,  and  have  men  possessed  of  better  preliminary  education, 
than  by  accepting  the  matriculations  of  the  various  provinces.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
giving  my  opinion  that  I  think  we  ought  to  arm  our  committee  with  something,  and  not 
send  them  to  Ottawa  with  their  mouths  shut  and  not  able  to  say  anything.  My  opinion  is- 
that  the  scheme  of  Dominion  examination  would  be  a  better  plan  than  to  accept  the 
provincial  matriculations. 

Dr.  Williams — Will  you  express  your  opinion  whether  or  not  we  should  expect 
students  to  register  where  they  study  or  in  their  own  province  before  they  go  to  the 
Dominion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  think  it  is  likely  the  great  majority  would  register  in  their  own 
provinces.  I  do  not  think  a  very  great  many  students  will  take  advantage  of  the  examinations 
of  the  Dominion  Council  and  of  the  license  from  the  Dominion  Council ;  but  all  students 
who  wish  to  go  abroad  will  do  it. 

Dr.  RooME — Why  will  not  all  students  take  it  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin —  Suppose  a  student  takes  the  Dominion  registration,  and  goes 
through  the  whole  thing  in  connection  with  the  Dominion  Council  he  will  have  to  pay  a 
large  amount  of  money  ;  and  then,  in  addition  to  that,  he  will  have  to  pay  his  money  to 
register  in  his  own  province ;  and  if  a  student  is  determined  to  live  his  .life  in  Ontario  I 
think  it  would  be  unwise  to  do  that  ;  and  students  have  not  money,  as  a  general  rule,  to 
do  that. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  when  I  got  up  to  make  a  few  remarks  after  I  came  into 
the  room,  I  supposed  you  were  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  I  might  have  made  more 
extended  remarks.  I  do  not  wish  to  make  any  extended  remarks,  but  to  largely  endorse 
what  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  said.  As  between  Dominion  matriculation  examination  and 
provincial  matriculation  examination  I  would  undoubtedly  prefer  the  former,  although  I 
think  both  are  open  to  grave  suspicion.  There  are  examinations  and  examinations  ;  and 
the  longer  a  man  has  been  an  examiner,  or  has  had  to  do  with  examinations  in  educational 
bodies  of  any  kind,  the  more  convinced  he  is  of  the  difficulty  of  keeping  examinations  above 
suspicion.  Here  in  our  own  province,  with  all  of  our  care,  even  the  teacher's  examinations 
have  been  given  away  on  two  or  three  occasions  by  the  printed  papers  getting  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  were  willing  to  purchase  them  for  a  fair  sum  of  money  ;  and  if  teachers' 
certificate  examinations,  which  only  entitle  to  a  profession  of  not  a  very  remunerative 
character  are  placed  somewhat  under  suspicion  in  that  way,  surelj'  the  examinations  for  a 
doctor's  license  to  practise  in  the  Dominion  would  be  open  to  much  more  suspicion  in  the 
same  direction.  And  whether  you  have  a  Dominion  examination  or  provincial  examination 
I  do  not  know  how  you  are  going  to  guard  your  examinations  in  that  way  so  as  to  satisfy 
many  of  our  constitutents,  many  of  our  practitioners,  who  are  aware  of  the  constant  efforts 
being  made  to  get  behind  the  papers  so  as  to  know  what  the  coming  questions  are.  It  may 
seem  an  anticjuated  and  one-horse  way  of  doing  it,  but  I  remember  when  I  was  on  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  at  the  commencement  of  this  Council — Dr.  Sullivan  will  remember  it  well — we 
were  so  convinced  that   printed  papers   meant  danger,  that  we  used  to  insist  upon  writing 
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out  our  questions  the  night  before  the  examination,  and  keeping  the  paper  in  our  breast 
pockets,  and  dictating  it  to  the  students  next  morning  before  the  examination.  It  is  true 
that  was  a  somewhat  clumsy  mode  of  procedure  ;  but  we  had  the  absolute  certainty  our 
papers  had  not  been  got  at — there  was  that  much  to  be  said  in  its  favor.  I  certainly  think 
also  it  would  be  wise  to  instruct  our  committee  to  insist,  not  merely  to  make  it  permissive, 
that  every  man  who  goes  up  for  Dominion  examination  should  first  have  been  examined  and 
registered  in  the  province,  but  I  think  that  should  be  a  preliminary,  and  I  think  it  should  not 
be  permissive.  And  even  then  I  imagine  that  the  scheme,  as  Dr.  Roddick  says,  will  involve 
a  much  less  revenue  from  various  sources  to  this  Council,  which  we  should  take  into  account 
before  we  are  committed  to  Dominion  registration  as  a  whole.  I  do  not  want  to  occupy 
your  time,  because  I  do  not  know  to  what  extent  the  clause  was  discussed  before  I  came  into 
the  room:  but  I  thought  I  would  like  to  endorse  what  was  said  by, my  friend.  Dr. 
McLaughlin,  and  by  other  gentlemen  in  the  room,  so  far  as  I  heard  them  on  those  two 
points. 

Dr.  Campbell — If  an  expression  of  opinion  be  asked  for  from  the  members,  without 
entering  into  a  discussion,  I  will  say  I  should,  for  myself,  favor  the  idea  of  a  matriculation 
controlled  by  the  Dominion  Medical  Council  ;  and  preliminary  to  registration  as  a  practitioner 
should  be  the  registration  of  the  applicant  as  a  practitioner  in  his  own  province. 

Dr.  Williams— Is  it  Dr.  Campbell's  opinion  that  before  he  goes  up  for  Dominion 
examination  the  candidate  should  qualify  in  his  own  province. 

Dr.  Campbell — Yes. 

Dr.  Brock— Mr.  President,  I  suppose  this  Bill,  as  presented  to  this  Council,  is  the  Bill 
that  will  be  considered  by  the   committee  when  they  go  to  Ottawa. 

The  President — A  number  of  suggestions  were  made  to-day  to  Dr.  Roddick  by  the 
committee  ;  and  I  think  it  is  his  intention  to  make  further  changes  in  the  Bill,  so  that  this 
will  not  probably  be  the  identical  Bill  for  use  in  the  House. 

Dr.  Brock — T  was  going  to  propose  that  the  members  of  this  Council  take  this  Bill 
home  with  them  and  consider  it  clause  by  clause,  and  that  each  member  should  write  to  the 
Registrar,  who  can  submit  to  the  committee  going  to  Ottawa,  the  opinion  of  each  member  on 
the  clauses  of  the  Bill.  In  considering  this  Bill,  I  feel,  on  going  home  and  looking  at  it, 
and  examining  it,  I  will  say  it  myself.  What  will  be  the  results  of  our  acceding  to  the 
propositions  herein  contained  ?  And  it  seems  to  me  that  I  would  like  to  preserve  this 
Council  and  all  the  advantages  we  possess  to  this  province  forever,  or  as  long  as  I  possibly 
can  ;  therefore  I  say  there  should  be  just  one  final  examination,  to  be  held  say  in  the 
cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto,  a  thoroughly  practical  examination,  and  the  examiners  so 
appointed  as  to  be  above  suspicion,  so  that  none  of  those  things  which  Dr.  Sangster,  or  any 
one  of  us  fears,  might  possibly  occur  ;  and  let  the  men  who  pass  the  examination  be  privi- 
leged to  register  in  any  part  of  the  Dominion  and  throughout  Great  Britain.  We  just 
retain  the  privileges  we  enjoy  and  we  are  in  a  position  then  that  we  would  like  to  be  in 
always,  controlling  the  practitioners,  controlling  the  Discipline  Committee,  and  controlling 
all  those  things  of  which  we  are  so  proud  to  have  control  of  ;  and  at  the  same  time  we  have 
the  privileges  w4iich  are  contained  in  this  Bill,  that  is,  after  ten  years'  practice  every 
member  of  this  profession  in  this  province  would  be  able  to  register  as  a  Dominion  practi- 
tioner. If  it  is  possible  to  do  as  I  suggest,  to  so  consider  the  Bill,  I  think  it  would  enable 
us  to  get  over  the  difficulties  which  I  see  in  carrying  out  the  measure. 

Dr.  Moore — I  shall  not  detain  the  Council  more  than  a  minute'  or  two.  Some  of  the 
gentlemen  seem  to  think  that  the  student  qualifying  in  his  own  province  will  be  a  very 
great  benefit,  that  is  to  say,  that  each  student  must  take  our  examination  here  at  this  Council 
before  going  up  for  Dominion  registration — is  that  right  ? 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  a  question  whether  that  would  be  wise  or  not. 

Dr.  Moore — It  seems  to  be  the  contention  of  some  gentlemen  that  would  be  right,  that 
we  would  get  the  fees  and  so  on.  We  have  got  to  go  back  to  first  principles  if  that  is  to  be 
established.  Look  at  the  injustice  done  to  every  student  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  every 
student  has  first  to  take  his  examination  by  the  university,  and  then  he  comes  here  and 
pays  his  fee,  and,  as  Dr.  McLaughlin  says,  he  is  not  very  flush  with  funds — there  you  have 
two  fees — and  then  he  has  to  go  before  the  Dominion  Board  and  pass  his  examination  again, 
and  again  pay  his  fee — that  is  the  third  fee.  Whereas  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  the  very 
fact  of  the  student  having  a  degree  from  McGill,  Laval  or  Bishop's  carries  the  licensing 
power  with  it  and  he  has  not  got  to  go  before  their  Board  at  all,  but  he  goes  direct  from  the 
university  to  the  Dominion  Medical  Board,  and  he  escapes  the  Council  examination,  and 
escapes  the  fee  as  well.  Dr.  Barrick  said  we  were  going  to  send  a  committee  to  Ottawa. 
I  did  not  know  this  committee  was  going  to  Ottawa.  We  have  no  instructions  to  go  to 
Ottawa ;  and  we  were  not  even  told  our  expenses  would  be  paid,  or  anything  of  that  kind. 
We  are  not  to  go  to  Ottawa  as  far  as  I  know. 
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Dr.  Barrick — Might  I  just  explain.  It  is  understood  that  this  committee  will  meet  at 
the  time  of  the  Dominion  Medical  Association  meeting  in  Ottawa  this  year. 

Dr.  Moore — This  committee  did  not  know  that ;  there  is  nothing  in  the  report  that 
states  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  the  fact. 

Dr.  Moore — And  we  did  not  anticipate  meeting  there. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — When  I  spoke  about  the  expense  of  a  committee,  I  meant  their  own 
personal  expenses.  I  said  it  was  too  bad  not  to  arm  the  committee  with  something  when 
sending  them  away  at  their  own  expense. 

Dr.  Moore — I  never  thought  you  would  be  so  generous  as  to  arm  them  with  money, 
after  your  saying  so  much  as  you  have  done  about  the  debt  and  the  money  of  this  Council. 
We  did  something  to-day,  I  think,  that  will  be  of  immense  benefit  to  the  medical  profession, 
not  only  in  Ontario,  but  all  over  the  Dominion.  We  practically  agreed  we  would  be  satisfied 
with  this :  that  we  would  make  the  matriculation  examination  uniform  all  over  this  Dominion 
of  ours  ;  that  a  certain  number  of  men  would  be  selected  who  were  competent,  and  able  and 
well  qualified  on  this  Dominion  Board  ;  and  that  these  men  should  set  such  questions  as 
they  believed  would  be  equal  to  the  questions  that  are  set  by  our  matriculation  examination 
in  our  province,  because  the  Bill  says  the  standard  shall  be  as  high  as  any  standard  erected 
by  any  province  in  the  Dominion,  and  that  these  questions  should  be  sent,  under  seal,  all 
over  the  Dominion  ;  and  the  answers  would  come  back,  and  the  same  men  that  set  the 
papers  would  examine  the  papers  ;  and  that  examination  would  not  be  final,  but  subject  to 
the  Council  reviewing  the  papers  even  after  that  again  ;  so  that  all  the  men  in  the  whole 
Dominion  who  are  going  up  for  their  matriculation  should  be  treated  alike — the  same  ques- 
tions would  be  presented  to  them,  and  the  same  examiners  would  examine  them.  Then,  to 
avoid  expense,  the  written  part  of  it,  at  least,  could  be  done  in  the  same  manner,  and  the 
questions  set  and  valued  by  the  same  men  ;  and  only  the  intermediate  and  final  would  be 
required  at  Montreal  or  Toronto,  or  wherever  they  saw  fit.  The  great  difficulty  is,  unless 
we  can  devise  some  scheme  better  than  we  have  before  us  to  do  that,  if  this  Dominion 
Medical  Council  is  establishel,  it  will  be  but  a  short  time  until  the  Medical  Act  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  will  be,  not  amended,  but  taken  out,  and  this  Council  will  be  dead. 
But,  however,  let  us  do  the  best  we  can.  We  may  get  the  wisdom  of  Dr.  Roddick  and  his 
friends  all  over  the  country,  and  they  will  be  able  to  see  some  way  out ;  and  that  is  the 
reason  why  I  was  in  favor  of  the  same  committee  being  appointed  again.  We  got  a  great 
deal  of  light  from  Dr.  Roddick  to-day — I  know  I  did — and  also  a  good  many  of  the  objec- 
tions I  had  to  it  before  were  washed  away  ;  and  I  am  prepared  to  go  on  in  the  hope 
that  before  long  we  may  see  our  way  to  do  something. 

Dr.  Powell — It  is  very  gratifying  to  hear  the  views  expressed  by  Dr.  Moore.  A  por- 
tion of  these  sections,  beginning  at  12,  is  pretty  hazy,  but  what  Dr.  Moore  says  takes 
away  a  part  of  that ;  and  he  told  us  what  we  must  believe  to  be  the  conclusions  this  com- 
mittee arrived  at,  although  they  were  not  presented  in  the  report.  Until  Dr.  Moore  spoke 
I  did  not  know  what  was  done. 

Dr.  MooRE — This  was  not  before  the  committee  at  all. 

Dr.  Powell — But  it  was. 

Dr.  Moore — But  it  was  not  before  your  committee  this  afternoon  or  this  morniug.  It 
was  referred  to  the  committee,  but  we  did  not  take  it  up  ;  we  had  not  time  ;  all  we  took  up 
was  this  draft  Bill. 

Dr.  Powell — Did  you  not  take  up  Dr.  Campbell's  resolution  ? 

Dr.  MooRE — No  ;  all  we  had  time  to  take  up  was  this  Bill,  and  we  had  to  do  that  as 
rapidly  as  we  could.  It  is  on  this  Bill  Dr.  Roome's  report  is  made  ;  not  on  this  other  report 
at  all. 

Dr.  Williams — I  was  sorry,  when  Dr.  Moore  was  speaking,  that  he  did  not  refer  to  one 
subject,  about  the  examination  and  preliminary  examinations.  We  have  heard  opinions,  and 
I  think  the  Council  is  pretty  well  of  the  same  opinion  on  the  subject ;  but  I  would  like  to 
hear  Dr.  Moore  say  whether  or  not  he  thinks  it  advisable  that  anyone  presenting  himself 
before  the  Dominion  Board  shall  first  qualify  in  the  province  where  he  studies. 

Dr.  MooRE — In  answer  to  Dr.  Williams,  if  the  law  compels  him  to  do  so,  he  will  have 
to  do  so. 

Dr.  Williams — I  wanted  to  get  an  expression  of  the  Council  whether  or  not  the  com- 
mittee should  endeavor  to  get  the  law  to  compel  ? 

Dr.  MooRE — Yes  ;  by  all  means.  I  want  to  see  this  Council  retained,  because  we  have 
done  a  great  deal  of  good  in  the  past,  and  will  do  more  in  the  future. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask  Dr.  Williams  one  question  ?  1  think  <^  candidate  must  take 
his  provincial  before  taking  the  Dominion  ;  but  by  his  provincial  examination  do  we  under- 
stand registration  in  the  province  in  which  he  resides  ?  Would  it  be  competent  for  a  man 
on  the  borders  of  Quebec,  knowing,  possibly,  that  it  was  easier  to  get  registration  in  the 
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Province  of  Quebec,  to  cross  the  border  and  get  a  provincial  certificate  there,  and  on  that 
receive  his  Dominion  registration  ?     That  is  what  I  want  to  know. 

Dr.  Williams — On  this  subject  I  may  tell  you  that  it  is  not  easier  to  get  registration  in 
Quebec  than  it  is  in  Ontario,  for  the  reason  that  the  Council  of  Quebec  demands  a  certain 
matriculation,  and  if  you  do  not  pass  that  matriculation  before  you  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  you  cannot  get  registered  there.  Now,  about  McGill  College;  we  have  the  impres- 
sion that  the  McGill  students  pass  before  their  professors  and  have  no  further  examination, 
and  they  are  registered  in  Quebec.  That  is  partly  true,  and  it  is  partly  not  true.  If  before 
going  into  the  study  of  medicine  they  matriculate  before  the  Council  in  Quebec,  then  they 
study  at  McGill  or  study  where  they  like,  and  when  they  pass  the  examination  they  can 
register  ;  but  a  McGill  student  who  matriculates  at  McGill,  and  takes  his  degree  at  McGill, 
-cannot  go  up  and  register  in  Quebec  at  all  until  he  takes  his  matriculation  and  studies 
four  years. 

Dr.  Sangster — Perhaps  I  was  unfortunate  in  the  way  I  put  it — I  did  not  mean  Quebec 
alone.  But  we  all  know  the  students  are  anxious  to  get  through  as  easily  as  possible  ;  and 
if  one  province  should  become  notoriously  the  easiest  province  in  all  the  Dominion  to 
acquire  a  medical  qualification  in,  would  it  be  competent  for  the  would-be  medical  men  of 
the  Dominion  to  go  to  that  province  and  obtain  that  provincial  registration  as  a  preliminary 
of  the  Dominion  registration. 

Dr.  Williams — It  would,  if  the  requirements  were  not  worded  in  such  a  way  as  to  pre- 
vent it.  It  is  a  question  whether  to  word  it  :  "In  the  province  in  which  he  resides,"  or 
"the  province  where  he  studies,"  or  "in  any  of  the  provinces."  I  was  hoping  we  would 
get  difierent  opinions  on  that  to-day,  from  which  we  could  draw  a  conclusion,  but  I  have  not 
drawn  very  strongly  any  conclusion  yet.  I  admit  that  my  own  impression  is  that  the  man 
should  first  register  where  he  studied,  and  I  think  that  would  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
any  injury  coming  to  our  Council  in  any  shape  whatever  ;  that  is  my  view  of  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  is  the  necessity  on  the  part  of  a  student  who  wants  to  take 
the  Dominion  Council,  and  get  the  Dominion  license,  to  pass  any  examination  in  the  province 
in  which  he  resides  ? 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  no  necessity  at  all,  unless  it  is  to  maintain  our  local  Council, 
and  to  give  him  a  certain  standing  when  he  goes  to  the  Dominion,  so  that  the  Dominion 
Council  shall  not  be  examining  a  lot  of  men  who  are  not  qualified  ;  but  it  is  mainly  to  pre- 
vent our  Council  from  being  depleted  and  broken  down  from  want  of  students. 

The  President-  Dr.  Williams  has  finished  speaking,  and  not  more  than  half  the  Coun- 
cil are  present.  To  discuss  this  much  longer,  and  then  put  a  resolution,  by  the  number 
present,  I  think,  could  be  hardly  looked  upon  as  a  fair  expression  of  the  views  of  the 
'Council  as  a  whole  ;  the're  is  a  very  large  number  of  the  members  absent,  and  I  would  like, 
if  possible,  to  draw  the  discussion  speedily  to  a  close,  because  we  have  other  business  to  take 
up,  and  I  think  it  important  to  get  through  business  before  6  o'clock. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  just  one  point  I  wish  to  take  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on,  and 
it  will  not  take  one  minute.  The  report  says  :  "  Your  committee  further  recommends  that 
you  again  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  representatives  from  the  other  provinces,  with 
a  view  of  bringing  the  Bill  more  into  harmony  with  your  views,  and,  if  possible,  to  get  it 
into  a  practical  working  form."  The  suggestion  in  that  is  that,  as  there  is  an  association  to 
meet  in  Ottawa,  that  the  persons  going  there  will  again  have  a  conference  with  representa- 
tives from  the  other  provinces,  and  endeavor  to  make  progress  with  the  matter.  If  it  meets 
your  views,  I  think  the  committee  should  be  appointed  ;  and  I  have  no  objection  at  all  if 
you  appoint  the  committee  that  is  mentioned  in  Dr.  Roome's  report. 

The  President— You  can  arrange  that  later  on,  when  this  report  is  disposed  of. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— Is  there  a  committee  named  in  Dr.  Roome's  report? 

Dr.  Williams — It  says  :  "  We  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to 
the  same  committee,"  and  thfe  names,  I  believe,  are  in  the  report.  Having  got  an  expres- 
sion on  those  subjects,  I  may  withdraw  this  altogether. 

The  President  asked  the  consent  of  the  Council  to  Dr.  Williams'  withdrawing  the 
report 

The  Council  consented. 

Dr.  Campbell — Inasmuch  as  Dr.  Williams  has  submitted  an  amendment  in  order  to 
gain  an  opinion,  I  wish  to  do  the  same,  and  it  may  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  committee. 
I  move  that  this  Council  approves  of  the  amendment  to  the  proposed  Medical  Bill,  by  which 
the  homeopathic  physicians  shall  have  the  same  standing  that  they  have  at  present  under 
the  Medical  Act  of  Ontario.  The  committee  was  unanimous  on  that  matter,  and  Dr.  Rod- 
dick was  agreeable  to  it.  What  I  have  said  goes  on  record,  and  is  not  contradicted  by 
anybody,  and  those  who  go  to  any  future  meeting  can  say  that  is  the  opinion. 

The  President  stated  Dr.  Roome's  motion,  as  follows  :  Dr.  Roome  moved,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Macdonald,  that  the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Interprovincial  and  Dominion 
Registration  be  adopted. 
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Dr.  Powell — That  report  says:  "At  some  future  time."  I  think  there  ought  to  be 
ssomething  in  it  to  ask  them  for  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell — No  doubt  the  committee  will  report. 

Dr.  Moore  moved  that  the  report  be  amended  to  read  :  "  That  the  committee  report  at 
i:he  next  meeting  of  the  Council. " 

The  President  put  Dr.  Moore's  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
•carried. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Roome's  motion  to  adopt  the  report,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  declared  it  carried.  . 
To    the    President    mid   Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 

Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  special  committee  appointed  this  session  on  Interprovincial  and 
Dominion  Registration,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell  on 
interprovincial  registration,  and  the  report  presented  by  Dr.  Williams  on  Dominion  registra- 
tion, met  and  elected  Dr.  Roome  Chairman.  The  resolutions  presented  were  fully  consid- 
ered ;  also  Bill  drafted  by  Dr.  Roddick,  M.P.,  of  Montreal.  Dr.  Roddick  was  invited  to 
come  up  and  meet  committee  and  discuss  the  question,  which  he  kindly  consented  to  do. 
He  appeared  before  the  committee  this  morning,  and  after  fully  explaining  the  various 
clauses  in  this  Bill,  several  changes  were  suggested  to  the  Bill  ;  but  as  the  time  would  not 
permit  to  go  into  some  of  the  minor  details,  we  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  refer- 
red back  to  the  same  committee  for  further  consideration  at  a  future  time  :  and  that  the  said 
committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  Roome,  Britton,  Dickson,  Moore,  Campbell,  Bray,  Moorhouse, 
Thorburn,  Williams  and  Macdonald,  be  requested  to  do  all  in  their  power,  at  the  earliest 
opportunity,  to  further  the  object  of  Dr.  Roddick's  Bill,  as  amended,  and  report  at  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Council.

To   the   President   and  Members    of  the  Medical  Council   of  the  College    of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario: 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  appointed  to  meet  representation  from  the  other  provinces 
•of  Canada  at  the  Dominion  Medical  Association,  and  to  confer  with  others  on  the  subject  of 
Interprovincial  Registration,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1.  The  meeting  took  place  in  the  City  of  Toronto  in  the  month  of  September,  1899,  and 
was  attended  by  representatives  from  nearly  all  the  provinces. 

2.  That  the  attention  of  the  meeting  was  entirely  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  so- 
called  Dr.  Roddick's  Bill,  which,  as  we  reported  to  you  at  your  last  session,  was  the  outgrowth 
of  the  conference  held  in  Quebec  in  1898. 

3.  That  in  the  terms  of  this  Bill  it  would  be  Dominion  registration  and  not  interprovin- 
•cial  registration,  as  formerly  referred  to. 

4.  That  the  Bill  was  submitted  in  draft  form,  and  was  carefully  revised  at  the  conference 
of  the  provinces,  and  has  since,  by  the  aid  of  some  of  the  representatives  in  connection  with 
Dr.  Roddick,  been  revised  several  times,  and  perfected  in  some  particulars. 

5.  A  copy  of  the  Bill  will  herewith  be  submitted  for  your  consideration.  Some  features 
•of  it  will,  no  doubt,  need  reconsideration. 

6.  Its  leading  features  are  that  it  proposes  to  establish,  under  a  Dominion  Act  a  council 
for  the  purpose  of  granting  certificates  of  qualification,  both  as  to  matriculation  and  profes- 
sional qualification.     Section  4,  sub-section  d. 

7.  These  certificates  of  qualification  mustbe  equal  to  the  highest  standard  required  by 
any  of  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion.     Section  10,  sub-section  i. 

8.  It  is  proposed  that,  by  an  amendment  to  the  Provincial  Medical  Acts,  these  certifi- 
cates shall  be  accepted  as  proof  of  qualification,  and  that  each  province  shall  register  the 
holder  thereof  on  payment  of  the  regular  fee. 

9.  The  Council,  that  would  have  control  of  the  management  of  the  details  of  the  Act, 
would  be  composed  of  three  members  from  each  province — one  elected  by  the  medical  coun- 
cil, one  appointed  by  the  Governor-in-Council  of  the  Dominion,  and  the  third,  the  president 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  province. 

10.  To  this  Council  is  given  full  powers  to  make  all  provision  for  examinations,  both  as 
to  matriculation  and  professional  requirements,  and  also  for  different  branches  of  the  profes- 
sion that  may  be  legalized  in  any  of  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion.  This  wide  latitude  to 
the  Council  we  regard  as  perfectly  safe  to  the  provinces,  for  if  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were 
not  fully  and  faithfully  carried  out  the  provinces  could  refuse  registration  to  the  students, 
and  could  be  compelled  to  register  only  on  its  being  made  clear  that  the  Act  in  its  es.sence 
■was  being  complied  with. 
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11.  Your  committee  feel  obliged  to  reiterate  their  statement  in  their  report  of  last  year, 
viz.,  *'The  most  serious  objection  to  the  scheme  suggested  by  Dr.  Roddick  is  the  largeness 
of  the  Dominion  Council,  and  the  expense  necessarily  involved  in  its  practical  working. " 

12.  With  a  view  to  lessening  the  expense,  and  at  the  same  time  giving  satisfactory  proof 
that  the  local  councils  would  not  be  interfered  with,  your  committee  recommend  that  it  be  a 
requirement  of  the  Dominion  Act  that  each  student  presenting  himself  for  examination  must 
present  a  certificate  of  registration  from  one  of  the  provinces,  together  with  a  certificate  of  hav- 
ing been  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine  for  five  years  after  matriculation ;  and  that  these  cer- 
tificates be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  matriculation  and  primary  examination  ;  and  that  the  examin- 
ations for  the  intermediate  and  final  be  set  by  examiners  not  necessarily  of  the  Dominion, 
who  would  examine  and  value,  and  the  standing  be  given  accordingly. 

13.  Under  this  arrangement,  the  Dominion  Council  would  necessarily  control  the  matric- 
ulation, and  would  agree  upon  regularly  conducted  examinations  in  the  several  provinces  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible. 

14.  Objections  have  been  made  to  the  proposed  Act,  that  students  would  all  qualify  for 
the  Dominion,  and  that  there  would  therefore  be  no  further  use  for  provincial  councils. 
This  objection  is  not  well  founded,  as  the  Dominion  Act  cannot  give  the  right  to  practise  in 
any  province  ;  that  can  come  from  the  individual  provinces  only,  the  Dominion  simply  giv- 
ing a  certificate  of  qualification  upon  which  the  various  provinces  may  register  without  fur- 
ther examination.     See  section  4,  sub-section  d. 

15.  Another  objection  is  taken  to  the  fact  that  no  specific  allusion  is  made  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  profession  legalized  in  this  province  and  with  whom  we  have  worked  in  the 
most  harmonious  manner  for  many  years,  viz.,  the  Homeopaths.  Secti  n  6,  sub-section  e 
has  been  specially  introduced  in  the  Bill  to  guarantee  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this  branch, 
while  the  councils  are  given  power  to  make  arrangements  for  all  examinations,  homeopathic, 
or  whatever  branch  may  be  legalized  in  our  Dominion. 

16.  Your  committee  further  recommends  that  you  again  appoint  a  committee  to  confer 
with  representatives  from  the  other  provinces,  with  a  view  of  bringing  the  Bill  more  into 
harmony  with  your  views,  and  if  possible  to  get  it  into  a  practical  working  form.

Bill. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Medical  Council  oj  Canada. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "The  Medical  Act  of  Canada." 

Definitions. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression  "province  "  shall 
be  held  to  include  the  North- West  Territories  ;  the  expression  "  provincial  "  shall  be  held  to 
mean  not  only  provincial  but  also  North- West  Territorial  ;  the  expression  "  medicine"  shall 
be  held  to  include  surgery  and  obstetrics  ;  the  expression  *'  medical"  shall  be  held  to  include 
surgical  and  obstetrical  ;  and  the  expression  "  The  Council  "  shall  be  held  to  mean  the 
Medical  Council  of  Canada. 

Incorporation  and  Purposes. 

3.  The  persons  from  time  to  time  appointed  or  elected  or  otherwise  being  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  are  hereby  constituted  a 
corporation,  under  the  name  of  "The  Medical  Council  of  Canada." 

4.  The  purposes  of  the  Council  shall  be  to  promote  and  effect  : 

(a)  The  establishment  of  a  qualification  in  medicine  such  that  the  holders  thereof  shall 
be  acceptable  and  empowered  to  practise  in  all  the  provinces  of  this  Dominion. 

(6)  The  establishment  of  a  register  for  Canada  of  medical  practitioners  and  students, 
and  the  compilation,  publication  and  revision  from  time  to  time  of  such  register. 

(c)  The  determination  and  fixing  of  the  qualifications  and  conditions  necessary  for  regis- 
tration, including  the  courses  of  study  to  be  pursued,  the  examinations  to  be  undergone,  and 
generally  the  requisites  for  registration. 
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(d)  The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  board  of  examiners  for  the  examination  of 
such  persons  and  for  the  granting  of  certificates  of  qualification. 

(e)  The  establishment  of  such  a  status  of  the  medical  profession  in  Canada  as  shall 
insure  recognition  thereof  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  enable 
Canadian  practitioners  to  acquire  the  right  to  registration  under  the  Acts  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  known  as  the  "Medical  Acts." 

(If)  The  enactment,  by  the  consent  and  at  the  instance  of  the  medical  councils  or  boards 
of  the  various  provinces  of  Canada,  of  such  provincial  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  sup- 
plement the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  effect  all  or  any  of  the  foregoing  purposes. 

5.  The  Council  may  acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council  or  of  providing  a  revenue  therefor, 
and  may  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  ;  but  the  annual  value  of  the  real  estate 
owned  by  the  Council,  and  held  for  the  purpose  of  revenue  only,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Composition  of  Council. 

6.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  from  each  province  now  or  here- 
after being  a  Province  of  Canada,  who  shall  be  chosen  as  follows,  viz. :  One  from  each  such 
province  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor-General-in-Council,  one  from  each  such 
province  shall  be  elected  by  the  Medical  Council  of  such  province,  and  the  President  of  each 
provincial  Medical  Council  shall  be  ex-ojfficio  a  member  of  the  Council.  Provided,  however, 
that  no  one  shall  be  appointed,  elected  or  ex-ojfficio  a  member  of  the  Council  or  continue  in 
ojBice  as  such  member  unless  he  (a)  reside  in  the  province  for  which  he  is  an  appointed, 
elected  or  ex-officio  member  ;  (6)  be  a  duly  registered  member  of  the  medical  profession 
according  to  the  law  of  the  province  which  he  represents  ;  (c)  be  duly  registered  as  a  medical 
practitioner  in  the  register  to  be  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  but  this  latter 
qualification  shall  not  be  required  of  any  of  the  members  originally  composing  the  Council. 
{d)  Provided,  however,  that  no  province  shall  be  represented  upon  the  Council  either  by 
appointed,  elected,  or  ex-officio  members  until  the  Legislature  of  that  province  shall  have 
enacted  in  effect  that  students  and  medical  practitioners  duly  registered  as  such  by  the 
Council,  may,  without  further  study,  be  registered  as  students  or  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioners  within  and  under  the  laws  of  such  province,  (e)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  to  interfere  with  or  derogate  from  any  rights  or  privileges  possessed  by  practitioners 
who,  under  the  laws  of  any 'province,  are  recognized  as  forming  a  particular  School  of 
Practice  of  Medicine. 

7.  The  term  of  oflice  for  appointed  members  shall  be  four  years. 

(1)  Elected  members  shall  remain  in  oflice  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
the  members  of  the  provincial  Medical  Council  by  whom  they  are  elected. 

(2)  Ex-offi,cio  members  shall  be  members  of  the  Council  so  long  as  they  continue  to 
hold  the  office  in  virtue  of  which  they  become  such  members. 

(3)  Any  member  may  at  any  time  tender  resignation  of  his  membership  by  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  or  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council.  Upon  acceptance  of  such 
resignation  by  the  Council,  the  Council  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  thereof,  in  case 
of  an  appointed  member  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Canada,  and  in  case  of  an  elected  or 
ex-ojfficio  member  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Council  for  the  province  which  such 
member  represents. 

(4)  Any  person  who  is  or  has  been  a  member  of  whatever  class  may,  if  properly  quali- 
fied, become  an  ex-ojfficio  member  or  be  reappointed  or  re-elected;  but  no  person  shall  at  one 
time  serve  as  a  member  in  more  than  one  capacity. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  members  of  the  Council  who  have  been  appointed  or  elected  and 
whose  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire,  successors  may  be  appointed  or  elected  at  any  time 
within  three  months  before  the  expiration  of  such  term,  provided  that  where  any  vacancy 
exists  in  the  membership  of  the  Council  by  reason  of  any  term  of  office  having  expired  or 
otherwise  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  any  time. 

(6)  If  the  proper  provincial  authority  to  elect  a  member  of  the  Council  fail  to  do  so,  or 
fail  to  elect  a  properly  qualified  member,  or  fail  to  cause  the  name  of  the  member  elected  to 
be  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  within  a  reasonable  time  after  such  election 
might  have  been  made,  then,  after  due  notice  from  the  Council  requiring  such  provincial 
authority  to  make  and  certify  such  election,  the  Council  may  thereupon,  in  case  the  default 
continue,  itself  elect  such  member  in  lieu  of  the  proper  provincial  authority. 

(7)  A  member  appointed  or  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  death  or  resignation 
shall  hold  office  in  all  respects  as  the  person  in  whose  place  he  is  appointed  or  elected  would 
liave  held  office,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  that  person  was  appointed  or 
elected.

(8)  In  case  of  any  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  the  qualification  or  the  validity  of  the  election 
of  any  member  the  Council  may  inquire  into  and  decide  such  doubt  or  dispute,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Council  shall  be  final. 

Officers. 

8.  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  (a)  elect  from  among  its  members  a  President, 
a  Vice-President  and  an  Executive  Committee  ;  (b)  appoint  a  Registrar  who  may  also,  if 
deemed  expedient,  act  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  ;  (c)  appoint  or  engage  such  other  officers 
and  employees  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  provisions  of  this 
Act  ;  (d)  require  and  take  from  the  Registrar,  or  from  any  other  officer,  or  employee,  such 
security  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duty  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  ;  (e)  fix  the 
allowance  or  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the  President,  Vice-President,  member-,  officers 
and  employees  of  the  Council. 

Meetings. 

9.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  at  the  City  of  Ottawa  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  ;  and  thereafter  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by 
the  Council. 

(1)  Until  otherwise  provided  by  order  or  regulation  of  the  Council,  eleven  members  of 
the  Council  shall  form  a  quorum,  and  alj  Acts  of  the  Council  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 

(2)  The  President  or  Vice-President  when  in  the  chair,  and  the  Chairman  of  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  or  of  any  committee  of  the  Council  shall  have  a  casting  vote  in  addition 
to  his  vote  as  a  member  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Committee. 

Rules,  Orders  and  Regulations. 

10.  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time,  make,  repeal,  alter  and  amend  rules,  orders, 
and  regulations  not  contrary  to  law  or  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  or  with  reference  to 
the  following  purposes  or  any  of  them  :  (a)  The  purposes  mentioned  in  section  8  of  the 
Act ;  (b)  the  direction,  conduct,  and  management  of  the  Council  and  of  its  property,  real 
and  personal  ;  (c)  the  summoning  and  holding  of  meetings  of  the  Council,  the  times  and 
places  where  such  meetings  are  to  be  held,  the  conduct  of  business  thereat,  and  the  number 
of  members  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  ;  (d)  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  and  the  selection  of  substitutes  for  them,  if  unable  to  act  for  any  cause 
at  any  time ;  («)  the  tenure  of  office,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Registrar  and  of  all  other 
officers  and  employees  ;  (/)  the  election  and  appointment  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
other  committees  for  general  or  special  purposes,  the  definition  of  their  powers  and  duties, 
the  summoning  and  holding  of  their  meetings  and  the  conduct  of  business  by  such  com- 
mittees; (g)  generally,  all  fees  to  be  required,  paid  or  taken  under  this  Act;  (h)  the  admission, 
enrolment,  and  registration  of  practitioners  and  students  of  the  medical  profession,  subject 
to  all  the  provisions  hereinbefore  or  hereinafter  stated  ;  (i)  the  qualifications  to  be  required 
from  all  persons  desirous  of  being  registered  either  as  practitioners  or  students  under  the 
authority  of  this  Act,  including  the  establishment,  maintenance  and  effective  conduct  of 
examinations  for  ascertaining  whether  such  persons  possess  the  qualifications  required  ;  the 
number,  nature,  times,  and  modes  of  such  examinations  ;  the  appointment  of  examiners  ; 
the  terms  upon  which  matriculation  and  other  certificates  from  universities,  colleges  and  other 
educational  institutions,  or  from  the  governing  bodies  of  other  professions,  shall  be  received 
as  evidence  of  qualification  ;  the  recognition  of  licenses  granted  by  any  British,  Canadian, 
colonial  or  foreign  licensing  body  or  authority  ;  the  arranging  an<l  bringing  into  effect  of  my 
scheme  or  schemes  of  reciprocity  as  to  registration  with  any  British,  colonial  or  foreign 
medical  licensing  body  or  authority  ;  the  dispensation  of  candidates  from  undergoing  exam- 
inations either  wholly  or  partially,  and  generally  all  matters  incident  to  such  examinations  or 
necessary,  or  expedient  to  effect  the  objects  thereof  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  require-, 
ments  of  the  curriculum  shall  not  at  any  time  be  lower  than  the  requirements  of  the  most 
comprehensive  curriculum  established  at  the  same  time  for  the  like  purpose  in  any  province, 
nor  shall  the  standard  of  examinations,  either  preliminary  or  professional,  be  lower  than  the 
highest  standard  for  the  like  purpose  established  at  the  same  time  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining qualifications  for  registration  within  any  province  ;  (j)  the  terms,  conditions  and 
circumstances  under  which  medical  practitioners  shall  be  entith  d  to  registration  under  this 
Act  in  cases  where  such  medical  practitioners  are  duly  reiristered  or  licensed  under  the 
Medical  Acts  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  under  the  laws  of  any  British  possession  other  than 
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'Canada  or  under  the  laws  of  any  foreign  country  which  British  possession  or  foreign  country 
extends  reciprocal  advantages  to  Canada  ;  (k)  generally  all  matters  which  it  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  to  provide  for  or  regulate  in  pursuance  of  the  purpose  of  this  Act  and  in 
furtherance  of  its  general  intention  ;  provided,  however,  that  no  rule,  order  or  regulation 
of  the  Council,  made  under  the  authority  of  this  section  shall  have  tfFect  until  approved  by 
the  Governor-General-in-Council. 

11.  A  copy  of  any  such  rule,  regulation  or  order  certified  by  the  Registrar  or  Secretary 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  may  be  received  in  evidence  in  any  court  of 
justice  without  proof  other  than  the  production  of  a  copy  purporting  to  be  so  certified. 

Board  of  Examiners. 

12.  (1)  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Council  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Exami- 
^ners  to  be  known  as  "The  Medical  Council  of  Canada  Examination  Board,"  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  hold  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  Council. 

(2)  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 

Examinations. 

13.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  examinations  to  be  held  under  this  Act,  namely,  the 
preliminary  or  matriculation  examination,  and  the  professional  examinations. 

(1)  The  subjects  of  these  examinations  shall  be  decided  by  the  Council,  and  candidates 
for  examination  may  elect  to  be  examined  in  the  English  or  French  language. 

(2)  All  practical  and  clinical  examinations  shall,  until  otherwise  decided  by  the  Council, 
be  held  in  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Toronto. 

Registration. 

14.  The  Council  shall  cause  to  be  kept  by  the  Registrar,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  a  book  or  register  to  be  known  as  "The  Canadian  Medical  Register,"  in  which 
shall  be  entered  in  such  manner  and  with  such  particulars  as  the  Council  may  direct  the 
names  of  all  persons  who  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  with  the 
rules,  orders  and  regulations  made  by  the  Council  respecting  registration  under  this  Act, 
and  who  apply  to  the  Registrar  to  have  their  names  so  entered. 

15.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act  every  one  shall,  upon  payment  of  the  fees 
prescribed  by  the  Council  in  that  behalf,  be  entitled  to  be  registered  either  as  medical  prac- 
titioner or  student,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  passes  the  examinations  duly  prescribed  by  the 
Council  and  otherwise  complies  with  all  the  conditions  and  regulations  requisite  for  such 
registration  as  prescribed  by  this  Act  and  by  the  Council  under  the  authority  of  this  Act. 

(1)  Any  person  who,  at  or  before  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  was  registered  in 
any  Province  of  Canada  as  a  medical  practitioner  shall,  after  ten  years  from  the  date  of  such 
registration,  if  during  those  ten  years  he  has  continued  to  be  so  so  registered,  be  entitled  to 
be  registered  under  this  Act  as  a  medical  practitioner,  without  examination,  upon  payment  of 
the  fees  and  upon  compliance  with  the  other  conditions  and  regulations  for  such  cases  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council. 

(2)  Any  person  coming  within  any  of  the  classes  of  registered  or  licensed  practitioners  to 
which  paragraph  (j)  of  section  10  of  this  Act  applies  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered  upon 
complying  with  the  orders  and  regulations  established  by  the  Council  in  that  behalf. 

16.  Any  entry  in  the  Register  may  be  cancelled  or  corrected  upon  the  ground  of  fraud, 
accident  or  mistake. 

17.  In  any  case  of  an  application  for  registration  or  for  correcting  or  amending  any 
entry  upon  the  register  the  applicant,  if  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Registrar,  may 
appeal  to  the  Council  and  the  Council  shall  hear  and  determine  the  matter  ;  but  all  applica- 
tions to  cancel  or  strike  ofi"  entries  from  the  Register  made  adversely  to  the  person  whose 
r3gistration  it  is  desired  to  aflfect  shall  be  by  the  Registrar  referred  to  the  Council  and  the 
Council  shall  after  due  notice  hear  and  determine  all  such  applications. 

(1)  The  decision  of  the  Council  in  all  matters  aflfecting  the  Register,  the  entries  made  or 
to  be  made  therein,  and  the  right  to  registration,  whether  upon  appeal  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive. 

18.  If  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Council,  after  inquiry,  that  any  person  registered 
under  this  Act  has  been  convicted  either  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  possessions  or  else- 
where of  an  offence  which  if  committed  in  Canada  would  be  an  indictable  offence  under 
"  The  Criminal  Code,  1892,"  or  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  any   infamous  or  disgraceful 
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conduct  in  a  professional  respect  then,  whether  such  offence  shall  have  been  committed  or 
such  conviction  shall  have  taken  place  or  whether  such  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct 
shall  have  occurred  either  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  or  either  before  or  after 
registration  of  such  person,  the  Council  shall  direct  the  Registrar  to  erase  the  name  of  such 
person  from  the  Register.  Provided,  however,  that  if  a  person  registered  under  this  Act 
shall  likewise  have  been  registered  under  the  laws  of  any  province  and  such  provincial 
registration  shall  have  been  cancelled  for  any  of  the  causes  aforesaid  by  the  authority  of  the 
Medical  Council  for  the  province  where  he  shall  have  been  so  registered,  it  shall  then  be  the 
duty  of  the  Council  without  further  inquiry  to  direct  the  registration  of  such  person  under 
this  Act  to  be  likewise  cancelled. 

(1)  The  name  of  a  person  shall  not  be  erased  under  this  section. 

(a)  Because  of  his  adopting  or  refraining  to  adopt  the  practice  of  any  particular  theory 
of  medicine  or  surgery,  or 

(6)  Because  of  his  conviction  out  of  Her  Majesty's  possessions  of  a  political  offence 
against  the  laws  of  any  foreign  country,  or 

(c)  Because  of  his  conviction  for  any  offence,  which,  though  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  either  from  the  trivial  nature  of  the 
offence  or  from  the  circumstances  in  which  it  was  committed,  insufficient  to  disqualify  a 
person  from  being  registered  under  this  Act. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Douglas,  seconded  by  Dr.  Roome,  that  the  following  members  of  the 
Council  constitute  a  committee  with  whom  the  prosecutor  shall  confer  on  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  prosecutton  of  irregularities  and  unlicensed  practitioners,  namely,  Drs. 
Thorburn,  Geikie,  Barrick,  Macdonald  and  Emory. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  leave  be  granted  him  to  bring  in  a  by-law  to  fix  the  time^ 
manner  and  place  for  holding  examinations,  and  to  appoint  examiners. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  second  that. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  leave  granted. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Macdonald,  that  by-law  No.  —  to  fix  the  time^ 
manner  and  place  of  holding  examinations  and  appointing  examiners  be  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

By-law  No.  —  was  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  second  time 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  read  the  by-law  clause  by  clause,  and  each  clause  was,  on  motion,  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  adopted  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole.     Carried. 

The  Committee  arose  ;  the  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  be  received.     Carried. 

Dr.  Emory  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  by-law  be  read  a  third  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  third  reading  and  was  signed  by  the  President  and  Registrar, 
and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

By-Law  No.  — . 

By-Law  to  Fix  the  Time,  Manner  and  Places  for  Holding   Examinations  and  Appointing 
Examiners. 

Whereas  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  to  make  by-laws,  be  it  therefore 
enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  as  follows  : 

That  a  Fall  Examination  be  held  in  the  College  Building,  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  on 
the  third  Tuesday  in  November,  1900;  and  it  is  further  enacted  that  examinations  be  con- 
ducted in  the  College  Building,  in  Toronto,  and  in  the  City  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Kingston, 
on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  1901,  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  in  the  Annual 
Announcement  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  the  Examiners 
for  the  same  be  as  follows  :

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  last 
year  be  appointed  as  Legislative  Committee  for  this  year. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  exactly  in  order,  but  before  closing  the 
proceedings  I  think  the  Council  should  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  courteous  con- 
duct of  the  President  during  his  term  of  office.  I  would  move  that  the  President  leave  the 
chair,  and  that  Dr.  Thorburn  take  the  chair  and  act  as  chairman.     Carried. 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)  here  retired  from  and  Dr.  Thorburn  took  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  moving  that  this  Council  place  on  record 
its  appreciation  of  the  courteous  and  gentlemanly  conduct  of  Dr.  Britton,  the  President  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Council  during  the  session  of  1900  in  his  management  of  the  business 
brought  before  the  Council,  and  of  his  personal  courtesy  to  the  individual  members. 

Dr.  Dickson — As  I  was  responsible  for  moving  the  President  into  the  position  he  has 
held  during  this  session,  I  have  great  pleasure  now  in  seconding  the  motion.  I  am  sure  we 
have  all  felt  that  he  has  presided  over  this  meeting  with  great  ability  and  great  aflfability, 
and  that  the  comfort  and  success  of  this  session  has  been  largely  due  to  his  ability  to  conduct 
the  business  as  efficiently  as  he  has  done. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  beg  leave  to  third  the  motion.  We  have  had  a  very  pleasant 
session,  and  the  President  has  conducted  the  business  of  the  session,  I  think,  with  extreme 
fairness  and  justice  ;  and  by  his  courteous  manner  we  have  all  been  enabled,  I  think,  to  do 
more  work  than  perhaps  we  have  done  in  any  former  session.  We  have  gone  through  a  lot 
of  work  this  session.     I  have  much  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  I  have  seen  Dr.  Britton's  management  of 
the  chair  with  great  pleasure.  As  our  President,  Dr.  Britton  has  been  uniformly  just  and 
impartial  in  his  rulings.  I  have  not  seen  the  slightest  instance  that  would  lead  me  to  sup- 
pose that  he  was  not  actuated  to  do  the  most  exalted  justice  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Emory — I  want  to  support  this  resolution.  I  had  the  honor  last  year  to  second 
Dr.  Britton's  nomination,  and  I,  and  we  all,  feel  well  pleased  with  his  manner  of  conducting 
the  business,  his  courtesy,  his  fair  and  impartial  manner,  and  his  ability. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  have  great  pleasure  in  endorsing  all  that  has  been  said  ;  and  it  must  be 
a  pleasure  to  every  one  of  us  to  realize  that  the  ruling  of  our  President,  Dr.  Britton,  has 
never  once  been  called  in  question. 

Dr.  Williams — I,  too,  must  endorse  some  of  the  remarks  that  have  been  made.  I  am 
not  one  of  those  who  helped  to  put  Dr.  Britton  in  the  position  ho  occupies  to-day  ;  I  thought 
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there  was  a  little  principle  involved  in  trying  to  get  somebody  else  in  the  chair  ;  but  as  Dr' 
Britton  was  elected,  I  respected  him  in  the  office,  and  I  furthermore  want  to  say  that  I  have 
the  very  highest  respect  for  Dr.  Britton  personally,  and  for  nobody  in  the  Council  more 
than  Dr.  Britton  ;  he  and  I  are,  and  have  been,  personal  friends,  I  think  I  may  say,  for  a 
good  while,  and  there  is  no  person  I  have  more  pleasure  in  seeing  in  that  chair  than  Dr. 
Britton  ;  and  it  affords  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  pleasant,, 
genial  and  fair  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  the  business. 

Dr.  Moore — I  had  not  intended  to  say  a  word,  but  I  must  say  that  I  am  glad  to  feel  that 
Dr.  Britton  has  done  his  duty  so  well  and  has  pleased  everybody  so  well ;  and  1  trust  that  he 
will  live  to  occupy  many  other  honorable  positions. 

Dr.  Thorburn  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried  enthusiastically. 

Dr.  Thorburn,  in  tendering  the  resolution  to  the  President,  said  :  It  affords  me  a  very 
great  deal  of  gratification  to  tender  to  you  the  resolution  that  has  just  been  passed,  and  ta 
hear  the  many  kindly  remarks  that  have  been  made  in  respect  to  you.  You  are  an  old  per- 
sonal friend  of  mine,  and  if  I  were  to  give  vent  to  my  strong  feeling  in  your  favor  I  would 
perhaps  not  do  either  you  or  myself  justice.  To  my  mind,  sir,  you  have  conducted  the 
business  in  a  most  admirable  manner,  a  manner  that  does  honor  to  the  position  and  credit 
to  yourself,  and  I  hope  you  may  live  long,  and  that  this  honorable  position  which  you  now 
fin  may  be  only  the  beginning  of  an  upward  step  in  every  walk  in  life,  and  especially  in  the 
medical  profession,  which  your  high  talents  entitle  you  to.     (Applause.) 

The  President  (Dr.  Britton)— Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  :  It  would  be  untrue  for 
me  to  say  that  I  am  unmindful  of  the  feeling  of  my  professional  brethren  toward  me.  I  am 
endowed  by  nature  with  a  certain  amount  of  ambition,  perhaps  sometimes  inordinate  ;  it 
runs  in  various  directions,  and,  I  might  say,  very  strongly  in  the  direction  of  securing  the 
good-will  of  my  associates  in  this  Council.  There  is  so  much  in  the  active  practice  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  that  entails  an  immense  labor  and  exhausts  men  in  the  interests  of  others, 
that  we  are  glad  to  have  some  redeeming  features  in  our  relations  with  the  profession.  I  do 
not  know  any  profession  in  which  there  is  a  stronger  esprit  de  corps  than  the  medical  itself. 
Perhaps  it  is  true  enough  what  is  sometimes  said,  that  the  doctors  always  stand  up  for  one 
another.  There  is  a  feeling,  at  any  rate,  amongst  medical  men,  for  one  another.  Now, 
gentlemen,  I  have  only  to  say  that  I  am  more  than  pleased  that  the  hint  I  threw  out  at  the 
early  part  of  the  session  was  acted  upon,  and  that  we  have  had  an  harmonious  meeting  ;  but 
permit  me  to  say  that  that  has  not  been  due  to  myself  at  all,  but  to  the  fact  that  every  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  has  done  his  best  to  aid  me  in  conducting  the  business,  so  that  as  much 
as  possible  could  be  accomplished  and  in  a  short  space  of  time.  Once  more,  gentlemen,  I 
thank  you  ;  and  at  the  same  time  I  wish  you,  as  well  as  the  other  members  who  have  already 
left  the  Council  Chamber,  a  very  happy  and  prosperous  year  in  your  various  spheres  of 
activity.  I  hope  you  will  come  back  next  year  with  redoubled  energy,  and  that  my  conduct 
during  the  remainder  of  ray  term  of  office  may  be  such  as  to  merit,  in  some  degree,  the  kind 
words  you  have  said.  I  have  nothing  more  to  say  except  to  ask,  if  we  have  a  musician 
amongst  us,  that  he  will,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  start  "  God  Save  the 
Queen." 

On  motion,  the  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  final  session  of  the  Council,  which 
were  confirmed  and  signed  by  the  President. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned.  The  members  joined  in  singing  *'God  Save  the 
Queen." 

Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  report  that  on  the  27th  of  July,  1899,  your  prosecutor  died.  As 
he  had  entered  into  arrangements  with  a  detective  to  assist  him,  who  had  a  number  of  cases 
on  hand  at  the  time,  your  committee  did  not  fill  the  position  of  detective  to  the  College  until 
1st  of  September,  when  your  committee  met  and  appointed  Detective  Charles  Rose,  who  has 
since  been  doing  the  work,  also  taking  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Wasson  as  caretaker  of  the 
building.  Mr.  Rose  was  appointed  on  the  same  conditions  as  your  honorable  body  had 
agreed  upon  with  the  late  prosecutor,  as  to  salary,  etc. 

During  the  year  several  matters  were  considered  by  correspondence  between  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  agreed  upon  in  that  way,  one  of  which  was  that  your 
Registrar  was  instructed  to  admit  candidates  to  their  primary  examination  who  had  not  com- 
pleted matriculation,  but  had  commenced  the  study  of  medicine  when  it  was  permissible 
under  the  rules  of  your  honorable  body.  The  names  of  these  candidates  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners.  They  were  admitted  conditionally,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Council  at  its  annual  meeting. 
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There  was  a  special  application  from  a  candidate  who  was  entitled  to  go  up  for  his  final 
examination,  which  was  altogether  oral.  He  having  received  an  appointment  in  the  North- 
West  Territory,  your  committee  thought  it  only  fair  to  let  him  go  before  the  examiners  on  the 
final  branches  and  take  the  oral  examination,  the  result  of  which  was  not  to  be  announced 
until  the  results  of  the  spring  examinations  were  made  known.  This  candidate  succeeded  in 
passing,  and  we  ask  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body.  His  marks  will  be  found  stated 
in  the  schedule  in  the  possession  of  the  Registrar. 

Another  candidate,  who  had  not  completed  matriculation,  but  who  had  passed  the  prim- 
ary some  two  years  ago,  and  who,  through  illness,  was  prevented  from  completing  his  matric- 
ulation, and  was  all  ready  for  his  intermediate,  was  permitted  to  take  the  examination 
conditionally,  subject  to  your  approval. 

Several  applications  were  received  from  registered  practitioners  from  Great  Britain, 
asking  to  be  allowed  to  come  up  for  the  intermediate  and  final  examinations,  but  who  had 
not  complied  with  your  rules  and  regulations  regarding  five  years'  practice  after  being  regis- 
tered in  England.  The  candidates  did  not  press  their  applications,  and  the  matter  will  have 
to  be  considered  by  the  Council,  whether  the  regulations  are  to  be  changed  to  meet 
such  cases  or  not. 

There  was  another  application,  of  a  special  nature,  from  a  candidate  for  the  final  examin- 
ation. This  candidate  had  taken  the  ordinary  primary  examination  and  intermediate  exam- 
ination, passing  both,  and  then  applied  for  final  examination  under  the  homeopathic  system. 
As  no  provision  was  made  in  the  regulations  for  a  case  of  this  kind,  the  Registrar,  who  had 
not  time  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Executive,  admitted  the  candidate  to  examination, 
subject  to  your  approval.  The  marks  of  this  candidate  will  be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the 
Registrar,  and  it  may  be  necessary  for  your  honorable  body  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations 
dealing  with  such  cases  in  the  future.

Report  of  Board  of  Examiners. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the    College   of  Physicians   and   Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — As  President  of  the  Medical  Council  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
ers,  I  beg  to  report  that  on  the  4th  of  June,  1900,  I  inspected  the  schedules  of  the  Examiners 
and  Registrar  as  to  the  result  of  the  professional  examinations  held  in  Toronto  and  Kingston 
in  May,  1900. 

For  the  primary  examination,  122  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom  seventy 
passed  and  fifty-two  failed. 

For  the  intermediate  examination,  sixty-eight  candidates  presented  themselves,  forty- 
two  of  whom  passed  and  twenty-six  failed. 

For  the  final  examination,  seventy-one  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom  fifty- 
four  passed  and  seventeen  failed. 

I  also  beg  to  report  that,  at  the  examination  held  in  November,  1899,  in  Toronto,  forty- 
eight  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  primary,  of  whom  thirty  passed  and  eighteen 
failed. 

For  the  intermediate,  twenty-one  candidates  presented  themselves,  seventeen  of  whom 
passed  and  four  failed. 

For  the  final,  twenty-six  candidates  presented  themselves,  twenty-one  of  whom  passed 
and  five  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners. 

The  number  of  each  candidate,  with  the  number  of  marks  obtained  on  each  subject, 
written  and  oral,  will  be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the  Registrar.  The  number  of  marks  in 
each  case  has  been  taken  from  the  schedules  of  the  examiners,  from  which  the  scliedule  of 
the  Registrar  was  prepared,  and  has  been  carefully  inspected  by  me,  and  I  have  certified  that 
I  believe  the  same  to  be  correct. 

The  examinations  were  as  practical  as  possible.  In  anatomy,  wet  and  dry  specimens  of 
the  human  body  were  used,  viscera,  bones  and  models.  In  chemistry,  practiail  work  was 
required  in  the  laboratory.  In  histology,  pathology  and  therapeutics,  microscopic  specimens 
were  used.     In  materia  medica  and  pharmacy,   medicines  and  specimens  were  used.      In 
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medicine,  surgery,  diseases  on  women,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  examinations  were  held 
in  the  general  hospitals,  both  in  Toronto  and  Kingston.  In  midwifery,  medical  and  surgical 
anatomy,  subjects,  models  and  instruments  were  used  at  the  examination. 

The  members  of  your  Board  of  Examiners  have  been  requested  to  submit  any  recom- 
mendations or  suggestions  they  might  be  disposed  to  make  in  connection  with  the  examina- 
tion, and  any  they  have  made  will  appear  appended  to  this  report. 

Some  ten  candidates  have  been  admitted  to  the  primary  examination,  who  had  not  com- 
pleted their  matriculation,  but  who  had  started  the  study  of  medicine  when  the  regulations 
of  your  honorable  body  permitted  them  to  take  the  primary,  though  the  matriculation  was 
not  complete.  It  was  felt  that  these  candidates  had  a  certain  grievance,  and  they  were 
accordingly  admitted  to  the  examination,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Council  at 
their  annual  meeting.  A  candidate  was  also  admitted  to  the  intermediate,  who  had  not 
completed  his  matriculation,  but,  owing  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  illness,  it  was 
thought  wise  to  admit  him  under  similar  conditions  as  the  primary  candidates  were  admitted, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body. 

A  candidate  applied  for  the  final  under  the  fifth  year  as  a  homeopath,  and  as  no  pro- 
vision was  apparently  made  for  an  applicant  of  the  kind,  he  was  admitted  to  the  homeo- 
pathic final  examination,  and  his  marks  appear  in  the  schedules  of  the  Registrar.  As  it  waa 
an  exceptional  application,  and  as  there  had  apparently  been  no  provision  made  for  such,  he 
was  also  admitted  conditionally,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council  at  their  annual 
meeting. 

The  examinations  were  conducted  in  the  usual  manner,  and  I  am  much  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  they  were  terminated  without  anything  happening  which  it  would  be 
necessary  to  bring  before  you  for  consideration.
